The PREFACE. 


| | R the Church of England, pioufly aud rightly reformed under Queen 


ELIZABETH, have been written folid Apologies and Vindicati- 
ons, both of its Doctrine and Difcipline, Miniftry and Worfbip, by divers 


Able and Learned Men. Care alfo hath been taken from time to time to pre- 
ferve and eftablifh it by wholfome Laws and Conftitutions. And the Mem- 


bers of it have (Thanks be to God) enjoyed. plentiful Means of Chriftian 
Knowledge and Edification, not only by the conftant Preaching of God's Word, 
but by the Pratlical and Devotional Books frequently publifbed for their Ufe. 
But one Thing hath been wanting ftill after fo long a time that this ex- 
cellent Church hath flourifbed, Viz. An Hiftorical Account of its Reforma- 
tion, asd the particular Method and Order of the Proceedings in that glori- 
ous Work ; and what Oppofitions or Encouragements it met with from time 
to time ; What Friends or Enemies it found ; What Bifhops or Divines, fin- 
gular for their Piety or Learning, it was adorned with ; and the various 
Succeffes and Occurrences that attended it, after its firft Settlement. 

And it is fome Wonder that we fhould be left deftitute to this day of fo 
material a Branch of our Englith Hiffory under that incomparable Princefs, 


except what is written by Mr.Fuller (who is very brief); andDr. Heylin, and 


the Right Reverend Bp. of Sarum, who go not much further than the Be- 
ginning of ber Reign. It is probable fuch an Undertaking was intended 
long fince, that is, in Camden’s Zime : For. in bis Annals of that Queen, 
be purpofely paffeth lightly over Church Matters ; and in fome Places hinteth, 
that be left them for the Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian: as if there bad been fome 
fach fixed upon for that Work in bis Time. And before him John Fox in- 
tended his laff Labours that Way, and had prepared very confiderable Mate- 
vials for that purpofe; fome whereof are: fallen into my Elands ; many are 
ifperfed elfewhere ; and not a few loft. And I have been told, great 
Fleaps of Collections were in and after theTimes of thatQueen got together,in 
order to write her Eccleftaftical Fiiftory : But that this good Work, and the 
Collections themfelves were flifled and loft in the Civil Wars. , 
Notwithftanding of the Ufe of fuch an Hiftory, there is none, I believe, 


but is fenfible. Both the Clergy of this Church, (who are the Minifters and — 


profeffed Servants of it) and all its other Members may hereby fatisfy them- 
felves, and (as Occafion ferves) inform others, what reafonable, juf? and 
wife Methods were taken in the reforming pf it: and how fignally the Pro- 
vidence of God all along favoured and furthered it. It will fhew us, upon 
what firm Ground of Scripture and Antiquity our Reformation ftands, and 
will dirett and enlighten us in our Controverftes about. it. And by making us 
underftand what, our Original Conftitution is, we fhall not be eafily impofed 
upon; and we {hall know, when we, or others, go beyond, fall fhort of, or vary 

from the true Reformed Church of England. =. | 
Since then,after fo long atime, no ablerPen hath undertaken thisProvince, 
Viz. to relate bow true Religion was reftored, under the forefaid Princefs, 
fo regularly, wifely and legally, by Confent of Prince aud People, and what 
Prozrefs was made therein; I have at ried done my Endeavour, according 
to my {mall Capacity, to ferve God, and thisChurch herein: and that from 
proper Collections by me, for many Tears made, as well our of Private Stu-

dies, as other Publick Libraries and Treafuries of MSS, where many choice 
and fecret Matters are difcovered, Lo furnifh out 2 true Account of thefe Re- 
ligtous Tranfactions. . . 

And that I might not write fuperficiaTy ,by undertaking too much at once,Thave 
Stinted my felf to go no further than to the Thirteenth Year of Queen ELTI- 
ZABETH. Within which Compafs of Time, as there was great variety of 
Events, fo at that Period the Religion feemed to have furmounted its chief 
Dificulties, and to have been well and ftrongly fettled. Hlowever, there is 
room enough in the fucceeding Years of the Queen for the Pen of an Ecclefia- 
flical Hiftorian. : 

In this Work I have purfued Truth with all Faithfulnefs and Sincerity. My 

Relations of Things are not Hear-fays, nor taken up at fecond hand, or com- 
piled out of other Mens publifbed Writings ; but I have gone as near the 
Fountain-head as pofible ; that is, to Archrves, State-Papers, Regiffers, 
Records, and Original Letters, or elfe to Books of good Credit printed in 
thofe Times, directing more furely to the Knowledge how Affairs then fiood. 
And the unfeigned Difpofttion I have ever had to Truth, and my Inclination 
to give fair and juft Reprefentations of Men and Things, will prepare the 
Reader, I hope, to have a good Opinion of my Integrity, and of the Impar- 


— téality of my writing. 


I have fet down as much as hath come to my Knowledge, of Moment, for the 


ie Tluftration of Religion, and to open atrue Profpect into the Affairs vs our 


Church in thofeTimes. Tho I fufpect I may be cenfured by fome of different 
Perfuaftons : as, that I had not ufed a Difcretion in conceling fome things ra- 
ther than in relating them ; and that the knowledge of other Things, might 
have better, for the Service of the Church, been buried in Oblivion ; becaufe 
the bringing them to light might tend to provoke and irritate Party againft 
Party, or fupply Matter for Contelt, or perhaps betray fome ImpeP¥etion in 
the Government, or the like. But this Prattice (which cannot be exempted 
from Partiality) becomes not a juft Eiiftorian; wor ought he to affume fuch 
a Power to himfelf : Nor, in my Fudgment, by any means to omit or obfcure 
«any Thing material, (whatever the fuppofed Confequences be) no more thar 
to alter or mifreprefent what he pleafeth : When by taking this Liberty, the 
Fiiftory becomes defective, Actions and Events are not fully related. And 
hence the Reader is not fuficiently inftructed ; and fo either is led into.Frror, 
or difabled from making a true Fudgment of Things. And therefore had ] 
taken this Courfe, Icould not have avoided the heavieft Charge againft an 
Fliftorian ; which is, of writing Odio aut Favore :1. e. with Favour to fome, 
or Difpleafure towards others. 
Befides the generalCourfe of theFiftory,( for the further laying open to view 
thofe Times) I have mentioned the Books written of Religious Subjects orContro- 


_verfies, that were publifbed from Tear to Tear, as many as I have feen; and 


given fome brief Account of them. Ihave alfo made Notes and Remarks of 


_ the feveral eminent Men, of what Perfuaftons or Principles foever, that have 


been fpoken of in the Series of theHiftory,and have given them their juft and 
due Characters. I have alfo obferved the feveral Bills brought into the 
Parliaments, relating to Religion, and fhewn, as Ihave had Light, their 
Ends, how they were managed, and with what fuccefs paffed or rejetted. And 
many [hort and particular Notices I have interfperfed of Civil or more pri- 
vate Affairs and Tranfatlions, paft over by our Hiftorians, and yet perhaps 

not unworthy recording to Pofferity. 
I have chofen commonly to fet down Things in the very Words of the Re- 
cords and Originals, and of the Authors themfelves, rather than in my own, 
withe

without framing and drefiug them into more Modern Language. W hereby the 
Senfe is fure to remain entire as the Writers meant it. Whereas by affecting 
too curioufly to change and model Words and Sentences, the Senfe it. felf, I 
bave obferved, often to be marred and difguized. - 


Te Conclufion, he that readeth and weigheth this Hiftory, will fee great 
Reafox to acquiefce in the Reformation of our Church, and to be a peaceable. 
and thankful Member of it ; and be convinced what q mighty Hand of God 
over-ruled in this bleffed Work, and overthrew all Oppofttion before it. For.

having contracted great Debts. By this means ELIZ ABET H had 
formidable Enemies before her and behind her: but illy Guarded at. 
Port/mouth, the Ifle of Wight, Dover, againft France: So that an Inva- 
fion was feared on that fide. And on the Scotch Quarters, Berwick was . 
in a woful Condition, wanting-both Fortifications and Men. Thus 
the new Queen’s Hands were now full, to fecure her felf and King- 
dom. - ) | 
And moreover, to fee in what ill Cafe the. Kingdom was when Q. 
Elizabeth came to the Crown, hear what one at that time fpake. 
© She received it at the Hand of her Sifter entangled, (I will not 
_ © fay oppreffed) with foreign Wars: The French on the one fide, 
‘and the Scots on the other: Which fucking out of their Ane 
‘ ceftor’s poifoned Breafts immortal and deadly Hatred againft this 
‘ Realm, lay in wait like Thieves to invade and fpoil it. The 
‘ French, tho’ in Truce, when he heard of Queen Maries Death, kept 
* ftill his Germans about him, upon Hope, that if there had been any 
* Stirs in Englaxd, he might have fet ina Foot. And for that Pur- 
* pofe had willed the Cardinal of Lorain to confer with our Church- 
‘ men to fee what might be done. Whether he did fo or no, God 
‘ knoweth: But it was certain, that the Cardinal had fuch Com- 
‘ miffion. And befides that fhe was thus left, who faw not the

_ This was well known and obferved by the wife Men in thofe 
days. Info much that the Lord Keeper Bacon in his Speech, at the 
opening of her firft Parliament, {pared not to call it Zhe ragged and 
torn Eftate of her Kingdom by Mifgovernance: And noted, ‘“ The 
** great Decays and Loffes of Honour, Strength and Treafure, and © 
“© the Peril, that happened to this Imperial Crown of late time,~— 
the marvelous Waft of the Revenue of the Crown, the ineftima- 
*“* ble Confumption of the Treafure, levied both of the Crown, and 
of the Subject, the exceeding lofs of Munition and Artillery, the 
great lofs of divers valiant Gentlemen of very good Service, the 
incredible Sums of Mony owing at that prefent, and in Honour 
“* due to be paid, and the biting Intereft that was to be anfwered for 
‘© forbearance of this Debt. a 
Thefe Evils, the faid Statefman, under the Commendation of the 
prefent Queen, lay'd to the Charge of the former, Saying, ‘ That 
*.fhe [the prefent Queen] was a Princefs, that was not fo wedded 
‘ to her own, Will and Fantafy, that for the Satisfaction thereof fhe 
* would do any thing that were likely to bring Servitude or Bondage 
“ to her People ; or give any juft Occafion to them of any inward 
“ Grudge, whereby any Tumults or Stirs might arife, as had = 
| ' dene . 
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‘ done of late-Days, [by the Spanifh Match] Things moft pernicious 4 N NO 


© and peftilent to the Common-wealth: A Princefs that never meant 
¢ nor intended for any private Affection, to advance the Caufe or 
© Quarrel [of another] with any foreign Prince or Potentaté [as Mary 
¢ did with France for her Affection to K. Philip] to the Deftruction 
‘ of her own Subjects, to the Lofs of any of aA Dominions; or to 
© the Impoverifhing of her Realm. 

Of this Queen’s firft Courfe, fhe took in her Government, this 
Account was given by one who had opportunity of knowing well 
the Court, and lived at that time: That whereas the former Queen 
¢ did all in haft in the beginning of her Reign, her Sifter did every 
¢ Thing with more Advifement and lefs Truft. ‘For fhe knew, 
‘ faid he, that to be true which Seneca faith, Velox Confilium fequitur 
© panitentia, i.e. Repentance follows that Counfil that is taken too 
“. {peedily. Whereas fhe being God’s chofen Inftrument to repreferit 

here among us his Majefty, walked wifely in the Steps of him 

that called her ; and ftudied diligently to reprefent a lively Image 
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ufing.Correction without Severity, by feeking the Loft with Cle- _ 


‘in her Mortality of the incomparable and infinite Majefty ; by 
‘ mency; by governing wifely without Fury, by. weighing and

judging without Rafhnefs, by purging evil Humours with Delibe- — 


ration:;| and to.conclude, in doing her Duty without Affection. 

The choice of her Counfellors befpake alfo her Warinefs and great 
Difcretion, and contributed much to her firft Succeffes. For fuch-fhe 
picked out to ferve her (as the former obferving Man related) as 
were neither of common Wit, nor common Experience. Of whom 
{ome by Travel in ftrange Countries, fome by Learning, fome by 
Practice, and like Authority in other Ruler’s Days, fome hy Affliéti- 
orf, either one way or other, for their Gifts and Graces which they 
had received at God’s hand; were Men meet to be called té fuch 
Rooms, 

Add, That this Wifdom and Caution wherewith fhe managed 
herfetf and her Affairs, took place in herin a great meafure by occa-

fion of the Hardfhips and Mifufages fhe underwent before: whereof 47 


fhe had a greater fhare than commonly falls to the Lot of Princes 
born ; but out of which Dangers God miraculonfly delivered her. She 
was taught by Afflictions. I think (faith the Perfon beforementi- 
oned) no Exglifo Man is ignorant, that her Afflictions were far 
above the Condition of a King’s Daughter; for there was no more 
behind to make a very Jphigenia of her, but her offering up upon 
‘the Altar of the Scaffold. . How fhe behaved her felf in thofe Storms 
and Tempefts, let them witnefs, who being her Adverfaries had the 
muying of her. Of which he would fay nothing, tho’ he could fay 
much. But this he muft fay, that then fhe muft be in her Affli@ti- 
ons marvellous Patient, who fhewed her felf now in her Profperity 
to be utterly without defire of Revenge, or elfe fhe would have gi- 
ven fome Token, e’re this day, of Remembrance how fhe was hand- 
led. And then he defcends to fome Particulars of her unjuft Suffer- 
ings : ‘ Was it no Wrong, think you, that fhe fuftained to be firft a 
* Prifoner, and guarded with a fort of Cut-throats, which ever

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‘ gaped for the Spoil of her Houfe, that they might have been finger- 
ing of fomewhat? Then with great Solemnity, with Bands of 
Harnefled Hangmen (happy was he that might have the carrying 
of her) to be fetched up as the greateft Traitor in the World; 
hoifted into the Tower, there kept, not like a King’s Daughter, 
nor a Queen’s Sifter, but as one that had come out of Zurky to 
betray England. What Affemblies and Counfils, what Examinati- 
ons and Wrackings of poor Men were there, to find out the Knife 
that fhould cut her Throat? What gaping among many Lords of 
the Clergy to fee the day wherein they might wath their goodly 
white Ratchets in her innocent Blood 2 | 
But through all thefe Difficulties the Divine Providence brought 
ELIZABETH {fafe to the Government ;x_ which neverthelefs 
ended not her Dangers, raja Reign at fo great Difadvan- 
tage, as was fhewn before. But fhe, by taking other Mefures than 
her Sifter did, and ufing more moderate Counfils, and favouring a 


_ Reformation of Religion, was as profperous to this Church and Na- 
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tion, and retrieved again its antient Splendor and Glory. Info- 
much that within four or five Years after her Acceffion to the 
Crown, by means of her wife and careful Adminiftration, fhe was 
extolled among her People for a Prince, worthily to be compared with 
the moft Noble, moft Peaceable, moft Honourable, moft Merciful, and 
moft godly Governors that ever Reigned in the World. 

And what Methods fhe took we may perceive by a Paper or Me- 
morial drawn by her great Counfellor Sir William Cecyl/, November 
the r7th, (that is, on the very day of the former Queen’s deceafe) 
for the firft Steps fhe was to take in her Government ;_ taken out of 
one of the Volumes of the Coftos-Library, viz.

The Queen herein fhewed her felf impartial. For on which fide 
foever they were, She‘ punifhed the breach of her Proclamation.

Pullen and Mr. Dodmax in Colcheffer, were commanded to be fent up 
to the Lords under fate and fure Cuftody ; a Letter to that Intent 
being fent from the Council to Zhemas Mildmay, High Sheriff of the 
County of Effex, the Bailiffs of Colcheffer, and other Juftices of the 
Peace thereabouts.

This A& the fame Parliament thought moft con 
venient to revive and re-enforce, rather than to frame a new one, 
Wherein they made every Branch, Article, Word and Sentence to be 
expounded and judged to extend to the Queen's Highnefs, as fully 
to all Intents and Conftructions as it had to the former Queen. And 
that all Perfons that fhould malicioufly {peak or utter any falfe, f{e- 
Penalty, 1.and Gitious or flanderous News, Rumours, Sayings or Tales, of the 
2. P. and M. Queen or of her Heirs, being Kings or Queens of this Realm, fhould 
Ca. 3. incur fuch Pains and Penalties as in the faid At [ of Queen Mary] 
was limited and appointed. Which Punifhment was the Pillory, and 
the Cutting off both Ears, or the Payment of an hundred Pounds,

Who not being able to away with the Superftitions pracifed, 
ext Order. and the Images in the Churches, committed great Diforders, by 
their own hands, pulling them down without any publick Authority, 
and defacing the Churches where they were. Of this I fhall give 
fome Inftances ;, coming to the Ears of the Queen’s Council. It was 
but about the Beginning of December, that one Tho. Pike committed 
fome fuch Diforder in theChurch of Sholisbury (Shobury in Effex per- 
haps,) Of which the Parfon of the faid Church fent up a Complaint 
to the Council. Who liftening to it, fent it back enclofed in a Let- — 
ter to the Lord Rich, living in thofe Parts, and no very good Friend 
to Proteftants : Willing him to fend for the faid Pike; and if upon 
Examination of the Matter, he fhould find the fame true, then 
to caufe him to be punifhed according to the Quality of his Of-

What Acts of this Nature happened afterwards I do not find (only 
that on the 8th or oth of Fasuary the Image of St. Zhemas, that is, 
Thomas Becket the Patron of the Mercers, that ftood over their Chap- 
pel Door, was thrown down and broken) until the ages 
7 March ;

This (what- 
foever it was they had done) the Council ftited a heinous Diforder ;

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- efpecially in regard of the Romax Religion, that then was in place; 4 N NO 
and to continue it: Importing this in point of Policy to be her 1558. 
fafeft Courfe ; and the extraordinary Danger hanging over her Head, «™~ 
fhould fhe attempt the Alteration of it. Which no queftion the 

Cardinals Chaplain fet as home upon the Queen as poffible. 

Yet furely it tended not a little to difaffect the Queen towards ,,, Queen dif 
that Religion, that the Clergy and Bifbops from the very firft fhewed obliged by the 
themfelves fo very wayward and difobliging. Many Inftances of this Ps» Bifbops. 
in the inferior Clergy we have related already : Now fome Paflages mine 
concerning theBifhops; which I take from aRoman Author of great Fame. Englith jus. 
Oglethorp, Bifhop of Carlifle,ftanding ready to fay Mafs before theQueen, Jie, P. 51. 
fhe commanded him not to elevate the Confecrated Hoft, to prevent 
the Idolatry that the People were wont thén to commit; but to omit 
the Ceremony, becaufe fhe liked it not. Which the faid Bifhop ne- 
verthelefs (to his great Honour, faid the Writer) conftantly refufed 
to obey. When fhe was to be confecrated by fome Bifhop at: her 
Coronation, they all refufed, till with much ado the forefaid Bifhop 
was prevailed upon to do it, who was the inferior almoft of all the 
reft. -For his former Refufal he never repented it, but for the doing 
the other Office towards her, when he faw the Iffue of the Matter, 
and both himfelf and all the reft of that Order deprived, and the 
Churches Holy Laws and Faith (as that Writer expreffeth himfelf) 
againft the Condition of her Confecration, violated, he fore repent- 
ed him all the days of his Life; which were for that {pecial Caufe 
both fhort and wearifome afterward to him. And the Reafon thofe 
Bifhops refufed to Crown her (as that Romanift relates) and that 
they durft not inveft her, was, for that they had evident Probabili- 
ties and Arguments to doubt, that fhe meant either not to take the 
Oath, or not to keep the fame, which all Chriftian Kings, and ef- 
pecially ours in England, did make in their Coronation, tor Mainte- 
nance of Holy Churches Laws, Honours, Peace and Privileges, and 
other Duties due to every State ; as in the Time and Grant of King 
Edward the Confeffor. They doubted alfo, left fhe would retufe in 
the very time of her Sacre, the folemn divine Ceremony of Un@ion, 
through the evil Advices of certain young Counfellors, being then 
in the Heat, Prime and Pride of their Herefy: Whereby great Scan- 
dal might arife, and Hurt to the Realm. Upon this furmife of her 
. furure Mifgovernment, they did what in them lay reje@ her from 
being their Queen, ‘Thefe carriages might well eftrange her Mind 
from them. | | 

But whether fhe were determined in her Mind before or no, cer- Religion es yet 
tain itis; that the Affairs of the Church continued for a while in 4/4: 
the fame Pofture and Condition they were in before, abating Perfe- 
cution for Religion:: Mafs celebrated in the Churches ;_ the ejected 
and exiled Clergy not reftored to their former Places and Prefer- 
ments; the Popifh Priefls keeping Poffeffion: Orders, that Things 
in the Church fhould for the prefent continue as they were: Such 
punifhed as innovated any thing in the Church, or publick Wor- 
fhip. Which put the Favourers of the Gofpel under great 
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NNO Fears and Jealoufies: And they began to fufpect the Queen intended

to make none, or very little Amendment in Religion. 

But as certain it is (and we may believe the Queen privy to it) 
that at the very beginning of her Reign fome there were of confi- 
derable Rank engaged in a deep and very fecret Deliberation, about 


' the Method and Way of reftoring Religion again; and what was to 


be done in matter of Policy for fecuring the Inconveniencies that 
might arife at Home and Abroad, from the Reformation of Religi- 
on; Who of the Queen’s Council were firft to be made acquainted 
with the Defign ; What Learned Men to be employed in making the 
Alterations; and concerning the appointments of Time and Place. 
There was about the beginning of December fuch a Device drawn 
up by fome notable Hand, and offered to Secretary Cecy/; and 
which, by the Steps that afterward were taken, appeared to have 
been followed. By whofe Pen it was writ doth not appear. I fuf- 
pect it to have been either Foha Hales, a Man of a Politick and 
Working Head, ard a zealous Proteftant, and Clerk of the Hana- 
per to this Queen, as he had been to.K. Edward VI. or Sir Thomas 
Smith, a very wife Man, and Secretary of State to K. Edward: And 
I am rather enclined to think it the latter. © : 

In which Device are thefe Queftions, with practical apt Anfwers 
to them. I. When the Alteration fhall be firftattempted 2? The An- 
{wer to which is, Atthe next Parliament. II. What Danger may 
enfue upon the Alteration? The Anfwer to which weighs the Dan- 
ger from the Bifhop of Rome, from the French King, trom Scotland, 
trom Ireland, and from many People here at Home.

Parker, late Deanof Lincoln; May, late Dean of S. Pauls, Doctors 
in Divinity, all under King Edward Heads of the Univerfity of 
Cambridge, but cafhiered by Queen Mary, and remaining ob{curely 
in England in her Reign; and befide thefe, Cox, Whitehead, Grindal 
and Pilkington, who were Exiles and newly come home ; and Sir 
Thomas Smith, a Learned Knight, and Doctor of the Civil Law, was 


“to call them together, and affift with them in the Work. And be- 


fore this, it was thought neceffary that all Innovation fhould be 
ftrictly forbidden, until fuch time as the Book fhould come forth. 

By the Sequel it appears, that this Advice was taken, whofoever 
was the giver of it; thofe being the Perfons appointed for the revi- 
fing King Edward's Book of Common-Prayer; and a Proclamation 
being iffued out in the latter end of the Month of December to the 
effect aforefaid, as fhall be told by and by. |

to meet ? The Anfwer to which 1s, Sir Thomas Smith’s Lodgings in 
Chanon-Row ; and fufficient Provifion to be made of Meat and other 
things. \This excellent Paper is fumm’d up by Camden in his Hifto- 
ry of Q. Elizabeth, but firft faw the Light by the means of the 
Right Reverend the Bifhop of Sarum, who hath printed it in his Hi- 
{tory of the Reformation from the MSS. of the Lord Grey of Ruthen, 
now Lord Vifcount Lomguevil. -But there being another MS. of it in 
the Cotton Library, fomewhat different from that ufed by him, and 
explanatory of it in fome Places, and more correct, I am therefore 
tempted to put it into the Repofitory from that A/S. 

A difficult Work this was now taking in hand; the Reformation 
of corrupt Religion being the harder to bring to pafs, becaufe there 
was not only in this Juncture a formidable Popifh Party to ftruggle 
with, but a Lutheran Party alfo.

ward VI. belonging to the Dutch Church in London) fignitying, 
how many flrove to have the Auguffax Confeffion received here. ‘I 
“fee, faith he, no little Difturbances like to arife even in England, if, 
‘‘as fome do require, the Confeffion of Axgsburg be there received ; 
© 4 Thing unfuitable in many refpects. He went on, and fhewed how 
this Confeffion had caufed Vexation in all the fincerer Churches, 
and laboured to infect all with its Leaven. That Utenhovius 
knew what it had done in Poland: And bad him take heed , and 
give his Affiftance that it took not place. And that K. Edward's 
Reformation fatisfy’d the Godly. 
But notwithftanding this Stay of Religion enjoined by the Queen, 
as was faid before, divers of thofe that were Minifters in King Ed- 
ward's days, now foon returning home from abroad, and others con- 
cealed within the Realm, began to fhew themfelves , and exercife 
their Miniftry, efpecially in London, after the Order of the Refor- 
mation in that Reign; great Numbers of People affembling at thofe 
times. And this the Queen, fhewing her felf difpleafed at, upon pre- 
| tence 
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tence of the Occafion it gave to unfruitful Difputes and Contenti- 
ons, declared the fame by a Proclamation fent out December 27, 
from Weftminfter: Wherein fhe charged all, as well fuch as were cal- 
led to the Miniftry, as others; the one to forbear to preach or 
teach, ahd the other to hear any Doctrine or Preaching than the 
Gofpel and Epiftle for the Day , and the Ten Commandments in

except the Litany, the Lord’s-Prayer, and the Creed in Englifh, as 
fhe ufed in her own Chappel. Yet this Order of the Queen’s was 
fomewhat mitigated, by adding, that it was to laft only till fhe and 
her Three Eftates in Parliament fhould meet, and confult for fome 
Reconciliation of Matters as were then moved in point of Religion. 
Withal promifing, that fhe meant by all means poffible to procure 
and reftore the Advancement of Religion among her People: But 
threatning fevere Punifhment to thofe that fhould difobey this her Pro- - 
clamation. Which Proclamation I have alfo placed in the Repofi- 
tory. And accordingly, fan.1. the Litany, Epiftle and Gofpel in 
Englifh, began to be faid in London, by Virtue of that Proclamation 
of the Queen, according as was ufed in her Chappel. 

But the Day of the Parliaments Meeting now drawing on, being 
Fanuary the 23d. we fhall proceed to look upon their Tranfactions, 
efpecially in the Matters of Religion, wherein fo much was to be 
done. As we mutt alfo look into the Convocation-Houfe , where 
the Clergy fat at the fame time upon the fame Bufinefs. 

The Sitting of the Parliament this day, by reafon of the Queen’s 
bodily Indifpofition, was prorogued till Fasuary the 25th. when the 
Lord Keeper, Sir Nicolas Bacon, opened it with a long and eloquent 
Speech : And that branched into Three general Matters ; which the 
Queen, he faid, had called the Parliament together for. The Firft 
whereof was, for the well making of Laws tor the according and 
uniting of the People into an uniform Order of Religion. This he © 
touchied tenderly and wifely, as reprefenting the Queen not inclina- 
ble to one Side or other, but only aiming to fettle the Religion to be 
profeffed _— her Subjects, upon true Principles. The Sum of 
what he faid relating to this Point, was: ‘ That the Queen had God 
“ before her Eyes, and was not unmindful of Precepts and Divine 
* Counfels: And therefore meant chiefly in this Conference, that the 


‘ Advancement of God’s Honour and Glory fhould be fought, as the 


* fure and infallible Foundation, whereupon the Policies of every 
‘ good Commonwealth were to be erected; and was as the ftrait 
‘ Line, whereby it was wholly to be directed and governed: And 
“as the chief Pillar and Buttrefs, wherewith it was continually to be 
“fuftained. And as the well and perfect doing of this could not but 
‘make good Succefs in all the reft, fo the remifs and loofe dealing 
‘in it, could not but make the reft full of Imperfection and Doubt-

And well they might, there be- 
ing neither any Order taken for the Reftoration of the Old Proteftanr 
Bilhops to their Sees, whereof there were four furviving ; nor of the 
Inferior Clergy, that married Wives under King Edward, and were 
deprived under Q. Mary, to their former Dignities and Benefices.

This Subfidy 
was extreamly free and readily granted without any fpecial Labour 
or Defire of the Queen, but out of moft neceffary Confideration had 
by the Court of Parliament, for the Wealth and public Affairs of the 
Realm. For the Parliament in their Confultations well faw, what 
great Debts had been left to the Queen’s Majefty to pay on the other 
fide of the Seas ; (which yet remained and grew intolerable to the 
Realm) and what other great Charges and Debts had been left to 
her, by reafon of the Wars as well towards Scotland, as in Ireland : 
A great Part whereof, with no fmall Care, Pains and Confideration, 
had been defrayed ; together with other Charges lying now upon 
her fince the late Queen’s Death, for her Funerals, and for her own 
Coronation. 

The Queen, foon after the Parliaments breaking up, fent forth her 
Commitfions for the levying this Subfidy throughout Eagland : And 
the Lords of the Council backed the faid Commiffioas with their 
Letters for the more effectual and true affeffing and colleing of it. 
In their Letter to the Lord Prefident of the North ( whence I have 
taken what is above written) they write further, ‘ That they could 
* not but lamentably report, that the Burthens , Debts and Charges

And 
Feckenham Abbot of Weffminffer made a fet Speech againft it in the 
beft manner he could, which I fuppofe was at the fecond Reading, 
April 26th, This Speech the right Reverend the Author -of the Hj- 
{tory of the Reformation makes the aforefaid Hethe to be the Speak- 
er of, finding in the Benet College Volume, where this Speech is, 
thefe Words (writ by fome body as his Conjecture) That Dr. Hrerhe 
was thought to be the Penner of the faid Speech, and that it was 
fpoken to the Queen’s Council. But it appears, that he that wrot 
this was but an ignorant or heedlefs Conjecturer, in that he makes 
this to be a Difcourfe exhibited to the Queen’s Council, whereas it is 
plain it was fpoken to the Houfe of Lords. But I havemet with the 
fame Oration in a Cotton Volume, where it is exprefly intitled thus, 
The Oration of Dr.Feckenham, <Addot of Weftmintfter, made in the Par- 
liament Houfe, Anno 1559. Inthis Oration he makes a Boaft in the 
“ beginning, ‘* That they and their Fathers had been in poffeffion of 
“ the old Religion for the Space of 1400 Years. Then he propound- 
“ ed their Honours three Rules, whereby they fhould be able to put 
“4 difference between the true Religion and the Counterfeit. The 
** firftt Rule was,to fee which ofthetwo had been moft obferved in the 
“ Church, of all Men, and at alltimes. Secondly, which of them 
“ both is the moft {tayed Religion, and always agreeable ‘to it felf, 
“ Thirdly, which of the two did breed the more humble and obedi- 
“ent Subjects unto God and unto the Queen. 7 | 
In the Profecution of this his Speech he made very unworthy and 
unbecoming Reflections upon the foreign Proteflants of greateft emi- 
nence, as Luther, Melantthon, Zuinglius, Martyr, for their diffcrent 
Sentiments about the Sacrament ; and efpecially upon two of our 
own Bifhops, Crammer and Ridley. Cranmer he makes to contradic 
himfelf in two Books, which he fet forth in one Year, Viz. The Ca- 
techifm in the Exglifh Tongue, dedicated to King Edward, wherein 
he affirmed the Real Prefence : And another Book which he fhortly 
“after fet forth, “‘ wherein (to ufe Feckenbam’s own Expreffion ) he 
“ did fhamefully deny the fame, falfifying both Scriptures and Do- 
ctors.” This Charge he did but take up from others of his Per- 
fuafion ; as Bp. Gardiner and Dr. Rich. Smith in their Books againft 
ABp. Cranmer’s admirable Book of the Sacrament. But Feckenham 
thought fit to take no notice of theAnfwer,that the faidABp.in his latt 
excellent Book gavetothisAccufation : Which was,That he then, when 
he put out the Catechifm, and when he put out his other Book after 
that, did hold and teach the fame thing, Namely, That we receive 
the Body and Blood of Chrift in the Sacrament truly: And he that 
received it Spiritually received it Truly. But he no where writ Really 
and Subftantially. Which were. the Papifts Terms to exprefs their 
Carnal Prefence. So that it was not fairly done of Feckenham, to 
urge that in fuch an Audience againft him, which he had fo publick- 
ly and fufficienlty cleared himfelf of : and efpecially to belie a Man, 
whom they had cruelly burnt to Afhes before. Of Bp. Ridley, whom he 
: called 
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called The notableft learned man of that Opinion, he faid, that he didin ANNO 
a Sermon at Pasl's Crofs publickly fet forth the real Prefence of 1559.

And Feckenbam had heard Ridley vindicating himfelf foon 

after, againft this Slander of his: Telling him to his Face in the 

Tower, before the Lieutenant, Secretary Bourn , Cholmely, late Lord 

Chief Juftice, and divers others, that {peaking in his Sermon of the Foxesstertyrst, 
Sacrament, he inveighed again{t them that efteemed it no better than 


a Piece of Bread, and bad them depart, as unworthy to hear the 


Myftery: and that then he quoted Cyprian, that he fhould tell, how 
it was, that Chrift called it, Viz. The Bread is the Body, Meat, Drink, 
Flefb. Becaufe unto this material Subftance is given the prcperty of the 
Thing, whereof it bears theName. And then Ridley added, that he 
took this place to maintain that the material Sub{tance of Bread did 
remain. At this clear Vindication which Ridley then made of him- 
felf (which was in the Year 1553.) it was obferved, that Feckenbam, 
as privy to his falfe Report made of Rédley, was as red as Scarlet in 
the Face,and anfwered him nevera Word.And yet now again 5 Years 
after did he lay the fame thing to his Charge inthe Parliament Houfe: 
now he was dead, tho’ before being alive he had fo fufficiently refuted 
it to hisFace. This was not fair, to fay no worfe. But I mutt re- 
member I am not now writing an Apology but an Hiftory: And 


therefore I forbear to add any thing more on this Subject. This 


Speech of Feckenham aforefaid I have placed in the Repoftery with 
the reft ; that it ons be feen what the learnedeft Men of that Per- 
fuafion could then fay for the retaining of the old Religion.

The Divines B? T great pains had been ufed in reviewing of the old Com- 
jig ene mon Prayer Book, and weighing all things in it ; to render it 

fit to be prefented to the Parliament, to confirm it by an A@. In 

this Bufinefs the Divines, Dr. Saxdys, Dr. Bill, and the re{t above- — 

mentioned, were diligently employed at Sir Thomas Smith’s Houfe 

in Weftminfier. And in this Affair, Sir William Cecil the Queen’s 

Secretary was a great Dealer and Directer; and was very earneft 

about the Book. Here let me infert what Dr. Sampfon, the great 
Cecil's nf Puritan, in the Year 1574, wrote to him being then Lord Burgh- 
palais © Jey, when the faid Dr. urged him to reform the eftablifhed Govern- 

ment in the Church, and to alter the Epifcopacy for Ca/vin’s Difci- 
pline, which he was too wife and too knowing to do. He called to 
mind what he did in the beginning of the Queen’s Reign in repair- 
ing of Religion: ‘‘ What your Authority, faid he, Credit and Do-’ 
“ ing then was, you know, God knows, and there are Witnefles of 
“it.” And when Edward Dering , another great Labourer for the 
abolifhing of Epifcopal Government, had charged him with Neglect 
of Religion, and unhandfomely and untruly told him, ‘‘ That he 
“ [the Lord Burghley] had for many Years looked upon Religion 
“* Eminus, and now {carcely loved it :” He, in a Concern to be 
charged fo unjuftly, anfwered Dering’s Letter with another, fhewing 
him therein, ‘ How active he was above others in propagating Re- | 
“ ligion in the beginning of the Queen, and that he underwent ma- 
“ny and great Labours in Anxieties and Difquiets of Mind: And 
** that he did Cominus dimicare in eftablifhing it, enduring great Con- 
** teftation in it.” And he faid true; for there was indeed great 
- Oppofition now made to the Reformation of Religion by many

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men at Court. And had it not been for Cecy/’s Wifdom, Diligence .4NNO 
and Intereft with the Queen, in all likelihood it had not proceeded 1559. 
with that Roundnefs it did. This I fet down here, as a Debt of ~““" v w 
Gratitude owing from this Church to his Memory. — 

But to go no furthet in this place in difcourfe concerning him, <pperats 

' than as to his Influence in the Engli/h Liturgy : He appointed Gueff, Guett ts exe- 
a very Learned Man, ( afterwards Archdeacon of Canterbury, the peeeiany tse 
Queen’s Almoner, and Bifhop of Rocheffer -) to be joined with the 
reft of the Revifors of the Book; and as I conjecture fubftiruted 
him in the room of Dr. Parker, being abfent, at leaft fome part of 
the time, by reafon of Sicknefs. Him the Secretary required dili- 
gently to compare both King Edward's Communion Books together; 
and from them both to frame a Book for the Ufe of the Church of 
England, by correcting and amending, altering and adding, of ta- 
king away, according to his Judgment, and the Ancient Liturgies, 
Which when he had done, and a New Service-Book being finithed 
by him, and the others appointed thereunto, the faid Gue/?-convey’d 
it unto the Secretary, together with a Letter to him containing his 
Reafons for his own Emendations and Alterations; and therein par- 
ticular Satisfaction given unto divers things, many whereof feem to 
have been Hints and Queftions of the Secretary’s, purfuant to the 
Settlement of the Liturgy.

The particular Exceptions that were made to this Book, when it 
lay before the Parliament, I cannot tell; but I find Boxal, who was 
Dean of Windfor, and had been Secretary to Queen Mary, and ftill it 
feems at Court, found much fault with one Paflage in the Commu- 


_nion Office ; namely , That in the Confecration of the Elements, 


there was not a Thankfgiving. For Chrift, faid he, took Bread, and 
gave Thanks ; and in the Confecration here they give not Thanks. . 
This he put intothe L. Treafurer’s Head, and endeavoured according to 

the Intereft he had with theQueen, to alienate Her from pafling the 
Act. The Divines gave their Reafons for what they did. And their 
particular Reafon for this may be feen in Gueft’s Paper beforefaid. 
But by the means of Secretary Cec#/, and the great Efteem the 
Queen had for him and his Advice, the Divines were in good hope 
their Enemies fhould not prevail. And their Hopes were not deceiv- 


The Book came out with fmall Variation from the Second Book 
of King Edward.

‘the Body and Blood of Chrift into our Mouths, wasa Teaching fet forth

-anfwered: ‘ That the Book of Common Prayer neither ufed any Gardin. p. 60. 
“ fuch Speech, nor taught any fuch Dodrine: And that he [the

To which Paflages let me add, that, as in the Beginning of this Set- 
tlement of Religion by this Book of Common-Prayer ;_ the Papifts 
were the chief Perfons that were difgufted, and oppofed it ; [0 af- es rejoice ot 
terwards divers Proteftants among our felves found great Fault with it : *& Refor

ftants fide were thefe Eight only ; fob» Scory, late Bp. of Chicheffer, 
David Whitehead, Ffohn Fewel, Fohn Almer, Richard Cox, Edmund 
Grindal, Robert Horne, and Edmund Gueft, as they are fet down by 
Dr.MatthewParker’s own Hand, at the end of his MS. Paper,containing 
the Proteftants Difcourfe upon the firft Propofition. So the Bp. of 
Carlile on the Papifts fide, and Sandys on that of the Proteftants are 
mifadded to the aforefaid Difputants : Though probably they were 
prefent at the Conterence. And we find that the Bp. of Carlile was 
prefent the fecond Day ; and fo was Zurbervile, Bp. of Exeter. too, 
and Atbot Fecknam. * 

' But becaufe the Bp. of Sarum in his Hiflory, and Mr. Fox before 
him, have fet down at large the Tranfactions of this Conference, 
therefore I fhall pafs it over with more Brevity, only relating fome- 
what perhaps by them omitted, and rectifying fomewhat miftaken. 
Flethe ABp. of York did make the motion, that this Difpute fhould 
be managed efpecially by Writing. Which way was moft acceptable 
alfo to the Proteftants ; and was once propounded by Hoper, and 
fome other Divines in Prifon under Q. Mary, after they faw how 
untairly the Difputation was carried (all by Noife and Confufion) 


with Crammer and Ridley at Oxford. Bramhall, ABp. of Armagh ap- 


proved and required fuch a way of difputing with fome Papilts that 
he had to do with. ‘ Conferences, faith he, in Words do often en- 
‘ gender Heat, or produce Extravagancies and Miftakes. Writing is 
‘a way more calm, more certain, and fuch as a Man cannot depart 
‘ from: In his Letter to Mrs. Cheuwbien in the Nunrey.’ And according 
to th.s Motion the Queen ordered it fhould be managed in Writing 
on both Parties, for avoiding of much Altercation in Words; and fhe 
ordered likewife that the Papift Bifhops fhould firftdeclare theirMinds 
with their Reafons in Writing: And then the others, if they had any 
thing to fay to the contrary, fhould the fame day declare their Opi- 
nions. And fo each of them fhould deliver theirWritings to the other, 
to be confidered, what were to be difproved therein; and the fame to 
declare in Writing at fome other convenient day. ; 
All this was fully agreed upon. And hereupon divers of the No- 
bility, and Eftates of the Realm, underftanding that fuch a Meeting 
fhould be, mide earneftMeans to her Majefty,that the Bilhops and Di- 
vines might put their Affertions into Eng/ifh, and read them in that 
Tongue, for their better fatisfaction and underftanding, and for ena- 
bling their own Judgments to treat and conclude of fuch Laws as 
might dependthereupon. And fo both Parts met at We/tminffer Abby: 
The Lords and others of the Privy Council were prefent, and a great 
part of the Nobility, cnd of the Commons. But while all were in 
expectation to hear thefe Learned Men and their Arguments,’ the Bp. 
of Winchefier, Dr.White, faid, they were miftaken, That their Affer- 


tions and Reafons fhould ‘be written, and fo only recited out of a. 


Book ; adding, That their Book was not then ready written ; but 
that they were ready to argue and difpute. And therefore that they 
would only at that time repeat in Speech what they had to fay to the 
Firft Propofition. This with fome Words was paft off: And then the 


Bp. of Winchefter, and his Collegues appointed Dr. Cole, Dean of 
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Hiftory of the Reformation Chap. §. 
St. Paul’s, to be the utterer of their Minds. Who partly by Speech, 


and partly by reading Authorities written, and at certain times being 


informed by the Collegues what to fay, made a Declaration of their 
Meanings, and their Reafons to their firft Propofition. . 

Which being ended, they were asked by the Privy Council, if any 
of them had any moreto fay. They faid, No. Then the other Part_ 
was licenfed to fhew their Minds, which they did according to the - 
firft Order ; exhibiting all that they meant to propound, in a Book 
written. Which after a Prayer and Invocation made to Almighty 
God, and a Proteftation to ftand to the Doétrine of the Catholick 
Church built upon Scripture, was diftinétly read by Dr. Horn (who 
was the Penner of the fame) upon the firft Propofition. And fo the 
Affembly was quietly difmiffed. This was on Friday, the laft day of 
March. The Queftion then difputed was, Zhat it was againff the 
Word of God, and the Cuftom of the Primitive Church, to ufe a Tongue 
unknown to the People in Common Prayer, and Adminiftration of Sacra- 
ments. | 

When Monday, the fecond Day of Conference came, and all the 
Grave Aflembly were fet, White,. Bp. of Wincheffer, and the reft 
of that fide, refufed to proceed onthe fecond Queftion, but would by 
all means infift {till upon the firft, argued the laft day ; and pretend- 
ing they had more to fay of it, were refolved to read upon that A 
ment only : Urging much, That they and their Caufe fhould fuffer 
prejudice, if they fhould not treat of the firft. And Watfon, Bp. of Lin- 
coln, {triving to have his turn of fpeaking, hotly faid, That they were — 
not ufed indifferently, that they might not be allowed to declare in 
Writing what they had to fay of the Firft Queftion : And added,That 
what Dr. Cole {pake in the laft Aflembly, was Extempore, and of him- 


 felf, and with no foreftudied Talk, and chat it was not prepared to 


ftrengthen their Caufe. Thefe Sayings made the Nobility and others 
the Auditors frown, knowing that Co/e fpake out of a Paper which 
he held in his Hand, and read in the fame: and that according to the 
Inftrudtion ofthe Bifhops,who pointed unto feveral placesin his Paper — 
with their Fingers, for his Direction. Watfon alfo complained that 
their Adverfaries had longer Warning than they. And that they them- 
felves had notice of it but two days before, and were fain to fet up 
the whole laft Night. But Bacon the Lord Keeper told them, That 
at the laft Conference, when Co/e had done, he asked them, the Bi- 
fhops, whether what he had fpoken was that they would have him 
fay, and they granted it : And whether he fhould fay any more in the 
Matter, and they anfwered, No.But for their fatisfaction the L. Xeep- 
er added, That they fhould at prefent, according to the Order agreed 
upon, difcourfe upon the Second Queftion; and at, another Meeting , 
when the day came for them both to confirm their Firft Queftion, 
they fhould have liberty to read what they had further to fay upon 
the Firft. To which all the Council there prefent willingly conde- 
fcended. But this alfo the Bifhops would not be contented with. At 
Jaft Lethe ABp. of York told them they were to blame, for that there 
was a plain Decreed Order for them to treat at this Time of the Se- 

cond 
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‘cond Queftion, and bad them leave their Contention. Then the Bi- 4N NG 
fhops ftarted another Matter of Quarrel, and faid, It was contrary x59. 
to the Order in Difputations, that they fhould begin; for that their . 
fide lad the Negative, faid the Bp. of Che/fer. And therefore they that 

were on the Affirmative fhould begin. That they were the De- 

fending Party. And that it was the School Manner, and likewife the 

Manner in Weftminfter Hall, that the Plaintiff fhould fpeak firft, and 
_ then the accufed Party anfwer. To which the Xéeper told them; 
“They began willingly on the Firft Queftion; and the Proteftants told 

them, that they had the Negative then. Horne wondered, that they 

fhould fo much ftand upon it, who fhould begin. Then the Bifhops 

charged the Proteftants to have been the Propounders of the Quefti- 

ons. But the Xeeper told them, that the Queftions were of neither 

of their propounding, but offered from the Council indifferently to 

them both. Then Bayne, Bp. of Litchfeldand Coventry, minding to 

run from the Matter, began to queftion with the Proteftants, What 

Charch they were of? faying, That they muft needs try that firft : 

For there were many Churches in Germany ; and he demanded of 

Horr, Which of thofe Churches he was of > Who prudently anfwered,. 
That he. was of Chrift’s Catholick Church. The Xeeper told them, 

They ought not to run into voluntary Talk of their own inventing, 

The Bp. of Litchfeld faid, That they, on their part, had no doubt, 

but afluredly ftood in the Truth. But thofe other Men pretended to 

be doubtful. Therefore they fhould firft bring what they had toim- 

pugd them, the Bifhops, withal. And the Bp. of Chefer told the 

Lords plainly, If themfelves began firft, and the others {pake after, 

then they fpeaking laft fhould have the Advantage to come off with 

applaufe of the People, and the Verity on their fide not be fo well — 
marked. And therein indeed he fpake out the true Caufe of all this 
Jangling. And hereupon Wincheffer in fhort faid, he was refolved ex- 
cept they began, he would fay nothing. When the Lord Keeper 
could not perfuade them, he {poke of departing. And Wincheffer, as 
though this were the Iffue he defired, prefently cryed, Contented, 
and oered to go. But the Keeper firft asked them Man by Man, to 
know their Refolution, and they all, fave one, Fecknam, Abbot of 
Wefiminffer, utterly denied to read, without the other Party began ; 
and fome fo very diforderly and irreverently,as had not been féen in fo 
Honourable an Affembly of the ‘Fwo Eftates of the. Realm, Nobi- 
lity and Commons then affembled, befides the prefence of the Queeni’s 
Council. -_ 

And fo, without any more Difpute, all was difmiffed. Bu the Lord 
Keeper at parting faid thefe Words to them, For that ye would not that 
we fhould hear you, perhaps you may fhortly bear of us. And fo they 
did ; for, for this Contempt the Bps. of Wincheffer and Lincoln were 
commited to the Zower of Lowdon ; and the reft, faving the Abbot of 
Weftminfter, were bound to make their perfonal Appearance before 
the Council, and not to depart the Cities of Loadon and Weffminfter 
till their Order. A Brief Account of this which I have fet down, is 
given in a fmaltBook, printed long fince by Fug and Cawood, by the 
Queen’s Authority. The Original Copy whereof is inthe Paper Office; 
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and publifhed from thence by the Bp. of Sarum in his Hiftory. It is 
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alfo. extant in Hoding/hed’s Hiftory of Q. Elizabeth, and at the end of 


Fox’s Acts. | 

Dr. Cole’s Paper upon the Firft Queftion, together with that of 
Dr. Horn, remains among ABp. Parker's MSS. in. the Volume entitu- 
led Syxodalia. Whence they are both publifhed in the Hiftory of the 
Reformation. But I obferve Horn’s Excellent Preface omitted there, 
as indeed it is in the MS. the Author made ufe of ; which I have 
therefore fupplied inthe Appeadix. Anda great part of Horw’s Dif- 
courfe, about the middle thereof, 1s alfo left out ; confifting of Au- 
thorities out of S. Ambrofe, Hierom, Chryfoftom,Dionyfius, Cyprian,and a 
Conftitution of Fu/fintan: Which may be fupplied out ot Fox’s Ads, 
towards the Conclufion, where the fame Learned Difcourfe is pre- 
ferved. And let it be marked, that that Difcourfe which the Right 
Reverend Author of the Hiftory of the Reformation fets down, as 
that which Co/e firft read, muft be miftaken. For it plainly appcars 
not to be read before Horn’s Difcourfe, but after it, being a Reply to

But becaufe their Adverfaries ftayed themfelves moft upon Old 
Councils, and the Writings of Dodétors and Fathers, therefore to 
match them with their owt Weapon, the reft of the Difcourfe con- 
fitted partly in the pfoof of their Allegations from thence, (which is 
very large) and partly in Examples in Ancient Times. Laftly, they 
proceeded to anfwerObjections,which they promifed to confider more 
at large, when their Adverfaries Book fhould be exhibited. This, 
though long, is an Excellent Learned’ Difcourfe, but by whom com- 
pofed I know not, perhaps by Fewel, or Gueff, though I make no | 
doubt the whole Club was concerned in it, and contributed their af- 
fiftasce.

‘nics might not be too much efteemed, and be made equal with God’s

and to appoint them to fome Convenient Lodging meet for Perfons of 
their fort: Ufing them alfo otherwife well, efpecially the Bp. of Lin 
coln, for that he was fick. For whichRefpedts alfo,and becaufe this was 
his Sick Night, the faid Lieutenant was willed the rather to have re- 
gard unto him, and to {pare him fome of his own Lodging and Stuff 
tor this Night: And alfo to fuffer his Chyrurgeon, and fuch other 
_ as fhould be needful for his Health, to have accefs to him from time 
to time. And the fame Day the Lords of the Council did appoint 
Sir Ambrofe Cave, and Sir Richard Sackvile [two of the Council] to 
repair to the Houfes of the forefaid Bifhops here in London, and both 
to perufe their Studies and Writings, and alfo to take Order with 
their Officers for the Surety and ftay of their Goods. 

And the next Day, being April 4. this Order paft upon the reft of 
thefe Offenders, that Rafe, Bp. of Coventry atid Litchfield, Cuthbert, 
Bp. of Cheffer, and Owin, Bp. of Carlifle, Henry Cole, LL.D. fobs 
Harnsfield, S.T.P. and William Chedfey, S.T.P. fhould all Cand ac- 
cordingly did) enter into Bonds feverally to make their Perfonal Ap- 
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‘not to depart the Cities of Loadon and Weffminffer, and the Suburbs, 
until they fhould have Licence fo todo: And further to ftand unto, 


. and pay fuch Fines as fhould be by the Lords of the Council affeffed 


upon them, for their Contempt committed again{t the Queen’s Maje- 
fty’s Order, as the Obligation ran. The firit of thefe Bifhops was 
bound in 2000-Marks Sterl. The Second in 1000 /, The Third 
in 500 Mark. Dr.Colein 1000 Mark. Dr. Harpsfield in 500 Mark ; 
aad Dr. Chedfey in 300 /. 

And fo'accordingly they all, both Bifhops and Doétors, did from 
day to day tome perfonally and wait upon the Council trom the 5th 
of April till the 12th of May next, defiring daily their Appearances to 
terecorded. The day beiore, viz. May the r1¢b, the Council came 
to aflefs the Fines which each of them were bound to ftand to tor 
their Contempt, and were as follows: The Bp. of Litchfield and Co- 
ventry 333 1.65. 8d. The Bp. of Carlile250 /. The Bp. of Chefter 
200 Mark. Dr. Cole 500 Mark. Dr. Harpsfeld 40 /. and Dr. Ched- 
fey4o Mark. The nextday, Maythe 12#h, when they cameto make 
their Perfonal Appearances, Dr. Harpsfteld paid his 40 /. into the hands 
of William Smith, Clerk of the Council ; and Dr. Chedfey his 40 


_ Mark. ‘And fo they were difcharged ; Recognizances of their good 


Abearing being firft taken of them. How and when the greater Fines 
were paid by the reft, I know not, only I find thefe favourable Orders — 
of Council for the two Bifhops in the Zower. — 

April 17. Letters were fent from the Lords to the Lieutenant of | 
the Zower, to fuffer the Bp. of Lincoln prefently remaining in his 
Ward,to come at fuch times,as he by his Difcretion fhould think meet, 
to his Table, for the better relief of his Quartan Ague: and alfo to 
have the Liberty of the Houfe , as Prifoners heretofore, having the 
Liberty of the ower, have ufed. The ordering whereof was refer- 
red to his Difcretion. And May theroth, the Lords fent to the Lieute- 
nant their Letters, to fuffer the Bp. of Wincheffer’s Cook from time to 
time to attend upon him, for the dreffing of his Meat: So as he {pake 
only with him in his Prefence, or fuch as he fhould appoint. And in 
like fort to fuffer the Lady White, his Sifler, to repair unto him at 
fuch times as he fhould think meet. Thus gently did thefe Bifhops and 
Divines feel the Difpleafure of the Lords ot the Council.

lip King of Spain, late Husband to her Sifter Queen Mary , was one 
of the firft. And almoft as foon as he, did the Emperor make a mo- 
tion for either of his Sons, as I find by fome Papers among the Burgh- 
Jeian MSS. George Van Helfenftein Baton of Gundelfingen was in 
England with the Queen, foon after her firft coming to the Crown, in

happened communication between him and Sir 7homas Chaloner about 
the Queen’s Marriage, which Chaloner and all good men then had 
their Thoughts much bent upon. They talked together of the Em- 
peror’s Son, the Archduke of Aufria. And now Van Helfenfteia be- 
ing departed, and at Bruffels, wrote Mar. 21, 1558. to Chaloner, and 
fent him the Picture of that Duke, which he might fhew as he fhould 
- think moft convenient.This Reprefentation ofhim fhewed himto be a 
mo‘t comely Perfon, but his Mind and inward Abilities exceeded his 
Perfon, as the Noble German told Cha/oner in his Letter ; ‘ That if 
“the moft excellent Virtues and gallant Endowments of his Soul 
_ * were known as well to him,as they were to himfelf and others, he 
“ would foon acknowledge they did by many Degrees furpafs the 
‘ Beauty of his Body.’ But that Picture receiving fome Damage by 
the Wagons in which it was brought, he promifed to fend Chaloner a- 
nother of the Duke’s whole Body, and of his Brother alfo ; Wifhing. 
that he might have a Sight of them both alive, without the Help of, 
Paint and Colour. He told him all the Report at Bruffe/s was, That 
the King of Spain was to marry the Queen ; although, as he fub- 
joyned, Men of great Authority, when he was in Exgland, feemed 
not alittle to mifdoubt it. But he prayed Chaloner out of their 
great Friendfhip, to give fome Account of that whole Matter. For 
that indeed was the very reafon, why the Emperor, who intended to 
over to the Queen either of his Sons, did forbear at prefent to do 
it ; becaufe he would not any ways difoblige one fo nearly related. 
But if the King’s Suit fucceeded not, he then requefted his Friend, 
the faid Sir 7ho. Chaloner, to give him with all Silencean Account of 
it : And then would the Emperor put in ftrongly for one of his Sons. 
And fo he did afterwards. But the Queen, tho’ fhe would fometimes 
retain Suitors, yet was not minded to wed her felf, but to her King- 
dom only. How this Affair proceeded, and what hand the Papifts 
had in it, hoping to effect fome benefit to themfelves hereby, we 

fhall fee hereafter. | ! | 
In this Parliament wasa Bill (mentioned before) for Exchange of 
Bips Lands, and it pafled into an Act, remaining among the private 
and unprinted Acts of Parliament. By vertue whereot Authority 
was given to the Queen, on the Avoidance of any Archbifhopric or 
Bifhopric, to take into her hands certain of the Temporal Pofleffi- 
ons thereof, recompencing the fame with Parfonages impropriate and 
Tenths. And foon after this time,there being anA voidance of all, or‘al- 
moft all, the Bifhoprics, the Queen and her Courtiers had a fair op- 
‘portunity to pick and chufe what Houfes, Lands and Revenues 
they pleafed, belonging to the Epifcopal Sees throughout Exg/and, that 
were the faireit and the beft, -. that had no Incumbrances = 
' ; them. 
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made over to thofe Sees certain ees a formerly belonging to the 
Monafteries. To many of which Parfonages appertained decayed 
Chancels, and ruinous Houfes, and fometimes Penfions to be payed 
out for the maintaining of Vicars and Curates. And for the Zenths 
which were alfo to go in Exchange for the Bifhops good Lands, thefe 
were and would be but ill payed, being to be collected from the 
Clergy, many whereof were indigent, and fome obftinate, and fo | 
could not, or would not pay them without great trouble. And 
which was worfe than this, the Tenths being fo peculiarly fettled 
upon the Crown, the Bifhops could not have arightto receive them, 
unlefs {ome Law were made in that Cafe, and provided. Thefe and 
many other Inconveniences arifing from this Act, and well perceived 
by the Clergy, and efpecially Parker, and other Buhops Elect, made 
them fad. 

But to help the Matter as well as they could, they put up an 
Addrefs to the Q, fuing to Her, ‘ To ftay andremit this Exchange, 
‘and not toufe this Liberty which the Parliament had given Her. 
* And that if they coald not obtain that, (to make the beft Terms they 
“could for themfelves) that the Exchanges might be even and equal, 
‘and that confideration might be had of the Expences of Parfonages, 
‘and the ill Payment of Tenths, and of the Advantages and Benefits 
* of their Lordfhips and Mannors. In this Addrefs they fignified, how 
* much this,if it came to pafs, would endanger the Decay of Hofpi- 
‘tality and of Learning, and difcourage Men from ferving the Church 
‘inthe Miniftery. And toincline the Queen to grant this their Suit, 
and left they fhould not — to confider the Queen’s great Charges 
daily fuftained ( which it feems was one of the Pretences for this 
Bul) Parker and the other four Ele&ts,who made the Addrefs, in the 
Name of the Province of Canterbury, did offer to give unto her Year- 
ly a Thoufand Marks during their Lives and Continuance in 
their Bifhoprics, for and in confideration of the Exoneration of the 
faid Exchange. | 

They me this Opportunity alfo to pray the Queen in their own 
behalf, that they might be difcharged of all Arrearages of Subfidies 
and Tenths paft in the days of their Predeceffors, and in times of 
Vacation ; and to be difcharged of their own Subfidies the firft 
Year of their Fruits-paying ; and that in confideration of their ne- 
ceflary Expences, as in Furniture of their Houfes, and the Payment 
of great Fees, to fufferthem to enjoy the half Years Rent laft paft, 
and that their firft Fruits might be abated fomewhat, and diftributed 
unto more Years, and that She would take their own Bonds for Pay- 
ment. In the behalf alfo of the New Bifhoprics ere@ed by King 
Henry, they befought her for their Continuance : and that the Bifhops 
thereot might Nominate and appoint the Prebendaries, as other Bifhops 
did, for the maintaining of Learned Men, and Preachers ; and that 
Cliff might be joyned to the See of Rocheffer; andthat, from the See of 
Chefter, the Benefice ately annexed might not be difmembred, ia 
confideration of the Smalnefs of the Revenues of thofe Bihhoprics.

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And here let me add, That Cox Bifhop of Ely, an ancient and ve- 
ry learned Man, and in preat Efteem both with the Queen’s Fathier 
and Brother, and likewife with Her, privately on this Occafion ad- 
dreft himfelf to Her, againft taking away the Bifhops Temporalities by 
Exchanges ; in fome Papers of Arguments fent her, fhewing thé 
_ Inconvenience and Evil, not to fay, Unlawfulnefs of them. 

‘Forafmuch (writeth he in one Paper to Her) asI 4m fully per- 
‘fiiaded, That God’s Holy Spirit hath adorned your Majefty with 
‘ three excellent Graces, Férff, That you are well inftructed in God’s 

‘ fincere and trueReligion ; Secordly,Becaufe I have heard you fay, That 
‘ you are not in fear of Death, whenfoever it fhall pleafe our Hea- 
‘ venly Father to call you; Zhirdly, Neceflarily to follow upon this 
‘former, that you work uprightly in Confcience, and in the Fear of 
‘God ; I am the more bold to become an humble Petitioner to your 
‘ Highnefs, and that alone, without the Knowledge or Confent of 
‘others: To the Intent, That if your Highnefs incline to my Peti- 
“tion, the Grant may come only of your own Bountifulnefs ; or if 
‘ yeur Grace grant not my Petition, it may pafs in Silence, as tho’ 
¢ never Motion had been made thereof. | | 

‘ Mine humble Requeft unto your Majefty is, That it might ftand 

© with your Highnefs Pleafure, to command your Officers not to pro- 
“ceed any further in the Exchange, appertaining to your Graces Bi- 
* fhoprics. Which will be as noble and as famous an Ad, as thelike 
‘ hath feldom been feen. _ The Caufes which move me to ftie unto

rations urgedto Her, all writ with his own Hand. But whether it was 
actually delivered Her, or only prepared for Her, I cannot tell.

I. Gen. XLVII. Fofeph brought all the Lands of the Kingdom of 
Egypt unto the Pofleffion of King Pharoah in the Extremity of Fa- 
mine ; but the Lands of the Priefts remained untouched. 
«UN 1. Efdr. VII. King Artaxerxes, fending great Riches to the 
building of God’s Temple in Ferufalem, commanded all the Fews to 
be Contributers to the fame ; the Priefts and Levites being excepted 
‘from all Impofitions and Contributions. Thefe Examples are writ- 
ten by the Holy Ghoft not in vain, but to admonith Princes liberally 
to ufe God’s Minifters, and not withdraw things froni them. :

“ refy, to infect the People; if the Bifhops, I fay, and Minifters in 
‘ this Cafe fhould not give Warning, neither withftand and refift, bat: 
‘ for Fear or Flattery with the World, forfake their Places, and there- 
‘ by give occafionto the Wolves to enter and devour theFlock ; then 
‘ fhould the more Mighty be more mightily fcourged, and the Blood 
“ of the People be required at their hands. 

The Popifh Bifhops and Clergy however entertained a Conceit 
now, that the Number of Learned Divines agd Minifters of the Go- 
{pel ( after fo many of them put to Death, and fuch great Difcou- 
ragements to ftudy or profefs pure Doétrine ) was fo very {mall and 
inconfiderable, that if they themfelves held together, and remained 
incompliant with the Steps that were taking, the Queen mutt be for- 
ced to keep them in the Church, left otherwife it fhould be wholly 
unfupplied. But they were much deceived. This is declared fally 
in the Britifh Antiquities, fet forth by fome that lived inthofe Times, 
and were well acquainted with the Affairs thereof. ‘ They refolved 
“among themfelves not to comply to take the Oath of Supremacy.to 
‘ the Queen, nor to renounce all Foreign Jurifdiction: Going upon 
‘ this Policy, That the Queen could not difplace them, there being 
‘ none elfe to fupply the Rooms and Places in the Church, whether 
“ Diocefes or Parifhes. In which crafty Counfel, while they feemed 
“to be wife and pleafe themfelves, they were, as by a Judgment and 
‘Revenge from Heaven, deceived and infatuated. For a great many 


“very learned and godly .Men, in all that Tyranny of the Papifts, 


“ which lafted almoft SixYears, were either abroad in Banifhment, or 
‘ skulking fo clofely here, that thefe their Enemies fearching never fo 
* diligently for them, could not find them. And they, asit were by In- 
‘ fpiration, in all that dreadful and cruel time of Q. Mary, followed 
* clofe the Study of Divinity. And being referved to the profperous 
* and happy Time of Q. Elizabeth, did as it were blow away the Po- 
‘ pifh Arguments which themfelves thought fo mighty knotty and un- 
‘ anfwerable. Men who coming forth of Affliction and Exile were 
* looked upon with Contempt by the Romani/ts ; fimple Men without 
‘ Pontificial Ornaments to fet them out, but eminent tor the Integrity 
‘ of their Lives, the Gravity of their Behaviour, and the Greatne(s of 
“their Spirits; and finally, for their diligent Search and accurate 
‘ Knowledge of Scripture, Councils, Orthodox Fathers, oma =

© Strength of Reafon, and Written Authorities ; but were fain to en- 
© deavour to overcome them by Calumnies. oo - 
‘The Englifh Proteftants Abroad {oon expreffed their Publick joyful

That the Queen ftood not much affected to the Divines in Vogue 
in the former Reign, appeared, that the Publick Preachers at Court, 
or at S. Paul's, were fuch Learned Proteftants as were newly returned 
from Exile, or that had privately concealed themfelves at ‘home. 
Two of the firft Publick Sermons were preached by Dr. Bil/,(who was 
the Queen’s Almoner) and Dr. Cox ; the former preached at S. Paul's 
the very next Susday after the Queen was proclaimed ; and the latter 
at Weftminfter before her firft Parliament at the Opening of it. All 
Preaching was foon prohibited for fome time, (as hath been obferved, 
already) but when it was allowed, I find the Preachers appointed 
to preach before the Queen, and at St. Paul's, were generally the 
learned Profeffors and Confeflors of the Gofpel ; as hath been part- 
ly fhewn before. 

One Important Point of Policy this firft Year of the Queen was 
adjufted, tending much to the Eftablifhment of Religion : Which was 
a Confultation held at Greenwich, Whether it were for the Good of 
the Commonwealth to grant, That the Abbot of Martinego, [or Mar- 
tinengo|the Pope’s Nuxcio,fhould come into Exgland,who it feems was 
now inElection to be fent hither by the Pope. This Matter duly de-. 
liberated, came to this Conclufion, That it was againft the Ancient 
and Late Laws of this Realm, That any Nuncio from the Pope fhould 
enter into thisRealm. That in Ancient Time the Nuncio could never 
enter but by Licenfe, and by a Solemn Oath on the other fide the 
Sea, not to attgmpt any thing to the Derogation of the King, orthe

T. Under the Article of Predeftination, they have thefe Words. ‘ And 
© although there are many Godly Men in thefe our Days will think, 
‘ that in this our CorruptAge, in the which Men are given to all Rath- 
‘ nefs of Judgment, and Diffolutenefs of Life, and do not weigh the 
‘ Myfteries of Faith with fuch Chriftian Humility as they ought todo, 
* it were beft that fuch Articles fhould be paffed over in filence: Indeed 
* we do think that Difcreet Minifters will {peak fparely and circum- 
‘ fpectly of them, and that upon the Confideration before rehearfed : 
* Yet notwithftanding, feeing fome Men of late are rifen, which do 
‘ gainfay and oppugn this Truth, we cannot utterly pafs over this 
* Matter with filence, both for that the HolyGhoft doth fo often make

‘known. And alfo being occafioned by the fame Reafon which mo-

Many of 7State of the 
thefe were already come into England; and one Adrian Hamftedius their church in 
a learned Preacher, and one that had done and fuffered much under London. 
the Crofs, came from Zealand hither, and gathered a Congregation 
of his Countreymen. He was chofen their Minifter, and got Liber- .. 
ty to perforin hisFunction of preaching God’s Wordtothem: Which 
he did fometimes in Chri/?-Church, and fometimes at S. Margarets, and 
f{ometimes in other Places. Thefe Strangers, who confifted chiefly of 
Low-Dutch and Germans, had once the Weft Part of the Church of the 
Auguftine Friars in Broadftreet granted to them by King Edward VI. ys, Eeclef 
and his Royal Letters Patents, directing and confirming the Confti- Belgic. Lond. 
tution of this Congregation ; whereof Yoanmes a Lafco a Noble Podo- PerSim. Ruy- 
nian was their Minifter, with the Title of Superintendent. But under Ghefthicdsif. 
Q. Mary they were diffolved, and glad to flee into Foreign Parts. And fn. 
the Members of this Church fettled themfelves, fome in Poland, 
others in Friezeland. But upon this happy Change, thefe Strangers 
bent their minds fully to return again into England, and take poilef- 
fion of their former Church and Liberty. Shortly after, fohaanes Uten- 
hovius, a Perfon of Learning and Quality, and who had been a chief - 

Member of this Congregation under K. Edward, arrived at Frankford, 
Aug.r4.1559. Here he received Letters of Commendation from Henry 
Bullinger, Chief Minifter of Zurick ( under whom the Englifh Exiles 
had received great Favour } to the Queen’s Majefty. And with thefe 
Letters he proceeded in his Voyage to Friezeland ; and thence to Eng- 
Jand,taking with him Peter de Loenea Minifter,Son of Walter.Who being — 
arrived here, was admitted tg ferve the Church of Strangers afore- 
faid with Hamftedius. It muft be known,that thefe worthy Men Uten- 
hovius and De Loene brought over with them K. Edward's Charter to 
-this Church ; and foon took their occafion humbly to petition the 
Queen to eftablifh it, and to grant themtheir Church in S. Auguftine’s, 
and the Privileges, as they had before under her Royal Brother of 
Blefled Memory. But the Matter being referred to her moft Honou- 
rable Council and the Bifhops, it was refufed at firft for certain Rea- 
fons, As, becaufe the Queen thought it not convenient in her King- 
dom to have another to be Superintendent over a Church, and that 
a Stranger, befides the Bifhop of the Diocefe. 

But to take off this Objection, this Church foon after chofe Grisdal », Grindat 
Bifhop of London their Superintendent: Who did fhew himfelf on all their superina 
Occafions a true Patron tothem, and concerned himfelf tenderly in 4. 
their Affairs. But afterhim, Ithink they had no other Superintendent. 

Further, the Queen did not like that Claufe in the Patent, of their 
being called Corpus Corporatum Politicum. And laftly, it was thought 
worthy fome further Confideration, before all the Ground whereon 
the Church and Church-yard, and the Minifters Houfes ftood, (which 
K. Edward gave them ) fhould be granted away. This feemed to be 
the Counfil of the Marquis of Wincheffer Lord Treafurer, who had 
obtained from that King all the Situation of S. Auguffine Friars,’ ex- 
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cept this Church and Premiffes, and had his Houfe upon Part of it: 


- and fo laboured that as little of that Monaftery as might be, fhould

But yet thus far the Queen readily gratified them, and yielded to

the faid Church or Temple of all Casks and Veffels, and other Stutf 
wherewith it was filled in Q. Mary’s Days, (laying up there her Na-' 
val Stores and fuch like Things ) and to reftore the faid Strangers to 
the Poffeffion of the faid Temple. The next Year on the 29¢h of Fa- 
nuary the {ame Congregation did again renew their Petition to the 
Queen for the Confirmation of K. Edward's Grant. But what Succefs 
they then had, I cannot tell; but ever fince, throughout all the fuc- 
ceeding Kings Reigns, they have quietly enjoyed their Temple and 
Original Conftitution. ! 

The French Proteftants at this time did not concern themfelves in 
this Matter with the Dutch; tho they were formerly included as 
Members of this Church of Strangers ; but contented themfelves now 
with another Church in Thredneedle-ftreet, which they had either bor- 
rowed or hired, belonging tothe Dean and Chapter of Windfor, and 
rm they have to this day ; being part of S. Axthony’s Hofpital dif- 
folved. | 

But the Regiftets of this Dxtch Church do fhew (¢ and gratefully 
confefs it ) that their main Affiftance now was from Bifhop Grindal 
aforefaid ; and whom therefore they fubmitted unto as their Supcr- 
intendent. I find a Cafe or two wherein he exercifed his Superin- 
tendency and Authority in this Church. In the Year 1560, one of 
their Minifters, namely HYamftedius,was convened before the faid Bi- 
fhop judicially, for favouring fome Dutch Anabaptifts,that defired to be 
received into this Church, and had fupplicated the Bifhop to be ad- 
mitted. He had afferted in their behalf concerning that Herefy of theirs, 
( Viz. That Chrift took not hisFlefh of the Virgin Mary, but brought 
it from Heaven:) That the Do@rine of the Incarnation of Chrift, and 
his partaking of our Nature, was not a Foundation, [ z. e.a Fundamen- 
tal Doctrine ] but a Circumftance only of the Foundation : And that 
Children and Diftracted Perfons were faved without Faith. But the 
Bifhop required him to renounce thefe and other like Errors : Which 
he refufed to do, and continuing obftinately in them, was excommu- 
nicated by the Bifhop. And fo was declared the next Suxday in the 
faid Datch Church. Soon after, Hamffedius retired beyond the Sca. 
And again inthe Year 1564, there happened again an earneft Conten- 
tion in that Church concerning Baptizing Infants: Which was finally 

referred to the Bifhop of London as their Superintendent, to decide. —

T HE Reformation was now carrying on in the neighbouring King- 
7 dom of Scotland, as well as here: And May the 2d, Fobn Knox 
the Scotchman, being Fifty Four Years of Age, arrived at Edinburgh Jers Scotland 
from France. From whence, Ansno1557. he had earneftty wrote to the : | 
- Scotch Nobility, who had taken upon them the Publick Reformation: 

Telling them, That he had the Fudgment of the moft Godly and Learned 

in Europe; (meaning, ‘no doubt,the Minifters of Geneva where he fo- Zfof Knox. 
journed) to warrant his and theirConfciences, for their prefent Enterprize. 

The Pofition maintained by them was this, That if Kings and Princes 

refufe to réform Religion, the Inferior Magiftrates and. People, being 

‘directed and inftructed in theTruth before by their Preachers, might 

lawfully Reform within their own Bounds themfelves : And if all, or 
‘the far greater part be enlightened,they might make aPublick Refor- 

mation. : 

In 1559, while he tarried at Diep, he wrote thus to one Mrs. Anne 

‘Lock, an Englifh Woman, from a Mind fufficiently embittered again{t Knox an Ene. 
the Englifh Reformation : “ A Portion of his [the Beaft’s] Mark are Thee 
‘thefe Dregs of Papiftry, which are left in your great Book of Eng- 

© Jand ; Croling in Baptifm, Kneeling at the Lord’s Table, Mum- 

‘bling or Singing of the Litany, 4 Fulgure & Tempeftate, Gc. Any

© The whole Order of their Book appeareth rather to be devifed for 

“the upholding of Maffing Priefts; than for any good Inftrudction; 

‘which the Simple People can receive thereof. Their Sacraments 

‘were miniftred for the moft part without the Soul, .and by thefe, 

‘ who to Chrift Jefus are no True Minifters ; and God grant that fo 

‘they be not yet. Without the Soul, I fay, they were miniftred, be- 

.© caufe they were miniftred without theWord truly and openly preach- 

‘© ed. And your Minifters before, for the moft part were none of Chri/?’s 

‘ Miniiters, but Ma{Imonging Priefts.” And therefore towards the 

end of his Letter, he diffuaded this Gentlewoman, ‘ from counte- 

* nancing of fuch Superftitious Priefts in their Corrupt, Lifelefs, Li- 

© turgical Services ; and affirming with great Fervency, that all Things 

“fhould be judged abominable, yea, execrable and accurfed, which 

“ God by hisWord hath not fanctified in his Religion. This is enough 

‘to fhew the Hot Spirit of this Man, and:‘thePrejudice he had, for fome 

‘Caufe or other conceived again{t this Church and Kingdom: where he 
ehiad once been kindly harboured. R About 
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ANNO About this Time were Two Books difperfed abroad, and in the 
1559. Hands of People, fet forth by certain Proteffant Authors, and found 
many Approvers : Wlach did the Proteftaats very ill Service, in ma- 
king the Court jealous of a Reformation. In one of thefe Books was 
afferted, That 2 Woman could not by the Law of God be Queen, nor 
{way the Scepter, and govern over Men; to whom they ought to be 
im fubjection by the Scripture. The other allowed a Private Subject 
in fome Cafes to rebel againft, nay, to do toDeath the Sovereign, fup- 
pofing him a Tyrant. Dr. Parker, and many.other of the Learn- 
ed and Sober Divines of the Church were extremely nettled and 
offended with thefe Books, and declared publickly againft them. 

But to enquire into the Authors of thefe Books, and the particular 
Arguments of them: Whofoever was theAuthor of the latter,the former 
was compofed by Foha Knox,the FamousScotchDivine above-mentioned, 
andprinted at Geneva, about theYear 1556, or1557. and entitled, Zhe 
Sirf Blaftagainft the Monffrous Regiment and Empire of Women. Wherein 
he endeavoured to prove, that it was altogether unlawful for Women 
to reign. ThisBook was exceedingly ill taken, and ill-timed, being 
now frefh in the Hands of the Eag/i/h People : Many whereof began 
to doubt, whether they fhould obey the Queen, and when at this time 
fhe had France a Powerful Enemy. This Treatife therefore by all 
the Sober Proteffants ef the Church of Eng/axd was much cryed out 
againtt, and ftiled, 4 Zreafoxous Book ; and the Queen was mott high- 
ly difgufted with Xnox for writing it ; though indeed he wrote it in 
{pight to Q, Mary, rather than levelled it at Her. And when by cer- 
tain Meffengers he defired leave of the Queen to pafs from France 
through Ev¢land into his Country, and tovifit in the way the North 
Hift. of the Parts of England, where he had formerly preached, there would no 
chee Licenfe be granted him ;-nay, and the“Meflengers he fent had like to

All things ended, they returned in lie Order as they came, (ex- 
cept the Banner leftin the Church) to the Great Chamber within the 
Bilhop’s Palace, where they had a Void of Wine and Spices and 


other things. And after they had taken Order to meet there 


again by Eight of the.Clock in the Morning, they fhifted them, and 
departed. " 

Saturday, the 9th of September, about the Hour affigned, they met 
together at the faid Bifhops Palace. And about Nine of the Clock: 
they proceeded up to the Hearfe as the Day before, and all being pla- 
ced as before, the Three Bifhops Elect in Copes, and the two Preben- 
daries in Grey Amices came forth of theVeftry unto theTable of Ad- 
miniftration, and then York Herald bad the Prayer as before. Then 
the Communion Office began, and proceeded forward until the Offer- 
ing ; when the Chief Mourner proceeded, the Officer of Arms, and 
Gentleman Ubher before him,with his Train born, the reft of theMour- 
ners following him, but he alone offered, being a Piece of Gold for 
the Head-Penny; And he and others returned to the End of the Ser- 
vice. Then the faid Chief Mourner, with Clarencieux before him, again 


. proceeded up without any State, and offered for himfelf, and return- 


edto his Place. Then the L. Chamberlain, and the L. of Burgaveny 
with two Heralds before them proceeded up and offered, and return- 
ed and took their Places. In which like Order offered all the other

Fight Mourners, two after two.. The Money for them to offerhad 
been before delivered to them by Zasser, Gentleman Ufher. Then 
offered the Ambaffador of the Freach King. Then the L.Mayor, with 
his Brethren followed him, but offered not. Then SirWil/iam St.Low, 
with Rouge Dragon before him offered the Banner to Clarencieux, &c. 
The Offering finifhed, the Sermon began by the Elect of Hereford 
(the Elect of London, who fhould have preached, being fick.) “His 
Anthem, [that is, his Text,] being Venzet Hora, & nunc eff, quande 
mortui audient Vocem Filit Det, ©c. The Hour fhall come, and now is, 
when the Dead fhall hear the Voice of the Son of God, and they that hear 
ftall live. Whereupon he declared and proved the Laft Day not to 
be far of. Andtherefore perfuaded Amendment of Life,and to live well. 
And farther he endeavoured to pacify both Parties of the People ; 
that it feems now freely uttered their Minds according as they ftood 
affected to Religion : The one Party thinking, and faying, how the 
Ceremonies ufed for Burial were too many ; yea rather, that none at 
all ought to be ufed for the Dead; the other thinking them to be too 
few. Hence he took occafion to fhew out of divers Ancient Authors, 
the Order of the Burial of the Dead in the Primitive Church, and 
how the Service at the fame was to give Praife to God for taking 
away their Brother in the Faith of Chriff. Which felf-fame Order 
they had now obferved, and were about to fulfil and obferve. As 
for the reft of the Ceremonies there ufed, which were but few, fee- 
ing they were not contrary to the Faith of Chriff, nor yet contrary to 
Brotherly and Chriftian Charity, but for the Maintenance thereof, 
the rather to continue Amity betwixt both Princes, which Charity 
Chrift e{pecially doth command; therefore ought to be obferved, and _ 
not gainfaid. But for the other Ceremonies, for that they were nei- 
ther beneficial to thofe wiffch were alive, nor yet to the Parties de- 
ceafed, nor yet according to the Order of the old Fathers and Primi- 
tive Church, they were therefore now taken away and abolifhed. Af- 
ter this, commending the Royal Perfon departed, for his worthy and 
noble Chivalry, and valiant Heart, as well in Profperity as Adver- 
fity ; together with great Commendation of his Chaft Life, keeping 
himfelf only to his own Wife,(being a rareThing, he faid, in Princes) 
he made an end. ; 
After the Sermon concluded, they went forward to the Commu- 
nion. Atthe Time of the Reception thereof the L. Chamberlain, the 
L.Dacres, and Sir EdwardWarner rofe up and went to theTable, where 
kneeling together with thethree Bifhops,they all fix received the Com- 
munion; the reft, it feems, of the Nobility here prefent were not yet 
fo well reconciled to the New Way of Receiving the Sacrament, as to 
partake at thistime of it. All which ended withthe otherService: which 
finifhed, York again bad the Prayer, as before. This done,the Mourners 
and others returned to the Bifhops Palace in A Where the faid 
Lords and Ambaffadors, and all other which had attended thefe Exe- 
quies, were treated with a goodly Dinner, and fodeparted at pleafure. 
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The poor neglefted Condition of the Proteftants, being returned 
home.

UT now to make a few Notes how Religion ftood at this zie seate of 

‘time. As for the Exiles returned from Germany, Helvetia, and 4” Exiles come 
other Countries, whither they had fled for their Confciences , and "™*- 
preferving of their Lives, in the laft hard Reign, they were much dif~ 
couraged, having little notice or regard taken of them, nor any Or- 
ders given for the Reftoration of them totheir former Preferments 
and Benefices. And tho’ they came Thread-bare home, yet they 
brought back along with them from the foreign Churches and Uni- 
verfities much Experience, as well as Learning. ‘ohn Fewel upon his John Jewel. 
Return home into England was harboured about three Months with 
Nicolas Culverwel a Citizen, living ( unlefs I. miftake ) in Thames- 
Street : Then the Lord Wiliams of Thame being fick fent for him ; 
and with him he abode fome time. Another of thefe was 7ho. Le- Tho. Lever. 
ver, avery grave Man, and formerly Matter of S. Fobn’s College in | 
Cambridge, who had taken this Opportunity of his Exile to travel in- 
to all the chief Proteftant Towns and Cities , as Argentine, alias 
Strasburgh, Bafil, Zuric, Berne, Laufane and Geneva; noted the Do- 
Gtrines and Difcipline in thofe Places, and talked with their Learned 
Men. And thence had experience of their fincere Do@trine, and 
godly Order and great Learning : And efpecially of much virtuous 
Learning, Diligence and Charity in Bullinger at Zuric, and Calvin at 
Geneva: As did greatly advance God’s Glory, unto the Edifying of 
Chrif’s Church with the fame Religion, for the which you be now in 
Prifon, as the {aid Lever wrote to Fobn Bradford the holy Mar- 


tyr. 

? But this Learned Divine, with the reft of his Fellows at their firft John Fox nis 

‘coming over, lay by not much regarded, as was faid before, the Condizion- 

State then being fo full of other Employment. About Offober, 1559, 

Fobn Fox, the laborious Compiler of the Church’s Hiftory, chiefly 

as to her Perfecution, was in London, but very poor ; and had {ent pyyises te she 

a Letter tothe Duke of Norfolk, to whom he had been Tutor, and Of Duke of Nor- 

whom he was dearly loved, to afford him Relief, and fupply his *™* 

Want, being newly come over. In the clofe of which Letter he had 5... ms. 

thefe Exprelfions : “‘ That as to Religion he needed not to admonifh Letters. 

_¢ him. where the Truth ftood, but prayed God, that he would man- — 

« fully ftand on Truth’s fide ; And [ fearing his Intereft for Religion 

s was not great enough ] he advifed him, that he ‘fhould above all 

« rake heed, that if he could not help Chrift at this Jun<ture, at leaft — 

6 that no Mortal Creature fhould ever prevail fo far with him, as to 

“be an Adverfary againft him in any thing, For, faith he, Chrit  — 

“ will overcome in {pight.of all men. And for a Conclufion, exhort- 

‘* ed him to beftow that time in reading the holy Scriptures, = 
: mB “© other 
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* other Nobles did in the Pomps and Paftimes of the Ceurt.” But 
as to Fox’s own prefent Condition, it appears by his Letter, that this 
was not the firft Petition he had made to the Duke his great Patron ; 
and that not having Anfwer, and yet knowing the Forwardnefs of 
the Duke’s Nature, and his great Propenfity towards him, he attri- 
buted the Caufe of this feeming Negleé to the prefent Time,where- 
in it feemed not fafe for him to take notice or fhew Compaffion to 
Fox, or that fortof Men. As for himfelf his Nature was fuch as 
the Duke knew, and fo averfe from importunate craving, that he 
fhould firft almoft perifh with Hunger, before he could do it. In this 
Letter he alfo excufed himfelf, that he had not of late dedicated any 
thing by him written, to his moft Illuftrious Name, and that it was 
out of a care of his Grace’sSafety, well knowing what Danger might 
enfue to him in the late Reign, if it fhould have been knownthat he © 
had any favour for ftich a Man as Fox was. And that this was the 
true Reafon thereof he fhould foon know ; he meant he fhould know 
it by his Latix Martyrology which he had dedicated to him, newly 
finifhed, and printed beyond Sea, and now brought over with him. 
This was the Subftance of Fox’s Letter in an elegant Latin Style to 
his Noble Pupil. To which he on the 304 of Ofod. gave him as e- 
legant an Anfwer in the fame Language, tull of Kindnefs,and expreffive 
pg his Care for him, and of the Order he had given his Servants to 
provide for him all things that he needed upon his firft coming over. 
In which Letter as he calls Fox, Optime Praceptor, fo Fox in his had 
calledhim, Mi Zhoma. All this may be feen more fully in their Let-. 
ters, which I cannot forbear placing in the Appendix. Be! 

This their neglected Condition the Learned Exiles took not a little 
toheart. Dr. Edwin Sandys one of them, being then at Weffminfler, 
in a Letterto Dr. Parker in the Country, fpake of this with fome 
Concern; As, “ That they never asked them in what State they 
“ftood, nor confidered what they wanted. So that as he protefted 
‘* in the time of their Exile they were not fo bare, as they were now 
“brought.” Thefe Words of Sandys were occafioned by a kind 
Letter.of Dr. Parker to him,together with fome Gratuity fent at the 
fame time, as it feems. Which-moved him to what he wrot before, 
and to add, “ Thathe rightly confidered, that thefe Times were gi- 
“ven to taking, and not to giving, and that he had ftretched 
“¢ forth his hand [ in Liberality ] further than all the reft. 

Yet the Exiles of the moft Eminency and Learning were fome- 
times about the Queen’s Perfon, and preached often before Her. Le- 
ver had fo much of her Ear, as to difluade Her from taking the Ti- 
tle of Supreme Head ; Which Sandys in his forementioned Letter to 
Parker, blamed him for ; and for wifely [as he feemed Jronically to 
{peak ] putting fuch a Scruple into the Queen's Head. 

But to reprefent yet farther how it fared now with our Exg/i/b Re- 
fugees, and withal what the State of Religion now was; I {hall take 
it trom the Pen of two others of the fame Rank, Fewel and Cox, in 
their Letters to their Friends abroad.. | 

Bullinger, the great Divine and Superintendent of Zurice had 


lately fent a Letter to Fewel and Parkburft, exhorting them in this

But after a little time they were 
all committed to eafier Reftraints, and fome reftored to their perfect

there, underwent the fame Cenfure, declared at Bow Church. And 
this was the utmoft Severity from theChurch they endured : Which 
_ was far fhort of what they had ufed when they were in Power. 

fai. taf Hethe, late Archbifhop of York, having been L. Chancellor of Eng- 
terwards, -Jand, and having in Parliament declared the Death of Q, Mary, and 
Hethe. ‘the Juft Title of the Lady Elizabeth, her Sifter, to fucceed ; for this 
| Duty towards his Prince, he lived (after a little Trouble) quictly and _ 
‘nobly in his own Lordthip of Chobham, fituatein Surrey: Yet giving 
Security not to interrupt the Laws of Church or State ; or meddle 
with the Affairs of the Realm. And being old, and full of Days, he 
made his laft Will, and gave away his faid Eftate to his Kinfman and 
Heir. He was always honourably efteemed by the Queen, and fome-

-Parifh Church of Laméeth, with a Funeral Decency becoming his Rank 
and Quality, and the Offices he had born in Church and State ; and 
had a Fair Stone, with an honourable Infcription laid over him. 

Thirlby, (a:Perfon of Nature affable) was alfo committed to the 
Care of the fame Archbifhop. He at firft had his Liberty, till he be- 
gan to preach againft the Reformation : but being pardoned, after- 
wards was in-Cuftedy of the Archbifhop, and living in much Eafe 
and Credit with him for Ten Years, was buried in the fame Church 
with the like Decency, and a Stone laid over him. : | 

White died in Liberty, faith Bp. Andrews : He, altho’ he had the White. 
Liberty to walk abroad, would not be quiet, but would needs preach; tortura 
which he did feditioufly in his Romz/h Pontifical Veftments. For Tort. p.146. 
which he was committed to Prifon.. But upon his: Acknowledgment 

“of his Mifdemeanors, he was fet free. This Bifhop, with Bp.Wat/on, 
had the Prefumption to threaten to excommunicate the Queen. He 
died of an Ague, fan.12.1559. at Sir Tho. White's Place in Hamp- 
fbire ; And the 15th, was carried and buried ‘at Winchefter. 

Bourne was harboured chiefly with Dr. Carew, Dean of Exeter, his Bourne. 
oldFriend: And after Eleven Years died, and was buried at Si/verton, 
in Devon, 

Turbervile, an honeft Gentleman, but.a fimple Bifhop, lived many 
Years a Private Life, and in full Liberty deceafed. 

David Poole, an ancient Grave Perfon, and quiet Subject, was David Poole. 
ufed with all kindnefs by hisPrince, and living in hisown Houfe, died 

_ in a mature Age, and left his Eftate to his Friends. 

Oglethorp, who had the Honour to Confecrate and Crown the Oglethorp. 
Queen, died of an Apoplexy the Year after, and was buried the 47h of 
January, 1559. To whom the Queen, had he lived, would have 
fhewn fome particular Kindnefs. He was privately buried, with half 
a dozen Efcotcheons of Arms, at St. Dunffan’s in the We. - And 
_ Bayne foon after him, the {ame Month, (having lived with the Bi- 

-fhop of London) died of the Stone, and was buried near the beginning 
of Fanuary, inthe fame Church of St. Dunflans, a 

Watfon, altogether a Sowre and Morofe Man, lived 24 Yearsafter Watfon, 
his Deprivation, fometime with the Bp. of Rocheffer, and fome time 

with the Bp. of E/y. But afterwards, when certain Roman Emiflaries 
came into the Realm, and began to difturbthe Church, he (being too

But the Queen dafhed 
all, by returning this Anfwer, That in cafe She fhould adhere to thefe 
Propofals, and grant them, She fhould offend her Confcience, and 
openly break the Public Laws of her Realm, not without great Peril 
both of her Dignity and Safety. 

So that by all thefe Tokens already fhewn, fufficient Affurance 
was given by Her, that however wavering fome might think the 
Queen before, She was well confirmed againft Popery. And that She 
was thus, one of her firft Bifhops, Viz. Sandys, in a great Audience 
afterwards gave this Account of Her, ‘SHE is the very Patronefs 
‘of true Religion, rightly termed Zhe Defender of his Faith: One 
‘that before all other things feeketh the Kingdom of God. If the 
‘ Threatnings of Men could have terrified Her, or their Allurements

‘ revolted long ere this,fo fiercely by great Potentates Her Con(tanc 

‘ hath been aflaulted. But God hath flrengthened his Royal Hand. 
‘ maid: The Fear of God hath put to flight the Fear of Man. Her 
‘ Religious Heart is accepted of the Lord, and Glorious it is alfo in 
“the Eyes of theWorld. A Princefs zealous for God’s Houfe; fo 
‘firmly fettled in his Truth, that She hath conftantly determined and 
* oftentimes vowed,rather to fuffer all Torments than one jot to relent 
‘in Matter of Religion.’ And this that Moft Reverend Man faid, 
he fpake not of Flattery , but in an upright Confcience ; not of 
Guefs, but of Knowledge. 

Thus from the Queen’s firft Entrance to the Crown, She feared 
not all the Potentates of the World, nor the Backwardnefs of Her 
own Subjects, nor the Combining almoft of all Her own Clergy ; 
but that in the Name of God (I repeatthe Words of a great Obfer- 
ver of thofe Times ) and in undaunted Confidence of his maintair- 
ing of his own Truth, She did fpread the Banner of the Gofpel. And 
[ fo Shecontinued fteady all along her Government ] without Difcou- 
ragement, perfifting in that Refolution tillthe Day of her Death ; the 
Englifh Fugitivesand the Jri/b Malecontents , yeathe Pope and Spani- 
ard contriving to the utmoft to impeach it. 

Now Care was taken by thofe in Commiffion for Religion to fup- 
ply vacant Churches, and that firmen might be provided to offici- 
ate in them. | :

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that Hofpitality that was lookt for at their Hands, ’Tis true, fome 
of their Lands and Parks were againft their Wills exchanged, by vir- 
tue of a late Law mentioned before, but for the moft part, the Mali- 
cious Popifh Prelates that were their Predeceffors, (1 have this from 
one that was a Bifhop himfelf, and well acquainted with theTranfacti- 


ons of this Time) feeing their Kingdom decay, and that Profeffors of 


God’s Gofpel fhould fill their Places, would rather give them to Wo- 
men, Children, Houfekeepers (to fay no worfe) by Leafe, Patents, 
Annuities, than that any that loved God fhould enjoy them. Many 


Bifhopricks of the Realm had they impoverifhed by thefe Means. So 


that they who now fucceeded, were riot able to relieve themfelves, 
nor the Poor, as they would, and fhould. The Multitude indéed cried 
out of the Proteffants, that they kept not Houfes like the Papi/?s, nor 
entertained fuch a number of idle Servants ; but they confidered not 
how barely they came to their Livings; what Penfions they paid, and 
Annuities, which they that held the Secs before them had granted 
away ; and how all Commodities were leafed away trom them: What

Charges they were at for Firft-Fruits, and Subfidies, and Tenths, and — 


how they lacked all Houfholdftuff and Furniture at their Entrance : 
So that for three Years {pace they were not able (as he faid) to live 
out of Debt, and get themfelves Neceflaries. — 

Whereas the Popi/h Prelates under Q. Mary, after they became Bi- 
fhops, had divers fat Benefices and Prebends: They were ftored of 
Neceffaries of Houfhold. After they entred, they had no Firft-Fruits: 
So that they might doon the firft Day more than the others could do 
in Seven Years. Sodid the forefaid Writer fet forth this Matter. 
Nay, he faid further, concerning thefe Marian Prelates, that they had 
fo leafed out their Houfes, Lands dnd Parks, that fome of the New 
Bifhops had fcarce a Corner. of an Houfe to lie in ¢ and divers not fo 
much Grourd as to graze a Goofe or a Sheep, fo thar fome were 
compelled to tether their Horfes in their Orchard. And yet had 
thefe Fathers provided, that if they fhould have been reftored (which 
they looked for, as many thought) they fhould have had all their 
-, Commodities again. But fo come dgain to our Matter. 

After the Church was thus furnifhed with fome Prote/fant Bifhops, 
it was neceflary td fupply it with Inferior Clergy, for the filling of 
many Parifhes that were already, dnd would be vacant ; arid for pro- 
viding honeft and confcientious Men to officiate and preach to the 
People. Therefore the Day next afterthe Ordination of the four firft 
Confecrated Bifhops, was an Ordiation of Priefts and Deacons, Viz. 
Decemb.the 22. Then Scory, now Bp. of Hereford, by Order and Au- 
thority from the ABp. of Canterbury, ordained in the Chappel at Lam- 
bith, Eleven Deacons, and Ten Priefts and Deacons together, confer- 
ring both Orders upon the {aid Ten ; and one who was Deacon be: 
fore, was made Prieft. Thefe were of feveral Dioceffes. And among 
the reft I obferve one whofe Name was Fobn Hooper, of the Dio- 
cefe of Gloucefter; who perhaps might be the late Bilhop AXcoper’s 
Son.

Pind here, before we relate the Order for the Table, let me firft 
fhew what Labour was ufed by the Divines aforefaid, (as I fuppofe) 
that affembled and fat for Reformation, to perfuade the Queen to fuf- 
fer the Popifh Altars to be taken away, and Tables to be placed in 
theRoom of them: Which Altars in manyPlaces taken away,theQueen 
had fome Inclination to have fet up again. Thave feen their Reafons 
drawn up to be offered to the Queen's Majefty’s Confideration, Why 
si was not convenient that the Communion fhouldbe miniftred at an Altar.

From this notable Paper of AddrefS to the Queen, fhe yielded to 


the taking away the Altars, as by the Effect it appeared. For the 7 


Order for the Table in the aforefaid Injun@ions was added upon oc- 
cafion of the Removal of the Altars in many Churches, and Tables 
placed in theirRooms; though in other Places they were not yet remo- 
ved, upon Opinion of fome Order to be taken therein by theVifitors. 
The Order therefore was ; ‘ That no Altar fhould be taken down but 
‘by the Overfight of the Curate and Churchwardens, or one of them 
© at the leaft, and without any Riot or Diforder. And that the Ta- 
“ble be decently made, and fet in the Place where the Altar ftood : 
‘and foto ftand, but when the Communion fhould be celebrated. 
.© And then it fhould be fo placed within the Chancel, as the Minifter 
‘ might more conveniently be heard of the Communicants, and the 
“Communicants in more Conveniency and Number, communicate 
© with the Minifter. Thus much for the Holy Table. 


The Order for the Bread ae ‘That whereas the Sacramental Bread 


© in the Time of K. Edward ufed to be common Fine Bread, now, for ;, 
. ‘for the giving the more Reverence to the Holy Myfteries, this. 


“ Bread was to be made and formed plain,without any Figure impref- 
‘ fed on it, [as the Popifh Wafer had the Figure of the Crucifix] and 
* to be of the fame finenefs and round fafhion, but fomewhat bigger, 
“as was the ufual Bread or Wafer, heretofore named Singing-Cakes, 
‘which ferved for the ufe of the Private Mals. | 


This Order for the Table and the Bread was occafioned from the 
Variety ufed in both, for fome time, until thefe Injunctions came 
forth. For indeed in the beginning of the Queen’s Reign the Prote- 


ftants were much divided in their Opinion and Practice about them: 


which was the Caufe of fome Difturbance. And the Papifts made 
their Advantage of it ; laying to the Charge of the Proteffants their 
Mutability and Inconftancy. Thus did Zhe. Dorman in his Book cal- 
led A Proof. ‘This day your Table is placed in the midft of the 
© Quire : the next day removed into the Body of the Church : at the 
© third time placed in the Chancel again after the manner-of an Altar, 
[that is, upon the coming forth of this before-mentioned Order] but 
‘ yet removable as there isa Communion to be had. Then,your Mi- 
© nifters Face one while to be turned toward the South, and another 
© while toward the North: that the Weathercock in the Steeple was 
€ noted not to have turned fo often in a Quarter of aYear,as your Mi- 
‘ nifter in the Church in lefs than one Month. And at your Commu- 
© nion, one while decreeing, that it be miniftred in oe = 
| ‘ Leavene 
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‘ Leavened Bread : By and by revoking that, and bringing it to Un- 
* leavened. | 


There was alfo now béfide thefe Injunctions, a Book of Articles 
prepared, to the number of LVI. to be enquired of in the Queen’s Vi- 


- fitation, which was held this Year, purfuant to her Injun@ions. Thefe 


Articles were reprinted Asno 1600 ; and again in Sparrow’s Collecti- 
ons, 1671. From them we may learn fomewhat of the State of the 
Church and the Churchmen in thefe Days. As, that the Religious 
Service now commonly performed in the Church, (before Fuse 24, 
when the New Book commenced) was, the finging of the old Popift 
Prayers, and the Litany or General Supplication, and repeating the 
Epiftle and Gofpel in Eng/ifb. And befides thefe, on Holy-days the 
Curate went up irito the Pulpit, and recited openly the Lord’s Pray. 
er, the Creed and the Ten Commandments in Exgli/h ; and Sermons 
preached rarely. That there were many of the Parfons, Vicars and 
Curates carelefly abfented themfelves from their Cures, and left them 
fupplied by Rude and Unlearned Perfons, That many of them difcou- 
taged their Parifhioners from reading the Bible,eitherin Latin or Eng- 
lifh, They haurited Taverns and Alehoufes, and gave themfelves to 
Drinking, Rioting and playing at Unlawful Games. They would ex- 
tol Vain and Superftitious Religion; as, Pilgrimages, Relicksand Ima- 
ges, Lighting of Candles, Kiffing and Kneeling to, and Decking the 
fame. They would counfel their Parifhioners to pray in a Tongue un- 
known, rather than in Exg/i/b, and to truft in a certain Number of 


_ Prayers, and in faying over a number of Beads. Many of them bought 


their Benefices, and came into them by Fraud and Deceit. And as 
to the Laity, many of them were open Adulterers, and fome hadtwo 
Wives living within the fame Parifh. Many were Letters or Hinde- 
ters of the Word of God to be read in Exgli/h, or fincerely preached, 
atid in the time of Litany, or of Sermon or Homily, or while the Scrip- 


- tures were reading in Exglifh, would depart out of the Church, and

fometimes difturb the Minifters, and fometimes contemn and abufe 
thern ; and fometimes jangle ard talk in the Church in the time of 
Prayer or Reading and Declaring of the Scriptures. And fometimes,to 
avoid the hearing of God’sWord read by their ownMinifter,they would 
refort to other Churches, And fome procured Minftrels, to fing or. 
fay Songs in derifion of godly Order fet forth. Some kept in their 
Houfes Images, Tables, Pictures and Paintings and other Monuments 


of feigned and falfe Miracles, (many of which had been fet up in 


Churches and taken thence,) and did adore them. Many did ufe En- 
chantments, Invocations, Circles, Witchcraft, Soothfaying ; and efpe- 
cially in the time of Women’s Travails. 

Befides , by fome of thefe Articles of Enquiry it appeared what 
Diligence was ufed to get a True Underftanding of the late Perfecu- 
tion under Q. Mary : What Wrongs were done,What Blood was fhed, 
and who were the Perfecutors. To this Purpofe tended the 
46th, 47th, 48th, and 49th Articles. The Subftance whereof was, 
“What Books of the Scriptures were delivered to be burnt, or other- 
© wife deftroyed, and to whom they were delivered. What Bribes

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‘the Accufers, Promoters, . Perfecutors and Ecclefiaftical Judges, and 4 NNO 
© other the Comniiffioners,appointed within the feveralDiocefes of the 1559. 
‘Realm, received by themfelves or others, from fuch Perfonsaswere 67» 
‘in Trouble, apprefierided or imprifoned for Religion. Alfo what 
‘Goods, Lands, Fees, Offices or Promotions, were wrongfully taken

The Jnjunétions and Book of Articles being thus finithed,theQueen fet A Ryal Vife 
on foot her RoyalVifitation throughout Bag/and touched before ; And **"" - 
diversCommiftions were iffued out from her unto diversPerfons : Some 
to vifit fomeDiocefles, and fome to vifit others. Arid all thefe were to 
deliver the Jsjunctions, and to make Inquifition upon the Articles 
abovefaid, and to minifter the Oath of Recognition, and to enjoin 
the Ufe of the New Book of Service, which was to commence and 
‘come in force at the Feftival of Fohn the Baptif#: i.e. Fune 24. One 
of thefe Commiffions the Bifhop of Sarum met with, and publifhed #- Ref, Yel. 
in his Hiftory ; which was for the Vifitation of the Cathedra Church- . pean 
es, Cities and Diocefles of Tork, Durbam, Cheffer, and Carlifle, and bore 
Date at WeftminfterFune 24. And among the reft of the Matters com- 
mitted to them to do, one was to examine fuch as were imprifoned 
and in Bonds for Religion, though they had been condemned before ; 
and the Caufes of their Imprifonment and Condemnation firft known, 
and fully difcuffed, to deliver fuch out of Prifon, and fet them at li- 
berty, Juftice requiring it fo tobe done. Other Bufinefs incumbent 
on thefe Commiffioners to do, was to examine the Caufes of Depri- - - 
vations of Minifters from their Livings, and to reftore fuch as were 
deprived contrary to the Statutes and Ordinances of this Realm, or 
the Order of the Ecclefiaftical Law.

Things pertaining, fpoiled. The 24th day, being St. Bartholomew’s 
day, in Cheapfide, againft Ironmonger-lane, and St. Thomas of Acres, 
as the L. Mayor came home from Smithfeld that Fair-day, and from 
the accuftomed Sports and Wreftlings in ClerkemveJ, were two great 
Fires‘made of Roods and Images of Mary and John, and other Saints, 
‘where they were burnt with greatwonder of the People. The 25th 
aay, at Sc. Boto/ph’s Biling{gate, the Rood, and the Images of Mary 
and fobn, and of the Patron of that Church, were burnt with Books 
‘of Superftition : Where at the fame time a Preacher ftanding within 
the Church-Wall, made a Sermon ; and while he was preaching, the 
‘Books were thrown into the Fire. They then alfo took away a 
Crofs of Wood that ftood in the Church-yard. Sept. 16. at St.Mag- 
nus, at the Corner of Fi/b-/freer, the Rood, and Mary, and Fohn were 
‘burnt, and feveral other Things of Superftition belonging to that

| next Year. One of the new made Bifhops, whofe Name oc- 
curs not, (but one of the Exiles, I make no doubt) being Nominated 
and Elected, {crupled the Habits and the Cap fo far, that he was in 
doubt of accepting the Preferment : But for the better fatisfying of 


himfelf, 
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lrimfelf, he wrote a Letter dated .4ug.27. to Peter Martyr, then at 
Zurick, for his Advice and Judgment, what he fhould do. To whom 
alfo the fame Divine wrote two other Letters in the Months of Oéo- 
ber and December, upon the fame Enquiry. The Sum of Martyr’s 
Reply to his firft Letter was, ‘ That indeed when himfelf was at 
“ Oxon, and a Canon of Chriffchurch there,he never wore the Surplice 
‘in the Choir. But his Reafon for it was, not that it was unlawful 
‘ in itfelf, but becaufe,if he had done it, he fhould, being fuch a Pub- 
¢ lic Profeffor, feem to.have confirmed that which his Confcience ap- 
‘ proved not of. But as tothe Round Cap and Garments, to be 
© worn extra Sacra, he thought there ought not to be much Conten- 
‘tion. For Superftition feemed not properly to have any Place there. 
‘ But of Garments as Holy to be ufed in the Miniftry, whenthey car- 
‘ ry the Refemblance of the Mafs, and are meer Relicks of Popery, of 
‘ thefe, he faid, it was Bullinger’s Opinion, that they were not to be 
“ufed, left by his Example that fhould wear them, things that were 
‘ fcandalous, might be confirmed. But P. Martyr himfelf told this 
© Englifh Divine that writ to him, that his Judgment was fomething 
: difering from that of Bullinger; namely, That tho’ he was always

~ trance upon her Government, Crucifixes were fo diftafteful to the 
People, that they brought many of them into Smithfield, and there 
broke them to pieces and burnt them; as it were to make attonement 
for the many holy Men and Women, that were not long before roatft- 
ed to Death there. By which it did plainly appear, that however 
Q. Mary by a ftrong hand had brought in the Roman Religion again, 
yet the Peoples Minds were generally prejudiced againft it, and the 
Superftitions thereof ; and they fhewed it openly,as foon as they might 
{afely do fo.And this wasno more than was ordered to bedone by the 
~ Queen’s Vifitors, and by her Injunctions. Which was executed a- 
bout Barthlomew-Tide, when in Paul's Church-yard and Cheapfide. as 
well as Smithfteld, the Roods (as they called the Croffes) wereburnt 
to Afhes, and together with them in fome Places, Copes alfo, Veft- 
ments, Altar-Cloths, Books, Banners, Sepulchres, and fuch like oc- 
cafions of Superftition in Churches, as was mentioned before. 

But this Violence, efpecially exercifed towards Crofles and Cruci- ofcuded feme 
fixes, gave great Difguft to zealous Papifts. And for this very thing a 
fome of that fort, that were then abroad in foreign parts about their 
 Bufinefs, chofe rather to tarry abroad than to return home. Sir Ri- ron armong 
chard Shelly, who was now Titular Lord Prior of S. fobas of Feru- Seg aad 
falem,(and Superior ofthat newPriory founded byQ.Mary nearS.Fohn’s 
Street, London) being at Antwerp,to recover a Debt, and fo to return 
home, becaufe he had promifed all Obedience and Allegiance to Q.

Thofe that had in Q. Mary’s Reign placed them- 
remoniestebe -felves in Frankford, and were yet there, wrote tothofe Exiles their 
Ege ‘" -Countreymen, that were at Geneva, a Letter dated Fan, 3. 1559. By 
which it appears, that they were now in much fear of Ceremonies ; 
yet knew not what particularly would be eftablifhed. But they faid, 
the better to prepare themfelves and their Brethren in Geneva, ' for 
taking the Miniftry upon them, when they came into England, or

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Conforming, if they were of the Laity, ‘ That it would not lye in 4NNO 
‘ either of their hands to eftablifh the Ceremonies, but in certain 1559. | 
«Men's who were appointed thereunto. And then they would be VN 
* received by common Confent of Parliament. They trufted that both - 
¢ true Religion would be reftored, and that they fhould not be bur- 
‘thened with unprofitable Ceremonies. And that they purpofed to 
‘ fubmit to fuch Orders as fhould be eftablifhed by Authority, being 
“not of themfelves wicked. Becaufethe Reformed Churches differed 
‘ among themfelves in diversCeremonies,and yet agreed intheUnity of 
‘Dodrine. They faw no Inconvenience, if they obferved fome 
‘ Ceremonies, fo they agreed in the chief Points of Religion. ' But 
‘that if any fhould be intruded that were offenfive, they upon Con- 
‘ ference and Deliberation with their Brethren then at Gexeva, whom 
‘they fhould foon meet in Exg/axd, would brotherly joyn with them 
‘to be Suitors for the Reformationand Abolifhing of the fame. They ' 
who figned this peaceable Letter were thefe, in the Name of the 
Reft of the Church of Frankford.

And the firft Bifhops that were made, and who were but newly re- a 
turned out of their Exiles, as Cox, Grindal, Horne, Sandys, Fewel, PF? pe 
Parkburft, Bentham, upon their firft Returns, before they entred up- te the Cereme- 
on their Miniftry, laboured all they could againft receiving into the "icf shes afte 
- Charch the Papiftical Habits, and that all the Ceremonies fhould be "?"~” 
clean laid afide. But they could not obtain it from the Queen and 
Parliament. And the Habits were enacted. Then they confulted to- 
gether what to do, being in fome doubt whether to enter into their 
Fun@ions. But they concluded unanimoufly notto defert their Mi- 
niftry, for fome Rites that as they confidered, were but a few, and 
not evil in themfelves, efpecially fince the Do@trine of the Gofpel 
remained pure and entire. And in this Counfil which they had at 
firft taken, they continued ftill well fatisfied ; and alfo upon the 
Confiderations that by filling thefe Rooms in the Church they might 
keep out Lutherans and fuch as were fufpected Papifts : Which was 
an Argument the Learned Foreigners their Friends fuggefted to them. 

The Church now being fo flenderly provided of Curates, and Per- pepsi prift 
fons to officiate in the Parifhes, the Bifhops were forced to allow of cenfermfng, are 
many who had been Popifh Priefts, but now complying with the ae as 
prefent Proceedings. Which indeed gave great diftafteto manywho 
confidered not the Neceffity of the Thing. So one of thofe that 
were brought before the Commiffioners Ecclefiaftical in the Year pep gfergif 
1567, to anfwer for their not going to the Parifh Churches, faid, 

The Minifter of his Parifh was a very Papift. Whereat the Bifhop 

of Loadon told him, He might then go to another Place, and men- 

tioned particularly St. Laurence. And another of them faid, heknew 

one that perfecuted God’s Saints in Q., Maries time, and brought 
them 
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them before Boner; and now he was a Minifler allowed of, and never 
made Recantation. Indeed a great fort af thefe were Men of Jittle- 
Confcience, and tho’ they outwardly complied with the prefent Ee- 
clefiaftical Orders, and read the Common Prayer, and fubicribed to 
the Doctrine now profefled ; -yet inwardly they favoured Fopery,and 
as much as they durit, would encourage their Parifhtoners to do the 
fame. Therefore Auguftin Beruber , once old Father Latymer's trufty 
Friend and Servant, deelaimed again{t them, for their complying in 


all the times; but that when they complyed under Q. Elizabeth, a

‘in the Ears of the fimple, and diffuade them from embracing the 
‘ Truth. The Spirit of the Lord is departed from you. 
¢ This is more evident in your manifold and manifeft Perjuries in K. 
‘ Henry's time, in K. Edward's time, in Q, Maries time. And what 
“may be faid of you at this time, but that you be falfe, perjured 
“ Hypocrites, bearing two Faces under one Hood, being ready like 
‘ Weather-Cocks to turn at all Seafons, as the Wind doth carry 
‘you? - 

” Another Inconvenience the want of Clergymen now brought, was 
the Ordination of illiterate Men to be Readers: Which likewife 
many were offended at. ' Thefe Readers had been Tradefmen, or o- 
ther honeft well-difpofed Men ; and they were admitted into infe- 
rior Orders to ferve the Church in the prefent Necefiity, by reading 
the Common Prayer and the Homilies, and Orders unto the People: 


whereof fomething hath been faid before. 


This was caft upon the prefent Governors of the Church as a Res 
proach, both by Papiffs, and by fome Proreffants them{elves. ‘The 
former had nothing fo rife in their Mouths whereby to burden the 
prefent Miniftry in L£xgland, as their heaping together the 
Mention of a great many bafe Occupations ; and thén to thew how 
fuch Craftsmen were become our Preachers { or Readcrs rather. ] 
Which Cal/fhil in his Book againit Marfbal thus apologizeth for : 
* Grant, faith he, That the interior fort of our Minitters were fuch 
‘ indeed as thefe Men in {pight imagine ; Such as came from the Shop, 
‘from the Forge, from the Wherry, from the Loom ; Should ye not 
‘ think you. find more Sincerity and Learning in them, than in all

Another of this Tribe of Writers, wz. Dorman, had moft de-

daining Tradefmen, but hinted them to be of the very meanctt and 
moft contemptible Trades and Occupations of all others : Saying, 
* Of late Tinkers, Coblers, Cowherds, Fidlers, Broom-men , and

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‘for their Degree. To which Calummiation Nowel Dean of S. Paul's 
made this difcreet and home Anfwer: ‘ That indeed the Papifts cruel 
‘ Murthering of fo many learned Men had forced them of: mere Ne- 
“ceflity to {upply fome fmall Cures with honeft Artificers, exercifed 
‘in the Scriptures : Not in Place of Divines, Bachelors or Doctors, 
“but inftead of Popifh Sir fohas Lack-Latin, Learning and all Hone- 
“fty ; inflead of Dr. Dicer, Bachelor Bench-Whiftler, and Mr. Card- 
‘ player, the ufual Sciences of their Popith Priefts; who were the true

‘heards, yea, Bearwards and Swineherds than Minifters in Chrift’s 


‘Church, that fome honeft Artificers; who inftead of fuch Popifh 


‘Books as Dice and Cards, have travelled in the Scriptures, and have 
‘fucceeded, is more againft Mr. Dormans Stomach, than St. Paul's 
‘or St. Peter's, either Do@rine or Example ; Who beirg Artificers 
‘themfelves, and in the higheft Place of Chrift’s Church, ufing 


‘ fometime their Art, would not difdain other honeft Artificers td ~ 


“be in the meaneft Places. 


A great many others quarrelled with them, as no Minifters , be- 


caufe they could not preach : And extraordinarily difpleafed they were 


with the Bifhops for ofdaining fuch. But they did not confider Exi- - 


-gences, nor the Advice of Fohn Rogers that Learned and Wife 
Fran, ‘and firft Mattyr under Q. Mary; when Day the famous Prin- fe 


ter was Fellow Prifoner with him, and afterwards fled over 
Sea. ‘To him Rogers had faid, that he fhould live to fee the Altera- 
tion of Religion, and the Gofpel freely preached again ; and bad him 
recommend him to his Brethren in Exile and others, and that the 

fhould be circumfpect in difplacing the Papi/ts when that time thoult 
come. And for lack of good Miniftersthen to farnifhthe Churches, 
he advifed, (and fo did Bifhop Hooper at the fame time) that for 


every Ten Churches one good atid leartied Superintendent fhould be 


appointed, which fhould have under him faithful Readers , fuch as 
might be got ; fo that the Popifh Priefts fhould be clean put out. 
And the Bifhop once a Year fhould overfee the profiting of: his Pa- 
fifhes ; and if the Minifter did not his Duty as well in profiting 
himfelf in hisBook,as hisParifhioners in g ee fo tobe 
trained by little and little ; then he to be turn’d out, artdanorlier put 
itt his Place ; and the Bifhop to dothe like with the Supetintendents. 
ThisAdvice in part was now follow’d by theGuides of theChurch,by 
appointing Readers for the Churches; but the Method they thought 
too violent to turn out all the former Priefts, efpecially being wil- 
ling to Conform themfelves ; For this would make too great a De- 
vattation in the Church. And-they hoped by time arid better Infor- 
mation, even thefe Priefts might come to be heatty Embracers of 
the Reformation, and ferviceable to it. And as for the Readers whom 
they ordained, they were only tolerated, arid to ferve for the pre.

_fent Neceffity : Hoping in time that the Univerfities might pto 
Men of: Learhing to occupy Places in the Church. ae 
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_ Yet thefe the Bifhop appointed, to be Readers, were often 
Men of fome tolerable Learning in Latin, bred up in their Youth 
in Schools.; and fome of them defigned for the Univerfities, had 


not the Difcouragement of the Times interpofed. And fo thefe 


Scholars were put to Trades and Callings. And even then Qudious 


in the Scripture and good Books, and fometimes Sufferers for Reli- . 


gion, Such.an one was 7ho. Earl, a Reader in Eondon in thefe 


times ; and afterwards raifed to a higher Degree in the Church, and - 


obtained a Parifh Church. This Man, (as I find in a Journal of his 
own Writing) was the Son of a Citizen and Draper of Londox, and 


put to School there in 7Zeary VIII. his Reign, with one Friar Apple- 
yard, belonging to the College of S. Thomas Of Acars, and afterwards 
to the College of Corpus Chrifti. From this Appleyard he was re- 


moved to St. Anthonies School : His Mafters there were Archer and 


one Field a Martyr ; who it is like infufed good Principles into: 
him. _ Twice he writes, he was hindred, as it feems from going to. 


Oxford. - And then he was forced to become an Apprentice for Ten 


Years to W711. Gardiner Painter-Stainer of London, im the time of K..

gone with-him) and there he was fufpected and imprifoned : But 


God’s wonderful Grace delivered him, and he returned into Exgland 


in 1558. When Q, Afary died and Q, Elizabeth received the Crown, 
(and the Grief of the Godly was turned into the greateft Joy ) {oon 


after he affifted at Divine Services in fome Places : Afterwards he was — 


ordained Deacon ; and Anno 1564, got Mildred Breadftree?, having 
been Curate there the Year before, as he writes in his Journal. 

But concerning thefe Popifhly affected Priefts, and fome of thefe 
tolerated Readers, and others newly ordained, for their . untoward 
way of Reading, and the fcandalous Behaviour of fome of them, 
there was much Complaint, as we faid before. Thus we find in a 
Book printed not long afterthefe times: The Church, faid the Au- 
thor, did moft confift then of Popith Priefts and tolerated Readers, 
and saga new made Minifters, who read fo, that the People could 
not be edified thereby ; and one of thefe tolerated to ferve two or 


three Ghurches. And when they read, they turned their backs to 


the People [ that they might fland after the old way with their Fa- 
ces to the, Altar.} In many Places, Preachings they had none, 
Some were commiffionated to preach therefore, who went about as 
Itineraries : But even many off thefe were Rufhanly Rakehells, nay 


+. ~ . gommon Cozeners. By whofe Preaching, the Word of Truth was 


become odious in the Eyes of the People. Nay, and even in the 
City of Lowdon, the Preachers there,being many of them fuch as had 
been in Exile, wanted Difcretion and Learning, either in overyalu- 


ing, 
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ing the Foreign Churches Difcipline, or betraying too much Heat, 
or in making too fevere Reflections, or in difcourfing weakly and 
inconfiftently. Which the prudenter fort did then obferve with no 
little Difcontent : Of whom Mr. Whitehead was one, a very grave 


"Man, and whom Archbifhop Crasmer had once recommended to a 


Bifhopric. ‘That learned and ancient Father, faid Dr. Whitgift, 


-Shath fundry times lamented in my hearing (and other of his Friends 
‘he thought had heard the fame) the loofe, frivolous and unprofita- 


‘ble Preaching of divers Minifters in London. 

Many other things were now. complained of and lamented in the 
beginning of the Queen’s Reign. Asthe delay for fome time of re- 
forming the Superftitions and Diforders in the Church. Many there 
were tirat fain would have continued the old Papal Religion,and hin- 
dered the Reformation that was now on foot ; who pretended upon 
Politic Accounts that it was not yet a Seafon to do it, and that it 
would be dangerous at prefent to go about it, for fear of fome Re- 
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bellion among the People ; efpecially in fome parts of the Nation, - 


which were much addicted to the old Religion. Which made an E- 
minent Man, foon after Bifhop of Durbam, {peak after this manner, 
in » Book about this time publifhed : ‘ Are not we guilty of the like 
‘Fault as they in Haggai, That faid, J is not time yet to build the 
‘ Zemple. When God ftirred up our Kings as Chief in the Realm, 
“and Zho. Cranmer Archbifhop of Canterbury with others for matters 
‘in Religion, to drive the Buyers and Sellers of Mafles, Pardons, 
‘ Trentals, &c. out of God’s Houfe, which they had made a Den 
‘of Thieves ; Was not this in all our Mouths, it is not yet time to 
“ build God’s Houfe ; the People cannot bear it; We fear ftrange Prin- 
“ces and Rebellions ? As tho’ God were content to fuffer Idolatry 
‘for a time, and would not, or could not, promote his own mat- 
‘ters without our Politic Devices." And again elfewhere the fame 
pious Man hath thefe Words ; * Let us think, that God {peaks thus 
‘by his Prophets, faying, This People of England, to whom I have 
“ given fo plentiful a Land, delivered them fo often, and fent them 
‘my Preachers, and whom, when they forgot me and their Duty, 
“IT punifhed ; fometimes fharply of Fatherly Love, and fometimes 
‘gently, that they might turn tome: Yet they fay, Ic is not time 
“to build God’s Houfe for fear of their own Shadows; they would 
“lie loitring ftill. Be waked out of this Sleep. Let us confider 


_ “what Benefits we have received daily of our good God, and {ge 


‘what a Grief it is to be unthankful, and have our Unkindnefs thus 
“caftin our Teeth. Poor Cities in Germany, compaffed about with 


. © their Enemies, reform Religion thoroughly without any Fear, and 


‘God profpereth them. And yetthis Noble Realm, which all Prin- 
‘ ces have feared, dare not. We will do it by our own Politics, and

A Colteétion of Various Hisftorical Matters falling out within this 
Year 1559. | 
N OW, left I fhould let flip many other Hiftorical Matters, both Re- mifcelleacesi 
ligious and Secular, Private as well as Publick, that fell out with- “ers. 
in the compafs of this Year1559.. being Mifcellaneous, and not foeafy 
to be brought into a dae Méthod ; I fhall here fet them down by way 
of Diary, as I have met. with them in Manufcript Letters or Memori- 
als. 
April the 7th,a Gentlewoman was buried at St. Thomas of Acre. Whole 4 presefters 
Funeral being performed after a different way from the then common Su- Fasers/. 
perftitious and Ceremonial Cuftom, my Journalift fets it down as a 
Matter worthy his noting: and writes, That fhe was brought from 
St. Bartholomew's befides Lothbury,with a great Company of People,walk- Cott Libr. 
ing two and two, and neither Priefts or Clerks prefent [who ufed ever" ™ 
to be prefent, (and that inconfiderable Numbers) at the Burials of Per- 
fons of anyNote, going before, and finging for the Soul of the Departed.] 
But inftead of them went the New Preachers in their Gowns ; and they 
neither fingimg nor faying, tillthey came to the Church. And then be- 
- fore the Corps was put into the Grave, a Colle&t was faid in Englifp, 
{whereas before time all was faid in Latén.] And the Body being laid in 
the Grave, one took Earth and caft it on the Corps, and read fomething 
that belonged to the fame ; and incontinently they covered it with the 
Earth. And then was read the Epiftle out of St. Paul to the Theffalonians 
for the Occafion. [Perhaps that.Place where it begins, But J would not 
have you ignorant, Brethren, concerning them which are afleep, that ye forrow 
not even as others, which have no hope, &c. t Theff. TV. 13. Unlefs here 
bea Miftake, and the Zheffalonians put for the Corinthians ; the Epiftle 
that is appointed in our Common Prayer Book to be read at Funerals.} 
And after this they fung the Pater Noffer in Englifh, as well Preachers as 
all the Company, Women not excepted, after a New Fafhion. And af- 
ter all, one went into the Pulpit and madea Sermon. ‘This was accoun- ° 
ed ftrange at this Time; but it feems to be partly the Office of Burial 
ufed in K. Edward’s Time, and fome other Additionsto it. And this 
was fomewhat boldly done, when as yet the old Religion was in force. 
_ April the 8th, Peace was proclaimed between the Queen, and Henry | | 
the French King, the Dolphin of France, and Scotland, for ever : And all poise 
Hoftilities to ceafe both by Land and Sea.

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AN NO . A Proclamation was alfo made the fame Day apainft Players, that | 
they fhould play no more till a certain time, to whomfoever they be- 


And if they did, the Mayor, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, Conftables or 
other Officers were to apprehend them, and carry them to Prifon. 

April the.12. The Corps of Sir Rice Mansfeld Kt. was brought from 
Clerkenwel unto the Blackfryers, with two Heralds, and the reft of the 
Ceremonies ufual : 24 Priefts and Clerks finging before him, all in ZLa- 
tin. The Fryars Church was hung with Black and Coats of Arms. The 
Dirige was fung both in the Parifh where he died, and likewife where 
he was buried. There were carried along with him four Banners of 
Saints, and many other Banners. The Morrow Maffes were {aid in both’ 
Churches. Afterward was his Standard, Coat, Helmet, Target, offered 
up at the High Altar. And alt this being performed, the Company re-

The Day of April, the Queen's Ambafladors, viz. the Lord 
Chamberlain, the Lord Bithop of E/y, and -Dr. Wootton, Dean of Camter- 
bury, returned from France. 

The 22d day of the faid Month the Lord Wentworth, the late and laft 
Lord Deputy of Calais, was brought from the Zower to Wefminffer, to bo 
arraigned for lofing of that Place. Several were his Accufers ; but he 
acquitted himfelf, and was cleared by his Peers : And went thence unto 
Whittington College, where he afterwards lived. : 

. Aprilthe 23d, being St. George’s-Day, the Queen wene about the Hall, 
and all the Knights of the Garter, and about the Court, finging in Pro- 
ceffion. ‘The fame day in the Afternoon were four Knights elected, ¥7z. 
the Duke of Norfolk, the Marquifs of Northampton, the E. of Rutland, and 
the L. Robert Dudley, Matter df the Queen’s Horfe. : : 

The 25th, St. Mark’s Day, was a Proceffion in divers Parifhes of Zon- 
don, and the Citizens went with their Banners abroad in their refpective | 
Parifhes, finging in Latin the Ayrie Eleefon atter the old Fafhion. 

The fame day the Queen in the Afternoon went to Bajnard's Cattle, 
the Earl of Pembroke’s Place, and fupped with him, and afterSupper fhe 
took a Boat, and was rowed up and down in the River Zhames ; hundreds 
of Boats and Barges rowing about her ; and thoufands of People throng- 
ing at the Water fide, to look upon her Majefty ; rejoicing to fee her, 
and partaking of the Mufick and Sights on the Zhames. For the Trum- 
pets blew, Drums beat, Flutes played, Guns were difcharged, Squibs 
hurled up into the Air, as the Queen moved from place to place. And 
this continued till Ten of the Clock at Night, when the Queen departed: 
home. By thefe means fhewing her felf fo freely and condefcendinely 
unto her People, fhe made her felf dear and acceptable unto them. | 

. May the 12th, Suaday, the Exglifh Service began at the Queen’s Chap- 
pel. Which was but four days after the Ufe of it was enacted, and be- 
fore it was enjoined to take Place in the Nation bythe Ac of Parliament.

‘shat there remained nothing elfe but only the Accidents of Bread and 
‘Wine : Or, that then it was thought lawful to fay 10, 20, or 30 Maffles 
‘in one Church in one day; Or, that then the People were forbidden to 
‘pray or readtheScripture in theirMotherTongue; together withmany other 
Articles of Doctrine and Practice in the prefent Romaz Church,which he 
then reckoned up. The Bifhop’s open Offer then was, ‘That if any one

{hifted off the main Bufinefs, and nibbled at other By-Mattters. But at 
Iength he privately, among his own Party, {cattered feveral Copies of an 
Anfwer, (as he called it) by way of Letter to the faid Bifhop. To which 
the Bifhop made and printed his Reply. | 

But Dt. Harding of Lovaim afterwards undertook the Bifhop’s Chal- 
lenge more briskly, giving his Anfwer, as well as he could, to the 27 
Articles diftinétly, of which the Challenge confifted. The Bifhop made 
Anfwer again to Harding, in the Year 1565. And Harding wrote a Re- 
joinder. And the Bifhop again made a moft learned Reply thereunto inthe 
Year1567.-fhewing abundantly how good he made his Challenge: Which 
may be read in hisWorks,an impregnableBulwark of theChurch of England. 

A Learned Writer in thofe days obferved, how Harding fhuffled in his 
Writing againk the Bifhop: That he in his Reply printed fairly Harding’s 
whole Book, [that the Reader might fee and judge the Strength of each 
Writer’s Reafon, having both under his Eye.] But Harding when he put — 
forth his Rejoinder to the Bifhop’s Reply, (befides, that it meddled only 
with one of the 26 Articles in Controverfy,) he laid not that one Arti- 
cle wholly before the Reader : but after he had at the firft related little 
more than one half Leaf of the beginning of the Bifhop’s Book, as it lay 
(which he might feem to have done to blear the Reader’s Eye with a falfe 
fhew. of Sincere Dealing) continually after interrupted the Procef$ of the

And much was done not long after according to this Reformatory Plat- 
form. For there was a larger Catechifm compofed in Latia, and pub- 
Jifhed by Alex. Nowel, Dean of St. Paul’s, having been fir{t revifed and 
approved by both Houfes of Convocation Ax. 1562. Afecond Book of 
Homilies was alfocompiled, and fet forth, as we have them at this day 
in our Homily Book. ‘And Articles of Faith to be fubf{cribed to by Mi- 
nifters, and the Form of Declaration to be by them openly fpoken and 
profefled, were likewife framed. :

To be read by the faid Parfons, Vicars and Curates at their Poffef- 
fron-taking, or firft Entry into their Cures ; as alfo after that, yearly at two 
feveral times ; that is to fay, The Sundays next following Eafter-day and 
St. Michael the Archangel. | :

TT HUS induftrious were thefe careful Bifhops in fettling the Affairs 
Tie Bifops = of the Church, and regulating the Minifters thereot.

Whichthere- 
fore thefe godly Reformers had been, and ftill were extraordinary folici- 
tous about. Addreffles had been feveral times made to her before for the 
taking them away totally out of the Churches; now this Year they 
made another humble Application to her for the removing that Offenfive 
Evil, as they called it,out of the Church of England. 
sted: 2... eUey urged to her the neceffity of it, which had, they faid, com- 
ments, * pelled them to renew their former Suit, not in any refpect of Sel Will, 
MSS.C,C.C.C. © Stoutnefs, or ftriving againft her Majefty, butfor that Fear and Reve- 
* rence which they bore to the Majefty of Almighty God ; and left in 
* giving Offence to the little Ones, in fetting a ‘Trap of Error for the 
‘Ignorant, and digging a Pit for the Blind to fall into, they fhould not 
“only be guilty of the Blood of their Brethren, but procure to their re- 
* claiming Confciences the biting Worm that never dies, for their end- 
* lefs Confufion. And they doubted not, but that God would happily 
* finifh in her Majefty that good Work which he had moft gracioufly be- 
“gun: that fhe following the Example of the Godly Princes that went 
* before her, might clearly purge the Polluted Church, and remove all 
* Occafions of Evil. 
‘ And as they had heretofore at fundry times made Petition to her

“and not worthily walking after, and following it under our late Graci-

“that would not worfhip their Gods, nor beljeve their Doctrine. And 
“he prayed God for his Mercy fake to grant, that now for their un- 
“ thanktul Coldnefs in God’s Caufe under their Mild Ether, braft not 
_ © out again bloody Antiochus with his Whelps, juftly to avenge their 
- ©Slacknefs in God’s Religion, and infenfible Dulnefs. 
The fame Divine made an Expofition upon Nebemiah, tending, as it. 
feems, to the fame Effe@ ; but not~-publifhed till the Year 1585. by 
Fobn Fox, with his Preface to it ; {peaking honourably of the faid Au- 
thor, and fhewing a Reverence to that Bifhop’s Memory. | 
AGerman Captain named Gerard Floearich, came this Year into Eng- 4German 
land, pretending to deep Skill in Mattersof War, Fortifications and other [*Pnm oma’ 
- Mechanical Arts; and making himfelf known to Sir Wiliam Cecyl, offer- end fers great 
ed to ferve the Queen as a Captain, and undertook to fhew in time of Mé#es. 
Peace, how to make fuchWarlike Preparations,.as to be able to refift the 
"Enemy by Land and Sea; and to teach to make Ships far more ufeful 
than thofe which were then ufed,which he called by a Nick-Name, Her- 
ying-Ships, namely, fuch as fhould go with Oars, when no Wind were 
ftirring, as well asGallies, and in Storms might be kept out at Sea, and 
fit to enter into any Ports, and to tranfport as well Land as Sea Forces. | 
He offered alfo to treat withthe Queen, if fhe defired that he fhould 
teach the Arts belonging to War. Moreover, he offered to fhew the Art 
- gnd Manner of producing Salt-Petre out of the Earth; for which he re- 
quired Three hundred Pounds in Reward. Alfo, he offered to fhew the 
‘manner and way of fortifying Buildings, and making Havens at much 
tefs charges, and fooner than hitherto Fortifications had been made, ei- 
ther by French or Englifh : For that he had the Art of carrying Earth to 
an higher Place to what heighth you pleafe, and that with lefs labour :__ 
And this three manner of ways, by Horfe, by fingular Art, and by the 
Labour of hired Men. All which fhould be fo united, that they might 
be fitted to all Places ; and hitherto not feen. He knew alfo fourways | 
of drawing up Water, and to erect Buildings needful to prevent the Wa- 
ter hindring the Miners, and whereby they might dig their Mines the ~ 
deeper ; never hitherto feen by the Exgli/b. The way alfo of driving in 
Piles, wherein Foundations and Walls might be fet: tothe doing of which 
there fhould be need but of Six Men, who by this Art fhould do more 
than Four and Twenty. He had alfo a New Art of Building in theWa- 
ter toftand dry: And laftly, to remove a Rock placed in fome River, fo 
as to render the River Navigable, or fo as to build upon it. And for the 
teaching thefe Arts he required 300 /. more. That 
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That all thefe Arts might be delineated and demonftrated by certain 
Platforms, fo as by them the Queen might pafs a Judgment, and fee that 
her Charges fhould not be to no purpofe. He f{pake alfo of a fort of Guns 
that fhould be of great ufe both by Sea and Land ; Which he was ready 
to ghew to the Queen. Finally, he could fhew a way, whereby Land 
feated near Rivers fhould produce two Cropsof Hayevery Year, at very 
little charge. | 
. This Virtuofo the Queen fomewhat liftned to, and prefented him with 
a Sum of Money out of her own Royal Bounty. But of all his Propofals 
fhe moft. feemed to like of learning the way of extracting Salt-Petre out 


of the Earth. And about Chri/?mas concluded te give him a certain Re-- 


ward, which he demanded for fhewing the fame; and intended to appoint

And. upon this, if the Queen would pay him Fifty Pounds, he promifed 
to give her.the Model of a Powder-Mill, which each Year fhould bring 
to her as much as that Fifty Pound was worth. The Queen alfo defired 
of this German to direct her how to procure fome Freeze/and Horfes and 
Mares for Breed. | 

. But to let this German pafs that feems to have been but a Braggadocio ; 
there was another German, and he a Divine, that deferveth to be more 
refpe&tfully and honourably mentioned in this Place: Namely, Philip 
Melanéthon, Profeflor at Wittenbergh, where he died thisYear on the 13th 
of the Kalends of May [z.e. April the r9th.] in his Grand Climafferic : A 
Man famous for his Learning, Wifdom and Moderation, and the Service 


_ he did to Religion in Germany, and in England alfo : having writ feveral

Letters to K. Henry VIII. concerning retorming Corrupt Religion; who 
had earneftly fent for him to come into Exg/and,to confult with him. He 
writ alfo to K. Edward VI. advifing and encouraging him in his Pro- 
ceedings. And he had thoughts in that King’s Reign of coming over 
into this Kingdom, from the Violence of the Perfecution raifed upon the 
Interim, as he wrote to A/afco. And he was formerly fent unto by that 
King. Anno 1553, to come and fucceed in the Place of Bucer deceafed, 
Jate the King’s Publick Profeffor of Divinity in Cambridge ; and Archbi- 
fhop Cranmer had ordered a Sum of Money to be fent over to him for 
his Viaticum, to bear his Charges. But that King’s Death prevented. 
Melanéthon’s Judgment ran not fo high in the Doétrine of the Prefence 
of Chrift’s Body in the Sacrament, as other German Divines did: Whom 
he blamed much for their Expreffions and Heights. But what his ma- 
tureft and laft Thoughts were in that great controverted Point, may be

Dodtor of Phyfick in Uratiflaw, who was under fome Doubts concern- 
ing this Doctrine.

This Year was printed, if not reprinted, a Prayer Book, called Hora- 
rium, fet out by the Queen's Authority. This Horary was printed again 
1573. with Privilege at London, by W2ll. Seres. This Book doth Mr.Co- 
fis mention in the Preface to his Book Of Hours, Entitled, 4 Colletion 
of Private Devotions in the Practice of the Ancient Church ; being of the 
oa nature with that Horarium. Cofins’s Book was firft printed 47.1626. 
with the Approbation of George, Bifhop of Losdox, being compofed for 
the ufe of the Lady Denbigh, then warping towards Popery. It was of- 
ten printed, but at laft gave fome People great offence, as Popifh ; and 
Prin wrote againft it. | : | 
There had been many Spaniards in Exg 
Time, whofe firft Wife was a Spaniard ; and whofe Daughter Mary, that 
King’s only Iffue by her, had tavoured and entertained them about her. 
But efpecially their Numbers increafed here upon the Perfecution in 
Spain; which was about the Reign of King Edward : Many whereof be- 
ing Proteftawts, remained {till in this Realm. For I find now a Congre- 
ation of Spaniards in London ; and one Caffodorus was their Preacher, 
Which Congregation began about the laft Year, when they met ina pri- 
vate Houfe for their Devotion. But in this Year 1560. the Preacher 
did earneftly requeft of the Secretary , and Bp. of Lowdown, fome Church 
to have their Religious Affemblies in, for the avoiding of Scandal, left 
it might be furmized they taught fuch Doctrine, 
as they were loth fhould be publickly known. In the Year 663. An- 
thony Corranus, another Learned Spaniard, and Profeflor of Religion 
(whom we fhall fpeak more of hereafter) wrote out of France to thi 
Caffiodorus, to forward here the Impreffion of a Spanifh Bible. But a lit- 
tle before this Letter came to his Hand, Caffodorus was fled and gone, as 
was thought into Germany, upon an Accufation againft him 
Sodomitico.

‘other Spani/b Port, he was taken ; And that being fet upon a Mule, he 
‘was tied with a Chain that came under the Belly of the Mule threetimes 
* round about. And at the end of the Chain a great Iron Lock made faft 
“to the SaddleBow. And this done, we took our Journey towards Se- 
“il; the Familiar [that is, a Promoter employed by the Inquifitot ] 
' ©and his Man well armed. We rid through many Towns and Villages 
‘before we came at Sevé/. And at my coming thither, I was delivered 
at the Caftle of Zriana; which by eftimation is as great as the Tower of 
© London’; and being delivered to the Hands of the Jaylor, he brought 
* me into one of the Towers, God knows, dark and comfortlefs. In the 
‘ which dark Houfe I found an Old Man of the City of Sevi/, one of 
“the Aldermen of the City, called there a Furado. There was alfo 4

“what their Names were ; and what Goods and Money I had in the |

* as it was in all Points : And at the end of long Circumftance, he com- 
*manded me that I fhould declare what I knew of my felf, er of any 
* other Man, that we had committed againft their Holy Catholick Faith 
“of Rome. For otherwife if I did not declare it to. them of mine own

© Thefe went Bare-headedto the Scaffold, and in their own Coats, and

© All the which aforefaid Companies went in Proccflion, by one and 

“one ; and two Familiars with every one Prifoner, leading thein by the 
‘ Arms, till they came to the Scaffold. And there every Prifoner'’s Sen- 
“tence was read. They that were to be burned came all behind in the 
‘Proceffion : And the Inquifitors behind all, riding upon their Mules. 
€ And for the Inquifitors another Scaffold was made very fumptuous, 
‘ where they fate to hear the Sentences read of every Prifoner, and com: 


‘manded in all points touching thefe Matters, like Men of mighty Au-. 
_ © thority. | 


_ © From the Scaffold were carried thofe that went to the Fire to be 
‘burned. Every one was feverally fet up upor’a feveral Afs by himfelf. 
‘ And fo were carried to the Stakes, wHere they died. All the reft re- 
‘turned to the Caftle. And the next day every Man fent to the Place 
‘ whither the Sentence of every one commanded.

lume. Wherein he hath done fuch exquifite Service to the Proteftant forth | 
Caufe, in fhewing from abundance of ancient Books, Records , Regi- 
fters, and choice MSS. the Encroachments of Popes and Papalins, ‘and 
the ftout Oppofitions, that were made by learned and good Men in all 
Ages and in all Countries agair{t them : And efpecially underK.Herry and 
Q. Mary here in England : Preferving to usthe Memories of thofe holy 
Men and Women, thofe Bifhops and Divines, together with their Ai- 
ftories, Acts, Sufferings, and their conftant Deaths, willingly undergone 
for the fake of Chrift and his Gofpel, and for refufing to comply with 
Popith Doctrines and Superftitions. The Defign of Writing this Hi- 
tlory was firft fet on foet among the Exiles abroad in Queen Mary's hard 
days: And many of thom were concerned in it,to fupply Fox with 
Matter from Exgland.

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It was agreed upon by them, that this Hiftory of thofe Days fhould be 
written both in Latin and Englifb; and printed , the former for the Ufe 
of Strangers, and the latter for the Ufe of our own Country. And fo 
it was. And firft it was printed beyond Sea in Latin: The Overfeeing 
and finifhing of which Edition detained the Author fome while abroad, 
after the Entrance of Queen Fi/izabeth upon her Government. 

Great was the Expectation of the Book here in England before it 
came abroad. The Papifts thea called it fcurriloufly Foxes Golden Le- 
gend, When it firft appeared, there was extraordinary Fretting and Fu- 
ming at it through all Quarters of England, even to Lovain. They 
charged it with Lies, and that there was much Falfhood in it. But 
indeed they faid this, becaufe they were afraid it fhould betray their 
Cruelty and their Lies, asthe Author fpeaks in the Epiftle before his 
Book. His Kalendar ftanding before his faid Book, which he made on 
purpofe to fet down the Names of all that fuffered for pure Religion in 
thofe-evildays, gave the Papifts great Offence ; taking it in that Senfe 
as tho’ he had caft out of the Kalendar the ancient Saints, and in their 
Places put new ones. But he faid for himfelf, that he compofed this 
Kalendar only for an Index, defigning the Month and Year of each 
Martyr. Yet, as he added, thatif the Caufe, and not the Punifhment 
madea Martyr, he judged one Cranmer to be preferred before fix hun- 
dred Beckets ofCanterbury; and that there was in one Nicolas Ridley what 
might be compared with any that went by the Name of St. Nicolas. 

Parfons alfo in hisBook of theZhree Converfions of England,chargeth him 
with {poiling of the Bifhops Regifters and ancient Records. Which he 
fpake without any affured ground,more than his own uncharitable Guefs. 
He pretended, ‘ That he could have found abundant Matter to have 
“ confuted Fox out of the Records he ufed, had not he and his Fellows

blifhed : Which were f{crupled. by fome of the. Engis/b Exiles, upon their 
Return ; chiefly becaufe nat ufed by the Reformed Church m Gereva. 
Concerning which they had fent ta Ca/vin for his Refolution and Judg- 
ment. Wherein he gave his Opinion generally in favour and approba- 
tion of them. For fo I take that Epiftle of his, which he wrote as an 
Anfwer to feveral Perfons, wham he ftiled, Eximi# viri & ex anime co- 
lendi fratres: % e Worthy Men, and very much efteemed Brethren: 
Whom I am apt to think were. the Divines and Scholars that lately fo- 
journed at Geneva. By the Anfwers he made, the Queftions propound-

Firft, Whether it was expedient, after the Publick Confeffion, to 
have anyAbfolution, declaring the gracious Promife of God to Repent- 
ing Sinners ; becaufe there was none fuch ufed m the Church of Gese- 
va.

the City of London, if Amendment of Life were not had in all Ettates ; 
he did alfo recite certain Abufes of the faid Church; as Talking, 
Buying and Selling, Fighting and Brawling there; he fhewed alfo 
how the Vertue of Obedience to Superiors was much decayed in 
thofe Days. Thefe Caufes affigned for this Judgment were reflected 
upon in the faid Paper; Making the chief Caufes rather to be, “Thar

The which Trac@t feems to have been writ by the fame Bifhop in 
Vindication of his Sermon. There the Writer thewed more at large, 
How that Church and all Parts of ic had been defiled partly by Po- 
pery, and partly by other grofs Profanations. ‘‘ That no oe

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‘** been more abufed than Pauls had been, nor more.againft the recei- 
“¢ ving of Chrift’s Gofpel. -Wherefore it was more marvel, that God 
‘¢ fpared it fo long, than that ke overthrew it now. That.from the Top 
*¢ of the Steeple down within the Ground, no Place had been. free. 
“ From the Top of the Spire, at Coronations, or other Solemn Tri- 
‘“‘ umphs, fome for Vain-glory had ufed to throw themfelves down by 
“a Rope, and fo killed themfelves, vainly to pleafe other. Mens 
““Fyes. At the Battlements of the Steeple fundry times were ufed

“ Ghoft came down in their cenfing, in likenefs of a Dove. In the 
“ Arches, Men commonly complained of wrong and delayed Judg- 
“¢ ment in Ecclefiaftical Caufes: and divers had been condemned there 
“ by Annas and Caiaphas for Chrift’s Caufe. Their Images hung on 
“every Wall, Pillar and Door, with their Pilgrimages and Wortlhip- 
“‘ pings of them: pafling over their Maffing and many Altars, and the 
“ reft of their Popifh Service. The South Alley was for Ufury and 
“© Popery; the North for Simony; and the Horfe-Fair in the midft 
“ for all kind of Bargains, Meetings, Brawlings, Murthers, Confpi- 
“ racies. The Font for ordinary Payments of Money, as well known 
“ to all Men, as the Begger knows his Difh. _ That the Popith Cler- 
“© sv began and maintained thefe, and godlefs Worldlings defended 
“ them, where.as the poor Proteftants lamented and would have 
“amended them. $udas Chappel [ mifnamed on purpofe for Fefus 
““ Chappel] under.the Ground, with the Apoftles Mafs, fo early in 
“the Morning, was counted by report, as fit a Place to work a 
* Feat in, as the Stews or Tavern. 
“© So that without and within, above the ground and under, over 
“* the Roof and beneath, on the Top of the Steeple and Spire down 
“* to the low Floor, not one Spot was free from Wickednefs , as the 
“‘ Bifhop had in his Sermon declared.. So that the whole fhould 
“‘ praife God (faith he) for his Mercy in fparing it fo long: and 
“‘ now tremble at his fearful Judgments in juftly revenging fuch Fil- 
“ thinefs. | 
_ And again a little before, ‘‘God’s Houfe} muft be a Houfe 
“* of Prayer, and not the proud Tower of Babylon, nor the Pope’s 
“‘ Market-place, nor a Stews for Bauds and Ruffians, nor a Horfe- 
** Fair for Brokers; no, nor yet a Burfe for Merchants, nor a Meet- 
** ing-place for walking and talking. And that if a convenient Place 
“to meet for honeft Affemblies could not be found, nor had conve- 
* niently otherwhere; a Partition might be had, to clofe up and 
“ fhut the Praters from the Prayers, the Walkers and Janglers from 
“ well-difpofed Perfons; that they fhould not trouble the Devout 
“ Hearers of God’s Word. | 
And lfaftly, the faid Author, making this Judgment upon this 
Church of St. Paul's, to be a Signification of what God had done in the 
prefent Reformation of the Church of Exg/and from its Superftitions,

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“ hath thefe Words; “ That God had once again with the Trumpet 
“ of his Word, and the glad receiving of his People, thrown down 


iUrv~ “the Walls of Jericho, and the Pope’s Bulwark there, by his own 
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“* Might, without the Power of Man, if Men would fo confider it, 
“ and fear the Lord. | 
There were alfo about this time, or the Year enfuing, Queftions 
and Cafes of Confcience propounded, and conveyed up and down by 
fome Papifts, with Solutions to them, agrecable to their Purpofe ; 
to keep the Laity, as well as the Priefts, from Compliance and Con- 
formity to the preferit Orders about Religion. And they were thefe: 

“ Whar is the Catholick Church ? 

“* Wha is an Heretick ? 

“ Whether be Priefts in Schifin, that have fubfcribed to the Reli- 
** gion now ufed in England ? 

“ Whether be Priefts in Schifm, that minifter the Communion and 
“ other Sacraments according to the Book of Common Prayer now 
** fet forth > | 

¢ Whether be they in Schifm that minifter no Sacraments, but on- 
“* ly inftead of Divine Service, read Chapters and Pfalms, @c. afore 
** the People. : 

“ Whether it be lawful for Pricfts that fay the Communion, alfo 
“ to celebrate Mafs ? : 

“Whether ic be lawful for Pricfts to fay Mafs, which fay no 
“ Communion, but only read Pfalms and Chapters to the People 
“ inftead of Service > | 

“ Whether is this to be called a wicked Time, that fuch Herefy 
* and Schifm doth reign in? 

“* Whether it is lawful for the Lairy to receive the Communion, 
“as is now ufed>? 

“Whether the People compelled with fear for lofs of worldly 
““ Goods, may receive the Communion, as Bread and Wine, not 
“ confenting to it in the Heart > 

** How fhould the People do, that cannot have the Sacrament mi- 
“ niftred to them according to the Ordinance of Chrift’s Church ? 

** Whether is not.every one, as well Priefts as Laity, bound to 
* obey the Queen and her Laws :? 

Thefe dangerous and captious Queftions with their Solutions, fal- 
ling at length into the Hands of the before-mentioned Bifhop Pe/king- 
ton (and difperfed perhaps in his Diecefe) were well anfwered by 
him: and his little Book pubtithed for the Common Good, being 
printed alfo by Wid. Seres, An. 156}. 

But to give a Tafte of the Popith Solutions to two or three of thefe 
Cafes; only encugh to fhew what earneft Endeavour they ufed to 
keep both Pricfts and People from uniting with the prefent Church, 
or to call off thofe thar had. To the Cafe, Whether it were lawful 
for the Laity to receive the Communion as now ufed ; it was anfwered, 
That in receiving the Communion as now ufed, they broke their 
Profetfion made in Baptifm, and fell into Schifm; {¢parating them- 
feives from God and his Church, rcfufing the Bifhops [z.e. late De« 
pofed] their true Paftors; and fo entering into the malignant suai | 
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of Satan, &c. - And that the Bifhops were in Prifon, ready: to fuffer AN NO 
Death, afore they would either. minifter, or-receive the Communion, 1561. 
like true Paftors, @e. _ That the Catholic Chuich, which they pro- —V™ 
fefled at their Baptifm to. believe and obey, taught them to receive 
Chrift’s Body confecrate at Mafs with Prayers, Invocations and Be- 
nedictions, with the Sign of the Holy Crofs, -and not baré Bread 
and Wine without Confecration and Benediction, as they ufed in this 
Communion; being againft the Decrees and Ordinances of Chrift’s 
Catholic Church. ‘That God Amiglity commanded them to -feparate 
themfelves from fuch, @c. | . 
To the next Queftion, Whether the People compelled with fear or 
lofs of worldly Goods , or temporal Punifbment, might receive the Com- 
munion, as Bread and Wine, and not confenting to it in the Heart; the 
Anfwer was, That St. Paul faid, It was requifite to our Salvation, 
with our Mouths to confefs the Truth. Alfo, ‘that our Saviour faid, 
he that denieth him afore Men, he will deny afore his Father in. 
Heaven. And to kneel down to receive their curfed and polluted 
Bread, was to commit Idolatry. Nor was it lawful to diflemble 
herein. ---- For no punifhment the good Catholic People would receive 
with the Arians: Much lefs ought they to receive the Communion 
now ufed for any punifhment.  « 
To the next Queftion, How fhould the People do that could not havé 
the Sacrament miniftred to them according to the Ordinance of Chrift’s 
Church > The Anfwer was, That in no wife they ought to receive 
the Communion, but to commend their Minds and Wills to God 
with devout Prayer, firmly continuing in that DoCtrine which they 
were chriftned in.—--And fo doing in Will to receive the Blefled Sa- 
crament, if they were not in place where it was miniftred according 
to the Ordinance of Chrift’s Church, God would accept their Will 
and good Intent, as if they did receive it corporally.-------- But that 
if they received this Communion, they feparated and divided them- 
felves. from the Sacraments and Prayers of all the Univerfal Churcl1 
of Chrift. : | i es 
_ But all this, and other the like Cafes and Refolutions of thefe 1 Reafon of 
Papifts own making, did Bifhop Pé/kingron briefly difpatch, and ait obale 
clearly lay open the Folly and Falfity of. ‘* And that, as he faid, Quefions, 
“ for the fake of fimple ones he undertook this Labour; that they 
“ fhould not be deceived and overcome with fond Fancies of idle 
“ Brains: and left God’s Enemies fhould crack, that none could or 
“ durft anfwer them.—— That [in refpe& of the Foolifhnefs of this 
“¢ Writer] it was the Polity of Papifts to fer out a Broker to utter 
“ their Wares, and catch the unlearned: but that tlre fubtiler fort 
“ held their Tongues; ftood aloof, to fee how this Forerunner 
“ would take place; and were thought by their Silence to be able

And that his Reafons and 
L7v~w “ Authorities on purpofe were commonly taken out of their own Do-

“ made ufe of by any of this New Learning. And for the nonce he 
** forbore to alledge the learneder fort, left the unlearned fhould fay, 
“ they did not skill of fuch Books, nor knew whether they were 
| *¢ truly brought in. 

The Queen ree Tho it be not fo futable to the Ecclefiaftical Story of thefe Times, 
ringed antl Cof which my profeffed Purpofe is to write) yet let me relate a Paf- 
age that happened this Year in the State, fo much tending to the 
Honour of the Nation, and to the ingratiating the Queen to her 
People. As fhe had called in before Copper and mixed Moncy, and 
allowed thofe that brought them in co the Exchequer as much in 
good Money as thofe*Pieces ordinarily went for, to her own confi- 
derable Charge, that her Subjects might not be Loofers ; fo the now 
made another ftep to the Amendment of the currant Coin, reducing 
all fine Money to the true Standard; and appointing the feveral 
Gold and Silver Pieces to pafs at a lower Rate than they went at be- 
fore, that fo they might come to the exact old Englifh Standard. 
This I do the rather relate here, becaufe it is fo imperfe@tly and un- 
certainly, if at all, fet down by our Hiftorians: and becaufe I make 
fome doubt, whether the Queen’s Proclamation thereof were ever 
printed, I have exemplified it from a Written Copy thereof in the Ap- 
Numb. XL. pendix. By which it appeareth, that the Michaelmas laft paft, 1560, 
the Queen turned bafe Copper mony to Money that was good Ster- 
ling, And all this coarfe Mony being called in, and fine, that is, 
Gold and Silver, Money made current, She then fignified her Inten- 
tion to reduce that fine Money to its true Worth, fo that it fhould 
pafs for no more than its true intrinfic value, which hitherto it had 
not done. Yet for fome Reafons fhe forbore for fome time to put this 
her Purpofe in execution. But this was foon noifed abroad how 
Monies were to be taken down to the lower Value; fo that they 
who were worth an hundred pounds before, now fhould not be worth, 
it may be, four Score, the he had the fame quantity of Cafh as before. 
This had many Inconveniences attending it, befide the Difcontent 
of the People. Rumours of it ran from one Market-day to another ; 
and the Markets rofe, and Provifions grew dear. This unfeafona- 
bly prevented the Queen’s Determinations: So that fhe was fain im 
the midft of thefe Bruits to iffue out a Proclamation to ftay them. 
But neither could this remedy it, the fame Rumours being before- 
hand univerfally fpread into Mens Heads by finifter means. And ano- 
ther Sort took hold of thefe Rumours out of Covetoufnefs. And fo 
the Prices of all things were univerfally enhanced, that were to be 
fold for Mony. Pitiful hereby was the Condition of the meaner fort 
of People, as Labourers in Husbandry, Handicrafts-men, Serving- 
men, Soldiers, and others living by Wages or Penfions, who mutt 
buy their Vituals and Suftinence with Money: thefe were miferably 

oppreft with unreafonable Prices and Dearth, 


This 
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This moved the Queen ; and for the remedying hereof fhe thought «NNO 
fit to delay no longer putting her Intent into Execution: And foihe 1561. 
reduced the Monies of her Realm to fuch a true Standard, as fhould / 
never hereafter be changed nor altered ; being indeed the Standard "oa fasten 
that remained in the Kingdom fince the Sixth of K. Edward IV. and 
fo continued down to the Sixteenth Year of King Henry VIII. 4x. 1524: 
 Ann.1524. who then firft debafed the Mony by mixing ict with Brafs. 

All Monies now were either fine Gold, Crown Gold, Strangers ™ fever#! | 
Gold, or fine Sterling Silver. Of the fine Gold was the Soveraign, that ver Pieces nm 
went at Thirty Shillings ; which was brought down ta Twenty : curren’, and 
for no more was it worth: the Royal, that wenc at Fifteen Shillings ; 
which was brought to Ten, according to its true Value: the Angel, 
that went at Ten, was made current at fix Shillings and eight Pence: 
the half Angel five Shillings, to Three and four Pence. The Crows 
Gold pieces were the Sovereign, half Sovereign, Crown, half Crown. 

The Strangers Gold pieces were the French Crown, and the Burgundian 
Crown. ‘The Sterling Silver pieces were the Shilling, and the half 
Shilling, the quarter Shilling, the three Half-pence, the three Far- 
things. Whar thefe Pieces hitherto went at, and to what Value re- 
duced, may be feen in the Proclamation. And in Conclufion, this the 
Queen would have to be accepted of all her good Subjects, as one 
of the Principal Acts, tending to the Recovery of the antient Fame 
and Wealth of the Kingdom ; and defited that none, that out of Ma- 
lice or Ignorance depraved this noble Act, fhould have Credit given 
to them; wherein fhe evidently fuftained fo great burthen in her 
Treafure, as it ran in the faid Procl:mation. | 

Richard Shelly, fliting himfelf of S. Fons, afterwards calling him- 5iRich.Shel- 
felf L. Prior of S. Fobns of Ferufalem ( Sir Tho. Trefsham was the laft i eh as 
L. Prior in Exgland, who dyed Anno 1558. and was cartied down to 
Northampton to be buried amongft his Ancettors, Mar. 16.) went 
this Year 1561. from Spai#, where he was 4 Penfioner of that Kings, 
to Malta, to eftablifh his Office and. Dignity of Zurcopolier for t 
Englifh Nation, as he wrote ina Letter to Sir 7ho. Chaloner his Ac- 
quaintance in England. We went, as he faid, tho’ to his great Coft 
and Travail ; becaufe he could in no wife fuffer fo goodly Preemi- 
nence of our Nation to be loft in his Time, for lack of taking Poflef- 
fion of the place. He had the King of Spazn’sLetter to allow him to 
go, and take upon him the faid Title of Zurcopolier.: which Ticle 
was due to him; as Heir Apparent, and he was Dominus natus. Fhis, 
he faid, was the reafon he would not take upon him to be called: there, 

[in Spain] Prior D'Inglaterra; which, to every Mans Underftanding, 
was a Title of known Honour ; whereas Turcopolier was fo diffufive 
a Name as not worthy the pains of pronouncing, and fo ftrange a | 
Dignity by reafon of the long Intermiffion, as had no ready place of © 
Acceptation abroad. But, as he wrote to his Friends, he did ic. for 
the Honour of his Nation: and that he would refpe@ his Nation 
afore his Perfon, and the Publick afore his Particular. He fwore. 
afore God, that for the fame Reafon and none other Refpedt, he had 
already procured in Madrid, and would procure as he went, fo much 
Favour as might be for the eftablifhing of the Englifh Privileges in 
. ae a Malta. 
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Malta. : And left any Offence might be taken by thé Queen at.this 
his Enterprize, he declared himtelf a true Engitfh Subjet ; chat to 
Malta he went true and meré Englifb, in. following his Confcience ; 
to be beftowed in the Queens service whereinfoever ic fhould be 
meet to employ a Man of his Order. _ ot oe a 
When he was at Genua, the King of Spain {ent a. Letter to him to 
return in Poft, becaufe he would fend him Ambaflador into Perfta. 


' And at the fame time the Lord Great’ Mafter:‘of Ma/ta fent him a 


Letter, charging him to defer no loriger.to. take upon him the Title 


of his Priory ; and that upon pain of taking away his Crofs, . and 
upon his Oath of Obedience, And this was the reafon he took the 
Title of Prior upon him, and upon a Force declined that of Zurcopo- 
lier, For this Office in the Convent was of high Preeminence, and 
was above all Priors. But ict could nor be brooked,. that he fbould 
then enjoy fo high a Title; and therefore was commanded to call him- 
felf Prior of S. Ffobns. And there he.liv’d fome time with great Ho- 
nour and Favour, till a Conteft happened between hin ahd the Prior 
of Capua, who came to be Grand Mafter by Simony, and would have 
ufurped his Place, that in right fhould have fucceeded there. This 

ut an End to his being at Malta; otherwife there he reckoned to 
ce been refident all his Life. If he would have born, as he faid, 
the abafing of his Nation; which neither as a Chriftian Man, nor as 
an Englifbman, nor asa SHELLY, he might no way endure. :

that happened from Month to Month; which (in my Judgment) 
deferve a Memorial to be made of them, and to be refcued from 
Oblivion.; fimce they may give a further View of thefe Times, and 
let in Light into Things of greater Moment. 

March the 26th. The young Lady Fane Seimour, Daughter to the 
Jate Duke of Sumerfet, and one of the Queens Maids of Honour, 
and in great Favour with her Royal Miftrefs, (dying the 20th of the 
fame Month) was brought in the Afternoon from the Queens Armo- 
vy: to the Abby of Weffminfter, to be buried, with all the Quire of 

efaid Abby, and two Hundred of the Court, and threefcore Mour- 
ners; confifting of Lords and Ladies, Gentlemen and Gentlewomen, 
all clad in Black ; befides others of the Queens Privy-Chamber. She 
had a great Banner of Arms born; Mc. Clarencienx was the Herald 
attending. And Scambler, Bp. of Peterborough added to the Solemnity 
a Funeral Sermon. And being a Dukes Daughter, -was buried in the 
fame Chappel where the Duchefs of Suffolk was. 2 April

And a!l the Stones” 
thereof carried where the late Queen Mary was buried: [ Perhaps 
toward the making of her Monument with thofe religious Sroncs.] 

Ditto the 22d. Sir Edward Walgrave, Knt. ( who was a Qreal Mafs hearers 
Officer in Queen Mary's Court, and a Privy Counfellor ) and his ir/red. 
Lady, were carried to the Tower. It was for hearing Mafs, ha- 
ving a Popifh Prieft in their Houfe. Others were brought to the 
Tower at that Time; and, as ict feems, for the fame Breach of the 
Law. ‘This Knight and his Lady had the Charadter of very good 
Alms-folkes, in refpect, no doubt, of their great Liberality to the 
Poor.

UCH as bore Affection to the old Popifh Religion were now

gy, and of the Univerfities ; whom it was therefore thought necefla- 
ry to watch diligently. This was a great part of the Charge lying 
upon the Commiffion Ecclefiaftical. Several of the Buficft of thetfe 
that could be found were taken up, and placed under Cuftody in 
the Prifons of London and Southwark. And Informations were given 
in againft feveral more in the North Parts of the Land that could 
not yet be found. And many were about this time brought before the 
Ecclefiaftical Commiffioners: From whom yet thcy received favour- 
ble handling. For they did not put or continue them in Prifon, nor 
profecute the Law upon them; but only prohibited them certain 
Places, and circumfcribed them within fome particular Countries or 
Places, or number of Miles thence, and generally to abide there 
where they were beft known, and their Friends lived. And fuch as 
had been Scholars of the Univerfities were reftrained from going thi- 
ther. And fo all to give a to behave themfelves quietly in the 
Realm. And thus they might have lived and diced here fafely and 
fecurely, as feveral did; but many or moft, acted by a turbulent Spi- 
rit, foon after this fled away beyond the Seas, and fettled themfelves 
in Lowvain, Antwerp, and other Places in the Low Countries, or elfe- 
where, where they writ Books, or otherwife practifed malicioufly 
againft their own Prince and Country. 

I have met with a particular Lift of the Names of thefe Men, 
whether Deans, Archdeacons, Prebendaries, Beneficed Priefts, Scholars 
of the Univerfities, @c. the feveral Bounds wherein they were to be 
confined; with their Characters added in the Margin: And another 
Lift of the Names of fuch who were known to be dangerous Per- 
fons, but not taken.

At 
which Bithop. Chery took ‘fuch Diftaft, that he wrot to Sir WiLiam 
Cecil to releafe him of the Bifhoprick of Glouceffer. And in Septem- 
ber he renewed his Requeft that he*might have leave to refign his 
Office, confidering the Jurifdiction of Briffol was taken from him: 
and fuch Preaching in the Rafh and Ignorant, he faid, was continued 
in Gloucefter Diocefe, as his poor Confcience could not think to be 
good. What this Preaching was we may guefs, and bur guefs ar, 
by the remembrance of a former Bifhop there ; namely Floper ;. who 
did not much affe& Ceremonies, either of Habits or Ornaments of 
Religion, nor.allowed of any manner of Corporeal Prefence in the 
Sacrament: Which Sentiments moft probably were by him or his 
Chaplains fo diligently fown in that Diocefe, thac much of them re- 
mained to:this Day; Opinions, by na means liked of by Bifhop 
Cheney, who was, as Camden faith of him, moft addicted to Luther, 
both in refpect, I fuppofe of the Doctrine of the Prefence, as alfo 
for the retaining of many old Cuftoms, as Crucifixes and Pi@ures 
of Saints in the Churches, and fuch like. He had made fome Com- 
plaints to the Archbifhop of rafh Preaching, when he was at London ; 
and the Archbifhop promifed him Countenance in Suppreffing it. 
And accordingly he had a Commiffion from his Grace, as was before 
faid. But after fome fhort time he and his Principles were better 
known, and lefs approved: Which caufed the Archbithop, as we

And indeed I find divers Commiffions dire€ted from the Arch- 
bifhop to others, for the Infpection of that Dioccfe of Briftol: as one 
dated May 23. 1563. to Fobn Cottrel, LL. D. to be his Commiffary 
and Delegate, during the Vacancy. Another Commiffion, May 18. 
1571. to Fobn, Bifhop of Sarum, to be the Keeper of the Spirttual- 
ties, and his Commiffary-General for Briffol vacant. Which Bifhop, 
being in his Journey to vifit this Diocefe, died at Monéton Farle ; 
which created a great Sorrow to the Archbifhop, who loved him 
dearly. Yet another Commiffion there was iffued out, dated Sep- 
tember 29. 1571. to Dr.Cottre#, Archdeacon of Dorfer, to be the 
Commiflary for Briffel: And another dated Novemb. a1. 1571. to the

while alive. By which it appears that the Government of Gloucefter, 
of which he was Confecrated Bifhop, was only Icft him, but not.

But thefe later Commiffions to others are no wonder, fince in the 
Synod in April, Anno 1571. he was folemnly denounced Excommu- 
nicate by the Prefident, the Lord Archbifhop himfelf, for Abfence 
and Contumacy, in Henry the Seyenth’s Chappel, before the whole 
Synod. : 

| Upon 
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Upon thefe Difcontents, taken at the beginning of his Epifcopal 4N NO 
Honour, he was defirous to refign. He faid, “* He had rather live 1562. 
** a private Life, as he did before, like a poor Man, than to con- ins 
“ tinuc with fuch burden and tormen: of Confciencc, befide Carcs sein 
** for grcat Payments and Charges of Houfhold: that he had enough +/ss. Cecili- 
*“‘ of Lording; whercof he found nothing but Spleadidam Miferiam. *” 

“He complained how the Charges of his’ Houie-keeping were ex- 
“ ceeding large, living in a great City as Glouceffer was, and in his 
“own hired Houfe, and all upon the Penny, and now in the time 
“of his Firft-fruits, and a dear World. And that if he had not 
* had the help of the Revenue of Briffo/, he could not have fubfifted. 
* But yet he would gladly leave both, if he might refign at fuch 
* a time, that he might depart from his Living out of Debt, as he 
** fuppofed he might do, if he refigned between Michaelmas and Al. 
* hollowtide. This was the Sum of a Letter he wrote to the Scere- 
tary. In what Year exactly this was written I cannot fay, only 
that he was not yer paft his Firft-fruirs. But notwithftanding his 
Letter he continued Bifhop of Gloucefter many a Year after. He af- 
fected good Houfe-keeping, and kept many Servants, which ran him 
much into Debt. So that in the Year 1576, which was but two 
Years before his Death, he was behind hand with the Queen, and 
got sco/.in her Debt. The iffue of which was, that Procefs came 
down to the Sheriff of Gloaceffer, to feize his Land and Goods for 
Payment. | . 

One of his Succeffors in the See of Gloucefter, named Godfrey Good- Clsreed to be 
man ( who indced turned Papift)) in a certain MS. Book of his own 4°?°., 
Writing, makes the World believe that this Bifhop Cheney was a Pa- Cow of king 
pit and was fufpended in the Court of Arches for Popery, and had an es 

rought up his Servants Papifts. But I do not find any where that mM 
he was indeed of that Faith any further than that he was for the Real, 
that is, the Corporeal, Prefence of Chrift in the Sacrament. By a 
Letter wrote unto him in November, 1571. by Campian the Jefuit, 
who knew him well, we rather collect the contrary. For therein he 
earneftly exhorted him to rcturn to the Church, “ That he was more cimpisq 
“ tolerable than the reft of the Hereticks, becaufe he held the Pre- opu(tui, selett 
“fence of Chrift in the Altar, profefled the Freedom of Man’s 4ntw. 1631. 
“ Will, and punifhed not Catholicks in his Diocefe; whereby he 
** sot the Hatred of the Puritans; yet he tclls him that he was He- 
* reticorum Odium (8 Catholicorum Pudors that is, Such a one as the 
“ Hereticks hated, and the Catholicks were afhamed of. And his Suf- 
paeas which is fpoken of, Gif true) related, no Queftion, partly to

chiefly to his Excommunication. : 
But we will give this brief Character of him, taken from the afore- 4 Charaéter of

his Manners. He kept good Hofpitality for the Citizens and other 
good Men, and preferved his Palace and Farms in good Cafe and 
Condition.

The Great Bible was this Year printed, viz. that of Coverdale’s The great Bi- 
Tranflation; that had becn printed in the Time of King Henry VIIL. 8 27"#4- 
and dedicated to that King; and alfo in the Time of King Edward | 
for the ufe of the Church; and now again under Queen Elizabeth, 
having again undergone his Review. And this was to ferve till the 
Bifhops, who were to take their particular Portions of the Holy 
Scriptures, had finifhed their Review, in order to the fetting it forth 
more correctly. But this was not done till fome Years after: and 
this is that, which when it came forth, was called, The Bifbops Bible. 

Whereto the Archbifhop fet a Preface, and whereupon he beftowed 
a preat deal of Pains, as we may fee hercafcer. 

And as an Handmaid to the Holy Bible, this Year alfo Bifhop Jewel's Apo- 
Fewel’s Latin Apology was firft printed, tho written the Year be- !°8¥ Prime. 
fore. Which Book was approved by the Allowance and Authority of 
the Queen, and publifhed by the Confent of the Bifhops and others. 

This Book was entituled in Exglifh, An Apology or Anfiver in De- The Occalon of 
fence of the Church of England; with a brief and plain Declaration of “tis 
the true Religion profeffed and ufed in the fame. ‘The Occafion and 
Grounds of writing it, as the Author himfelf reported, were the 
Slander devifed by Papifts againft this late Reformed Church: as, 

* That we were Hereticks ; that we were departed from the Faith; that 
“we with our new Perfuafion and wicked Dodtrine had broken the 
© Confent of the Church ; that we raifed as it were out of Hell, and 
* reftored to life again old Herefies, and fuch as long ago were con- 
* demned: that we fowed abroad new Sects and furious Fancies, that 
* never before were heard of. Alfo, that we were now divided into 
contrary Factions and Opinions, and could never agree by any 
means among our felves. That we were wicked Men,and made War, 
after the manner of Giants, (as the Fable is) againft God: himfelf; 
and did live rogether without Care or Reverence of God: That we 
* defpifed all good Deeds, and ufed no Difcipline of Virtue, main- 
“ tained no Laws, no Cuftoms, no Equity, no Juftice, no Right; thar 
“ we loofed the Bridle to all Mifchief, and allured the People to all 
~ “kind of Licence and Luft. That we went about and fought, how 
* all the States of Monarchies and Kingdoms might be overthrown ; 
“and all Things might be brought unto the rafh Government of the 
“ People, and to the Rule of the unskilful Multitude. That we had 
* rebeliioufly withdrawn our felves from the Catholick Church, and . 
* thaken the whole World with a curfed Schifm; and had troubled 
“ the common Peace and general Quietnefs of the Church. And thar, 
“ like as in Time paft, Dathan and Abiram fevered themfelves from 
| © Mofos 
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ANNO ‘ Mofes and Aaron, fo we at this Day departed from the Pope of 
1562. ‘ Rome without any fufficient and juft Caute. As for the Authority 
‘of the ancient Fathers and old Councils we fet them at nought. 
‘ That all ancient Ceremonies, fuch as by our Grand-fathers, and 
‘ great Grand-fathers, now many Ages paft, when better Manners 
‘and Days did flourifh, were approved, we had rafhly and arrogant- 
‘ly abolifhed; and had brought into the Church by our own pri- 
“vate Authority, without any Commandment of any holy and fa- 
* cred General Council, new Rites and Ceremonies. And that we 
* had done all thefe things, not for any Refpect of Religion, but on- 
‘ ly for a defire to maintain Strife and Contention, But as for them, 
“they had changed nothing at all; but all things even as they recei- 
* ved them from the Apoftles,and were approved by the moft ancient 

© Fathers, fo they had kept them from Age to Age unto this Day. 

Thefe were hideous Charges againft what had been lately doin 
in the Church of England: and highly neceflary it was, that a Jufti- 
fication fhould be fet forth of what was done by the Reformation;

Made Common . Luis Apology was tranflated out of Latin into fundry Tongues, and 
to mot Parts fo made Common to moft Parts of Europe, and was well allowed 
of Europe. and liked of by the Learned and Godly, who gave open Teftimo- 
nies of the fame. And it was never reproved in Latin or otherwife, 
cither by any one private Writing, or by the Publick Authority of 
Harding fers any Nation; till Mr. Harding, Refiant at Louvain, publifhed an open 
forth a Confuse Confutation of it, and offered the fame to the Queen.

“* added Dr. Hlumfrey, the Writer of Fewell’s Life, which I would not 
“ have Hoforius only take into his Hand, but alfo be propounded to | 
“ Chriftian Youth in all Schools, whence they might fafely and fully 
“ be atracted by Tropes of Eloquence and Principles of Piery. 

This Book nettled the Papifts; and many fharpened their Pens Wrete againf 
again{t it, and fome wrote their Invedtives in Latin, and fome in 7 PP! 
Englifh. In Latin wrote Alan Cope; in Englifh, Nicolas Sanders, Sta- 
pleton, Raftal, Dorman, Heskins, and Harding. With this laft Alex- 
ander Nowel contended, but fpecially with Thomas Dorman; Fewell 
efpecially with Afarding in Vindication of his own Book, and by the 
way with others. A | 

This famous Apology was foon after ttanflated into proper Eng/i/h Tran/lated inte 
by a very ince ae (the Lady Bacon) and publifhed for = Eo 
mon Ufe, which we fhall mention undcr the Year 1564. There was 
alfo another Exg/ifb Tranflation of the Apology before this, done 
by the faid Lady, came forth, viz. this Year 1562. 
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Let ime add concerning this Book, that it was made much of by 
thofe of Zurich, where Fewell was well known; nay, of all Prete! 
tants: and was, befides the Englifh, tranflated almoft into all Lan! 
pu2zes, as Gérman, French, Italian, Spanifo. The Council of Trent

French-man, and another /taliaw, to anfwer it; buc they gave no An- 
fwer to it: though feveral afterwards ventured todo, and weré fufh-

November 12. Peter Martyr died: Who deferves to ftand in our 
Englifh Hiftory for his great and good Defervings here in this Realm 
under King Edward. And the next Year Fofiah Simler dedicated his 
Oraticn-of Martyr's Life and Death unto Bifhop Jewe//, and fent it 
to the faid Bifhop with Afartyr's Comment upon Genefs, as it fill © 
{tands before that Comment; together with ALurtyr’s Effgies in Sil- 
ver. Of which this was fewell’s Judgment, That alchough it refem- 
bled him very well in many things, yet there was fomething, he 
knew not what, in which the Skill of the Artift was fhort. “ And 
“¢ what wonder, added he, is it, that an Error fhould be committed 
“ in the Likenefs of him, whom indecd, when I confider all things, 
“‘ f think there was fcarce any thing like unto.- Befide this Com- 
tment on Genefis, Martyr in his life-time dedicated to him his Dia- 
logue, De utrague in Chrifto watura, againft the ULigquitaries. 

This learned and pious Confeflor, and fcmetime the King’s Pub- 
lick Profeflor of Divinity in Oxford, juftly requires that we take 
fome honourable Leave of him. "Tis true, he was mortally hated 
by the Popifh Bigots here at home, and moft foully flandered by 
them, as a Time-ferver, a Renegade, and the like. Dr. Zrefbam in 
his Epiftle to the Lords of the Council, before his Relation of the 
Difpute at Oxford between the faid Perer Martyr and other Papifts, 
calls him a doting old Man, fubverted, impudent, and a notable Mafter of 
Errors. Dr. Richard Smith, another of his Antagonifts, gave out in 
Print, Thatat Martyr's firft coming to that Univerfity, 2 was but 
a Lutheran, and Taught in the Matter of the Sacrament as he did; - 

ut going once to Court, and obferving that Doctrine there mifliked, 
and fearing his Opinion might do him hurt in his Living, he anon 
turned his Tippet and fang another Song. Now to all this Charge, 
todo him right, let me fubjoin for Anfwer what Archbihhop Cranmer 
faid in his behalf; wz. That he was a Man-of that excellent Learn- 
ing and godly Living, that he pafled Dr. Smith as far as the Sun 
in his clear Light palleth the Moon, being in rhe Ectipfe. And 


- again, That as for Peter a. Opinion and Judgement in -the 


aforefaid Mattcr, no Man could better teflify chan he: Forafmuch 
as he lodged within his Houfe [at Lambeth] long before he came 
to Oxon.

The Church now, partly by former bad Example, and partly by 4 Nenefident 
diflike of; and withdrawing themfelves from the Service now efta- °/"* 
blifhed, had abundance of Non-Refidents. I mect with one about this 
time, whom the Archbifhop himfelf took to task. His Name was 
Thomas Morrifon, ReCtor of Henly upon Thames, in the Diecefe of 
Oxford, which as yet was Vacant. He was fequeftred, and the 
Fruits of his Church fcequeftred into the Hands of Two Perfons ap-

‘A notorious Impoftor arofe in thefe Days, and fhewed himfelf in one pretends 
London, called Elizeus Hall, who gave out himfelf to be a Meffen- oe ies 
ger from God: and pretended to Revelations and Voices fpsaking Cae 
to him from Heaven; and writ Books by Infpiration. He was at | 
ft brought*before the Bifhop of London the 12th of Fune this Year. 
Where upon Interrogatories he gave this particular Account of this 
his Frenzy; Viz. | 


That 
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That his Name among the common People was Elizeus lal, but 
that he writ himfelf Ely the Carpenter's Son; becaute that one Night 
in a Vifion he faw a Fire in his Chamber, and heard a Voice faying 
unto him, Ely, Arife, Watch and Pray, for the Day draweth nigh. And 
that this Voice was heard thrice that Night: And that this was 
abaut Eleven Years ago. Further, he faid, That he was rapt our of 
the Bed, and faw Heaven and Hell, and was abfent from the gth of 
April, 1552. till the r1th next following. v/z. two Nights and one 
whole Day, [anfwering to the Time berween Chrift's Death and his 
Refurre@tion.} And that there appeared to this Examinate one in 
white Apparel, (viz. an Angel] and commanded him to watch and 
to pray feven Years, and to write three Years and an half, accord- 
ing to the time of Chrift’s Miniftry, faying, Zwo Tears and an half 
thou fhalt bring nothing to pafs: In the other Tear referved, thou fhalt 
be troubled pe fall into Perfecution. And fo, he faid, it came to pafs. 
For in the Year paft he had been before Commiffioners, and exami- 
ned divers times. That there remained yet behind of the three 
Years, not mutch more than one Month. And then he knew not 
what fhould become of him, (except he had a new Revelation) For 
then his Commiffion was ended. | 

That he took upon him no Name of Minifter, Preacher nor Pro- 
phet; for he was called to none of thefe Offices. And being asked 
what Name his Office bore, he termed himfelf 4 Meffenger fent from 
God to the Queen, and to all Princes: and that his Commiffion en- 
dured but one Month, or little more. He faid, he had his Voca- 
tion by Revelation, and that he never Icarned of any Creature; thae 
he had not read much in the Bible; and that he was able, having 
Pen, Ink and Paper, to writc, and to cite, and alledge Authorities 
forth of the Scriptures: Meaning, as appeared, that he had all his 


. Knowledge by Revelation. Being demanded whether there were any 


more Learning in the Great Book {writ by him] than in his Book of 
Obedience, which the faid Bifhop had read afore; he faid his Book 
of Obedience was but the fifteenth Part of his new Great Book. That 
in the latcer End of Queen Mary's Days he did begin to write, bur 
he could bring nothing to pafs: His Gift was not come to him; and 
till he had given over all things, he could never write efiectually. 
And that fince he began to write, he neither did eat Fifh nor Fleth, 
nor drank Wine, according to his Revelation, which he then re- 
membred ; wherein he was forbidden to forfake all things pleafant 
tothe Flefh. Andthat he writ every Word of his Book on his Knees. 
_ Being ‘demanded what his Judgment was of the Mafs [as fu- 
{pected perhaps to be fet on Work by Papifts] and what of Tran- 
fubftantiation, and efpecially Purgatory ; for it was like, that if he 
had feen Heaven and Hell, he fhould have feen Purgatory alfo, if 
there were any ; he refufed to anfwer, referring himfelf to his Book, 
faying, he was commanded not to fpeak of thofe Mattters, till he 
had delivered his Book to the Queen. 

Being interrogated, whether he had received the Sacrament wichin 
two Ycars paft; he anfwered not directly, but fo as it might appear 
he had not; and that he was one of the Popifh Judgment in Reli- 

gion, 
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gion, which very manifeftly appeared by divers of his Speeches. 4N NO

CHAP. XXVI. 


‘The Lord Keeper’s and Mr. Speaker's Speeches. . A Second Par- 
liament, Matters tranfatted relating to Religion. The Penalty 
of High Treafon in the Bill for the Supremacy, argued. Speeches 
of the Lord Mountague, and Mr. Atkinfon a Lawyer, againft 
wt. Another for ut. Alts pafled: Viz. for the Afjurance of the 
Queen's Royal Power: .Againft Conjurations: For Execution of 
the Writ for taking a Perfon excommuntcated, &c. The Queen's 
Anfwer about her Marrtage. . 


N the rath day of Fanuary the Qucen’s Second Parliament be- tie Queen's 
gan to fit at Weffminffer. She rode that Morning from her 8%" ? ie 
Palace in great State unto Weftminffer Abby, accompanied with all 
her Lords, Spiritual and Temporal. The Queen was clad in a 
Crimfon Velvet Robe, and the Earl of Northumberland [of Worcefter, 
writes D’ews] bearing the Sword before her; all the Heralds of 
Arms in their rich Coats, and Trumpets blowing. The Bifhops 
were Twenty two in Number, (Landaff and Carlifle wanting) riding 
-in their Robes of Scarlet lined, and Hoods down their Backs of Mi- 
niver. She lighted at our Lady of Graces Chappel, and with her 
noble and ftarely Retinue went in at the North-door into the Abby, - 
where fhe heard a Sermon preached by Nowell, Dean of S. Paul's; 
and then a Pfalm being fung, She and her honourable Company went 
out of the South-door, and fo to the Parliament-Chamber, and foon 
after to the Houfe. 
The Lord Keeper Bacon, at the Queen’s Commandment, opened. Lord Keeper's 
the Caufe of this Parliament’s Meeting (as he did of the former) in *?** 
an eloquent Speech, declaring the Caufes to be partly for Religion, 
for the fetting forth God’s Honour and Glory ; and partly for Policy 
and the Commonwealth, as well for Provifion at home, as for Fo- 
reign Enemies abroad. I fhall only take notice what the Lord 
Keeper faid with Refpe@ to Religion. He fhewed, ‘ That God's shewing ste 
‘Caufe being fincerely weighed, confidered and followed, would ‘rte fk 
‘bring forth good Succefs in all Affairs; and being not followed, D'Ews Journ 
‘ but neglected, how could any thing profper or take good Effect 2 | 
‘He blamed both Spirituality and Laity. That the Preachers were 
“not fo diligent in their Vocation as they ought; and the Lai- 
‘ty neither fo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as they are 
* : An 
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‘And fome of the Laity, in not giving Credit to God’s Word 
‘preached, as ought to be. He took notice here of the great Want 
of Minifters; and that fome of thofe that were Minifters were 
much infiifficient, which notwithftanding, confidering the Time, 
were to be born withal; not doubting the Circumfpcction of the 
Bishops in well looking to the placing of fuch which fhould be ap- 
pointed hereafter: And fuch as were negligent or blame worthy, 
and would not be Reformed, to have fharp Punifhment. 

© That heretofore the Difcipline of the Church was not good, and 
the Minifters thereof flochful. Whence fprung two Enormities : 
Firft, That for lack of the former, every Man lived as he lifted 
Without fear. And by rceafon of the Second, many Ceremonies were 
aerced upon; but the right Ornaments thereof were either left un- 
cone or forgotten: That it was for want of Difcipline that few 
came to Service, and the Church fo unreplenifhed ; notwithitand- 
ing a Law made the laft Parliament for good Order to be obferved 
inthe fame. But as yct it appeared not executed. That therefore 
if it were too cafy, it fhould be made fharper. And if already well, 
then to fee it executed. For the want of Difcipline caufed Obftinacy, 
Contempt, and Growth of Herefy. 

* That in his Opinion the Dgvice was good, that in every Diocefe 
Officers fhould be appointed and devifed , as fhould be thought 
good, to fit for the Redrefs of thefe, and fuch like Errors, twice 
or thrice a Year, till the Faule were mended. In the doing of 
which, the Head Officers were to be born withal, and maintained ; 
and Laws to be made for the purpofe. The chief Care of which, 
“he faid, [applying himfelf to the Lor.ls Spiritual] pertained unto 
©them, wherein they fhould take pains ; and whereunto Laws fhould 
“be joined, not only for the more perfecting of the fame, but 
‘for the Maintenance as well of the Heads as of the Mcmbers 
© thercof. 

On the 15th of Fanuary, Thomas Williams of the Lnner-Temple, Efq; 
being chofen Speaker to the Lower Houfe, was prefented to the 
Queen. And in his Speech to her, what he faid relating to Reli- 
gion was to this Purport. Fiérf?, He did in the Name of all the 
Commons, give moft humble and hearty Thanks to God and Her, 
who had brought and reftcred God’s Dodtrine into this Realm. He 
took notice of the Want of Schools; that at leaft an Hundred were 
wanting in England, which before this Time had been [being deftroy- 
ed (I fuppofe he meant) by the Diffolution of Monafteries, and Re- 
ligious Houfes, Fraternitics and Colleges]. He would have had Exg- 
lind continually flourifhing with Ten thoufand Scholars, which the 
Schools in this Nation formerly brought up. That from the Want 
of thefe and good School-mafters, fprang up Ignorance. And Co- 
vetoufnefs got the Livings by Impropriations, which was a Decay, 
he faid, of Learning. And by it the Tree of Knowledge grew 
downward, not upward; which grew greatly to the Difhonour, both 
of God and the Commonwealth. He mentioned likewife the Decay 
of the Univerfities; and how that great Market-Towns were with- 
out Schools or Preachers. And that the poor Vicar had but 202. 
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for fome fuch poor Allowance] and the reft, being no fmall Sum, 
was impropriated. And fo thereby, no Preacher there; but the 
People being trained up and led in Blindnefs for want of Inftruction, 
became ob{tinate. And therefore advifed that this fhould be. feen 
to, and Impropriations redrefied, notwithftanding the Laws already 
made {which favoured them.] | 7 | 

He took notice alfo of a third Monfter called ERROR (as 
IGNORANCE and NECESSITY, were the two others that 
troubled the Kingdom.) Under this Monfter he brought the Pe/a- 
gians, Libertines, Papifts, and {uch other, leaving God’s Command- 
ments, to follow their own Traditions, Affections and Minds. That 
if the Papift was.(and indeed he was) in Error, that we fhould 
feek the Redrefs thereof; for that the Poor and Ignorant wére abi-

fed. Until which Redrefs be had, he told her Majefty, that neither — 


fhe nor her Realms, neither at home nor abroad, fhould ever be well 
ferved of fuch Perfons which were fo divided. And therefore faid 
he, fpeedily look to it, and weed out this Wickednefs and Error, 
too much known nowadays. 

He added further, That in the Country he had heard tell of, bur 
fince he came up, walking in the Streets he had heard oftentimes 
[with his own Ears] more Oaths than Words. A pitiful hearing! 
He urged to have it punifhed. | 

He moved her Majelly (with the Affent of this Affembly ) to 
build a ftrong Fort for the Surety of the Realm, for the repulfing 
of her Encmics, and to be fet upon firm and ftedfaft Ground. Which 
Fort to have two Gatcs, the one commonly open, the other a Po- 
ftern, and two Watchmen at either of them; one Governor, one 
Lieutenant: and then no goed thing would be there wanting. The 
Fort he mcgnt was the Fear of God. The Governor God himfelf; 
her Majefty the Licutcnant; the Stones of it the Hearts of faithful 
People. The two Watchmen at the open Gate, to be Knowledge 
and Virtue; the other two at the Poftern, to be Mercy and Truth; 
all being Spiritual Minifters. That this Fort was invincible, if 
every Man would fear God. For all Governors reign and govern 
by the two Watchmen, Knowledge and Truth. And that if She, 
being the Lieutenant, faw Juftice, with Prudence her Sifter, execu- 
ted, fhe fhould then rightly ufe the Office of a Lieutenant. And 
for fuch as departed out of this Fort, let them be let out at the Po- 
~ ftern by the two Watchmen, Mercy and Truth. And then fhe would 
be well at home and abroad. Finally, he exhorted her continually 
to feek God’s Glory, and his true Honour; and then fhe would 
have this Fort well built, and by her well governed. In this inge- 
nious Specch I ftrongly fufpect Cec#/ had a great Hand. Who as 
he was firft chofen Speaker himfclf, but got himfelf excufed, fo he 
feems to have been the main Inftrument of getting Mr. Wilsams 
chofen in his room. For when Sir Edward Rogers, Comptroller of 
the Que¢en’s Houfhold, had recommended him to the Houfe to be 
their Speaker, and Widiams had difabled himfelf, Cecé/ anfwered him, 
the Houfe had gravely confidered of him as a fit Perfon, and requi- 
red him to take the Place, and “ = was feated in the Chair.

‘Now to take notice of the Bills that were brought in, having 4 
Tendency to Religion, or the Church. 

The very firft thing they fer about in the Houfe of Commons, was 
the Succefion to the Crown; and (in order to that.) the Queen’s 
Marriage with fome fit Perfon, for Heirs of her Body to inherit her 
Kingdoms. For Fansary the 16th, which was but the next Day af- 
ter the Speaker was chofen and accepted, a Burgefs (viz. the 
Mayor of Windfor) moved for the Succeffion. And the 28th of the 
fame Month, they exhibited their Petition to the Queen for the 
Eftablifhment of the faid Succeffion. Which Petition was drawn u 
in very eloquent and prefling Language, yet tendered with all hum- 
ble Deference. The Arguments were chiefly taken from the Danger 
of the Realm without the profpect of Succeffion, and particularly 
from the fear of Papifts, ftiled, ‘ A Faction of Hereticks in her Ma- 
‘jefty’s Realm, who moft unnaturally againft their. Country, moft 
* madly againft their own Safery, and moft treacheroufly againft her 
* Highnefs, not only hoped for the woful Day of her Death, bur 
* alfo lay in wait to advance fome ‘Title, under which they might 
* revive their late unfpeakable Cruelty, to the DeftruGtion of the 
“ Goods, Pofleffions and Bodies, and Thraldom of the Souls and> 
* Confciences of her Faithful and Chriftian Subje¢ts-——They found 
‘how neceffary ic was for her Prefervation, that there fhould be 
“ more Perfons fet, and known between her Majefty’s Life and their 
‘ Defire-»——-They knew not how many pretended Titles and Truft 
“to fucceed her.——~ And they found by good Proof, that the cer= 
“ tain Limitation of the Crown of France had in the Realm procured 
‘ fo great Quiet, that rieither the Perfon of the Prince in Poffeffion 
: ad been endatigered by fecret and open Practice, nor the Com- 
* monweal molefted by Civil Diffenfion , through any Quarrel at. 
“tempted for the Title of that Crown, @c. And the rft of Fedruary, 
the Lords of the Parliament were with the Queen, as it was though, 
upon the fame Account. But fhe deferred her Anfwer. 

An eminent Member of the Houfe, I mean the Queen’s Secreta- _ 
ry Cecil, in the beginning of February wrot to Sir Thomas Smith, her 
Ambaflador in France, concerning this Matter, and what his Judg- 
ment was therein: viz. ‘ That the Heads.of both Houfes were fully 
‘ occupied with the Provifion of Surety to the Realm, if God fhould 
‘to our Plague (as he faid) call the Queen, without leaving of Chil- 


“dren. That the Matter was fo deep as he could not reach into ; 


‘it; and praying God to fend it a good Iffue. And foon after (viz, 
‘ February 18.) he writ again to the fame Perfon, That he could not 
‘ fee that any Effe@ would come of the earneft Suits made of the 
‘ Three Eftates to the Queen’s Majefty, either for Marriage, or

In this Houfe of Commons were many good publick-fpirited Mem- 
bers. Thefe I find in a Journal of Cecil's, viz. Bel, Wilfon, Good- 
ere, Norton, Warner, Sit Anthony Cook, &c. ‘To which I may add 
Cecil himfelf, who (as himfelf writ to the aforefaid Smith) was fo 
full occupied to expedite Matters 1 prefent Parliament, that he 

had almoft no leifure to attend othe ‘things.

The 30th of Fanuary, a Bill for Affurarice of certain Lands affu- Lvs 
med by the Queen’s Majefty,during the Vacation of Bifhopricks, was i tat 
read the fecond Time, the firft Reading not pene ae | in D’Ews Lands. 
Journal. 

This Bill feems to be intended for the further Eftablifhment of an 
Ad& made the laft Parliament for the Exchange of Bifhops Lands. 
This had no more Reading this Seffion, and was laid afide. : 

February the 15. Read the Firft Time, the Bill againft Fond and <eetnft fend 
Fantaftical Prophefies; and for the Punifhment of Invocation of eae a 
Evil Spirits, Enchantments, Witchcrafts and Sorceries: brought «il Spirits, 
from the Houfe of Commons. This Bill was divided into Two in “ 
the Houfe of Lords. The Bill againft Enchantments, Sorceries and 
Witchcrafts, was read the 8th and oth, the firft and fecond Times. 

And March the 11th, the Bill againft Fond and Fantraftical Prophe- 
fies, was read the third Tinie, and concluded. The 20th of March, 
feveral Bills were brought from the Commons to the Lords, and 
among the reft, the two laft mentioned Bills, and fo finally con- 
cluded, ae | 

February the 20. A Bill for the Affurance of the Queen’s Maje- Fer Afurence 
fty’s Royal Power over all States and SubjeCts within her Domini- thy sti 
ons, was brought to the Lords from the Houfe of Commons. Ie 
was brought in for the further keeping in Awe the Popifh Party, 
which had been already very bufy and bold, and dangerous to the 
Queen and Realm. ‘This Bill was read in the Lord’s Houfe, Fe- 
bruary the 25th, the firft Time. And March the 3d, the fame Bill was 
read the third Time, with certain Provifions thereunto annexed by 
the Lords, and concluded. 

By this Bill the Refufal of the Oath of the Queen’s Supremacy Zhe Penalty of 
the fecond Time, was mede Treafon. But it was argued ftrongly Shin eee 
againft in both Houfes by the Favourers of Popery, as too fevere a paint in both 
Penalty, confidering that to many it was a Matter of Confcience ; ###/*# 
which, as a moft plaufible Argument, was chiefly infifted upon, as 
though it werc a compelling Men to fwear the Proteftant Do@trine 
to be true. Among thofe in the Houfe of Lords that ftood againft 
this Bill, Sir Anthony Brown, Lord Mountague, was one; and in the 
Lower Houfe, Mr. Arkinfon, a Student of the Jyner Temple, oppofed 
the fame. I have feen the Speeches of both. And I obferve the 
Plea of Confcience and gentle Ufage toward fuch as differ in Judg- 
ment, are Arguments made much ufe of now in the behalf of Pa- 
pifts, which were but of {mall avail in the laft Reign, when they 
were in Power. Their Speeches may not be unacceptable to lay be- 
fore the Reader. The Lord Mountague fpake thus: |

do pretend, and would have to be made in this Parliamenr againft 
the Papifts, as they call them. For the which prefuppofe, thac. my 
Intent is not to perfuade, that the Religion which now is obferved 
in England is either Falfe or Schifmatical: but to entreat only, if ir 
be good, that a Law be made, whereby it fhall be commanded un- 
der Pain of Death, that the Papifts wich Oath confefs the Do@rine 
of the Proteftants to be True and Evangelical. As for the firft, I 
fay, That this Law that is pretended is not necefary; forafmuch as 
the Catholicks of this Realm difturbe not, nor hiader the Publick 
Affairs of the Realm, neither Spiritual nor Temporal. They Difpute 
not, they Preach not, they Difobey not the Queen, they Caufe no 
Trouble nor Tumults among the People. So that no Min can fay, 
that thereby the Realm doth receive any Hurt or Damage by them. 
They have brought into the Realm no Novelties in DuGrine and 
Religion. 

This being true and evident, as it is indeed, there is no Neceffi- 
ty why any new Law fhould be made againft them. And where 
there is no Sore nor Grief, Medicines are fuperfuous, and alfo hurt- 
ful and dangerous. | 

As concerning the Second, I fay, That this Law that is pretend- 
ed, is neither juf? nor reafonable, nor cannot be, nor deferveth to be 
called, or have the Name of Law, when it is made. For it fhall be 
contrary and repugnant unto all Laws of Men, Natural and Civil. 
I meddle not with God’s Laws; for I have above faid, that in this 
Difcourfe I do not pretend to entreat of the Verity and Truth of 
Religion. But leaving that till Time fit and convenient, I do en- 
treat, whether it be juft to make this penal Statute to force the Sub- 
je@s of this Realm to receive and believe the Religion of the Pro- 
teftants upon Pain of Death. This, I fay, is a thing more unjuft. 
For that it is repugnant to the Law of Nature, and.all Civil Laws. 
The Reafon is, for that naturally no Man can, or ought to be con- 
trained to take for certain that that he holdeth to be uncertain. For 
this repugneth to the natural Liberty of Man’s Underftanding. For 
udecloadiae may be perfuaded, but not forced. 

‘The Doétrine of the Proteftants doth repugn unto all the Ecclefi- 
aftical Srate of England that were prefent at the laft Parliament, and 
holdeth Contradiction with all Provinces of Chriftendom. It repug- 
neth to all the Doctrine of all the Parliaments paft, and all General 
Councils. With thefe Contradictions there is no Proteftant, if he be- 
a Man of any Underftanding or Judgment, but will confefs that ir is 
doubtful bos uncertain ; feeing that of thofe Things that appear not to 
our Senfes,there arifeth no Doubt nor Uncertainty,but of theOpinios 
of Men. And if he will fay ’tis the Catholick Doctrine; therefore the 
Queftion is, how this Word ought to be underftood? Which is the 
Work of Underftanding, and is reduced and brought to Opinions. 
fand when there be many Opinions of th’ one fale and th’other, it is 
, reafon 
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teafon, that the Thing be doubtful, till all Opinions come to one; 
And that there be one Faith, one God, and one Trinity. 


Now to turn to my purpofe, I fay, That fince the Doétrine of 


Proteftants is fo uncertain, ( leaving to call it Favfe) there is no 
Reafon nor Juftice, that doth permit or fuffer, that Men fhould be 
forced to take it for certain, true and fure, and affirm the fame. It 
is fufficient, and cnough for Proteftants to keep the Poffeffion of the 
Churches, and the Authority to preach and excommunicate, rot to 
feek to force and {train Men to do or believe by Compulfion , that 
they believe not; and not to fwear, and to make God witnefs of 
their-Lie. : | 
_ [I cannot but obferve here by the way, how much this Bill is 
( whether wilfully or ignorantly ) mifreprefented by this Peer. For 
the Oath therein required to be taken, is not to fwear to the Truth 
of the Proteftant Religion, and the Doctrine thereof, (nor is there 
the leaft mention made of Religion in the whole A@) but only that 
no Foreign Bifhop (chiefly meaning the Bifhop of Rome) hath any 
Power or Authority in the Queen’s Realms and Dominions. Nor 
was this Oath to be impofed upon all the Queen’s Subjects univer- 
fally ; but only fuch as fhould enter into holy Orders, or took any 
eminent Places and Offices upon them; which if they declined to do, 
and meddled not in the Government, no fuch Oath was required of 
them. And there is an exprefs Provifo that none fhall be gompelled 
to take it, but fome Ecclefiaftical Perfons that gave juft Grounds of 
Jealoufy to the State. And befides, this Act was found sxeceffary 
for the Security of the Queen and her Government, ( which was at 
this time in no {mall danger ) as the Title of the A@ ran, For rhe 
Affurance of the Queen's Power over all her States and Subjedls: And 
the Preamble of the Act mentioned rhe Dangers by reafon of the Fau- 
ters of the ufurped Power of the See of Rome, at this time grown to 
marvelous Outrage and licentious Boldnefs. But now after this Caution, 
let us go on with this Lord’s Specch.] 
It is enough for them, [the Proteftants] and they might hold 
themfelves content, that there is no Impediment or Let made bythe 
Catholicks, but that they may perfuade the People fo much as they 
lift, and Teach and Preach their Doétrine. | 
As touching the Zhird, that is, whether this Statute fhould be 
poftble , ‘meet and convenient, to be put in Execution: I fay, that 
on that is faid in the fecond Chapter of Fuffice, ‘\dependeth, and 
is contained the Underftanding of this Third, touching the Com- 
modity and Poffibilicy. For it is an eafy thing to underftand, that 
a thing fo unjuftly, and fo contrary to all Reafon and Liberty of 
Man, cannot be put in Execution, but with great Incommodity and 
Difficulty. For what Man is there fo without Courage and Sto- 
mach, or void of all Honour, that can confent or agree to receive 
an Opinion and new Religion by Force and Compulfion; or will 
fwear, that he thinketh the contrary to that he thinketh. To be ftill 
and diflemble may be born and fuffered for atime; to keep his 
Reckoning with God alone; but to be compelled to lie and to fwear, 
or elfe to die therefore, are things that no Man ought to fuffer and 
endure 
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endure. And it is to be feared, rather than to dic, they will feek 
how to.defend themfelves : whereby fhould enfue the contrary of that, 
every good Prince and well-advited Commonwealth ought to feck 
and pretend, that is, to keep their Kingdom and Government in 
Peace. 

So that this Law and Statute that is pretended, fince it is not 
neceffary for Men, without they leave Quietnefs and Peace; nor juft 
and reafonable, feeing it forceth Men to hold for certain and true, 
that they fhould hold for doubtful and falfe; and being incommodi- 
ous and impoffible ro be put in Execution, for the Alterations thar 
may enfue of great Unjuftice, I conclude that by no means any fuch 
Law ought to be made and enacted. te 

And becaufe fome faid, This need not to be feared, nor ought 
any thing to be a ftop;becaufe the greater Part of the Aflembly of the 
Lords and the Higher Houfe, was of the Mind and Opinion, that the 
Law ought to be made, including in the fame Aflembly the Bifhops 
that are Twenty five: I Anfwer, That they neither can,nor ought to 
have to do in this Matter, becaufe they are as Party, and therefore 
cannot be Judges. And that as they have Party, and have Intereft 
in this Matter, it cannot be denied; fince ipfo facto they have dif- 


pofflefled the Catholick Bifhops of their Churches,under this Occafion 


and Colour, to bring into the Realm better Doctrine. Befides all 
this, neither the Law nor the Gofpel, nor other Civil Law doth fuf. 
fer Ecclefiaftical Perfons to have more than the Jugdment and Exa- 
mination, of the Doctrine and Excommunications. And according 
to this it belongeth not to the Bifhops, but only to declare and pro- 
nounce the Doétrine, of the Papifts to be falfe, as they have done, 
and to excommunicate fuch as follow the fame. To appoint after- 
ward the Temporal Penalties of Confifcation, Banifhment or Death ; 
this appertaineth not to them, but to the Secular Judge; who ac- 
cording to the neceffity of the Commonwealth, for Peace and Quiet- 
nefs of the fame, may execute and proceed againft fuch Excom- 
municate Perfons with more or lefs Rigour after, as he fhall think 
ood. 

It fhall be alfo very juft, reafonable and convenient for the Ser- 
vice of the Queen, that the Lords of the Realm alone, without the 
Bifhops, do confider, if it be meet and convenient for the Wealth and 
Quietnefs of the Realm, to make this Statute and Law fo rigorous; 
or whether that that is made already be fufficient; or whether it be 
meet and convenient (to take away all Inconveniences and Damages 
that may arife of thofe Diverfities and Novelties in Religion ) to 
command the Bifhops all, as well Papiftical as Proteftants, to find 
the Means to try the Matter (afore difputed here) within the Realm, - 
or in the General Council. The which feemeth fhould be much 
more eafy, more fure, and more convenient. 

And furthermore, fince it belongeth to the faid Lords, not to en- 
danger their Lives and Goods, if any War fhould happen within the 
Realm, or with their Neighbours; let them therefore take good. 
heed, and not fuffer themfelves to be led by fuch Men that are full 
of Affection and Paffions, and that look to wax mighty, and of 

Power, 
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Power, by the Confifcation, Spoil and Ruin of the Houfés of noble 
and auncient Men. : 


To this Speech made in the Houfe of Lords, ¥ fhall fubjoin ano- 
ther Oration in the Houfe of Commons againft the faid Bill of tlie 
Oath of Supremacy, by Mr. Atkinfon aforefaid, fpoken the roth day 
of March. |

y OU have heard the Effect of this Bill, containing in it felf, 
that all thofe that fhall by any open At, maintain any Foreign 

Jurifdiction, or fhall refufe the Oath, which is likewife for the abo- 
lithing of all Foreign Power; that fuch Offenders fhall for the firft 
Offence incur the danger of Premunire; and if they eftfones refufe 
again, then to be judged as in Cafe of High Treafon. Whether 
any Forcign Power be lawful to be received within this Realm, or 
whether in Confcience a Man ought to take this Oath, that Matter 
I purpofe not now to difpute ; for that is already put out of Qtie- 
{tion by Confent of the whole Realm in High Court of Parliament, 
in the Firft Year of the Reign of eur Sovereign Lady thar now is; 
again{t which it fhall not become me to reafon. But marie, whether 
an Offence committed againft that Statute be fo fharply to be pi- 
nifhed as this Bill here requireth, that is the Queftion that we now 
have in hand. Wherein I think that the Punifhment already devifed 
is fufficient, that the Punifhment limited in this Bill is too rigorous; 
and that though this Act went forward, yet no Benefit could thereof 
grow to thé Commonwealth. | 

If the Offence were Treafon, as it was faid this other day in the 
Houfe that ic was, and that the Offenders therein were Traytors 
even by the Common Laws of the Realm, as Men that fought to 
take the Crown from the King, and give it the Pope, then would I 
think no Punifhment too little for ic: and pity it were, that even for 
- the fieft Offence it was not made Death. Howbeit, if it may be 
proved unto you, that the Maintenance of Foreign Jurifdiction was 
not by the Laws ever accounted Treafon, then I truft there will no 
good Man think, but that the Offence being not fo great, the Pu- 
nithment ought not to be fo great neither. I would agree, That the 
ancient Writers of the Law, as both Braéfon and Briton, have in their 
Writings called the King God’s Vicar in Earth: And fo I affent to 
that that Sk/pwith faith, That there is the Deanry of Pickering in 
in [reland belonging to the —— oS of Deviling, [i.e. Dublin} and 
that ic is of this Condition; that i 
bifhop, that then he fhall have the Deanry as his Free Chappel; and 
ifan Jrifb-man, then the King. His Reafon is, Quia Reges facro oleo 
untli fpiritualis jurifdittionis wnt capaces, 2.e. Becaufe the Sacred 
Majefty of a King anointed with Hely Oyl, hath capacity of Spiri- 
tual Jurifdiction. I likewife agree to the faying of Brian, where he 
faith, That a great Doctor of Law once told Bim, that a Prieft by 
Prefcription might be impleaded in the King’s Temporal Court, 
Quia Rex eff Perfona mixta ex Sacerdotibus 5 Laicis; 3. ¢. Becaufe 
the Perion of a King is mixt of Priefthood and Laity. 
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Of all which we may gather, That by the Common Laws the 
King may have the Temporal Profits of a Spiritual Promotion, and 
alfo implead a Spiritual Perfon in his Temporal Court. Al which 
notwithftanding, I am fure no Authority can be fhewed to prove, 
that the affirming, that the Pope ought to have Jurifdi@ion in thefe 
or other like Matters, or that the Jurifdi@ion of them ought not to 
appertain to the King, was never yet accompted Treafon. 

And therefore fuppofe that the King had brought a Quare impedit 
againft a Spiritual Perfon, (which is a Plea merely Temporal, deter- 


_ minable in the Temporal Court) and that the Spiritual Perfon had 


thought to appeal to Rome in Stay of the Judgmenr; had this been 
Treafon? Nay furely, though without fome open Ac fhewing the 
fame,it"was néver yet taken to be Treafon; nor was it never yet feen, 
that a Man in fuch a Cafe was bound to difcover his Confcience up- 
on his Oath. But to go further, fuppofe he had exprefly faid before © 
Withefs, that he would appeal to Rome; nay, fuppofe he had ap- 
pealed to Rome indeed ; at this been Treafon? Nay, it was never | 
yet but Premunire; and not Premunire ncither, till the Stature of the 
27. 0f Edward the Third made it fo. But was this an Offence againft 
the King’s Crown and Dignity ?, But fo are many Offences that are 
not Treafon: and are not, as he faid, Crimina lefe Majeftatis, but 
Crimina minute Majeftatis. | : | 
_ Tf then to affirm, thar the Pope ought to have Jurifdiction in a — 
Temporal Matter, were not Treafon, much lefs were it Treafon to 
affirm the fame in Spiritual Matters: As to fay, That the Confe- 
cration of Archbifhops belonged to him, or that.the Order of Ser- 
vice and Sacraments ought to be directed by the See Apoftolick. 
What the Judges have faid in our Law in the behalf of the Pope, 
that {pare I here for Duty’s fake to fpcak of. I am fure it was more 
than I have hitherto faid: and yet were they, I believe, as skilful 
in knowing what Treafon was, and as loth to offend therein, as 
was the Gentleman that went.about with fo many Reafons to prove 
it Treafon, nor I doubt not, but even at thofe Times when Princes 
fuffered this Offence to remain unpunifhed, and when the Subjects 
offended in it, thar yet they had as great a Care to maintain the 
Royal Dignity of the Crown; and were otherwife as void of traite- 
rous Hearts, as thofe that think themfelves beft Subjects. 

And therefore we read that in the Time of Edward the Firft, the 
Pope willed the King to take Peace with Scotland, and he made 
him Anfwer, Zhat touching his Temporalities, he knew no Peer in his 
Realm. And the like Letters were fent in Time of Henry the Sixth, 
and Hlumfrey, then Dean of Gloucefter, hurled them in the Fire. And 


' whofoever readeth the Statute of Premunire made in the 16th Year 


of Richard the Second, fhall find that all the Lords, both Spiritual 


and Temporal, faid, That they would ftick with the King in the Main- 


tenance of his Crown and Dignity. And they were therefore feverally 
examined, to the Intenc that their Opinions might be known. If. 
then it hath been proved, that that Offence hath not been Treafon; 
nor that the Offenders therein have not otherwife born traiterous | 
Hearts: °¥ truft, that the Offence being not fo great, you will not. 
without Caufe go about to encreafe the Punifhment.; = Let, 
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Let us therefore never go about to aggrieve the Matter, or make ANNO 
it worfe than it is; but let us confider it in fuch fort, as itis indeed; 1562. 
chat is, an Offence in Religion, and an Offence againft the Sratute ~V~ 
made in the Firft Year of the Quecn’s Majefty. And then, whether | 
fuch an Offence be to be punifhed by Death, either for the Prefer- 
vation of the Common Peace, or elfe by the cxprefs Laws of God, 
~ chae Matter falleth furcher in Cohfultation. | 

As for the Scriptures, I muft confefs my felf ignorant in them, 
as the Thing that is not my Profeffion, nor in which I have been 
excrcifed: Yer thus much have I heard the Preachers fay, that are 
now, That though in the old Law Idolatry was punifhed with 
Death; yet fince the Coming of Chrift (who came to win the World 
by Peace, and bade, Put xp thy Sword), the greateft Punifhmenc 
thac hath been taught by the Apoftles in. cafe of Religion, harhi 
been by Excommunication. For Religion, fay they, muft fink in 
by Pertuafion: it cannot be preffed in by Violence. And therefore. 
they called the A@ of the Six Articles, that was made the 31. of 
King Henry the Eighth, The Whip with the Six Lafhes. And as for 
the Dealings in Queen Mary's Days, they much mifliked them; cal- 
ling the Bilhops Blood-fuckers, and bade Fie on thefe Tormenters, that 
delighted in nothing elfe but in the Death of Innocents; that threatned 
the whole Realm with their Fire and Faggots; Murtherers; that they were 
worfe than Caiaphas, worfe than Judas, eri than the Traytors that — 
put Chrift to Death. And that with fuch Vehcmency and Stomach, 
as I aflure you I mervail, how it can poflibly come to pafs, that 
they fhould now defire to eftablifh that as a Law, whicli they 
thought then fo far unlawful. 

And indecd many a Solemn Clerk and Holy Father hath there 
been in che Church, that have much mifliked that cruel Handling ; 
and have withed rather the Opinions of the Men to be taken away 
than the Men themfelves; and would have them convinced Magis 
Verbo quam'Vi, i.e. Rather by the Word than by the Sword. How- 
beit, what was the Caufe, why in all Chriftian Realms Offenders 
in Religion were punifhed by Death: And further, how far the Pu- 
nifhment that is here devifed, exceedeth that in Rigour and Cruelty: 
And laftly, how Offenders in this Cafe of Religion ought not to be 
punifhed by the one, nor by the other; thar Matter fhall I make 
fo plain and fo evident untq you, thar I truft no charirable Man 
will confent to the paffing of this Bill. : = 

Firft, As for Excommunication, that was thought fo eafy a Punith- tow Hererichs 
ment, that it was the thing that they gladly would have withed for. phil aria 
For what could pleafe them better that had already forfaken the ‘s 
true Faith, than to be punifhed from the Company of all thofe that 
believe otherwife than themfelves? Therefore was Fining and Ran- 
foming devifed againit the Manichees. But that would not ferve s menichees 
for either had they nothing to lofe, or elfe were willing to lofe that 
they had. Then was it further devifed and enacted, That they 
Should be imprifoned. But Imprifonment would not help neicher. 
For the Number of them was fuch as the Prifons could not hold 
them; and the Keepers many times were corrupted. Then was Ba- 
~ Mn - . siifhment 
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ANNO nifhinent devifed; but that was worft of all other. For then would 
1562. they-by their Letters openly defame thofe, by whom for their 
LVN Naughtinefs they had received any Damage. And further, nor 
| keeping their Confcience to themfelves, ceafed not by preaching in 
Woods and Cellars, by dealing in Hugger Mugger Seditious Books 
of their own making, keeping of Midnight-Lectures, making of 
Enterludes and Ballets, to allure other filly Souls to their Naughti- - 
nefs; fo far forth that if better Remedy had nor been provided, this 
Canker would have crept over the whole Body of Chriftendom. Nor 
were they fo contented neither, but fell to open Violence, as robe 
bing and fpoiling of Churches, and taking other Mens Goods from 
them. Infomuch that the Stories of the Church make mention, 
Macedonians. "Thiat when the Macedonians and the Catholicks fhould come before the 
Deputy of Philippus, for hearing of their Controverfy, and that the 
Throng was great, the Macedonians fell in Hand with them, and 
faid , That by the Number of them it fhould feem rather thar they 
came to fight with them than to difpute; and therewith drew. their 
Weapons upon them, and flew them to the Number of Threé thou- 
fand. For which Violence of theirs it was ordained by Confene 
through Chriffendom, that Violence fhould be offcred them again. 
And their Offence for common Quictnef$ fake, and for the Peace 
of the Church, punifhed in this fort: That is to fay, Thar if ir 
were by open Witnefs — that any had offended, that yet he 
might Abjure for the firft Offence, if he would; and upon Penance 
and Repentancé made, be received into the Church again. But if 
he eftfones felt in Relapfe, then he fhould be left to the Secular 
Hands. : 

Which Punifhment as-it was, was yet much more eafy, than that 
which is here devifed. Forthere you fee, unlcfs he had been con: 
vinced by Witnefs for fome open Fact done, he was without danger 
of the Law. But here, though he'intended to live under a Law, 
and keep his Confcience to himfelf,; yet will we grope him, and fee 
what fecretly licth in his Breaft: And to the Intent he fhall nor dali 
ly with us, we offer him an Oath, which many a Man fhall rake 
x underftandeth not what it meaneth. There you fee the: firft 
Offence was not punifhed; but he had Icifure to: bethink him and 
mend. But here the very firft Offence is punifhed; and by what 
Punifhment? Forfooth, by Judgement of Premunire, which is lofs of 

. Lands and Goods, *his Body in Prifon at the Queen’s Will and Plea- 
fure ; and yet he is in no great Surety of his Life neither. For if 
- any Man upon Difpleafure fhould kill him, his Friends might welt 
lament his Death, but they could not punifh ir. For a Man attaint- 
ed in Premunire, is perdie out of the Protection of the King, and of 
thie Laws.- Yea, and befides all this, not a Man dare give him his 
There is aPro- Alms, left he fhould be an Aider and Maintainer within the compafs 
vio mon of this Stature, | 
this Gonenenct at Premunire, and fathere is another againft the former. . ‘Se 
. ‘Therefore methinks the Law was a great deal better, and furely 
piuch more profitable for the Commonwealth, that.was made in the 
afte * Firtt

Firft Year of the Queen’s Majefty. For there we fee the firft Offence ANNO 
is not fo grievoufly punifhed. And if every Ecclefiaftical Perfon, 1562. 
every Judge and other Officer, every one that is of the Queeni’s Fee, UW NY 
every Man that fhall fue Livery, all Scholars in the Univerfity, be 
fworn, (as they muft be by the fame Statute ) what Mifchief can 
there be wrought, but it ihall bé efpied and quenched? Is it nor, 
think you, an eafier way to win Men (for win them we muft, if 
we fhall do well) to leave a Gap for him open to Promotion, if he 
embrace thefe Proceedings, than, if he refufe them, to take that he 
hath from him? Is it not a fufficient Punifhment for him, that no 
Man fhall by his Wit and Learning, fo long as he continueth that 
Opinion, bear any Office, or have any Countenance in this Com- 
monwealth? What better Proof can you have of the Goodnefs of the 
Law, that you fee fince that time no great Breach of the Law, no 
Scditious Congregations, no Tumulc, but the Common Peace well 
kept, and every Man liveth under a Law without Difturbance of the 
Queen’s Proceedings? So that that Punifhment being fufficient, it is 
in vain to defire a greater to keep them under. 

Let us follow the Example of the Queen’s Majefty; whofe Gra- 
cious Highnefs hath with fuch Clemency ruled us, and fo tempered 
her Juftice with Mercy, as I ween never Prince fince the Conqueft 
(I fpeak it withour Flattery)) hath for the time reigned over us in 
a quieter Peace, with more Love and lefs Exaction. The Honour 
be to her gracious Majefty, and thofe good Counfellors that have 
had that Statute in hand. | 

Bur to go on; fuppofe it were oo for 4 Law, what great Good csalery pA 
could we reckon fhould grow to the Commonwealth by it? You will Oath, ia. 
fay, a fort of ftubborn Papifts fhould be rid out of the way; who, if 
they lived would be Caufers of Sedition; and Sedition muft needs 
be the Caufe of Defolation. Surely, if the whole riuniber, thar 
think againft the Oath in their Confcience, fhould refufe the Oath, 
and for the Offence be executed, the Realm could not chufe but be 
much weakened, and a great deal the lefs able to defend it felfi We 
may partly fee ic by the Univerfities, that what with th’ one fide 
and th’other, hath been fo fhaken for Religion, that Learning is al- 
moft quite decayed inthem. And if Provifion be not made, all like 
to come to a barbarous Ignorance. 

But fuppofe you, that the greateft Part will refufe the Oath? Think 
you that all that rake ir, will rh the taking of it change their Con- 
fciences > Nay, many a falfe Shrew there is, that will lay his Hand 
to the Book, when his Heart fhall be far off. Of this hath this 
Houfe full Experience. For in the Bill of conveying over of Horfes 
there was a Claufe, that whofoever would Swear that it was for his 
neceffary Travel, it was lawful. And becaufe Men fticked not at fuch 
a Trifle to forfwear themfelves, that Claufe was repealed. And up- 
on like Confideration, by the grave Advice of this Houfe was 7 
Oath left out of the Subfidy-Book. If Men for fuch Trifles will 
forfwear themf{clves, it cannot chufe but be perillous, when their 
Goods, Lands, Liberties and Lives, fhall depend upon ict. And 
namely upon a Matter, whereof for the moft part they have no 
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And fo protefting that to be in their Confcienéés, whereof they 
ftand in doubt, they fhould wilfully forfwear themfelves, = = ~~ 
And if Men were feditious beforc, now will they become ten times 
ore feditious. Neither fhall the Quccn’s Majefty be ever a whit 
the Surer, which is the Title, and as it fhould feem th’only meahing 
of this Bill. For if any were rebellious before, now will his Heart 
ecome more rebellious: for that he is enforced to perjury: And 
that Mifchicf will fecretly keep in his Mind, and fhew it then, when 
he thinketh ic will do moft harm. Or clfe, if he be not thus wick- 
edly difpofed, then will he linger on in Defpair, and with Violence 
at the laft feek to deftroy himfc:f, which were too lamentable to hear 
of: And we the Caufe of all this Mifchicf. a ae 
Let us therefore for the Honour of God, leave all Malice; and 
hotwithftanding Religion, let us love together. Fer it is no Point 
of Religion, one to hate another. Let us make an End of Divifion, 
for fear left our Enemics, who are Mighty, and now in the Field, 
might peradventure, finding us at Diflenfion among our felves, the 
eafilier vanquifh us. Whereas, if we can agree and love together, 
there fhall be no doubt, but we fhall put them now to the worft, 
Whom we have often vanquifhed before. Let us do as the good 
Mother did before Solomon, who when fhe had Contention before 
the wife King for her own Child with the Common Harlot, and 
thar the Matter went fo hard, that he could not tell to whom to 
give it, but thought to divide it, the tender Love of the Mother 
confidering that the Child’s Divifion fhould be the Child’s Deftru- 
ction, could not fuffer that, but was content to yield up, and give 


away her Intereft, So let us for the Love of God forget and for- 


pive all Griefs for the Commonwealth’s fake, and let us love one 
another: for fo fhall no Divifion work the Defolation of our King- 
dom. | | 

And when we have all done, to this we muft come at laft. We 
fee in Germany, where after fo long Contention, and fo great De- 


ftruction and Waft of their Country, at laft they are come to this 


Point, that the Papift and Proteftant can now quietly talk together, 
and never fall out about the Matter. I befeech you therefore, Right 
Honourable, that you will well remember the Truft that your Coun- 
try puttcth in you; and fince you have the Sword in your Hand to 
firike, be well ware whom you ftrike. For fome {hall you ftrike 


that are your near Friends, fome your Kinfmen, but all your Coun- 


try-men, and even Chriftian. And though you may like thefe Do-~ 
ings; yet may it be that your Heirs after you fhall miflike them; 
and then farewel your Name and Worfhip. Remember that Men 


that offend this way, offend not as Murtherers and Thicves do, that 


is, of Malice and wicked Intent, but through Corfcience and Zeal, 
at leaftways through Opinion of Religion. And if it fhall happen 
them to die in the wrong Opinion, then fhall we not only deflroy 
the Bodies, of which there is no fmall Force, but their Souls, which 


1s a Lofs that will never be recovered. And if they fhould do it 


againft their Confciences to fave their Lives, and feem peradventure 
| in

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in doubt of the Matter, then fhould they fall unto Perjury, ‘and we 
become’ Caufers of it. And fitch they keep their Confciénces to 
themfelves, and live under a Law, why are they to be punithed by 
fo fharp a Law? And though fome peradventure. have offended you; 
yet do not for their Sakes punifh the reft, who never offended you; 
bur rather for the others Sakes, who arc the greater Number, for- 
give all. sea _ 
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Follow the Example of the good Mother in Solomon, ot rather the - 


Example of the Qucen’s Majefty, whom I pray God niay Jong Reign 
over us, and her Iflue after her. . | | 7 

In Anfwer to thefe, and fuch like Speeches againft the Bill, I 
will offer a learncd Argument of fome other’ Member unknown, well 
skilled in the Laws, in favour of it, and againft the former Reafons 
and Confiderations. A Copy of it came into thé Hands of Arch- 
bifhop Parker, who fent it to Cox Bifiop of Ely. And from that ye- 
ry Copy I tranfcribe the Tenor of it: Viz. 


N the Time of King Edward TI. one fhould have been hanged, 
drawn and guartered, for publifhing an Excommunication, - dite- 
cted from the Bifhop of Rome againft one of the King’s Subjects. 
But at the Entreaty of the Lord Chancellor and Lord Treafurcr, his 
Life was pardoned; notwithftanding he was abjured the Realm. If 
ratifying part of the Pope’s Authority were fo punifhed, the Con- 
fenting to the whole muft of Necefliry be High-Treafon. .. i 
In the Statute of 25 Ed.

Prédié. Anno, Hufley praeditt. faid,That in the Time of Edward 1; 
the Pope fent Letters to the King, that he fhould make Peace with 
Scotland, and that he fhould put the Matter to his Order. The 
King by the Advice of his Council fent word, that he would nor 
commit the Matter to be ordered by the Pope. And all the Lords 
writ unto the Pope, that although the King would give away his 
Right that he had in Scotland, that he fhould not do it, becaufe it 
was his Right to have ghe Supreme Government of Scotland. And 
further, the Bifhop of London faid at the fame time, that he faw in 
the Time of King Henry VI. when the Pope fent Letters which were 
in Derogation of the King, and the Spiritual Men durft not {peak 
any thing againft them, that AZumphrey Duke of Glouceffer took the 
Letters, and caft them into the Fire, and burnt them. If the Nobi- 
lity, our Anceftors, have fo ftoutly maintained the Right of the 
Prince againft the Pope, fhall we feem now to maintain the Pope 
and his Authority, in refufing to punifh thofe with fo juft a Law, 
that do, for Maintenance of the Pope, refufe to fwear their Oath of 
Allegiance to their Sovereign Lady and Queen? | 

13 H.8. Treafon may be in Intendment only, Felony muft be in 
A& always. But whofo refufeth to fwear to the Prince, difclofeth the 
Intendment of his Heart to be Trairerous. Therefore, c. After thefe 
Allegations out of Hiftory, then it was further fhewn as followeth: 

Firft, By A&t of Parliament made in the Firft Year of the Queen, 
the Supreme Government oyer her Spirituality and Temporality , 
was given to her; and the extolling of the Bifhop of Rome made 
Premunire for the fecond Offence; and Treafon the third Time: 
And the offering of the Oath appointed, and the refufal thereof by 
any, made the Lofs of his Office [the firft Time.] The new Bill 
maketh for the firft Offence, of extolling of the Bifhop of Rome’s 
Authority, or refufal of the Oath, Premunire; and the fecond Time 
Treafon. For the extolling or fetting forth that Bifhop’s Authority, 
all do condefcend the Penalty is not unreafonable; but only to force 
the Oath, which they fay toucheth the Confcience, which fhould not 
be fearched, (that fome are againft.] 

As to that, firft ic muft be confidered, feeing it is enacted that 
both be Offences, what Pains the Offenders deferve. The Contents 
of the Oath is an acknowledging of the Superiority in the Prinee, 
and Promife of Allegiance; which is the Duty of every Subject, as 
a Subject, in Temporal Caufes, and toucheth no Spiritual Thing, 
but bindeth the Subject by Promife to recognize the Sovereignty in 
his Prince. Which if a Man may be by his Prince commanded ta 
confefs, if he refufe, is Treafon, becaufe, in that he doth re- 
fufe it, he doth affirm the contrary of the Oath to be true. As 
for Example, if the Lord doth require his Tenant to do Homage

_. The Prince at her Coronation {wears to defend us; fhall not we 

{wear to defend her? The Refufal of the Oath was Treafon in the 

Time of King Zyexry eftablifhed by Parliament. If then newly up- 

on new Proof of the Enormity of the Romi/h Practices, the Refufa] 

was Treafon at the firft Offence, when by common Reafon the Sud- 

dennefs of the Alteration might have endangered the State, if his [rhe 

Bifhop of Rome’s} Authority had been thought godly and lawful ; 

a multo fortiori, now is it expedient to make the Offence Treafon at 

the fecond Time; efpecially being fo long tried by Learning and 

Reafon, to be an ufurped Authority, se alfo by length of time 

wornfar more out of Memory. | 

We have promifed in the Speaker’s laft Motion for Eftablifhment, 
to make Laws for her [the Queens} Defence. What better Law 
may there be made? If we endeavour not to make it, we break 
our Promife; and fhe faid, She looked for Promife therein to be 
kept by us. | 

If any Man be required in the Queen’s Name, to acknowledge 
her Queen of England over all her People; if he refufe to do it, he 
is a Traytor. ‘There is no other thing in effect comprized in the 
Oath. Therefore the Refufer of the Oath is a Traytor. - And in © 
that the Offence is made Premunire, and the fecond, Treafon, it is 
too mild for the Offence; efpecially, the Wifes Dower, and the Heirs 
Inheritance without Corruption of Blood, being faved. 

To fay, It was never made Treafon, Ergo, no Treafon to be now, 
the Argument is not true. For if the Princes would have fo taken 
it, it were Treafon by the Common Laws of this Realm; but that 
King Henry was abufed by Error. But if it were never Treafon be- 
fore, feeing the Circumftance of Time paft, prefent, and that may 
follow, it is expedient to make, upon the new Occafion, new Laws, 
as is dajly in other Cafes. 

If they fay, It toucheth Confcience; and it is a thing wherein a THe Objection 
Man ought to have a Scruple: But if any hath a Confcience in it, 4°”. 
thefe four Years fpace might have fettled it. Alfo, after his firft 
Refufal, he hath three Months refpit for Conference, and fettling of 
his Confcience. 

Again, The Oath is not to be tendred to any that by Intendment 
{hall want Reafon to know the Sovereignty of the Prince. 

If any Man, be he never fo unlearned, do openly pronounce the 
contrary of the Oath againft the Queen, they themfelves will fay, 
he deferveth Death as a Traytor; and that it is not Matter of He- 
refy or Dottrine. If fo, it is to fee, whether the Denial to accept 
the fame be an Affirmation to the contrary. If fo, then Treafon 
doubtlefs. Thus the great Matter of this Bitl was argued learnedly 
Pro and Con. Now we proceed with our Relation of other Bills. 

Febr.the 27. A Bill for the Reftitution in Blood of the Children 
of Thomas Cranmer, late Archbifhop of Casterbury. [His Children

were Thomas and Margaret.) March the 2. The fame Bill was read 
the fecond and third Time, and fent to the Houfe of Commons. 

March the 2. A Bill for the Confirmation of a Subfidy granted her 
Majefty by the Clergy of the Province of Canterbury, was read the 
firft Time in the Lord’s Houfc, being brought wich other Bills to this 
Houfe fron the Commons, which Bill was read the third Time, arid 
concluded March the 6. The fame came again into the Commons 
Houfe. For March 11. it was brought from the Commons to the 
Lotds, and concluded. | 

March the 8. A Bill was brought from the Commons to the Lords, 
that the Hofpital of St. Xathdrine’s, near the Zower, fhall be a Parifh 
Church, arid for the erecting of a School. I find nothing more of 
this Bill this Seffion. 

March the 17. A Bill was fent from the Lotds to the Commons 
for Uniting of Churches in Towns Corporate. Nor do I find this 
Bill read any more. 

March the 29. A Bill for the due Exetution of the Writ, De Ex- 
communicato Capiendo, was réad the third Time in the Lords Houfe, 
and concluded ; and carried with other Bills to the Commons. April 
the 9. this Bill was brought up again to the Lords with a Provifo 
annexed by the Commons, and divers Amendments; which were 
tread the firft, fecond and third Times, and concluded. 

This Bill had its Rife and Beginning from the Upper Houfe of 
Convocation now fitting. For I find the Forms of Two Bills now 
under the Hands of the Archbifhop and Bifhop of London. ‘The Ti- 
tles whereof were writ by the faid Archbifhop’s Pen. That of the 
former was, For reforting to the Church; and of the latter the Title 
was, De Excommunicato capiendo. Which Bill as it came from thefe 
Bifhops in the Synod ran in this Tenor: 


* Forafmuch as in thefe our Days divets Subje&ts of this Realm, 
“ and otliers the Quecn’s Majefty’s Dominions, are grown into fucli 
‘ Licence and Contempt of the Laws Ecclefiaftical and Cenfures of 
“the Church, that unlefs it were for fear of the Temporal Sword 
‘and Power, they would altogether defpife and neglect tlie fame; 
‘ which Temporal Sword and Power, being oftentimes flowly and 
“negligently excctitced, by rcafon of the Writ De Excommunicato ca- 
* piendo, being only directed unto the Sheriff, within whofe Circuit 
* the Party excommunicated doth abide, by the Negligence, Cor- 
‘ruption, Favour ot Delay of the fame Sheriff, is either not excu- 
‘ted at all, or elfe fo flowly, that the Execution of Juftice thercby 
“is letted or delayed; and the Party excommunicated tlicreby encou- 
‘ raged to continue and perfift in wilful and obftinate Conrumacy

An A, for the Affurance of the Queen's Majefty’s Royal Power over 
all States and Subjects within her Dominions. This A&t of Parliament, 
as the Preamble informs us, was to guard and preferve the Queen, 
and her Heirs and Succeflors, and the Dignity of the Imperial Crown 
of this Realm, from the Perils, Difhonours and Inconveniences, 
which had before time fallen, as well to the Queen’s Progenitors, 
Kings of this Realm, as the whole State thereof, by means of the 
Jurifdiction and Powcr of the See of Rome, unjuftly claimed and 
ufurped within this Realm, and the Dominions thereof: and of the 
Dangers by the Fautors of the faid ufurped Power, which is faid to 
be grown at that time to mervaillous Outrage and licentious Bold- 
nefs: and now requiring more fharp Reftraint and Correction of 
Laws. 

This Law was levelled againft fuch as by Writing, Cyfring, 
Printing, Preaching or Teaching, in Deed or At, did hold and ftand 
with, extol, fet forth or maintain the Authority and Power of thé 
Bifhop of Rome, or his See, within this Realm. The Penalty was, 
for every fuch Default and Offence, to incurr the Dangers and For- 
feitures, ordained and’ provided in the Statutes of Provifion and 
Premunire, madc the 16th Year of Richard II. 

By the faid Act, Perfons that had taken, or fhould take, Holy Or- 
ders, or be promoted to any Degree of Learning in any Univerfiry 
in the Realm; and all School-mafters ; and all that had, or fhould 


take any Degree of Learning at the Common Laws of this Realm, 


or were to be admitted to any Miniftry or Office, belonging to the

open Decd or Act, attribute any fuch manner of Jurifdi@tion or Pre- 
eminence. to the faid See, or to any Bifhop of that See, within the 
Queen’s Realms or Dominions ; or to be abetting, procuring or aid- 
ing to any fuch, after fuch Conviction or Attainder ; Or any Perfon 
abovenamed and appointed by this Act to take the faid Oath; and 
do after the fpace of three Months next after the firft Tender there- 
of, refufing to take it: ‘Then every fuch Offender for the fecond Ofs 
fence to forfcit and lofe, and fuffer fuch like and the fame Pains, 
Forfeitures, Judgment and Execution, as is ufed in Cafes of High-

By this Act alfo, every Perfon hereafter to be elected and appoint-

PARLIAMENT now beginning to fit in the Month of re cenveces 
i \ January, that famous Convocation of the Clergy was alfo cal- Fb of th 
led together, in which were framed and agreed upon the Thirty nine Swen 
Articles of Religion, the profefled Doctrine of the Church of Aag- 
land, and many other Matters confulted and debated for the Efta- 
blifhment of true Religion, Order of the Clergy, and the decent and 
edifying Worfhip of God in this Church. Great pity it is, that wé 
have not where to have recourfe for more Affiftance and Supply, to 
inable us to give a complete Account of this Synod, fince the Regi- 
- fters thereof, as of other Synods, formerly kept in St. Pasl’s, are 
burnt. An irreparable Lofs! A Divgne of great Note, before a Ve- 
nerable Auditory, had occafion once to fay, That he had once in his 
Hand an Original Journal of the Lower Houfe of Convocation in Ténk/giving- 
the Fifth Year of the Queen; which muft be this very Convocation. oe 
Such a Journal (could I have fcen and perufed ic) might have been Commens.

Draughts and Writings, both of Archbifhop Parker’s own Hand, and 
of the Hands of Bifhop Grindal, Bilhop Sandys, and Bifhop Cox, 
(chief Leaders in the Reformation) concerning Matters propounded 
and concerted in this venerable Affembly. From whence I will faith- 
fully transfer feveral Things, and the chicf, I prefume, of the Pro- 
pofals and Debates. 

I cannot give a perfect Lift af the Names of the Members of the 
Lower Houfe. But we fhall have occafion in the Progrefs of this 
Narration, and in a Subfcription of their Hands to the Articles, to 
name fome of them. 

Now confidering the State of the Church, newly crept out of 
Corruption and Superftition, there lay before this Synod a great 
deal of Work to be done, both in Matters of Doctrine and Matters 
of Difcipline ; that is, in what Methoc and Order the Bifhops were 
to govern their Churches, and how the Inferior Clergy were to be- 
have themfelves in their refpeCtive Cures and Parifhes. ‘The Mat- 
ter of Ceremonies now was alfo very bufily tranfactcd. And feveral 
goods things were propounded by the Upper Houte:. | 

This memorable Convocation of the Clergy of the Province of 
Canterbury, wherein the Matters of the Church were to be debated 
and fettled for the future regular Service of God, and Eftablifhment 
of Orthodox Doétrine, was called together in the Chaptcr-Houfe of 
St. Paul’s on the 12th of Fanuary, the Day alfo of the Parliament’s 
firft Meeting. They mct fometimes in the Chapter-Houfe of S. Paul's, 
London, and fometimes by Continuation at King /7evry VIPs Cha- 
pel, Weftminfter, ‘Thirty fix f{everal Scflions. Whercof this was the 
firft; when by Vertue of a Commiffion from the Archbifhop to Ro- 
bert Wefton, his Official of the Court of Canterbury, to Thomas Tale 
his Vicar-General in Spirituals, to Henry Fones and Valentine Dale, 
Advocates of his Court of Arches, all Doctors of Laws, joinily 
and feverally, to be prefent, in his Room and Name, in the Sy- 
riod, to be begun and celebrated by the faid moft Reverend Father, 
by Authority of the Queen's Letters to him in this behalf directed: 
the faid Commiffion empowering them, or fome of them to conti- 
nue and profogue the faid Synod until the 13th Dav, being Wedzef- 
day; the faid Robert Wefton accordingly continued and prorogued 
the faid Synod; as in a Schedule by him read more plainly ap-

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fung in Englifh; then the Bifhop of Loadon adminiftred the Com- 
munion to the Archbifhop and Bifhcps. His Gracc after this, and 
his Suffragrans the Bifhops, with che reft of the Clergy, removing 
into the Chaptcr-Houfe, and there fome previous Matters difp>tcia- 
ed, he made a fhort Speech to them, fhewing them the prefent Ad- 
vantage put into their Hands by the gracious Providence of God, 
in fetting Queen Elizabeth on the Throne, to reform Matters amifs 
in the Church. And fo bad the Infcrior Clergy depart and chufe 
them a Prolocutor or Refercndary, and to prefent him before him 
the next Seffion. And accordingly they pre upon Alexander 
Nowel, the Dean of S. Paul's, whom the faid Archbifhop had recom- 
mended to them. And Fanuary 16. being the Third Scffion, he was 
conducted between the Dean of Weftminfter and the Dcan of Chrif?’s-

and the faid clected Prolocutor, the Archbifhop approved him by a 
Speech of his own. 

The reft of the Scffions in the Upper Houfe were {pent in ferious 
Debates and Conferences among themfelves about regulating the 
Church and the Minifters of it, in examining Papers brought from 
thofe of the Lower Houfe, in digefting the right Faith of Chrift in- 
to Articles, (which was brought to effect and fubfcribed at this Con- 
Vocation) i) enquiring into Matters to be reformed; whereof fome 
Sheets were drawn up in the Lower Houfe, and prefented to the 
moft Reverend Father, and the reft of the Upper Houfe, by the Pro- 
Jocutor; in devifing fome Particulars for Difcipline; in providing a 
Catechifm for the Ufe of Schools, for the grounding the younger 
Sort in true Principles; and in giving the Queen a Subfidy: the 


Archbifhop ftill reminding and directing the Lower Houfe. And he. 


alfo recommended to the Bifhops to look into their refpective Dia- 
cefles, and to draw up in Writing what they found to need Refor- 
mation. Thefe things are but fhortly fet down in the A@s of this 
Synod: but the Particulars that enfue will greatly illuftrate and ex- 
plain them. 

For to prepare Matter for the Synod, the Archbifhop had it before 
hand in his ferious Thoughts ; and fet others alfo on work no doubt 
upon it. There is a notable Paper to this purpofe, which I will 
begin withal; adding the Marginal Notes, fome writ by the Arch- 
bithop himfelf, fome by others. But who the Compofer of this Paper 
was, I cannot fay.

CHAP. XXVIIL 


The Articles of Religion, Difference between thefe and K. Edward's 


Articles. The Names of the Subfcribers of the Lower Houfe : 
Obfervations on fume of them. Remarks on the XVIIth. Article 
of Predeftination. On the Xth. Artecle of Free-Will. The 
XIth of Fuftification. The XXVIlIth of the Lords Supper. 


HE Synod being met, feemed to guide themfelves by the 
former Method, and began with the Articles of Religion, as 

a matter with the greateft fpeed to be difpatched. Which Articles 
* when 
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when they were framed and finifhed, and decreed, were moft what 
the fame with thofe made and conftituted by the Synod under King 
Edward, in the Year 1552, which may be feen in Bifhop Sparrows 
Collection and elfewhere. Ina Volume in the Benet College Library 
there is a very fair Draught of thefe King Edward's Artiéles; having 
been accurately writ out for the ufe and ferious confideration of the 
Archbifhop. I obferved there ftrokes drawn in many places, fome- 
times through Words, and fometimes through whole Lines, by a red 
Lead Pen, which the Archbifhop commonly ufed for noting, as he read 
any Book. I will relate a few things which I took notice of in the 
Perufal of this MS. of the Articles. Some of thefe Articles are whol- 
ly filperfeded by the Archbifhops Minium, and divers others of them. 
fhortned; dafhing that chrough which he was minded to have omitted. 

As in the Third Article, where thefe Words are ftruck 
out, after Defcendiffe, “ Nam Corpus ufque ad Refurrectionem 
“in Sepulchro jacuit: Spiritus ab illo emiffis cum Spiritibus, qui 
“iti Carcere, five in Inferno detinebantur, fuit; illifq; pradicavic, 
“ qguemadmodum teftatur Petri Locus. 

In the Sixteenth Article the Title was, De Peccato in Spiritum 
Sanflum. But the Three laft Words are dafhed out, and over them, 
writ with the Archbifhop’s Hand, After Baptifm. 

The Twenticth Article ftood without any alteration made by 
the Archbifhops red-Lead Pen; and it ran not as we have it now, 
beginning thus, Zhe Church hath power to decree Rites and Ceremonies, 
and Authority in Controverfies of Faith; but thus it Began: “ Ecclefiz 
“non licec quicquam inftituere; quod Verbo Dei {cripto adver- 
“ ferur: Neq; unum Scriptura locum fic exponere poteft, ut alteri 
“© contradicat. Quare licet Ecclefia fit Divinorum Librorum teftis & 
“ confervatrix, attamen ut adverfus eos nihil decernere, ita preter 
“ illos nihil credendum de neceffitate Salutis, debet obtrudere. -Thus 
this twentieth Article of King Edward's Book pafled without any 
change or correction. | |

(who held Briffow in Commendam) I will not fay, refufed Subfcrip- 

tion, or abfented: For I find in certain Extracts out of the Regifters 

of Convocations; that Bifhop did fubfcribe, his Name being there 

entred among the reft; and fo alfo is that of the Bifhop of Roche- 


fier.

After thefe Names thus fubfcribed, were thefe Words cautioufly

The Articles were unanimoufly concluded, and the Subfcription fi- 
nifh’d by the Upper Houfe in the Chapter Houfe of S. Pauls, Fan. 31. 
being the N ‘ak Seffion of the Convocation. _The Eleventh Seffion, 
_they being fubfcribed by fome of the Lower-Houfe, were brought up 
by the Prolocutor: praying the moft Reverend, and the Reverend Fa- 
thers, to take Order, that all chat had not yet fubfcribed, might do it 
publickly, cither inthe Affembly of the Lower Houfe, or before them 
inthe Upper. Whercupon the faid Fathers decreed, that the Names 
of thofe of the Houfe that had not fubfcribed, fhould be written, and 
brought to them the next Scffion. By which time fome others had 
fubfcribed, tho’ others had not yet. | 

I fhall make no farther Remarks on thefe Subfcribers of the Lower- 
Houfe; but only that whatever their Learning was, many of therh 
wrote fo ill, that tis a difficule Task to read their Names; which 
probably therefore may have occafioned a Miftake or two in the 
true Tranfcriptionthereof. It may not be amifs in the perufing thefe 
Names, to fhew which of them had been Exiles under Queen Mary, 
and who, tho’ not Exiles, yet lived then obfcurely ; and who laftly 
in that Reign, complyed with the Popifh Religion, and were Digni- 
fied in the Church. Of the firft fort were, Befely, who had been 
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Rector of Staplehurft, and was one of the Six Preachers at Canterbury, . 


( He was at Franckfort, inthe Gonteft about the Service and Difciplin 
but in thac Number that went not fo far, and bitterly in the Con- 
tention, and was reckoned among the Learned fort) Watts, Mulyns, 
Cole, Pullin, Spenfer, Wifdom, Sampfon, Beaumont, Nowel, Elmer, 
Rogers, Feton, Pedder, Wylfon, Lever, Saul, Byckly, Wiburn, Croley, 
Prat, Renyger and Pownde, if he were the fame with Pownal, who 
Was one of the Minifters of Arrow in Helvetia, and after one of the 


Six Preachers in Canterbury; and probably fome others befide thefe. 


Thofe of the fecond fort, I think were Latimer, Goodman, Nevinfon, 
Longland, Calfhil, Godwin, Roberts, and others. Thofe of this Synod

LW after this Synod to the Secretary ; as a great Papift, and yet at the

Synod, and I find that Gregory Martin of Rheims, wrote Anno 1575. 
to one Dr. Tho. White, Warden of New College, who I conclude | 
was this our White, reproving him for foZowing the World or diffem- 
bling in Religion againft his Confcience and Knowledge. He was Arch- 
deacon of Berks, 1557, Chancellor of Sarum 1571, and diced 1588. 
Befides this White, of the fame fort, were Andrew Perne, Frances 
Mallet, who was Queen Mary's Chaplain, and nominated by her to 
the Pope a little before her Death, for Bifhop of Sarum, Cottrel, 
Turnbul, who was Prebend of Canterbury, and divers others. 

Let me make a brief Note or two of a few more Members of this 
Synod, as I might of many more of them, were this a place for it. 
Fohn Bridgwater was Rector of Lincoln College in Oxford, and after 
divers Years went over Sea, and took feveral young Men along. 
with him, and rurned Papift. Zho. Cole was at Geneva, and was one 
of thofe affifted there, inthe Tranflation of the Bible. fol» Pullan, 
B.D. in King Edward’s Days, was Parfon of S. Peters Cornhill, did 
under Queen Mary, preach privately to the Brethren, fomewhere in 
Cornhill, aflembled, afterwards went beyond Sca to Geneva. Thomas 
Lancafter, (unlefs it were another of the fame Namc) was deprived 
of the Bifhoprick of Kildare, in Queen Mary's Reign. Kob. Lougher 
was a Doctor of the Civil Law belonging to the Arches, and, when 
Sandys was Archbifhop of York, was his Vicar General. Johw Salis- 
bury was reftored to his Deanry of Norwich 1560. and was Confe- 
crated Bifhop of Man by the Archbifhop of Tork, An.1571. formerly 
Suffragan of Thetford. Fohn Prat was a grave Minifter in London, 
and Fox’s great Friend and Correfpondent. George Savage (or at leaft 
one of that Name) was Baftard Brother to Bifhop Boner, whofe Fa- 
ther was Sir John Savage, Pricft. This George fided thorowly with 
the Proteftants in this Synod. Zhomas Wylfon, probably the fame 


_ that was afterwards Matter of S. Hatharines, and Sccretary of State. 


Robert Wefton was Cliancellor of Exon and Wells, fucceflively; one 
of the Lords Juftices in Jre/and, and Chancellor of that Kingdom, 
and a great Friend of: the Reverend Father Coverdale, who when he 
was Bifhop, fent for him from Oxford, and made him his Chancellor. 
‘He was prefent at the famous Difputation at Lischfeld, before the 
Bifhop, concerning certain Points of Controverfy about the Habits 
and other Ceremonies. Rob.Croley, befides his Archdeaconry, was 
Parfon of St. Peters the Poor in London, and afterwards of Giles Crip- 
plegate. Richard Rogers was afterwards Dean of Canterbury and Suffra- 
gon Bifhop of Dover. Fames Calfhil, was a Scotchman born, but bred 
at Eaton School, and {cnt from thence to Kings College Cambridge. 
Thence he was removed, as many other Cambridge-Men were, to 
the King’s new Erections in Oxford, which firft had been Cardinal 
Woolfey's Foundation. He was the great Encourager and Perfuader 
of Toby Matthew, afterwards the eminently good Archbifhop of Tork, 
(to whom he was Coufin ) to take holy Orders, obferving in his 


Youth, his rare Abilitics. And the faid Marthew followed Cal/fbilfs 


Advice, 


/ 
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Advice, even againft the good will of his Father and Mother, and ANNO 
other his able Friends. In the Year 1569. he made Applicaiton to 1562. 
Secretary Ceci/, Chancellor of the Univerfity of Cambridge, for the ™~ 
Provofhip of Xzxg’s College, but Dr. Goad's Intereft prevailed: He 
wrot learnedly againft Marfbal, a Papift, about the Crofs, as was 
told before. What he and fuch as he, made their Aim and Purpofe 
in this Synod, may appear by thofe Words of his in the firft Period 
ef his Book againft Marfhal: “ Having to erect the Houfe of God, 
‘ (whereto we ought to be Fellow-workers ) we are bound efpecially 
‘to fee to this, that neither we build on any ill Ground, thereby 
“to lofe both Coft and Travel; nor fer’ to fale and commend to 
* others a ruinous Thing, or any way infectious, inftead of a ftrong 
‘ Defence, or whdlefome Place whereupon to reft, 6c. as the Apo- 
“ftle, x Cor.III. As a skilful Mafter-builder I have laid the Founda- 
‘ tion. Words applicable to him, and the reft now employed in the 
Reforming of the Church. = | 
This Divine had ftudied the Fathers of the Church, as this his 
Cenfure of them fhews in his faid Book: Viz. ‘ That he was able 
“ from the very firft Doctors of the Church, after the Apoftles times, 
“to run them all over, and having ftrictly examined their Words 
* and Affections, had found Imperfections in all. But that he would 
“be loth by difcrediting of others to feem to feek praife of Skill, 
“or elfe to be likened to Cham, Noah’s Son, that fecing the Naked- 
* nefs of the Fathers, would in contcmpt utter it. ~~ 
Before I conclude this Chapter, it may be obferved concerning 44 Note about 
the XVIIth Article, which treats of Predeffination and Election, that re 
it is drawn up without any mention of Adbfolute Reprobation, or De- nee 
creeing the Caufe thereof. Which feems to have been done to pre- 
vent any Scruple that might arife to any Proteftant againft fubferi- 
bing the faid Article. For we are to know, that among thofe that 
now profefled the Gofpel, and had fuffered Perfecution fot it under 
Queen Mary, there were confidcrable Numbers differing from the 
reft, that followed fome Foreign Divines of great Name, in the Point 
of Predeftination; denying the Doctrine of God’s being any Caufe 
of the Sins of Men, and thereby of their Damnation. One of thefe 
was Thomas Tallot, Parfon of St. Mary Magdalen Milkftreet, London. 
Thofe of this Perfwafion were mightily cried out againft by the 
other, as Free-Willers, Pelagians, Papifts, Anabaptifts, and the like; 
but they took their Opportunity to addrefs to the Bifhops, plainly 
declaring their Opinion, and their Sufferings as well as others, for 
the Gofpcl; and defiring therefore the Favour of fome Act of Par- 
liament to enjoy the Liberty of their Confciences without Reftraint 
or Punifhment, (which fome threatned ) as others of the Queen’s 
Proteftant Subjccts did. I mect with fuch a Petition to the Church, 
the exact Time whereof doth not appear. But it being evident it 
was near the beginning of the Queen’s Reign, and while a Parlia- 
ment was fitting, I venture.to place it here. Ic was exhibited by 
the forefaid Za/éot, and tan to this Tenor: 7

One of the Learn- 
edeft, of which fort in thofe Times was Richard Taverner, a great 
Writer, and a great Retainer to the Lord Zhamas Cromwell, Lord 
Privy-Seal, (whom he calls his own Mafter, and Singular good Lord.) 
This Man tranflated into Exglifh the Common Places of Epafmus 
Sarcerius, a German Divine, and dedicated the faid Tranflation to 
the faid Kibg Henry. In which Dedication he fpeaks of Difputa- 
tions and Differences that then were moved about Predeftination, 
Contingency and Free Will; and what one allowed, another difprai- 
fed; but that Melanéthon and Sarcerius went together in their Judg- 
ments. And, ‘ How fome had put Free Will in no’ things: Some 
“on the contrary went about to maintain Free Will in all things, 
* Again, that others going in the Mean between thefe Extremes, as 
* Melantthon and Sarcerius, with many other excellent Clerks, had 
* denied Free Will only in Spiritual Motions; and that in fuch Per. 
* fons as were not yet regenerated and renewed by the Holy Ghoft. 
* And yet in the mean Seafon they took it not fo away, but they 
* left them alfo in Spiritual Motions, a certain Endeavour or Willing. 
© Which Endeavour neverthelefs could finifh nothing, unlefs it were

ment, is the righteft and trueft way. a 
‘and she Xk, The next Article, being the XIch, which is Of Fuftifcation, may 
. deferve a fhort Note. In which Article we are directed to the Ho- 
mily of Fuftification for the Churches Senfe of it more largely.. And 
likewife in King Edward’s Book of Articles it is faid, ‘ That Jufti- 
‘ fication by Faith alone of Jefus Chrift, in that Senfe in which it is 
“ explained in the Homily of Juftification, is the moft certain and 
* wholefom Do@trine of Chriftians. So that Reference is made by 
both Synods of 1552. and 1562. to the faid Homily: and yet, if 
we turn over both Books of our Homilies, there is none that bears 
that Title.

Great Endeavours were alfo made in this Synod for the mending 
the poor and bare Condition of Vicarages, many of which were of 
fo fmall Revenue, that abundance of Parifhes were utterly defticure 
of Minifters, co affift the People in their Serving of God, and to 
inftruct them in Spiritual Knowledge for the Edification of their 

Souls. 
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Souls. So that there was no {mall Apprehenfion, that in time a great 
Part of the Nation would become mere Pagans. Befides, to render 
the Condition of {mall Livings more deplorable, the Penfions that 
were due to Religious Perfons, and allowed them for their Lives 
when their Houfes.were diflolved, feemed to have been by Patfons 
charged upon their Livings, when themfelves ought to have paid 
them. And commonly poor Minifters when they;came into Livings 
were burdened with Payment of divers Years Tenths and Subfidies, 
that were payable by former Incumbents. There feemed now alfo 
to be fome, that put the Queen upon taking a new Survey of all 
Ecclefiaftical Livings, pretending that hereby the Values of Firit 
Fruits and Tenths would be confiderably advanced to her, to the 
further Oppreffion of the needy Clergy. Add to all, that the Po- 
pith Priefts left their Churches miferably dilapidated to their Suc- 
ceflors. For the looking therefore into thefe Matters, Articles were 
{ent into the Lower Houfe of Convocation, to be enquired of: Viz. 


I. Whether if the Writ of Melias Inquirendum be fent forth, the 
likelihood be, that it will turn to the Queen's Commodity.

In this Covocation it was propounded, that an Act of Parliament 
fhould be made for the Relief of poot Minifters, to this Import, 
That the Queen fhould fet forth a Commiffion under the Great Seal 
to the Bifhops of every Diocefe, and to five or fix more Wife and 
Godly Men, to view every Parifh, and by Authority of the faid 
Cominiffion to provide, thac in every Parifh, the Parfon, Vicar or 
Curate, might have for his Suftentation 20 I. yearly, to be ceffed 
there where it might moft conveniently be laid, The Preamble of this 
Draught ran thus: “ Forafmuch as before all things the Kingdom of

The Bifhops alfo now had ferious Confultations among themfelves 
for the better Government of their refpective Churches; and. thefe 
were fome of their Orders concefning the Inferior Clergy: Confift- 
ing of divers things Readers and Deacons were to do; to which 
they were required to promife and fubfcribe, when they were admit- 
ted. Which Orders perhaps were riow at this Synod only confirm- 
ed, having been enjoyned before, in the Yeat 1559.

_ By what is abovefaid, we underftand who Readers were, and their’ 
Office. (which gave fo much Ortence afterwards to many) .and that 
they were ordained to fupply the Neceffity of the Church ac this 
Juncture. They were to ferve in fmall Livings, where there was no 
Minifter, and co fupply till they were filled.. They were not to 
Preach, Adminifter the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, nor Baptize, 
but to Read the Common Prayer and keep the Regifters. They 
were takén out of the Laity, Tradefmen or others; any that was of 
fobcr Converfation and honeft Behaviour, and that could Read and 
Write. They were to be of Gravity to.exhort the Neighbourhood 
to Love and Unity, and to be Peace-makers in any Differences that 
might happen. Thcy were to have Salaries allowed them out of the 
Fruits of the Livings where they ferved, according to the Difcretion 
of the Bifhops who fequeftred the Profits of fuch Places. They feem- 
ed not wholly to forbear their. Callings, but were not: countenanced 
to follow them, efpecially if they were Mechanical. And they went 
in fome grave Habit, as might diftinguifh them from others. 


During this Convocation, the Second Book of Homilies was pre- 
pared among the Bifhops, and by them revifed and finifhed; and a 
Preface was made for it; Compofed by Bifhop Cox. The rough 
Draught whereof I tranfcribe from his own Hand. But the Book 
did not yct come forth, but lay till the next Year before the Queen 
for her Confirmation of it. But behold the faid Preface, which was 
to ftand before the whole Book, when the Second Part came forth

Imprimis, T judge in my fimple Opinion, that it were very ex- Wo 
‘pedient and neceffary, that one kind of Doctrine fhould be preached 
and taught by all that be authorized to preach, and not to inveigh 
one again{t another, either in Matters contained in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, or clfe in Matters Ecclefiaftical, which be Adiaphorous, i.e. 
indifferent; and that fome fpecial Penalties be inflicted upon the 
Tranfgreffors thereof. | . | 

Firft, For Matter of Scripture, namely, forthis Place which is written’ __ | 
in the Epiftle of St. Peter, that Chrif? in Spirit went down to Hell, pee an 
and preached to the Souls that were in Prifon. There have been in 
my Diocefs great Invectives between the Preachers, one againft the 
other, and alfo Partakers with them; fome holding, that the go- 
ing down of Chrift his Soul to Hell, was nothing elfe but the Ver. 
tue and Strength of Chrift his Death, to be made manifeft and' known: 
to them that were dead before. Others fay, that Defcendi¢ ad Infer- 
na, is nothing elfe but that Chrift did fuftain upon the Crofs the’ 
infernal Pains of Hell, when he called Pater, guare me dereliquifti, i. e. 
Father, why haft thou forfaken me? Finally, otters preach, that this 
Article is not contained in other Symbols, neither in the Symbol 
of Cyprian, or rather Rufine. And all thefe Sayings they ground 
upon Erafmus, and the Germans, and efpecially upon the Authority’ 
of Mr. Calvin and Mr. Ballinger. The contrary fide bring for them. 
the Univerfal Confent, and all the Fathers of both Churches, both’ 
of the Greeks and the Latines. For of the Latine Fathers, they 
bring in St. Aufin, St. Ambrofe, St. Ferom, Gregory the Great, Caffo- 
dore, Sedulius, Vigilius, Primafius, Leo, with others, as it may ap- 
pear in the Placcs by them alledged. Of the Greek Fathers, they 
alledge Chryfoftom, Eufebius, Emiffenus, Damafcen, Baftl the Great, 
Gregory Nyffen, Epiphanius, Athanafius, with others. Which all both 
Latines and Grecians do plainly affirm, Quod Anima Chrifti fuit vere 
er fe in Inferno, i.e. that the Soul of Chrift was truly of it felf in . 
Fell; which they all with one Univerfal Confent have affertively 
written from time to time, by the fpace of 1100 Ycars, not one 
of them varying from another. | 

Thus, my Right Honourable good Lords, your Wifdomes may 
perceive, what Tragedies and Diflenfions may arife for confenting 
to, or diffenting from this Article. Wherefore your Grave, Wife, 
and Godly Learning might do well and charitably, to fet fome Cer- 
tainty concerning this Doctrine; and chiefly becaufe all Diffenfi- 
ons, Contentions, and Strifes may be removed from the Godly 
affected Preachers. | :

And altho’ it be all one in effe&, to wear either round 
Caps, fquare Caps, or bottomed Caps, yet it is thought very mect, 
thar we being of one Profeffion, and in one Miniftry, fhould not 
vary and jangle one againft the other for Matters indifferent ; which 
are made Politick by the prefcribed Order of the Prince. Therefore 
if your Honourable Wifdomes do not take fome way, that either they 
may go as we go in Apparel; or elfe that we may go as they do, it 
will be a thing, as it is already, both odious and fcandalous unto no

Iuprimis, Where it hath been heretofore accuftomed by the Bi- 
fhops, their Archdeacons and Spiritual Officers, to give out Letters 
of Correction for Incontinency, and to change penam publicam, i.e. 
publick Punifhment, into panam pecuniariam, in fulfidium pauperum 
aut alios pios ufus, i.e. Punifhment in Mony, for the Supply of the 
Poor, or other Pious Ufes; and yet neither the Sum of Mony figni- 
fied, what is given, nor the Fa@ openly declared in thofe Places 
where the Crime was committed, whereby great Ovlence hath rifen, 
and Sufpicion of Bribery grown toward the Bifhops, their Officers 
and Archdeacons: May it pleafe your Wifdomes, that Order may 
be taken hereafter, that if any fuch Commuracion of Penance be 
ufed, that the Offender may fignify unto the Congregation, both whcre 
he dwelleth, and alfo that Congregation where the Fa@t was com- 
mitted, with his penitent Submiffion, asking God Mercy, and the 
Congregation for his Offence: And that the Sum of Mony by him 
given be opened by the Parfon, Vicar or Curate, to the Parifh; that 
the fame may be put to the Poormans Box, or elfe diftributed by 
the hands of the Ehurch Wardens ftraitway to the Poor, or to any 
other Godly ufe. 

Item, That there be fome convenient and more fpcedy Order ta- 
ken for thofe Excommunicates, for whom there is a Significavit di- 
rected.

i gad of King Edward's Reign. This when the Dean had finifh- 
ed.. he dedicated to the {aid Secretary who fet him on work. And 
lie Clergy of the Convocation thought fit to perufe it, and having 
well confidered it, and making fome Corrections, gave it a more 
publick Character, as proceeding from them, and fo allowing and. 
approving the Ufe of it. In’ the 22d. Seffion of this Convocation, 
the Prolocutor, with Sampfon and Day attending him, prefented it to 
the Upper Houle, as unanimoufly confented to by thofe of the 
Lower. This taking up time, it was fomewhat longer before the 
Dean could fend it again to the faid Secretary $ Hands. ee 

And becaufe the Particulars of this may be worth kriowing, I 
fhall here repeat the Contents of the Dean's Letter to the Secretary, 
dated in Fane, 1563. a little after the rifing of the Synod. | He cer- 
tified him, ‘¢ That whereas. the Copy of the Catechifm, which he 
« éaufed to be written out for his Honour, came to the Hands of 
‘ the Bifhops and Clergy, affembled in the late Convocation, and 
“ by reafon that certain Places were by their Judgments altered,

Pains moft appily beftowed. : ee 
This Catechifm lay in Cecif's Hand ‘for above a Year, and then 
was returned to Nowe again with fome learned Man’s Notes, re= 
maining 
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maining with him till 1570, and then it was called for again by both ANNO 
Archbifhops, in order to the publifhing of it, and by Cecé/’s Con- . 1562. | 
fent, (to whom it was dedicated before ) being dedjeated now by 
the Author to the two Archbifhops, and the Kithop of Londor by 
Name, and to all the reft of the Bifhops, it was printed: and print- 
ed again 1572, and again 1578, bearing this Title, Chriffiana Pieta- 
tis prima Inftitutio, ad xfum Scholarum Latiné fcripta. This Cate- 
chiim was tranflated alfo by the fame Dean’s Procurement into Eng- 
lifh and Greek, for the Ufe alfo of young Learners: ae 
This Catechifm feems to be the fame with char fet forth a Month &. Edwird’s 
or two before King Edward’s. Death, and licenfed and recommended ee Cates 
by the faid King’s Letter fet before it. For the two Perfons that or 
hold the Dialogue in both Catechifms , are Magiffer and Auditor. 
In thae Letter it is faid to have been written by a certain Pious and 
Learned Man; and to have been moreover diligently perufed by 
certain Bifhops, and other Perfons of Learning, to whom the Kin 
had committed it; and likewife the fame which in Queen Mary's 
- firft Convocation was much quarrelled with, and complained of; and - 
laftly , which the Popifh Bifhops brought with them, when they 
came to Mr. Philpor’s Examination; which Phi/pot very probably. Foxe’s Mere 
was one of thofe learned Men in Convocation that King Edward 97%: 
had committed this Catcchifm to their Perufal of. Yet not fo the 
fame, but that now in the Convocation, 1562. it had. undergone 
divers and great Alterations: One of thefe appeareth in the Expla- 
nation of thofe Petitions in the Lord’s Prayer, Aafowed be thy Name : 
Thy Kingdom come: Which in King Edwards Catechifm were ex- 
plained to favour the Mi//ennium more openly, than in this later. 
This made Mr. Fofeph Mede in one of his Letters to Dr. 7wife, 
fpeak of an old Catechifm thar he had long in his Poffeffion, yer 
knowing no more of it than that it had King Edward’s Letter Re- tere. ui. 
commendatory before it; but' making a great Remark eoncerning an 
Affertion there of Chrift’s Reign upon Earth after the Deftruction of 
Antichrift, and all his Enemies, as though it were a Doétrine well 
known and owned among Divines in King Edward's Days. _ 
Ie was thought fit that Minifters fhould converfe in this Cate- Dr. Whit. 
chifm, and Icarn true Divinity from it. But this fome; conceited of egy 
their own Learning, afterwards thought much of. Thus Thomas Cart- Catechifm. 
wright in his Admonition complained, that now Minifters like young 
Children muft be inftructed and learned Catechifins. Where in the 
Margin he placed thefe Words, Miniffers of London enjoined to learn 
r. Nowell's Catechifm,. To which thus Whitgift, ‘ That Catechifm whitg. pe 
‘ which you in Derifion quote in the Matgin is a Book fic for you ?.152. 
“to learn alfo. And I know no Man fo well learned, burt it may 
© become him to read and learn that learned and neceffary Book. Such 
was the Efteem of this Catechifm upon its coming abroad, that at 
fome Vifitation, as it feems, in Londox, the reading of it was recom- 
mended to the Minifters; and that with good reafon, having paft

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Let me add, That many Years after, concerning this Catechifin, 
thus it was writ by a great Bifhop in Anfwer to Alartin Marprelate, 
“ For a Catechifm, I refer them to that which was made by the 
“© Tearned and Godly Man, Mr. Nowe, Dean of Paul's, received 
“ and allowed by the Church of England, and very fully grounded 
“ and eftablifhed upon the Word of God. There may you fee all 
“ the Parts of true Religion received, the Difficultics expounded, 
“ the Truth declared, the Corruptions of the Church of Rome re- 
“ jeéted, And thus we take our leave of this famous Synod; where- 
in we may take notice how much Pains was taken, and yet how lit-

The laft Thing I fhall fpeak of this Synod, is, That it was one 
of their Bufinefles, efpecially thofe of the Upper Houfe, to prepzre 
fome Bills for the Parliament to eftablifh, for the better providing 
for the due Obfervance of Religious Worfhip in Publick, and Order 
in the Church. Two fuch Bills I have met with, which were drawn 
up by a Lay-hand, and fent by the Bifhop of London to the Arch- 


 bifkop to review and confider, and to recommend to the Parliament. 


‘The one was, for the obliging to come to Divine Service and Ser- 
mons, when they fhould be performed in the Churches, under Pain 
of Excommunication: ‘The other, for the more effectual taking up 
of fuch as by their Neglect of Religious Duties fell under that Cen- 
fure. The Subftance of this latter Bill became enacted this Parlia- 
ment; which as it came from the Synod is already fet down. The

It moved much the careful Archbifhop, and other the pious Bi- 
fhops, our Reformers, to obferve, what little regard was now-a- 
days had to the Lord’s Day, and how fparingly People reforted to 
Church, and God’s Publick Service, fo much neglected. The Peo- 
ple commonly kept Fairs and Markets on this Day, and other great 
Feftivals. Thofe that kept Victualling-Houfes, and Artificers, ad- 
mitted Guefts, and opened their Shops in Time of Divine Service. 
Handicrafts-Men would follow their Works, and others go abroad 
about their worldly Employments, on thefe as well as on other 
Days. Therefore, for he dag of this Scandal of Religion, 
and for the better providing, that the Common Prayer, the Com- 
munion and Sermons, might be frequented; this Bill aforefaid was 
by their Means devifed and framed, to be enacted into a Law this 
Parliament. And tho’ many of thefe wholfome Propofitions paffed 
not prefently into Acts, yet they were the ground Work and Occa- 
fion of many good Laws made afterwards. 

The Canon Law feemed yet to be in fome force, which contain- 
¢d many things in it dire@tely favouring the Bifhop of Rome and his 
Superftitions: therefore a learned Canonift about this time wrote 
a Tra@ for the Regulation of the Canonifts, and of the faid Canon 
Law, and of the Abufe of Excommunication, and the unjuft Deal- 
ings of fome of the Queen's Delegates ; for the Queen and this Par- 
liament to take into their Confideration. And though I do not find 
Raphe Lever, the Writer of it, (who feems to be the Brother of 
Thomas Lever, and who fucceeded him in the Mafterfhip of Sherborn 
Hofpiral ) to be a Member of this Synod, or that it came before 
the Synod, yet I choofe here to prefent it to the Readers, as be- 
ing fo agreeable to the Matters that have been relating in order 
to a Reformatidn of Things amifs in the Church, and very probably 
offered in this Juncture.

7. Every Perfon, inhabiting within either the Realm of England, 
ot of Jreland, and making open fhew and Profeffion that he doth 
not think or believe, that the Reign of Q. Elizabeth Queen of England, 
France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. is a Lawful Reign, 
or a Power and Authority Lawful, (fo deeply warranted by the Scri- 


- ptures, that he who doth refift her Majefties Government, doth refift 


the Ordinance of God, and heapeth to himfelf a juft Damnation ) 
ought to be cut off from the Body of the Realm, either by Death 
or by Banifhment. . Neither ought he to be fuffered to enjoy the 
Blefiings and Benefits of the Land, whofe moft Sacred, Lawful and 
Crowned Queen he doth not take to be his Sovercign, and Liege 
Lady ; to whom upon Earth, next and immediately under God, he 
doth owe all Obedience in the Lord, and for the Lord’s Ordinance 
fake. 

8. He that is placed in Office under Q, Elizaberh oupht, under 
pain of God's Curfe, to punifh all Papifts and Trangreffors who. 
foever, as to his Office doth appertain. And the Officer oughit to 
aflure himfelf to have good Warrant by the written Word of God, 


_ by the Law of Nature, by the Law of Nations, and by the Pofi- 


tive Laws of this Realm, fo to do. | 

9- He that affirmeth by Word. or Writing, that the Englifh Ma- 
giftrate hath no Warrant by Law, to puni Papifts and all Tranf- 
greffors whofoever, dwelling or being within the Realm of England 
or of Ireland, doth by a neceffary Confequent in reafon, difloyally and 
contemptuoufly derogate from the Law, and from hér Majefties Au- 
thoriry Regal.. : 

ro. He thae hath Ability given unto him of God to execute 


_ more Offices than one, with as much expedition, and to as great a 


a Profit to the Common-weal, as if the {ame Sundry Offices thould 
be committed to feveral Perfons, ought when he is appointed there- 
unto by Lawful Ausbority, not.to refufe to rake the fame in hand. 
11..A Man may. bear Office in a Chriftian Society, and yer be a 
Preacher of the Word too, efpecially where his Office is no Hindrance, 
bur a Furtherance and a Countenance to the Miniftry. There is 
good Warrant for this in many Places of Holy Scripture, but name- 
ly, where S. Paul faith thus, They that goverw well are worthy of dou- 
ble Fonour, but chiefly, they that labour in the Word and in Doédtrine. 

' 42, All humane Officers and Magiftrates ought daily to meditate 
upon. the Holy Seripture, and by it to be dirgéted in all their Pub.

- 13.. The good: Kings and famous Men in df/rae/, when, they went 
a Warfare, or did enterprize any matter of great Importance, ufed 
always firft to ask Counfel of God, by fuch Prophets and Priefts 
as were known by experience to have been brought up in the Study 
of Holy Scripture, :te have been taught of God, and to have been 
guided by the Holy Spirit. By’ which Example all Chriftian Princes, 
Magiftrates and People ought to be put in mind, how neceffary,

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a thing it were for them to feek for the like Counfil, when they aflm- ANNO 
ble to make Laws; or when they do meet together to confule abour i562. . 
weighty and Publick Affairs. For then doth God ftand in the Con. —WNU 
gregation of Princes, and is Judge among them, when he dire@eth is 
them by his Holy Spirit, and inftructeth them in his Holy Word. 

14. The Pofitive Laws of any Nation, City or Society, being 
made of things indifferent, and not repugnant to the written Word 
of God, are not to be mifliked or difobeyed of any Subje@, for that 
in his Opinion other Nations, Citics, or Societies have better Laws 
than they be. Neither is it fufferable in a well-grounded Common- 
wealth, that Private Perfons fhould feek for a Change without Li. 
cenfe firft asked of Authority, andthe fame granted upon urgent 
Caufe. For every Change in the Common-Wealth is perilous ; but 
a needlefs Change of Law is moft perilous. 

15. The Common-Wealth, City or Society is beft governed, that 
hath moft of her Caufes determined by Law; and feweft Matters 
left to the Judgment of her Officers and Governors. Se 

16. A Kingdom is the beft kind ofGovernment, moft recommend- 
ed by the Word of God, and moft agreeable to the Law of Nature: 
And no other Government fit for the Realm of England and of Jre- 
land, but only a Kingdom. 

17. The end of all Laws both divine and humane, and the chief. 
eft care that all Princes Magiftrares and Law givers ought to have, 
is this, to fee the People of God to be taught, to give unto Cefar 
that is due to Cafar, and unto God that that is due to God. | 
_ 18. Excommunication, as it is now openly ufed in the Church of 
England, and put in ure by certain Bifhops, their Chancellors and 
other Ecclefiaftical Officers, is moft contrary to the written Word 
of God, and not agrceing to fuch Rules in the Canon Law, which 
at this day are in force by the Pofitive Laws of this Realm. 

19. If any Perfon be excommunicated, or any Ecclefiaftical 

Judge do pretend any Perfon to be excommunicated, upon no fuf. | 
ficient Caufe, or upon no Perfonal Summons, or upon no Matter 
laid in againft the Offender, or upon no Examination of his Fault, 
or upon no ordinary Form or Proceeding in Law; that the Con- 
{cience of fuch a Perfon is free afore God, notwithftanding any 
fuch pretended Excommunication. Which is no Excommunication 
indeed, but is only a painted Shew of a vain Sentence pronounced, 
and practifed contrary to all divine and humane Laws. 
20. No Subject can appeal from any Sentence given by her Ma- 
jefties Delegates, be it never fo unjuft. Whereupon the faid Dele- 
gates, or at leaft divers of them, have been emboldened fhamefully 
to mifufe the facred Chair of Juftice, withour any confideration 
had, on their behalf, either of the fear of God, of of the due exe- 
cuting of their Office, according to her Highnefles’s dire@tions, or 
according to the Truft her Majefty did repofe in them; to the hin- 
drance of Juftice, and to the great Annoyance of exceeding many 
of her Majefties Subjects. 

21. For Redrefs of all Inconveniencies and Mifchiefs, which here- 
upon have happened and enfued fince the laft Parliament, or hereafter

at any time fhall happen and enfue; your moft humble fupplianr 
maketh Petition to your moft excellent Majefty, that fuch Order 
may be taken by this Parliament aflembled, as doth beft agree to 
your Majafties Laws already eftablifhed, as doth beft ftand with 
the Prefervation of your Highnefs’s Royal Perfon, and doth -beft 
ferve for the Continuance of your Majefties moft happy and prof- 
perous Reign. 

Another Care feemed now alfo highly neceflary, namely for the 
Uviverfities ; that due Supplies might be had from thence of honeft 
and learned Minifters to furnifh the Church now eftablifhed in good 
Religion. Concerning which, confcicntious and fore-thinking Men 
had very Melancholy ‘Thoughts, thofe Places being now very emp- 
ty of Learned Men, and fo like to be. For the Revenues of the 
Church which were for the Subfiftence and Encouragement of the 
Clergy, were extremely funk, and taken away partly by Exchanges 
and partly by facrilegious Hands; fo that few came to the Univer- 
fities, and fewer took the Study of Divinity upon them. This an 
old Univerfity Man, and late Mafter of St. Fobn’s College in Cam- 
bridge, gave this Account of about this time. 

‘Look, faid he, in the Univerfiry, and fpy what antient Learned 
‘Men ye find there, either Papift or Proteftant. I am afhamed to 
“tell; and it is to be lamented, to fee that there is fo few: And it 
‘is earneftly to be begged at God’s hand, that there may be more. 
‘For he feared it was rathcr to be wifhed than hoped for. This 


£ Plague he faid, [i.e of wantof Learning ] was over our Head, not re- 


‘garded, and could not be avoided, however the World went; 
‘viz. That thofe few, Learned Men that then lived ( both Pa- 
‘ pifts and Proteftants ) muft needs dye, and where then would be 


_ any Learned numbcr to fupply their room? There were a few 


‘Schools abroad to bring up Youth. But fo many Bencfices fo 
“fmall, that no Man would take them; and fo the Parifhes were un- 


“ferved, and the People waxed without the Fear of God. That the 


*Univerfities had many goodly frefh Wits in them, but that they 
“were young, and without fufficient number of antient Guides to 
“teach and rule them: That many Mens days fhould be fpent, be- 
“fore any number came to ripenefs, altho’ for their young years, 
‘many did well. But thar Fathers and Mafters muft be asked this 
* Queftion, namely, why they kept not their Children at Schcol. 


£ To which they would anfwer, there was more Profit to be had in 


‘making their Sons Lawyers or Phyficians, or any thing, than 
© Minifters. For that, when they had beftowed all that they could 
* get on one Child in the Univerfity, he fhould not be able to live 
‘ himfelf, nor help any Fricnd he had: Whereas the Lawyer would 
‘become a Gentleman, a Purchafer within a few years. So that 
‘they would do any thing with him rather than make him a Prie(t. 
Thus the Profpect of Poverty to fall to cheir Lot who fhould take 
holy Orders upon them to ferve God in the Churches, made Learning 


decline fenfibly, and efpecially Divine Learning.

YOON after thie Synod was over, or fomewhat before, in April ane 
. 3 or May, Letters were fent abroad from the Privy Council to she State of the 
all the Bifhops, to underftand the State of their Dioceffes: And that Dis. 
under fix Articles; the Sum whereof was, to enquire concerning 
the Number of Chappels, Rectories and Vicarages, how fup- 
plyed, and how many of them void. But this Search was to be 
made as fecretly as could be. As for the Diocefe of Norwich, by 
a Letter of Parkhurft the Bifhop, I find the Method he took and 
the Account he fent in. He held a Synod (as he called it) three 
Weeks after Eaffer at Norwich, for the Archdeaconries of Norwich, 
and Norfolk, and found, | . 

Within the Archdeaconry: of Norwich, 168 ReCtories or Parfo- Norwich 
nages full, and had their Incumbents, and 41 Vicarages full. The Disc... - 
reft of the Parifh Churches of that Archdeaconry, amounting to 
the number. of Xo void, but fome ferved with Curats. | 

Within the Archdeaconry of Norfolk, Parfonages full, 184, Vi- 
carages full 36, Parifhes void 182. But fome ferved with Curates. 

The fame Year, a Month after Eaffer, the Bifhop kept a Synod 
at Jpfwich, for the other two Archdeaconries of his Diocefe, viz.  - 
of Suffolk and Sudéury. And he found, 

Within the Archdeaconry of Suffolk, Parfonages full 114, Vicara- 
ges full 42, Parifh Churches void 130. But many ferved with 
Curates. , | 

Within the Archdeaconry of Sudbury, Parfonages full 151, Vi- 
carages full 31, Parifh Churches void, 42.. Some ferved with 
Curates. | 

Concerning the Chapels, and the Number of Houfholds under 
each, (whereof a Certificate was alfo to be made and fent up) the 
Bifhop certified, That there had been more than were at that pre- 
fent, ftanding fo ruinous a long time, that now they were quite taken 
down, and grew out of Memory among them. | 

To which I will add the Certificate of Berk/ey Bifhop of Barh Diecde of 
-and Wells, concerning the Chapels im his Diocefe, which he fent Bath end 
up in November. "That this Inquifition was made with all Secre- Wells. 
fie poffible, but yet it became known, that fuch a Survey was ta- 
king by Ordcr from above. Whereat the Rumor was given, that 
the Caufe of it was an Intention to take away thofe Chapels, and 
to pull them down, and convert the Materials to private ufes. Where- 
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upon (for fo the Bifhop wrote to the Secretary) certain Pattons, Far- 
mers of Impropriations, and fuch as had yearly Benefices, had nor 
only given out evil Bruits for the pulling down of all Chapels, bur 
alfo fome of them had put in ure to take down the Lead of Chapels, 
and to cover theni again with Tiles. This the Bifhop thought good 


to fignify, that fome order might be taken, that the Common Peo-. 


ple might ceafe from grudging. | 
As for the Queen, befides her Cares of the Publick, fhe being 
rqught up to Learning, employed herfelf fometimes in Study and 
“ets bh and about this time, the better to inform herfelf in the 


Truth of Chriftian Doctrine, and the Government of the Church in 


the Primitive times, was very diligent in rcading the Fathers: of 
Which Sit Wiliam Cecil her Secretary wrote to Cox Bifhop of Ely, 
in his Correfpondence withhim. Concerning which that Bifhep in An- 
fwer gave his Judgment in thefe Words ; That when al wis done, 
the Scripture is that that pearfeth. Chryfoftom and the ureck F athers, 
faid he, Pe/agianizant,[i.e.is favour Pelagius.] Sometimes Bernard Jfo- 
nachizat, {[i.c.is for Monkery.] And he trujted her Grace meddled 
with them but fuccifivis horis, 1.¢. at {pare hours. 

But the Queen indeed had fome reafon to look into the antient 
Times of the Church, and to inform her feif ( feeing fhe had Learning 
enough ro do it ) in the true State of Religion out of the early Ec- 
clefiaftical Writers; fince the was fo fet upon by Romaniffs, who 


bore out themfclves fo much with Fathers and Antiquity.

And in this very Year one Hieronymus Oforius, a Portugueze (who 
had writ a Book well efteemed of, de Nobilitate, and afterwards was 
made Bifhop of Sy/va) took the Confidence to write a Latin Epiftle 
to the Queen, perfuading her with.much vehemency to become obe- 
dient to the Romifh Sec; and liberally caft durt upon the Pains fhe 
had taken in reforming of Religion, and reproached Luther, Bucer 
and Peter Martyr, and all the eminenteft Reformers. This Epiftle 
was made up of Falfchoods, Mifreprefentations and Vilifications, 
wrapt up in a fmooth Strain of Oratory ; which was the only thing 


to be regarded in it. Tho’ this Gentleman dircéted this Letter to

the Quecn only, and fo was of a private Nature, and to be con- | 
celed from the World, efpecially out of the Refpect and Deference — 


due to furch great Perfons, yet he publifhed it in Priat: And to make 
it yet more.common, it was tranflated into French, and printed in 
France. This gave great Offence here, and was foon anfwered, and 
the Author fufficiently expofed, both for his Ignorance in the Mat- 
ters -he took upon him to write againft, and for his flighr and tri- 
fling and abufive way of Writing; and for the Book ir {Ulf befide 
the Ciceronian Style, it was nothing but an Harangue of empry 
Stuff. | 

What kind of Influence this Book of Oforius had upon the Queen, 
and after what manner, and with what Learning ke writ, take in 
the Words of Fohn Fox, who fome Years after, write againft him. 
* The Queen’s Highnefs to whom you writ, a Princes adorned with 
* moft excellent Ornaments, and Qualities of Princely Renown, per- 


‘ ufed your Letters, and according to her fingular Dexterity and

‘ ingenious Capacity, cotild read, could fee, could feel no found,

‘all, or turely very wind-fhaken, mozh-caren, and worn out to the 
‘hard Scumps by many others herctofore: No Pith in your Argu- 
“ments, and nothing concluded orderly: When fhe perceived that 
* out of Counciis, out of Ancient Fathers and Doctors, you uttered 
‘nothing but bare Names only, and no Sentence to the purpofe; 
“and wiathal, no Example of the Primitive and moft Pure Ages: 
‘When the could not find any Likencis of Apoftolick Doctrine 
* throughout all that your Difcourfe, nor any Mark or Sparkle al- 
‘ mott of Evangelical Sincerity, ©c. may you yet be fo ignorant, 
* as to be ignorant or in doubt of rhe Caufe that doth ftay her from 
* parraking with your Doctrine? But the next Year we thall hear 
more of this Man and his Book, when Dr. Haddon, LL.D. and 
Mattcr of the Queen’s Requefts, a very learned and compleat Scho- 
Jar, writ a Latin Letter at large to him, in as good a Stile as his 
own, but with much morc Temper and Weight of Scnfe and Argu- 
ment. 

Now to gather up a few more fcattering Paflages that happened 
this Year. | 
~ An Apology, hitherto lying in Obfcurity, was printed this Year, 
wrote in Vriion by that conttant Martyr of Chrilt, fobs Hooser, 
fometime biflicp of Glouceffer and Worcefter, in Vindication of himicif 
againft a flanderous Report, That he ihould be a Maintainer and 
Encourager of }jome, who in a private Religious Mccting had curled 
Queen Mary; perhaps that Curfe was, That God would turn her Heart, 
or fhortex ber Days, aS fome in thoie Timcs wouu, aud did, pray. 
Peat chis Curfing of that Queen, whatioever it was, Was pronounced 
about the qth or 5th Day of Fanaury, by fome in the Comprer near 
the Stocks, Loudon. ‘The Papuis, his Enemies, reported, That 
Ffooper wac hercupon sent an Epub to thofe Men, encouraging and 
commecnuing them for this Fact of theirs. Whereas the Truth was 
only this, That he had {ent a Confolacory Letter to fome Godly 
Poople, who, meeting together to pray in the Vulgar Tongue on 
New Tears-Day in Bow-Church-Jard, ina Gentleman's Houte there, 
were taken and carriec to Prion. Thefe were fo far from curfing the 
Queen, Thet as they prayed for themfelves, fo for the Queen and 
and Meviftrates. Wherefore, faith that Godiy Father in that Apolo- 
gy, af the Wicked were not paft Shame, Charity, Love and Honefty, 
how could they of Confcience blow and blaft abroad fach wicked Devices 
and Slan.iers, that either agree with the Matter of my Letter, nor with 
the Perfsas, nor with the Place where the Crime was committed, nor with 
the Time vehen che Curfes were ufed? 

In the tame Apology he giverh'this particular Account of his Loy- 
alty to the Queen: ‘I have been always a true Man to all the 
“ Eftatc of chis calm. I will ftand with the Law in that Point, and 
‘reprove mine Accufers, whatfoever they be. As for my Trurh and 
‘ Loyalty to the Qucen’s [that is, Queen Maries| Highnefs, the time 
‘of her moft dangcrous Eftate [when the Lady Fane Grey was fet 
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_©mandments and Commiffions out againft her, whereby fhe was to. 
the Sight of the World the more in Danger, and the lefs like to, 


‘come to the Crown; yet when fhe was at the worft, I rode my 
‘ felf from place to place (as it is well known) to win and ftay the 
‘People for her Parties. And whereas another was proclaimed, I 
‘ preferred her nothwithftanding the Proclamation, and to help her 
‘as much as J could, when her Highnefs was in Trouble, I fentc 
‘Horfes out of both Shires, Gloucefterfbire and Worcefterfhire, to 
‘ ferve her in her great Danger, as Sir Fohn Talbot, Kt. and Wiliam 
“ Lygon, Efq; can teftify; the one Dwelling in one Shire, and the 
‘other in the other. Seeing in Adverfity I was with her, and did 
“her Service then, I being at Liberty; it is falfely and wickedly. 


- © c¢onfpired by Papifts, that now fhe being in real Pofleffion of the 


‘Crown, and in Profperity, and I a Prifoner in Captivity, would be 

‘ againft her. I thought fit to preferve this Paragraph of that good — 
Bifhop’s Apology, fhewing his Loyal Principles, and his good De- 
ferts towards her, though lictle regarded afterwards by her. 

Henry Bull fet forth this Book prefaced with an Epiftle to the 
Godly Reader. Wherein he fheweth, ‘ That when P4pitfts, by na 
‘ Tyranny, nor crucl Handling, could Difcourage this Man of God 
‘ from the conftant Confeffion of the Truth, they ftirred up fhameful 
and curfed Devices againft him, that he fhould be a primary Main- 
tainer of fuch as curfed the Queen. And how the Providence of 
God had brought this Work to light, which otherwife, by the 
Negligence of fome, was like to perifh. Here he took Occafion 
to blame thofe Men that did defraud the Church of fuch worthy 
Monuments. That great had been the Care of this bleffed Man, 
and others for the Church of God, and many fruitful Works did 
they writc in Prifon, in Bands, in Fetters; but few were come to 
light. And fhould we, (faid he) like carelefs and ungrateful Pco- | 
ple, fuffer thefe godly Labours, thefe painful Travels, thus ro pe- 
rifh? How defirous were they to have them publithed, to witne{s 
to the World, that which they taught and fealed with their Blood, 
and to profit their Brethren? That ic had been this Author’s earn- 
eft Requeft to the Readers of this Treatife, that they fhould not 
© keep it clofe to themfelves, but as foon as they had read ir, to 
© fet it abroad, and communicate it to others. | 

And the Requeft that the faid Author made concerning this Trea- 
tife, the Publifher did here generally make in his Name, and others, 
and in the behalf of the Church, for the reft of their Works, to them 
in whofe Hands they remained;that they would not fuffer them to be 
fuppreft any longer, (for that it was which Satan and the Encmies

abroad in Print to the Commodity of many. He added, That trul 
it might feem to be a Labour no Icfs commendable for the pees | 
than Profitable for the Houthold of God, to be as diligent in fearch- 
ing and fetting forth of fuch worthy Works, as in penning and pub- 
lifhing of new; ‘ So full were they of heavenly Do@trine, fo full of 
‘ the Power of God’s Spirit,fo full of Comfort and Confolation: be- 


ing 
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‘ ing written as it were out of God's Sanctuary, with the Finger of ANNO 


‘God, by Men, even then out of the World, and in Heaven alrea- 
‘dy. That inaeed they were moft worthy to be fought for, as pre- 
“ cious Jewels and Treafures. 

June the 26th, Dr. Crome died; an ancient learned Profeffor and 
Confeflor of pure Religion, eminent in the Days of King Hesry VIII. 
but had made fome Compliances under Queen Mary, to fave himfelf 
from burning. He was long Parfon of St. Mary Aldermary, London, 
where he was buricd the day after his Death with Priefts and Clerks 
finging before him to the faid Church. 

Fuly the 19. Upon the Death of Ralph Skinner, Dean of Durham, 


was collated, or infticuted, into the fame Deanry, Wiliam Whit- p 


tingham, M. A. an Exile, a Man of Learning and Piety, fometime 
Preacher to the Exgli/b Congregation at Gexeva. He compofed fome 
of our Pfalms in Metre, that we commonly ufe in Churches. But 
having wrote a zealous Preface before Chri/fopher Goodman's Book 
againit the Government of Women, was not well liked of; and ha- 
ving been clancularly ordained at Geneva, Archbifhop Sandys in his 
Metropolitical Vifitation, a good while hence, called him into Que- 
flion. 

Auguft the 8. A Prieft was taken in Feuterlane, at a certain Lady’s 
Houte, finging of Mafs; and with his Cope which he had on, he 
was carried through London to the Lord Mayor’s: And after, from 
thence to the Compter, and fome Days aftcr removed to the Mar/fhal- 
fea, where Popifh Priefts were now commonly committed. 

November the 14. At Night came a Commandment to London, 
that Prayers fhould be ufed there three Days fucceffively to God, to 
grant his Help and good Succefs to the Exg/ifh Army now gone be- 
yond Sca again{ft the Duke of Guife, fworn Enemy to the Prote- 
ftants, whom the Prince of Conde intended to mect in the Field on 
Tuefday next. | | 

February the 2d. being Candlemas-day: In Devotion to the Blefled 
Virgin Mary, certain Men and Women went to Durham Place, and 
others to St. Afary Spittal, to hear Mafs. But many of them were 
taken, and carricd away with the Guard, and others fent to the 
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Compter and other Places. Such ftrict Care was now taken, that no | 


Popifh Superftition, or any other Divine Service, fhould be ufed, 
bur that lately eftablifhed by Act of Parliament. 

The fame Day the French and Spanifh Ambaffadors Houfes were 
fo watched, that divers Mafs-mongers (not of their Families) were 
found and taken there. The Spanifh Ambaflador was angry, but the 
other only pretended Anger. 

The Treafon of the Poo/es (wherein both thé Ambaffadors of 
France and Spain were concerned) was difcovered in Odober Ilaft, 
buc ic was refolved not to be medaled withal till che Parliament fat. 

And on the 26th of February were condemned two Pooles (Bro- 
thers, if I-mifiake not, of the Cardinal of that Name) Fortefcue, 
Spenfer and Bingham, Servants of the Lord Haftings of Loughborough, 
Barwyk, Preffal and Cofts. Fortefcue confeffed all, and fo was attaint- 
ed, but was thereby like to find Mercy. Their Treafons were Inten- 
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tions to come with a Power into Wales, and to proclaim the Scorifh . 


Queen. The Traytors endeavoured to defend themfelves by faying, 


Lown That they meant it not, before the Queen fhould die. Which, as 
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as they were perfuaded by Preffal a Conjurer, fhould be about March 
following. .This Relation the Secretary makes in one of his Letters 
to Sit Zhomas Smith, and addeth, He trufted God had more ftore of 
his Mercies for them, than fo to caft them over to devouring Lions. 

This Treafon had been:practifed both by the French and Spanifh 
Ambaffadors here refiding. Upon which the former had been exa- 
mined by the Council. Whereby it was made apparent, how truly 
the Queen and her Council judged of the Malice of that Houfe of 
Guife. And the Secretary hereupon advifed Sir Thomas Smith, Am- 
bafiador in France, to take advantage hereby, as he fhould fee 
caufe, to maintain certain Reafons formerly *publifhed by her Maje- 
{ty, for Juftification of her Doings in that Kingdom, in Aiding the 


- Proteftants againft the Gusfe’s Fa¢tion. And, when the Fresxch Am- 


baflador in the Month of November complained of this Aiding of 
them againft the Crown of France, he was anfwered, That the 
Queen continued in her former Purpofe, to maintain her Doings for 
the help of the French King’s Subjects, and to prevent our own Dan- 
ger by the Guifes. : | 

The Provoft of Paris, being here in London, was efpecially tam- 
pering in treafonous Practices againft the Queen. Whercupon, in 
February, being difcovered, he was put under eafy Reftraint, bur 
ptactifed ftill; four or five of his Letters, between him and others, 
being intercepted. By which Letters he avowed that he would not 
an{wer, but would delay the Matter, fo that nothing fhould be got- 
ten at his Hand. And by thofe Letters it was clearly gathered that 
he was guilty. The Letters were partly written with Onions, and 
conveyed to and fro in Stopples of Bortles, and fome in a fecret 
part of his Hofe fent out to mending. Yet he was ignorant thar 
thefe Letters were taken. For thefe Caufes he was committed-to the 
Tower. His Lodgings there were indecd too good for him, being the 
Queen’s own Lodgings. But the French King, by his Ambaflador, 
demanded the Delivery of. the Provoft. In March following he 
made Anfwer. in Writing with his own Hand falfely for the Mat- 
ter, and yct very fondly for himfelf: The French Ambafflador conti- 


~nuing to have him delivered. But it was meant that the Provoft 


fhould make fome better Anfwer to the Matter, and thereafter re- 


ceive fuch Grace, as his Friend's fhould have reafon to allow to be 


beyond his Deferts; as the Secretary writ to his Correfpondent. 
Thus angrily did Matters now pafs between England and France ; 
and that chicfly on the Account of the Religion, which the Queen 
had efpoufed. Wherefore all the Foreign Papal Powers contrived to 
dethrone, or deftroy her. The Frexch did their Part, as we have 
heard. ‘The Queen defended her felf by affifting the French Prote- 
flants. And in the Month of Novembcr, Newhaven (now called 
Flavre de Grace, the Port Town to Roam and Paris, fituated at the 


Mouth of the Seine) .was delivered to the Queen by the Prince 


of Conde, as a Caution, The Queen fortified it moft ftrongly, and

refolved to keep againft the French. This the French were highly ANNO 
Jealous of. The Queen fent the Earl of Warwick, a Valiant Captain, 1562. 
to be Chief Governor there, ‘befides a great-Force of Men and Mo. , 
ney, anda number of Miners out of Cornwal for the perfecting of he i 
the Works. Sir Hugh Paulet was appointed to refide with the Earl. 
And. all Englifh Ships were feized that came into Englifh Ports, and 
forced to fell their Grain for the Provifion of Newhaven. In No- Provifions 
- vember within twenty Days,: by reafon of South-Weft Winds, in 
Devonfbire arrived twenty great Hulks, laden with Rye and Whear, © 
in Portf/mouth four, in Rye two: All which were fent to Newhaven, 

The Englifh were fully bent to keep this Place, by God’s Grace, sen; 
againft all France, except the French would reftore Calais. And in 
_ December three old Bands were fent for from Berwick to go thither. 

And before-they came, they had there 6000 Soldiers, and 3 Months - 
Victuals ; and fo intended to continue Victualling, . - 

At this time three Ships laden with Wine from Bourdeaux, fet up- 
on a little Ship of the Queen's, called The.Hare, pafling from Portf- 
mouth to Newhaven. But the Hare took one of the Dogs (as the Se- 
cretary merrily expreft it in his Letter to the Ambaffador in France) 
with an 100 Tun of Wine. | 

In Fanuary, a Gentleman artived at Rye, who was fent from the 
Admiral Ca/tidion, and gave Affurance of his Purpofe to profecute 
the Caufe of God and his Country; and that he meant to joyn with 
the Queen’s Power in Normandy. = 

In February, Sir Nicolas Throgmorton went ftom England to News And Money

February the 27th, A Comrmiffion pat from henee to the Count of 
Oldenburg, to levy 8000 Foot and 4000 Herfe, who were to pafs 
into France with Speed and Courage. That Noble Man was a not- 
able, grave and puiffant Captain, and fully bent to hazard his Life 
_ in the Caufe of Religion. 7 | 

Now, becaufe this Wat with France was undertaken as well for 
the Caufe of Religion, as for the Queen's own Defence, and for the 
Recovery of her Ancient Dominion of Calais, and the Territories 
adjacent, I fhall proceed to give fome further Account of this Affair, 
and the Tranfactions between the Queen and the French King, and 
his Proteftant Subjects ; containing Matters for the moft part Secret, 
and not yet extant in any publithed Hiftory ; being collected (as al- 
fo what hath been already mentioned ) out of the Secretary’s own 
private Letters to the Exglifp Ambaflador in France. | 

In the Month of February the Lord Liddington , Secretary to the 
Scots Queen, then at the Exglifo Court, fent Letters by his Servant 
to the Duke of Guife, and confequently to that King ; moving, Thar 
the Queen, his Miftrefs , might be a Moyener [a Mediator] of 
Peace between Queen Elizabeth and the faid King. But how: unmeet 
a Mcans that Queen was any one might guefs; neverthelef$ it feems 
Queen Elizabeth declined it not. But the Engli/h Secretary made this 
Obtervation upon ic, That the Office was meet for a Chriftian 
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Prince; and fo he prayed God to fend Succefs. Bur this was, as 
moft thought, (and fo it proved) an Hindrance to any good Iflue. 

_ And it did as little further the Bufinefs, thar one Cavalcant, an 
Italian, but long in England, ana a Merchant ot the City of London, 
went now to the French Court fecretly. The Seerctary knew of his 
Departure; yet he had no Errant from him, nor, as he thought, 
from any belonging to the Court. But offering Service, he was left. 
to himfelf. Being in France, as the Secretary thought, he would 
not appear to the Exnglifb Ambaflador’s Sight, a Medler. This In- 
formation concerning him he gave the faid Ambaflador, and added, 
That he [the Secretary] thought Cavalcant meant nothing but well 
in this, and efpecially to get Reputation. | 

For Six or Seven Days, beginning the r1th or rath of February, 
were great Tempefts, which caft away divers of the Victuallers for 
Newhaven, and {cattered fome into Flanders, fome to Calais, and 
fome to other Places. 

In the beginning of March,the Admiral of France had delivered to 
him in Money to the Value of 300000 Crowns, and Affurance for 
other 300000 Crowns, to be employed upon fome Abnain Army 
this Spring. : | | | 

The Count Mauntgomery, who came lately into England, remained 
at Caen, as Lieutenant under the Admiral in Normandy. 

Newhaven was now tid of the French-men, and the Place at this 
time was well manned and victualled. | 

And now Sir Thomas Smith was bufy in Treaty with the Freach, 
who writ over, That there were two Impediments of the Courfe of 
the Treaty. The one grew by the means of the Queen of Scot’s 
Minifters ; and the other by the Italian Cavalcant, lately departed 
from England thither. But the Secretary affured Sir Thomas, That 
her Minifter, who then was at the Exg/i/b Court, profeficd as much 
Farneftnefs in all his Dealings to the Crown of Exg/and as poffible. 
And for that purpofe did communicate with the Queen’s Majefty’s 
Letters which he fent thither to the Houfe of Guife. And the Secre- 
tary thought the French were content to make fome Change them- 
felves, hoping to filh more out of them, than they could out of the 
Englifeo Ambaflador. That as for Cavalcant, he wholly purfued, 
Merchant-like, Negotiation, as it feemed, to do himfelf good, with 
no more regard to the one than to the othcr. And fo the Secretary 
judged, and had dealt with him. | 

About the 21{t Day of March, by private Letters the Secretary 
conjectured Peace was then made at Orteans between the King and 
the French Proteftants, without any Confidcration had of the Eng- 
lifo, notwithftanding the great Affiftance of Men and Moncey the 
Queen had fent. And if it were fo, (as fo indeed it proved’) the 
Englifh Court refolved by ftcut and ftiff Dealing to make their own 
Bargain ; and fo was the Qucen bent and intended.

Upon this reafon there was 

a full Determination to keep Newhaven. And if the French fhould — 

offer any Hoftility (which as yet they had not done, but was feared) 

it fhould not only be defended, but they fhould alfo feel more Ho- 

ftiliry by Sea and Land (as the Exg/ifo Court threatned) than they 

could bear. And for the Prince of Conde and the Admiral, who 

had played fuch a Trick with Exgdand, to make a feparate Peace with 

the French ; the Secretary advifed the Ambaffador to alledge to them 

Reafons not only for the Promifes and Compacts under their Hands 

‘and Seals, but alfo for their Sureries. Both which if they fhould 

forget, hé doubted not but God would deal with them accordingly. 

And indeed by this fudden Peace exclufive to the Exg/ifb, the Prote- 

{tants were not only’ weakned for the prefent, but made almoft in- 

capable of any Succour out of England (efpecially when Newhaves 

became the French’s) for the time to come. And bur the next Year 

they were warred upon again by their King with more heat than for- 

merly. |

“Mary's Reign: who procured a Copy of the faid Laws carefully to 
be taken out of the Regifters Book of the City, being but a {mall 
Book, but yet by which that City was able to govern it felf in 
much Honetty, Juftice, Peaceablenefs and Religion. He dedicated 
his Book to the L. Robert Dudley, Matter of the Queen’s Horfe, and 
of the Order of the Garter, as being then reputed a Patron of good 
and Godly Men, and their Works. His end in Publithing this 
Book was twofold. The one was to take oif a common Slander 
raifed by Papifts in Q. Mary's days of thofe that fled abroad, name- 
ly, that they did it that they might iive the more licentioufly.

_ This Plor, it appears, was fomented and managed by the Ambaf- 
fadors which the French and Spaniard had fent into England. And 
they fet On work by the Guéfes in France, who mortally hated Queen 
Elizabeth, and the Religion eftablifhed. Which was well enough 
known to the Queen; who to prevent their Malice, and to break 
their Force againft her Country, which was feared, took into her 
Protection the Proteftants of Normandy, craving her Aid, and made 
a Contract with the Prince of Conde, fending over to them both 
Men and Money.

But the Injuftice of thefe 
Men was in this Queen’s Reign called in Queftion: And the roth 
of February, this Year, fhe fent down Interrogatories, and a Com- 
miflion to Thomas Wotton, a and certain other Gentlemen * in that 
Country, to examine this Bufinefs, and to call before them fuch Per- 
fons as they fhould think fit for that purpofe, and afterwards to 
fend up the Depofitions. The Iffue of this Procefs was, That they 
were fain to refund the Money, and make good to Wiliam Morleyn, 
the Heir, what they had taken away. For it was well known, that 
Katharine Alen, having been before the Wife of one Fames Morleyn, 
brought with her to her Second Husband, Goods, Cartel, Plate, 
and Houfholdftuff, to a confiderable Value. The Queen’s Commit. 
fion, with the Interrogatories and Depofitions, are among Foxe’s 
Papers. On the backfide of which are writren thefe Words by Fobn 
Fox's Hand, Received of Mr.John Scot, Servant to the Bifbop of Lon- 
don, drawn out of the Originals remaining in his Hand. 

For our farewell of this Year, being the Fifth of Queen Elizabeth’s 
Happy Reign, we fhall take fome View of her, and obferve her in 
her private Retirement, and in the State whereunto fhe had alrea- 
dy brought her Kingdom. Which I chiefly gather from a Letter of 
Afcham, her Secretary for the Latin Tongue, and much about her 
Perfon in private. She dedicated her firft Royal Labours in her Go- 
vernment to God,as her Duty to him required.

In the doing 
of which fhe ufed that Moderation, that the Papifts fhould have no 
caufe to fay, that they were dealt hardly withal. This Peace made 
with God, was followed with Peace made with all Princes. And 
yet, when fhe came to the Goverment fhe found the Kingdom in- 
tangled in a double War, both with the Scots and the French. After 
which, fhe fo valiantly and prudently refifted the Guifian FaQtion in 


Scotland, confpiring together ftrange things againft her, that now 


between each Kingdom, [ wiz. England and Scotland ] and each 
Prince, there was fuch fecure Peace, fuch ftrict Friendfhip, as could 
be between two moft quict Neighbourhoods, or moft aprecing Si- 
{ters. After that Religion firft, and the Commonwealth afterwards, 
were reftored to-fo much defired Tranquillity, fhe applied her Mind

Thefe great things fhe had done within thefe few Years for the pub- - 
lick good Eftate of the whole Nation. 

Then as to her own Perfon and Qualities, fhe was a Queen that Her Reyat 
eafily forgat private Igjuries, but a fevere Difpenfer of common Ju- &*/** 
ftice, favouring none in their Crimes, nor leaving them hope of Im- 
punity. She cut off all Licentioufnefs from all, piving no Counte- - 
nance thereunto in any. This Precept of Plato fhe always fet be- UtLegesDo- 
fore her in all her Doings, That Laws fhould rule over Men, and not "nt oome | 
that Men fhould rule, and be Lords'over the Laws, in all her King- mines Domi- 
dom. Befides this, fhe was a Prince that leaft of all defired the ™ «sum. 
Eftates and Goods ef her Subjects; and for her own Treafure, the 
commanded it to be fparingly and frugally laid out for her Private . 
Pleafure, but royally and liberally for any Publick Ufe, whether ie _ 
were for Common Benefit or Domeftick Magnificence. 

Next, for her Endowments of Wit and. Learning, there was not in Her wit ond 
the Court, in the Univerfiry, nor among thofe who were the Chief in Leerning. 
Religion, or the State, that underftood the Greek Language better 
than fhe. When fhe read Demofthenes or AEfchines, Afeham, with whom 
fhe daily read both Latin and Greek) profefied fhe made him often

‘the prefent Days. with thofe, and the Plenty of God’s Bleffing on the 


People now; which the Blind might fee, it was fo evident. There 
was no Caufe of Complaint, nor was there any that complained. 
And it was thought Exgland had not the like plenteous Time in 
many Years; although this prefent Year Corn had been dear, and 
was fomewhat fcarce, yet now notwithftanding, the ordinary fort 


had almoft difdained Brown Bread. 


‘And as Tokens of further Succefs, God had wrought the great 
Things for the Queen’s Majefty. When once the Realm was in 
danger to be given into Strangers Hands [vsz. the Spaniards] in the 


-formcr Reign, and none could tell how to deliver themfelves, God 


fet the Qucen-up, who contrary to all Mens Expectations avoid- 
ed them all. What Danger was from Scotland? Yet God fo blef. 


fed the Queen, that fhe not only delivered her People from them, 
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but the Scots alfo from their Enemies the Frerch. And what Relief 


in France the poor Opptefied had at her Hands, every one faw. Alk 


her loving Subjects rejoyced, though the envious Papifts murmured 
and grudged.

E RON, a learned French-man, one of the emincnteft Preachers 

at this Time, and a Writer, who had been a Confeflor alfo un- 

der Queen Mary, now Rector of St. Martins Ludgate, and Preben- 

dary of St. Paul’s, dicd the gth of April, and was buried the Day 
aftcr, being Eaffer-Eve.

A Certificate of Boner’s Refufal to take the Oath was brought 
into the Ainz’s Bench by the Bilhop of Winton’s Chancellor; where- 
upon by the Law he was to be indicted of a Premunire. But Boner 
made feveral Exceptions to the Certificate, (which occafioned a Suit 
in Michaelmas Term, Anno 6 & 7 Eliz.) as that he was only ftiled 
therein Doctor of Laws, and in Sacred Orders, but neither Clerk, nor 
Bifhop. But that Exception was not allowed in the Court. Further, 
That the Certificate was faid to be carried into the Court’ fuch a Day 
and Year by A.B. Chanccllor of the faid Bifhop, but faith not, by the 
Gommand of the Bifbop. But neither was that allowed. Zhirdly, That 
he was indicted upon this Certificate is the County of Middlefex by 


the Common Fury, and it ran, to enquire in the King's Bench for the’ 


County of Middlefex. To which Boner pleaded, Not Guilty; for he 
was in the County of Surrey. Whereupon.a Queftion was raifed, 
by what County he fhould be tryed, whether by a Jury of Middle- 
fex, or by a Jury of Surrey, where the Offence was comniitted.

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the Judges, if the Lord Chief Juftice Catlyn’s Chamber, if Bonef 
could give in evidence upon this Iffue, namely, chat he was not Guil- 
ty, becaufe the Bifhop of Winton was not Bifhop in the time of his 
tendring the Oath. And (as Dyer Reports) it was refolved by all, 
that if the Truth and Matter be fuch in FaQ, Boner would come off. 
And therefore it was left to the Jury to try it. 

But after much Difpute, to take away all doubt for the future, 
the prefent Bifhops were eftablifhed by a Law made in the Fighth 


. Year of the Queen, that is, in the Year of our Lord, 1565. 


But to return to Boner, and to the beginning of this Contention, 
When he was caried back from the Bifhop of Winton to the Marfhal/ea, 
thefe Paflages happened between him and the gazing People,who ha- 
ted him mortally for his late Cruelties; and were met in great Mul. 
ticudes to fee him pafs. One faid to him, Zhe Lord confound thee, or 
elfe turn thy Heart. To whom he anfwered, Zhe Lord fend thee to 
keep thy Breath to cool thy Porridge. To another faying, Zhe Lord 
overthrow thee; Wc Said, The Lord make thee as wife as a Woodcock. 
Finally, a Woman, Wife to one Games, fometimes School-Maticr 
of the Chorifters in Magdalen College, kneeled down, and faid, 7/¢ 
Lord fave thy Life, Bifkop. TI truft to fee the Bifkop of London again. 
To whom he faid, God a mercy,good Wife. And fo pafied to his Lodg- 
ing, where he had Talk with a Minifter of the Word of God abour 
the Supremacy. The Bifhop being by him both moved by Reafon, 
and exhorted by Doctrine to yield, gave neither Ear not Credit, 
but anfweged him tauntingly, By God, you are well learned. To whom 
the Minifter faid, Where learned you, Mr. Boner, to Swear? I pray 
you faid he, Did not Chrift {wear, Amen, Amen, dico vobis>? Why, 
that is well, faid the Minifler, that you have fome Scriprure for 
Blafphemy, altho’ you have none for Popery. With that he flung 
from him out of his Chamber into the Garden, defiring Mr. Keeper 
to command him out of the Houfe, chat fo withftood him. 

Upon the forefaid Refufal of Boner, and upon his fecond declining 
to take the Oath, according as the Act directed, the Bilhop of Win- 
cheffer certified him into the King’s Bench, as was faid before. Bur 
Boner, again{t all the Proceedings of the Bifhop, laid in his Obje- 
&tions and Exceptions in that and other Courts. The rude Draught 
whereof wrote with his own Hand, was as followeth Kerbatim.

And therefore neither the Certificate 
broughr herein, nor the Indictment proceding thereupon, are to be 
credenced, nor to be taken for good and Lawful; bur clerely to be 
rejected and caft away. And the faid Dr. Horne for his unlawfuf{ 
doings herein to be ducly punifhed, and from the Dignitie of the 
Bifhoprick of Wincheffer, as an Intruder, Ufurper and unlawful 
Pofleilioner to be excluded and rejected; efpecially, being a no- 
torious Lecher, Advouterer, Schifmatike, and Heretike, and in no 
_ Wife a Lawful Bifhop; efpecially to exact any fuch Oath, or to 
‘make fuch Certificate, as is before mentioned: = | 

Allchis Scandal, Trouble, and Difturbance had this good Bifhop, i 
venturing to be fo hardy as to meddle with fuch a Manas Boner was. 

Another Troubler of the Peace of the Church, tho’ of a quite dif- 
ferent Strain from the formet, this year alfo arofe, and appeared in 
London, namclv, one Fujftus Velfius, a Foreigner of the Hague. Hewas one Velfus 
a Man of Learning, but a great Enthufiaft, pretending much to the 2 Eurtufat 
Spirit, and to great Illuminations, a Foreteller of God’s Wrath at “°°” 
hand, anda Difcovercr of Errors and Herefics. This Man, being one 
Thurfday in Afarch, at a Prophefy (as it was called) in the Durch 
Church in Lowden, where Nicolas one of the Minifters preached up- 
on the Doctrin of Regeneration, ftood up, and contradicted him, 
as delivering falfe Dodtrin, nay, many grofs Errors and Hercfies 
concerning this Point of Religion: And in fine, made a Chalenge 
to the faid Nycolas and Peter Deloene the othcr Dutch Minifter, to dif. 
pute on this Argument with them the Thurfday enfuiing. And the 
_Account of this Enterprize of his he thought fit to write to the Secre- 
tary: Telling him, ‘ That he was prefent and heard the faid Nicolas mss. inthe 
* difcourfing concerning the Regeneration of Man, as ablind Man of ?#p. He! 
‘Colours, introducing he knew not what Monfters of Herefics, and 
* withdrawing from the People the true Doctrin of Regeneration, and 
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‘ bringing in certain falfe Do@rins in the roony of it, furpaffing che 


* Abfurdities of all Herefies. Yet he keeping a Temper, followed 
"the Counfel of Dionyfius Areopagita, and thought not fic to con. 


“tend againft him with manifold Gainfayings, which would have 


‘been a long Bufinefs and of no great Ufe; but in fimple words he 
‘had plainly laid down the very Truth concerning Regeneration, 
“confirmed by Scripture. But that they with much Bitternefs re- 
* compenced his kindnefs and Goodwill, and with Jeers and Reproches, 
" the Property of fuch Mento do. Infomuch that all good and mo- 
* derate Men, even of their own Flock, grieved and complained of ir, 
" That he therefore perceiving by the Spirit of God, that now the 
‘Time was come, wherein Chrift would work by him the Salvation 
“of Men, and demolifh the Enemies Power, he had chalenged thefe 
* Minifters, thefe Spots and Blemifhes, {porting in their own Errors, 
“to the faid Comteft. And this Chalenge he advifed the Secretary 
* to give the Queen notice, of: that fhe might fend whom the would of 
‘her Servants, who might not ‘only be prefent, and Witneffes, at 
‘this Conteft, but alfo efdeavour that all things (as God willed and 
* defired) might be dgne orderly and without all Tumult: And thar 
* fhe would not endeavour to hinder it by any Means, unlefé the tak 
‘ing up Armes againft the Invinceable God and Chrift, had a mind 
“fuddenly to perifh with thofe Fighters againtt God, and Fighters 
* again{t Chrift. This was written in Latin, March the 20th. 1 563.

By this Chalenge it feems, that which gave this Velfus offence, was | 

the Dutch Minifters Affertion of Original Sin, utterly denyed by the Origisal sis: 
Sect of Dutch Anabaptifts, of which fort this Man I fupppofe was. 
And it is remarkable, fo heated was the Fancy of his Setary, 
that in this Chalenge he feemed to promife fome Signes and Mira- 
cles to accompany his Difpuration, for the confirming of the pre- 
tended Truth he thould defend againft thefe Dutch Minifters. 

I will relate another Exploit of this conceited Man. Ic was butt pe gives he 
a few days before this happened, that, as tho’ it were by fome In- Dutch Muni- 
fpiration, he required the abovefaid De Loese to put his whole Con- 4 *5#«7- 
gregation upon entring into a fecond Covenant with God (Baptifm 
their firft being broken) and enjoyning him to propofe it to them 
accordingly for their Salvation. But the faid De Loene not comply- 
ing with this Propofal, Ve/fus took upon him, as one having fome 
extraordinary Authority from God, as S.|Paul had, to Anathema- 
tize him in that Apoftles Words. __ 

The renewing and reftauration of the diffolved Covenant, as Velfius 4 fecond Coa 
intitled it, to be propounded to the Congregation, ran in thefe vexent wish 
Words : ‘ Becaufe in the Initiation of Baptifm we ftuck not to the at alae 
© Abrenuntiations and Sponfions made for us, but by intolerable 
‘ Breach of Faith, turning away from Chrift, and the Life of God, 

‘ as Children of Difobedience, we fell’ off wholly from them, again 
© as Dogs returning to their own Vomit, and Swine wafhed to their 
‘ wallowing in the Mire, being conformed to our former Lufts in 
* Ignorance, doing the Will of the Flefh and of our Thoughts, 
‘ walking as other Nations which know not God, in the Vanity | 
‘ of the Mind, loving the World, and the things of the World, 
‘ the Luft of the Flefh, the Luft of the Eyes, and the Pride of Life, 
‘ and giving heed to Spirits, Impoftors, and Doctrines of Devils ; 
‘ which fill the Soul with Knowledge that puffeth up, Envy and 
‘ Contention, and putting away a good Confcience; have made

1563. ‘ which is in Chrift: Therefore with the loft Son coming to our 
Rrv~ ¢ felves, defiring to bring forth Fruic worthy of true Repentance, 
We do this Day renounce wholly the Devil, and all his Suggcfti- 
ons, the World with all its Pomps; and alfo our felves, and the 
Vanity of our Minds, and our Carnal Cogitations and Lufts, 
with a firm Purpofe of never returning to them again. To Chrift 
alfo and to God we give our Names, to do henceforth according 
to his Sayings, Precepts and Laws, to be put into our Minds, 
and to be written upon our Hearts by the Goodnefs and Grace 
of him, and the Communication and Leading of the Holy Ghoft, 
all our whole Life according, to our Strength. To the Eternal 
Father we Rcligioufly Promife and Vow thefe things, from a 
pure Heart, a good Confcience, and Faith unfeigned; by this | 
Aid and Help without which we cando nothing our Selves, as of 
our Selves. This we know, acknowledge and Confefs, implor- 
ring that thou wouldeft vouchfafe in us thefe very things in the 
© Name of our Lord Jefus Chrift, by that holy and fanctifying

Velfius Let- ="The Letter he wroté to the Dutch Miniftcr . aforefaid, to pro- 
ver #9 Delo pofe this Covenant to his Congregation, may deferve alfo to be 
bereupon. ¥. : : 
- taken notice of, which was as follows. 

© My Friend, whom I love with a pure Heart in Chrift Jefus, 
and whofe Salvation I do not lefs defire to further than mine own. 
How long at laft will you fo miferably deceive your felf and all 
others, and draw them with your felf into eternal Perdition? For 
who is nct ready again to renew and enter into this Covenant 
with God and Chrift, and firmely to adhcre to it; Whence ( as 
every onc ought at this Day to acknowledge ) he is fallen? Ready, | 
I fay, to entcr into this Covenant after the manner as it is here 
propounded from the Holy Scriptures ; without which he is nei- 
ther a Chriftian, not can at any time ever be. And for that Caute, 
convert your felves; be converted, I fay, before it be too late, 
from your evil ways, and yield your Ears to Truth, which Chrift 
by his unfpeakable Mercy hath fealed in us, and is ready to con- 
firm the fame by Signes (fet down in the laft Chapter of Mark ) 
of thofe that truly believe. To which J, becaufe the Rightcout- 
nes of God confifteth not in Word but in Power, chalenge all the 
Adverfarics of Truth, to the Praife and Glory of the Omnipo- 

tent God, and the Salvation of all Men. Amen. 
Hs Anathee But De Loene thouglit not good to follow this Conceit of Je/fus, 
ma. and delayed the offering of this New Covenant of his drawing up, 
to his Flock. Whereupon he exerted his pretended plenary Powcr, . 
and publifhed a Writing folemnly denouncing his Avathema againft 
the faid Preacher in thefe Words: ‘ To the Hand of him to whom- 
‘ foever this Writing fhall come. Since he fuppreffeth it, [#. ¢. The 
‘ renewing of the diffolved Covenant] and propofeth it nor prefenr. 
“ly, and at this very day, to the whole Congregation of Lower 
* Germany; \ct the Indignation of God be upon him: and in the 
* Power of our Lord Jefus Chrift, let him be delivered to Satan, to 
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‘ the Deftruction of his Flefh, that the Spirit may be. faved in the 
© Day of the Lord Jefus. Amen. , : 


Velfius alfo about this time wrot a Letter to a French Ambaffador 
then in London, foretelling therein what cetrible Judgments (which 
lhe faid were already begun, 2. e. by War and Plague )’ God was 
bringing upon them for their Obftinacy: And bad him know for 
certajn, that God had reveled to him, by his Spirit, that they were 
inwardly poffefled by Satan; becaufe (as it feems ) he had not li- 
{tened unto fome Propofitions that he had made to him and his Na- 
tion about Religion. — | | 

He wrote alfo to Queen Elizabeth, and dealt as freely, in a long 
Letter, with her, telling her, ‘That he had writ to her for own Safe- 
ty, and the Safety of her Kingdom: and that the Spirit of Chrift 
compelled him to write, and to propofe before her and the Nobles 
_ of the Kingdom, a Norma reéti Fudicii, i.e. A Rule of right Fudg- 

ment; Which he fent to her to be embraced and profefled by ail her 
People. It was a Paper of his own drawing up, confifting of feveral 
Articles of Doctrine, by way of Queftion and Anfwer, whercin 
were fome very odd Notions. As, That a Chriftian is made by Par- 
ticipation and Grace, that which Chrift was of. himfelf and by Nature, 
namely, Firft, God in Man, and then Man-God. : 

In the Year 1556. he held a Difpute at Frankford, with one Horne, 
who appeared in behalf of Ca/vin’s Doétrine for abfolute Prede- 
ftination, and againft Free Will: and him he called Ambitionis & 
xercto&ias vilifimum mancipium: i. e. a moft Vile Slave of Ambition 
and Vain-glory. He aflerced, That he that was born again might 
not Sin, and in effect could not Sin, that is, if he remained in the 
Grace of Regeneration. : 

To conclude concernig this Man: He was brought before the Ec- 
clefiaftical Commiffioners; and at length two of them, viz. the Bi- 
fhop of London and the Bifhop of Winchefter, forbad him the King- 
dom; and that by the Queen’s Authority. This he took notice of, 
in the End of his Letter to the Queen: but that it fhould be by her 
Authority, he faid, he could not be induced to believe; having 
been by them commanded to depart hence for no other Caufe than 
for the true Confeffion, which the Queen had heard, and for his En- 
deavour of fetting on foot a more pure Life, by the Leading of the 
Spirit of God. And that therefore he could not obey them, fince 
God himfelf had confirmed his Vocation here by an open Miracle of 
Cofmus ; who was a Mad-man, and lately put into Bethlem. Which 
Madnefs Velfus fancied he had inflicted on him as a Judgment; fay- 

ing, He was pofleft by the Devil.

"The Bifbop of Wotcefter’s Vendtcation of himfelf again? Sir John 


Bourne, before the Privy Conci!.. Bourne's Imprifonment and 
Submiffion a 


R. Edwin Sandys, who deferved well of Religion, and fiiffered 
| for it, now Bifhop of Worcefter, had a great Enemy in that 
City, namely, Sir Fobn Bourne, Kt. the late Q. Mary's Principal Se. 
cretary of State. He was High Steward of that Church of Worcefter, 
and a Beneficiary thereof: And, however an Enemy he was to the 
Religion reformed, yet he reforted to his Parifh Church for the moft 
part daily, (as he afferted himfelf to the Privy Council) ever fince 
Sandys coming to the DiocefS, and yet was reported to have Mafs 
faid at his Houfe: and he came now and then to the Bifhop’s Ta- 
ble, who treated him civilly. But Bourne, notwithftanding, had an 
angry Stomack againft the Bifhop, which at length appeared more 
openly; when upon fome pretended ill Treatment of him from the 
Bifhop and his Folks, he wrote Letters to the Privy Council, com- 
plaining of him by way of Information. Which the Bifhop by Word, 
of Mouth before the Council, Bourne himfelf being prefent, anfwer- 
ed fo clearly and fatisfactorily, that his Accufations appeared to be 
unjuft, falfe, and fcandalous. He wrote alfo a very rude Letter to 
the Bifhop, and received a Reprimand from the Council for the 
fame. | 
But Bourne ceafed not; but again fent to the Council a Writing, 
which he called a Declaration of the Matters wherein the Bifhop of 
Worcefter had vindicated himfelf before the Council. In this Decla- 
ration, confifting in Thirteen Articles, he laboured to reply upon 
what the Bifhop had faid. It was writ fupercilioufly and fpightfully, 
and flanderoufly upon that grave Father’s Affertions, Sermons and 
Perfon. As, * That he had thought himfelf ill entreated by his 
* Lordfhip, the Bifhop, and his Folks; and thereby fore provoked 
* he wrote that Letter to the Bifhop, [which their Honours had feen] 
* for which he had received Corre@tion and Rebuke from them. 
* That, his Lordfhip faid, That being in Prifon in the Tower for Re- 
* ligion,he underftood that he [Sir . Bourne] was his Enemy fo much, 
* that where a Mary was enclined to pardon and releafe him 
* of his Fault, he fell on his Knees before her, befeeching her Grace 
* to flay, faying, He was the greateft Heretick in Cambridge,where- 
* by he remained in great Danger of his Life, till God delivered 
‘ him. To this Sir Fob» Bourne faid, ‘That he was not fent to the 
* Zower, (as the Bifhop had faid) but to the Marfbalfea, and remain- 
ed there not for Religion, but for Treafon. That in his Sermon 
which he made at Cambridge, when the Duke of Northumberland 
came down thither upon the Lady fame’s Bufinefs, being neither 
commanded by the Nobility or the Univerfity , and without the 
Advice of the Learned Men there, he touched the Births of 
* Queen 
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© Queen Elizabeth, and her late Noble Sifter, and pronounced there- 4NNO 
© of that which became him not. That he never knew Queen Mary 1563. 

‘ intended his Pardon: If fhe did, he never laboured the contrary, UWNJ 
© That corrupt Labour was made for his Deliverance under Queen 
© Mary, to which he [ Bourwe, then Secretary] affented not; and 
© when he was difcharged he know: not, but {ure he was there was 
‘ no plain Order for it; and that he had heard, he conveyed him- 
‘ felf away by breaking Prifon with the Aid of Sir Thomas Holcroft, 
“or his Man. That cuftomably in the Bifhop’s Talk he termed 
* Queen Mary, plain Mary, or sf Marral, Bloody Mary, and 
* Drunken Mary; and that as a Token of her Clemency, fhe was 
© Drunk the fame Night fhe granted his Pardon. That out of Dif- 
* pleafure to Bourne, he removed two Servants from his Service 
* (Cone put to him by one of the Honourable Board, and the other 
‘ had ferved the Lady Chandois) for no Quarrel, but that one had 
© ferved him, and the other he had praifed, as being of his Ac- 
* quaintance. And had received two more into his Service, whom 
© he [Bourne] had removed from him. That the Bifhop had charged 
* him to have Mafs commonly faid in his Houfe;which he denied he 
* had: and that he called Priefts Wives, Whores: and that when he 
© was at the Bilhop’s Table, he feemed to be difpleafed with him 
© for drinking to his Wife, (whom Bosrne gave this Character of, 
© chat fhe was Fair, Well-nurtured, Sober and Demure, fo far as he 
‘ had feen) and for calling her Lady: Whereat (faid Bourne) he 
‘ chafed, and faid he mocked both him and her. Bourne added, that 
* he frequented his Parifh Church for the more part daily ever fince 
“the Bifhop’s coming to his Diocefs; and verily believed he had 
* been there more often for the Quarter, than his Lordfhip in his 
© Cathedral Church, or in any other in one Year, of any Intent to 
‘ pray. That in a Sermon of the Bifhop’s about Matrimony and 
“ the Virgin State, he had faid, thar there was no Imparity, but the 
‘ che Vow and Dignity of both was equal, and equally feemed in 
* the Sight of God. That indeed he praifed both Eftates well. That 
* he affirmed all Contracts and Bargains of Matrimony to be dam- 
* nable, and of no Validity, made privately and without Confent of 
‘ Parents; alledging Evariffus for that purpofe. That concerning 
‘ Virginity and the Single Life, he handled the Cafe fo finely, thar 
“to his thinking, if he fhould have believed him, he could nor 
‘ find three good Virgins fince Chrift’s Time. And that fo he left 
* the Matter with an Exhortation to all to Mary, Mary. Further, 
* That he faid in that Sermon, that fingle-living Men, that is to fay, 


_ © unmaried, and efpecially unmaried Priefts, lived naught. And 


* that there in the Ciry were lately prefented five or fix unmtaried 
* Priefts, that kept five or fix Whores a-piece; though there were 
* not above four unmaried Priefts in the City in all. That not one 
* of them had purged himfelf of that Crime whereof he was detect- 
* ed, nor had fulfilled any publick Penance, or private, as he guef- 
* fed. And he had learned, the Law to be, that the Ordinary’ 
* fhould keep the Detection fecret till the Party were called to an- 
‘ {wer; nor was the Party openly in the Pulpit ro be traduced, ” 
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ANNO ‘< the Vifitor fhould call him to anfwer, were he Lay or Spiritual 
JI 56}. * Perfon. — | . 3 a 

Cv~  * Then Bourne fpake of the Church of Worceffer, whereof he was 
High Steward, and a Beneficiary.. And then of the Covetoufnefs 
of thofe Spiritual Perfons belonging to it that were maried; and 
how they did difpenfe the Lands and Goods of Holy Church to 
them committed where he dwelt. That in the Bifhop’s Vifitation 
he had commanded the Altar-Stone in Sir F. B’s Parifh Church to 
be pulled down and defaced. And whereas the Bifhop had: faid, 
Sir F. B. had commanded the contrary, and that it fhould not be 
broken nor defaced, but referved; and in Contempt of him caufed 
it to be born out of the Church, and carried home to his Howfe; 
Sir Fobn faid, It was untrue, for the Altar was taken down 7 as. 
he faid, a Year before he came to the Church, and was referved 
and laid afide, toward the paving of one Ile of the faid Church - 
and beftowed in the paving thereof accordingly, and never brought 
to his Houfe, nor carried out of the Church. 

© Bourne had alfo charged the Bifhop with Frenzy: And that he 
heard this firft by Report of the Duke of Northumberland, he be- 
ing prefent at‘his Examination in the Zower. Which Duke, -bein 
then charged that he fhould caufe the faid Bifhop [then Dr. Sandys] 
to make that Sermon at Cambridge, for which he was committed 
to the Marfbalfea, had faid for Anfwer, That he was fo much 
offended with the faid Sermon, that no one thing offended him 
more. And further faid, He was once minded to have punifhed 
him for Example, till for Excufe, he learned, that he was once 
out of his Wits, and befide himfelf for Love, or fome fuch other 
Matter: Which his Infirmity, Bourne added, he had heard from 
others. — | 
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The R:fhop awe | Of thefe and many other Particulars, did Bourse’s faid Declarati- 
Vegetclebud on confift. To this calumniatory Writing the Bifhop was not filent ; 
aes yim. nor would his own Care of his Reputation in the Church fuffer him; 
. but anfwered this Declaration in two or three Sheets of Paper, offer- 
ed to the Council. To which Anfwer was added the Blazon of his 
Coat of Arms, figned by Wid. Harvey Clarentieux ; wherein it ap- 
peared he was fprung of an ancient Gentile Family in St. Bees in 
Cumberland, againft the Slander of the faid Sir Fobx Bourne, that he 

was no Gentleman. ? 

Now becaufe the Reputation of fo eminent a Father in our Church, 
and of whom fo much ufc was made in reforming of corrupt Reli- 
gion, and fettling the Church of England in the beginning of Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, might be cleared from the Calumnies of his Ene- 
mies; I fhall here fet down this Bifhop’s Vindication of himfelf 
againft this Gentleman, which the faid Bifhop fent to the Privy 
Council, and his Letter with it. His Letter ran to this Tenor:

Article in Writing all fuch Marters of his Information as, he had 
to charge me with; and that I afterward fhould in Writing anfwer 
the fame; and further Object againft him: Ic now plainly appear- 
eth by his Book of Articles, that the faid Sir Fob doth not ufe 
his Articles by way of Information according to the faid Order, 
but by way of Anfiver unto that which I fpake before your Ho- 
nours. And becauie he taketh upon him to report that in Writing 
which I uttered by Mouth, and fo to anfwer: And in his faid Re- 
port doth far alter the Tale which I told; and fo hath anfwer- 
ed in many Places that which by me was never objected, but by 
himfelf: I am conftrained, firft, briefly to iterate my faid Tale 
uttered before your Honours, to the intent to put your Honours 
in remembrance of the Truth thereof; and to fhew you likewife 
how far the faid Sir Fob» miftaketh and mifreporeth the fame. 
And becaufe his Articles, which he ufeth by Name of an Anfwer 
to me, are rather in themfelves a new Accufation, ‘I will truly an- 
fwer to the Subftance of the fame: And where he doth charge 
me and mine in his faid Articles, with many and fundry great 
and hainous Crimes, Misbehaviours and Defaults: Wherein, if he 
fhould fay Trouthe, I were far unmeet the Office and rome where- 
in the Queen’s Majefty hath placed me; fo if his Sayings fhall 
appear to be vain, and not true (as they. be moft untrue ) and 
many of them.devifed by himfelf, and of his Malice, not only 
born towards me, but alfo towards all that Preach the Doétrine 
of the Gofpel, as Ido; Then are they fuch an heavy burden of 
Slander wrongfully laid upon me, fo much to the Difcredit of me 
unto your Honours, the defacing of my Preaching, and Hindrance 
of the Execution of my Office; that I fhall moft humbly befeech 
your Honours, that he may at the leaft openly deny them with rhe 
fame Tongue, or by like Writing, as he hath moft flanderoufly, 
malicioufly and untruly uttered them. Then followed the Bifhop’s 
Paper; Viz. 
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The Repetition of my Anfwer made before your Honcurs in fuch Mat- 
ters, as Sir John Bourne had lard to my Charge before the 


fame.

1563. ‘ I was ftayed until it pleafed God to deliver me, as may now ap- 
LewNJ © pear. This Difplefure long fince I had caft out of my Mind, and 
® freely forgiven; wherof God will bear me Witnefs. 
‘ At my Coming to Worceffer, Sit Fobn Bourne reforted unto me 
‘ rwice or thrice, whom I entertained fo friendly as I could; mind- 
‘ ing that way to win his Favour, and conforme his Opinion in Re- 
* ligion. And altho’ I was informed by divers honeft Men of the 
‘ City, that he had Mafs in his Houfe, which his Fool could open- 
‘ ly report, and was otherways diverfly bruited and fufpected; and 
‘ moreover in reafoning with me, and in defending Tranfubftantia- 
‘ tion, reproving Peter Martyrs Book, he protefted he would never 
© be of my Religion. And where I directed forth Procefs for a Wi- 
© dow, whom his Brother Zhomas Bourne, having Wife and Children 
of his own, had gotten with Child, being a Woman before in ho- 
neft Name, and having a good Living, Sir Fohn Bourne hindred 
the fending forth the faid Procefs; fhewing my Regifter that he 
would take upon him to fatisfy me in that behalf, as my Regifter 
did and will teftify. And wheras I commanded an Altar-Stone in 
‘ his Church cto be broken, according to the Queen’s Majefties In- 
‘ junctions; and reforting thither to preach, I asked the Church- 
* Wardens whether they had fo done, or no? They anfwered, That 
‘* Sir fokn’s Man had caried it away into his Houfe; and they could 
‘ not have it, nor break it. Alfo, ina Sermon that I made ata 
‘ Mariage, fhewing how fit and neceffary it was, that Children 
‘ fhould not Contract without the Confent of their Parents, bring- 
* ing the Saying of Evariftus, a Bifhop of Rome, Matrimonia tunc

© But the Caufe of his chicf Grief towards me rofe upon this Oc- 
cafion. Two Miniftcrs Wives, who be both Honeft and Sober, 
* (the one a Gentlewoman) were going over Severn in their own 
“ Boat. My Lady Bourr her cldett Son, and devers Servants en- 
* tred into the Boat. Sir Fol Bournes eldeft Son blafpheming and 
* fwearing, faid, Now you are among Papifts. As for you Mrs. Avyce, 
° you are a Shrow. And, Mrs. Wilfon, your Efushand is a good Fellow. 
* Tee can want no Help; if yee do, fend forme. It is no mervail if Sir 
© Fohn Bournes Son ufe fuch Talk; for he himfelf calleth Minifters 
“ Wives Whores. One of the ferving Men rufhed on Mrs. Avyce’s 
* Shoulders with his Buckler, and tear her Coat almoft a Foot long, 
* and pierced unto the Skin, and hurt her; and put them both in 
* great Fear. Upon this Occafion a Servant of mine, being Coufin 
* to Mrs. Wilfon, as he reported, was oflended, and meeting with one 
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Yea, faid he, What wouldeft thou with chat ? Mary, Thou art a 
a Knave, and haft abufed a Gentlewoman,.a Friend of: mine. 
Whereupon they drew their Weapons, and my Man tmote the 
Sword out of his hand ac the.firft Blaw. . After, bad him take ic 
up again: Saying, I might kill thee, if I would. Butfight if thou 
darett. My Brother being my Receiver, going on hunting with 
others, came and ended the Fray. This Servant is called Xi/kow, 


aitho’ fuppofed so be a Coward. For his Matter going in the Streets - 


of Worcefter, a ferving Man met him, and forgat to put off his Cap. 
Whereupon Sir Fohw Bourne called him Xnave.- And this his Man, 
(as fhould appear and was reported) at his Commandment went 
and found the ferving Man in.a Shop, and cometh behind him and 
fmiteth him, that he was, in great danger of death hereby. An- 
thony Bourne Son and Heir of Sir fohn Bourne, offended herewithal, 
fent his Sword to.‘the Curlers to make it fharp; and came foon 
after himfelf with three or four Men, neer unto my Palace Gates, and 
called, Where be the Bifbops Boys ? Tell them that Anthony Bourne 
is come. Tereupon my Men went forth, and they buckled together 
with their Weapons, and had made a Fray upon my. Men, if 
the Bailiff had not parted them, I being in my Confiftory all the 
while. Atthe lengch making an end of Matters, and repairing home 
into my Houfe, having buc one Man left with me, coming into 
my Palace, my Porter feemed to be troubled.. And I asked, what 
the Matter was? Said he, Anthony Bourne, and divers of his Fa- 
thers Servants called out your Men to fight with them. Where- 
upon I hafted to the Street, where I found them newly 
fet afunder. I went with the Bailiffs into the Town-houfe ; 
where the Parties were alfo called. I rqeuired the Bailiffs, 
that if any of my Men had offended to Punifh them moft extreme- 
ly to the Example of all others. And when they had done, 
I would expel them my Houfe. But as for young Mr. Bourne, ufe 
your Difcretion. And fo I departed, leaving the Examination to 
the Bailiffs. And of any Quarrel between my Men and Sir Fobn 


Bourne’s Men before that, of my Honefty I never knew, nor heard. 


And of all this I minded never to have complained. 

© Within two Days after, I having occafion rode to Ludlow, to my 
Lord Prefident [ Sir Henry Sidney.| And he asked of Worcefter 
Matters. Itold him of the Diforder that was like to have been at 
Worcefer. Whereupon he wroteto the Bailiffs to examine the Mat- 


ter truly, and to fend unto him the Examination. Which they 


did. Anthony Bourne, with fome others, was fent for by Letters. 
And he after fharp Rebuke was bound to the Peace againft me, and 
all my Folks. Whereupon it may appear where the Fault was. 


All this notwithftanding, when I perceived that Sir Fobn Bourne | 


a little before Chriffmas came into the Country, with my Lady his 
Wife, and minded not to keep Houfe, I required my Chancellor, 
who is his Friend, to tell Sir Jobs, that if he and my Lady his Wife 
would keep Chriffmas with ee ess fhould be welcome. -

being one of his own Patronage, having a goodly Manfion, and a 
goodly Demeane: whereof was wont to be kept great Hofpitality. - 
’Tis too long to fet down the reft of this Gentleman’s Cavils; as, 
that another of the Bifhop’s Sons had got a Leafe of Wharton, ano- 
ther Parfonage in Lancafbire. That at one Place the faid Bifhop had 
fold his Common Woods; and in another Place had offered Sales of 
his Timber; That he had granted Reverfions of Farmes and Leafes, 
divers of them after forty Years and more to come.

keeping no Hofpitatiey )} fold the Grain allotted: to their Portions;

the Seller... That Money appointed to High-ways was not beftowed. 
That the great Cloche, or Steeple, called Zhe Leaden Steeple, which 
King Hleary IIH. built, and the Charnel Houfe built by thar Noble 


~Man, Walter de Cantelupo, fometime Bifhop of Worceffer, and Son to 


the Earl of Hereford, for repofition and preferving- dead Mens Skulls 
and Bones, as a Miroir, wherein Chriften Men fhould behold their 
Mottality, and frail Condition, being two of the goodlieft Monu- 
ments of that Pare of the Realm (the Lead whereof was worth 
500/.) were lately appointed to be pulled down; the Steeple by the 
Dean and Chapter, if Order to the contrary had not come from 
this Honorable Boatd, or her Majefty, as ic was faid: the Charnel 
Houfe by the Bifhop, if the Dean and Chapter had confented. 
That Stock in Money they had little or none, whatfoever need the 
Queen, the Realm, the Church fhould have: Alt Fines, Perquifits, 
Profits of Corn, &c. being once,a Year divided between the Dean 
and Prebendaries, and put into their private Purfes: Wherewith 
they decked their Wives fo finely for the Stuff and fingular Fafhion 
of their Garments,as none were fo fine and trim in that City. Which 
Fafhion of Habit, (as he malicioufly and jearingly faid ) was called 
the demure and fober Habit. And as by their Habit and Apparel 
you might know the Priefts Wives, and by their Gate in the Market 
and the Streets from an hundred other Women: {fo in the Congre- 
gation and Cathedral Church they were eafy to be known by pla- 
cing themfelves above all other of the moft antient and honeft Cal- 
ling of the faid City, &c. Thus did this virulent Popifh Gentleman 
detain the Queens moft Honourable Privy Council with his Imperti- 
nencies. : 

But in fine, he was adjudged by them to make his Submiffion in 
Writing to the injured Bifhop: and was left to draw it up himfelf.

Wherefore the Bifhops 
Friend defired the Privy Council, that that Proteftatiori might be 
left out, or otherwife reformed, or at leaft fomewhat expounded, by 
adding after the Word Injuries, thefe Words, As I did then take it. 
Which would, he faid, much fatisfy the Bifhop. Further, he had 
not particularly recited all the Matters wherewith he had charged 
the Bifhop. For he had omitted, Prefumptuous giving of Armes ; 
Diffolute Life in Youth, resp againft the Queens Majefty thar 
now is, Preaching of unfound and erroneous Doctrine. He added, 
(addreffing himfelf to the Council ) that the Bifhop had already 
humbly fubmitced himfelf to fuch Order as it would pleafe -

«NNO Lords to make: That therefore if they would dire@ their Honour- 


able Letters to his Lordfhip, he would gladly accomplith the fame. 
That as he was fure the Bifhop was in perfet Charity with Sir F. B.

reafonable Ways or Means. And therefore he moved their Lordthips 
to direct their Letters to the Bifhop with the Submiffion enclofed; 
and to appoint that Sir #. B. fhould deliver the fame to the Bifhop. 
Which he fuppofed would well fatisfy the Bifhop: And befides be 
an Occafion, that privately between themfelves they might fully be 
reconciled. And this I fuppofe was done, and fo this Difcord feem- 
ingly ended. ; ; 

But in what Terms the Bifhop ftood afterwards with this Knight, 
imay be feen by this Paflage in a Letter of his to the Secretary fome 


Years after, that is, Anno 1569. ‘ But I have at Hand a conftant 


* and cruel Enemy, !who defires — more than my Deftruction. 

* He daily molefteth me, and maketh me weary of mine Office.

| ND theft are fome of the main Matters that paffed in this 
id Church hitherto. Now let us take up fome other Hiftorical 

otices falling out about this tinte; relating to fome other Bifhops, 
or eminent Fathers of this Church. 

Miles Coverdale, formerly Bifhop of Exeter, (He that with Zindal 
and Rogers, fince Wickliff, firft Tranflated the Bible into Eng- 
lifo; He chat affifted at the Confecration of Queen Elizadeth’s firtt 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, and was one of the Exiles that returned 
home upon that Queens happy Accefs to the Crown; but had re- 


_mained without any Preferment from that time hitherto: the Rea- 


fon whereof was, becaufe he could not, or cared not to, com- 
ply with fome Ceremonies and Habits enjoyned to Church- 
men: Which was the Caufe that at the Confecration of the Arch- 
bifhop, he wore only a plain Black Gown) This Reverend Man, 


_ being now old and poor, the Bithop of London committed to his 


, Charge 


Chap. 36. under 0.EL IZABETH. 


Charge the Church of S. Magnus at the Bridge foot. Burt the Firft 
fruits being 60/.16s. 10d. ob. he was not able to pay. Which made 


him, inthe Month of Fasuary, addrefs a Letter to the Archbifhop; - 


as he did likcwife to the Bifhop of Loxdon, and to his Friends, the 
L. Robert Dudley, and Secretary Cecid; That they, ferting his Age 
and his Poverty before the Quecn, would prevail with her to for- 
give him that Debt. Which Favour was at length obtained for 
him. 

And this year the faid Father Coverdale went out Doctor of Divi- 
ty in onc of our Univerfitics; which Degree he had obtained long 
before in the Univerfity of Zabing in Germany. And the fame De- 
grec in Divinity this fame year did Bark/ey Bifhop of Bath and Wells 
take per Gratiam. Coverdale after two or three years deccafed ( viz. 
May 20.1565.) at the Age of Eighty one; Living (as he promifed 
the Archbifhop, ) Quiet, tho’ not coming up probably to the Unifor- 
mity required ; and was buried in S. Bartholomew's Church behind the 
Exchange: and thefe Latin Verfes wrote upon his Grave Stone, viz. 


Hic tandem, requiemg; ferens finémqué laborum 
Ofa COVERDALI mortua tumbus habet. 

EXONIE qui: Praful erat dignifimus olim, 
Infignis vite vir probitate fue. 

Octoginta annos grandevus vixit, © unam, 
Indignum paffus fepius Exilinm. 

Sic demum varijs jactatum caftbus, ifta 
Excepit gremio terra benigna fuo. 


To this Father I joyn another Grave, Learned, and Painful Di- 
Vine, viz. Father Fob Fox, who as yetalfo was without Preferment. 
He {cemed moft of all to defire a Prebend at Norwich; partly I fup- 
pofe that he might be near his Friend Bp. Parkhurft, his Fellow 
Exile, and partly, that he might be rear the Duke of Norfolk, his 
great Patron, and whom he had once Inftrudéted as his Preceptor. 
Therefore attempts were made to remove fome Prebendary thence 
to other Preferment, to make way for Fox. Concerning this he 
wrote to the Bifhop of Norwich for the remove of one Fow/és. And 
of this the Bifhop wrote thefe Words. ‘“‘ That as touching the Pre- 
“ bend what I with other your Friends have done in that behalf, 
“* I am fure you have heard. Howbeit the Succefs is not fitch as 
** we hoped at Mr. Fouve’s hands. But he added, that there was 
“one Mr. Smith in Cambridge, that had another Prebend: who as 
“ he heard could be content to part from it upon reafonable Condi- 
tions. And to Comfort this deferving Man all this while unpro- 
vided for, he added, “* Good Mr. Fox, appoint you to come down 
* afloon as conveniently you may; and doubt you not, God will 
“ provide for you either that or fonie other thing as good. Where- 
** unto there fhall want nothing iri me that I am able to do. But 
his Lot was afterwards to obtain a good Prebend [viz. Shipton Un- 
der Wichwood] in the Church of Sarum, which continued to his Heirs. 
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This Year the Illuftrious Duke of Norfolk buried his Wife in Nor- 
wich, I fuppofe in the Cathedral Church. The Dukes Counfil ap- 
pointed the Dean of Chriff’s Church [ Sampfon] to preach at the 
Intcrrement of the Dutchefs. But the Bifhen hearing of it, for doing 
the greater honour to the Duke, fent his Letter to the Counfil, offer- 
ing his Service inthat behalf. For altho’, as he faid, the other could do 
much better than he, yet he thought it his bouden dury to do all things 
that he might, toGod’s glory, to do honour to the Duke’s Grace. 
Therefore the Dean buried her, and the Bifhop made the Sermon 
Jan.24. Her Burial was very honourable; and yet without the Po- 

ifh Ceremonies of carrying Lights and Crucifixes. Of this the Bi- 

fhop certified Mr. Fox by Letter, who was related in Service to that 

Family; telling him after his jocofe way, “ All things were done 

“< Honourably fime Crux, fine Lux, at non fine Tinkling. There was 

“* neither Torch, neither Taper, Candle nor any Light elfe, befide 

“ the Light of the Sun; Ringing there was enough : [according to the 
old Cuftome of Ringing the Bells at Funcrals; which was now 

thought to be fuperftitious.] 

Gefner, that great Learned Man of Zuric, was minded to publith 
the Antient Ecclefiaftical Authors from good Copics. For which 
purpofe he fent here into Exg/and to his Acquaintance, the Bifhop of 
Norwich (with whom he became acquainted, as it fecms, in his Exile) 
a Catalogue of Books of that fort; that Search might diligently be 
made in all our beft Libraries for M/S. Copics of them. The Bi- 
fhop was very diligent in ¢arrying on this good Defign: and accord- 
ingly fentto his Friends in both Univerfitics to fearch their Libra- 
ries, and to Fox to fearch the Queen’s Library. An account of what 
the Bifhop did inthis matter may be feen by this Extract of his Letter 
to Mr. Fox, converfant in MSS. to whom he fent alfo Gefuers Letter. 

*““ IT have fent you here enclofcd a Letter writtcn to me from 
* D. Gefner, and two Catalogucs, the one for you, to fcarch by that the 
“* Queen’s Library, according to D. Gefner’s Requcft, and to ask 
** of other Learned Men concerning the fame. The other I pray you 
“ fend to Mr. Sampfon, or Dr. Humphrey, that fearch may be made 


“in Oxford alfo. One I have fent to Mr. Beaumont in Cambridge 


“* [Matter of Zrinity College] that he may do the like. I would ra- 
“ ther be negligent in other things than in fetting forth old antienr 
“ Writers. And yet to fay the Truth to you, I like no old Writers 
“* worfe than Déienyfius. The which, altho’ he be fomewhat ancient, 
“* yet I am perfuaded, that it was not Areopagita ille de quo AG. 17. 
“* I pray you Certify me of thefe things dieca as youmay. And if 
a Blood-hound or twayn might be fent to Zuric according to 
“* D.Gefners requeft, I would rcjoice not a little, andl would be contertt

A Law Suit happened this Year between Gueft Bifhop of Rocheffer, and Almoner fuer 
Allyn and Chamberlyn Sheritts of London. The Cafe was this. This Siete hed 
Bifhop was Lord Almoner to the Queen. She had, as it feems, allot- 
ted for her Almoner (according to the Cuftom of former Princes) 
fuch Goods and Chattels as fhould be forfeited to her from Perfons 
laying violent hands upon themfelves. There was now a Citizen that 
had mortally wounded himfelf. But before this Fa@, there came 
into the hands of thefe Sheriffs 330]. ready mony of this Perfon’s, 
whether he were their Prifoner or otherwife, I cannot tell. But 
upon his Death the Bifhop required this Mony of them, which they 
rcfufing, claiming it as theirs, he fued them and recovered it for the 
Queen’s ufe. In Fu/y the Council wrote to the Sheriffs for account 
to be made to them of the Goods of this Perfon deceafed. Where- 
unto they gave this Anfwer. “ Of the Perfon mentioned in your p45; my. 
** moft Honourable Letters, before the hurt to hym happened, came cexxx. 
to our hands cccxxxl. in ready Mony, which Mony the Reverend 
Father in God Edmond Bifhop of Rocheffer, high Almoner to our 
gracious Soveraign Lady the Queen’s moft excellent Majeftie, by 
reafon of his Office, received of us, after fuit therefore againft 
us made by him: As by the acquittance of the faid Almoner for 
our difcharge concerning the fame to us made ready to be fhewn 
(if Cafe fo require) may and doth more fully appear. And other 
or moo Goo.js of his came not to our hands, as knoweth the - 

““ Holy Ghott, @c. I find the like Cafe happening in the year 1489, 

when one Roger Shavelock Citizen of London flew himfelf ; for whofe 

Goods there was Contcft between the King’s Almoner and the 

Sheriff. Buc the Almoner recovered them. And I read in 2 Re- Dyer’s Re 
ports, that K. Edward VI. granted the Office of Almoner to Dr. Coxe, ports. Ful. 
durante Beneplacito: and after by Letters Patents granted him, 7”

Ferdinand Emperor of Germany wrote this year two Letters to the rhe Emperor 
Queen in behalf of the Roman Catholicks her Subjects. The one was » rites te 
in behaif of the Bifhops imprifoned, and others profeffing the fame a a. 
Religion as himfelf did ; that fhe would not profecute them too rigorouf- 
ly, if they, would not, or could not with a fafe confcience comply 
with thar which She and the States of the Kingdom had eftablifhed 
about Religion; chat is, in making fuch liable to be punifhed as Trai- 
tors, that refufed Swearing the Supremacy. To which requeft of the 
Empcror She gave fo gratcful an Anfwer, that in another Letter to Her 
he commended her Modefty, Gentlenefs and Clemency, Virtues 
truly Worthy a Queen anda Princefs. In Sept. 24.the fame Emperor 

B bb a wrote 
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ANNO wrote again to her, that She would rather favour and cherifh-her Ca- 
1563. tholick Subjeés, thah to Profecute, Banifh or Opprefs them. He 
L“Vv~N requefted moreover that they might be allowed a Church in every 
City, and have the free ufe there of their Religion. Of this Letter 
many Copics were fecrerly difperfed. 
Tne oe As to his firft Requeft, the Queen in her Anfwer dated Nov. 3. from 
concerning  Windfor, fhewed him, “‘ How favourable She was to her Popith Sub- 
granting shem “ Jeéts in fufpending Punifhment, tho’ they did that which was ve- 
“me ‘ry dangerous to the Commonwealth, in acting fo openly againft 
“‘ the Laws. And the chief of them fuch, as in the Reigns of her 
“¢ Father and Brother, by their Sermons and Writings, propounded 
to the People that fame Do¢trine which they did now fo much 
“ oppofe. But as to the fecond, to grant them Churches where they 
“* fhould celebrate their own Service without impediment, She could 
“ not do it, being againft the Laws of her Parliament, and fo high- 
ly dangerous to the State of her Kingdom, and having many dif- 
ficulties attending it. “That it would be to fow various Religions 
“in the Nation, to diftract the minds of Honeft Men, to cherifh 
Parties and Factions, and to difturb Religion and the Common- 
wealth in that prefent quiet State, wherein it was. That it was 
evil in itfelf, bue worft of all for the Example of it, and not very 
“ profitable and fafe for them for whom this favour was defired. 
“* And laftly, that She and her Subjects followed not any new or 
ftrange Religion, but that very Religion which the Antienteft 
“‘ Fathers did indeed approve. and practife. This excellent Let- 
tcr I found among Fox's Collections. 

Being entred upon Popifh matters, I fhall mention fomething con- 
cerning two eminent Perfons under Q. Mary, falling within the Com- 
pafs of this Year: The one a Churchman, anda chief Member of 
her Univetrfiy of Oxford, and the other a Statefman, and a chief 
Officer of her Court; viz. Richard Marfbal D. D. late Dean of Chrif?’s 
Church, and Sir Francis Englefield, Kt. 

Dr. Marthal Dr. Marfbal was a violent promoter of the Papacy and Enemy to 

_Subferibes. all Oppofers of it in his Univerfity, under that Queen; where he reign- 
ed Tyrannically. Which was the more noted, becaufe under K. £d- 
ward he feemed as forward the other way. He watched narrowly 
to have catched Fewel, when he ficd from Oxford. One Act that 
fhewed the Man, was his digging up the Body of Peter Martyrs 
Wife out of her Grave in Chrif?’s Church, where fhe had been fome 
years buried, and cafting ic into his Dunghil. This and other Do- 
ings of his in the former Reign made him to be the more watched 
inthis, He lurked about in the North, and had been with the Earl 
of Cumberland: but was at laft taken up, and being brought before 
the Council, he was cogimitted to the Bifhop of London in Cuftody. 
And on S. Zhomas day made this formal Subfcription :

~ On the back fide of this Paper is writ by the Bifhop of London’s 
hand, Copie of D. Marfbal’s Subfcription. ‘To which the faid Afar- 
foal would have given a more publick Teftimony by word of 
mouth in S. Paul’s, had not his Death prevented. For thus a Wri- 
ter in thofe Times tells us: That Afarfbal made a_ public Retra- 
tation under K. Edward; returncd to his Vomit under Q, Afary: and 
under Q. Elizabeth he played the Vagabond. But afterwards was 
taken ‘and examined at Londowr. Then again he changed his Opi- 
nion, and this third time fung another Song: And if he had lived 
Jonger would have again teftified it in Paul's Pulpit. I fuppofe there- 
fore he died in Cuftody, and not in York/hire, asa late Author writes. 
The other Gentleman I am going to mention was more fteady, wz. 

Sir Francis Englefield, Privy Counfillor to Q. Mary, a great Man 
with her, and Mafter of her Wards and Liveries, not complying 
with the change of Religion under this Queen, in the year 1559 
fled abroad with fome few others. And now his Lands and Goods 
were feized ro the Queen’s ufe for his Difobedience in not coming 
home after the Queen’s Revocation of him, and for conforting with 
her Enemies. Whereupon Aug. 18. he wrote the Privy Council a 
large Letter, Expoftulating and Apologizing on the account of his 
Confcience: ‘“ That he was rather an unwilling Offender, than a 
“© Malicious; and that his Caufe was not unworthy of their Ho- 


© nours accuftomed Commendation unto her Majefties Clemency. 


“¢ That where he was charged with adhering to her Majefties Ene- 
“ mies and Rebels, he anfwered, that he never yet had been in 


“ place where any one fo fhewed himfelf, nor was fo manifefted, © 


“ that he might know him for fuch. That where he was called once, 
“ tho’ not often, and commanded to make a fpcedy return, he 
“ pranted he did not perform it. But he prayed them to call to 
“ mind of what Faith and Confcience they had known him always 
“ to have been in Religion, Confonant to that he liad been taught 
“ and bred up in, and the prefent Orders, Proceedings and Laws 
in England {o diffonant and varying therefrom. Which two layd 
together did fhew how hard a rag was Icft to him: viz. either 
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“ th following the Laws to wreft and ftrain his Confciente, or by 


“ not obeying them to offendhis Prince. Andtherefore to fhun thet: 
“ two moft fharp and grievous, he yielded to embrace a Third, and 
“ to fequefter himfelf unto a private Life in fome other Place. Thar 
“ his Confcience was not made of Wax. That many of their Lord. 
“ fhips had tafted largely of the invincible force of Confcience, and 
“ her untractable nature, on which fide foever fhe take: She might, 


“‘ he faid, be crazed and cracked by things infinite that feemed bur 


“ fmall: And being once forced to fail in the leaft, that Canker was 


“ never Curable after. But to change and altcr fhe could nox 
‘“¢ be framed by Man’s Power or Policy, till God pleafed to draw 
“her, being once firmly fixed. That tho’ that little he was threat- 
“ ned to loofe could not draw him prefently to the offence of his 
“© Prince, yet what Lack and Neceffity might hereafter do, he dare} 
“ nor Warrant, nor take on him to fay. He prayed their Lord- 
“* thips therefore to be means unto her Majefties Clemency for him 
“ in this Caufe: that he might be fpared, as hitherto, to enjoy thar 
“ fmall portion of Living yet lefthim. And he bad them to reje@& 
“ his Suit, if he fought to find more favour now, than heretofore, 
“ when his Lot ferved, he was willing to fhew, or than by his help 
“ others had enjoyed. ‘That if the Place or Company where he 
“< lived, did offend, he fhould be always willing to change the fame, 
“© and to Conform himfelf to the Queen’s devotion. This was the 
“ fum of Sir Francis his Letter. Where we cannot but obferve his 
great Argument for himfelf is Confcience (and avery good Argu- 
ment indeed) and fo was it commonly urged in this Reign by Pa- 
pifts, as we have feen before: And yet in the laft Reign, when ic 
was urged by others, what little regard did they give to it them- 
felves ? 7 | 

But to let the World fee how favourably this Gentleman was dealt 
withal, notwithftanding his Complaint, let me bring in another parr 
of his Story, tho’ it happened three or four years after; when I find 
him ftill in Spain, and greatly eftemed by King Philip there. Who 
in his behalf had moved Man the Englifh Ambaffador at that Court, 
to follicite the Queen to allow him the Income of his Eftate, and to 
live abroad where he lifted : and fo had the Spanifh Ambaflador alfo 
here dealt with her for the faid Englefeld. Wereupon the Queen 
commanded her faid Ambaffador in a Letter wrote to him in the lar- 
ter end of the Year 1567, to give her Anfwer to the faid King about 
this matter. Whereby it appeared, that Sir Francis’s Servants to that 
time received the Rents of his Lands, which there was no doubt 
were difpofed of according to his will; except fome {mall part of the 
fame referved for the maintenance of the Lady Englefeld his Wife, 
upon her Petition. And as to his Confcience, there were many Pa-

ance for their Opinion in Religion, carying themfelves peaceably un- 

der the Government ; fuch was the Mildnefs ofa Proteftant Ruler, 
For thefe were the Queen’s Inftructions to the Ambaffador; ‘ That 

‘ fhe perceived by fundry his Letters, and by the Spani/h Ambafla- 

* dors frequent treating with Her, what earneft means Sir Francis

* Inglefeld ufed toward the King there, and others of his Council, 
‘ for the obtaining of Met Graunt, that he might enjoy the Profit of 
© his Lands, to live thereupon, and contrary to her Laws, where he 
* would in any part of Chriffendom. In which matter fhe thought it 
‘ good, that the King her good Brother fhould underftand her Do- 
‘ ings; what Mercy and Favour fhe had ufed towards: him: and 
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‘-how far otherwife fhe thought furely the King would ufe any Sub-- 


* ject of his in fuch like cafe. Firft, How he had been required to 
‘ repair [home.] That it was well known how he might live here at 
“home, being difpofed to Quietnefs, without Moleftation of his 
‘ Confciencc, which the Example of her Clemency towards a great 
‘ number, his Inferiors, might well teach him. And that yet upon 
“ his often refufal to return, though the Profits of his Lands were 
‘ ftayed by order of her Laws, to be anfwered unto her; yet fhe 
‘ never received unto this Day, neither did difpofe to any other 
‘ Perfon, any part thereof: Saving only that fhe directed to his Wife 
‘ upon her lamentable Petition, . ( being an Heir, and by whom the 
© faid Sir Francis had a great Portion of Living) a {mall Part to 
* maintain her, in a meaner Degree than belonged to his Wife. And 
‘ the reft.of all his Living had been for any thing fhe knew, difpo- 
‘ fed by his Friends and Servants to the Ufe of the faid Sir Francis, 
‘as he appointed. So as the Matter being well confidered, he had 
‘ no caufe to complain of any thing paft. 

* And that feeing her Clemency had been fuch to him, ard yet, 
‘ as it feemed, he had made Complaint of her Ufage, fhe trufted rhe 
“ King would forbear to prefs her any more, or otherwife, in this

“ Clemency and Lenity, fhew fome Severity without breach of Ju- 
* ftice. 

There was a Paper that fome way or other fell into the Lord 
Treafurer Burghley’s Hands in the Year 1574. containing a Lift of 
Englifb Men and Women in Spain and the Spanifh Dominions, that 
were the Kings of Spain's Penfioners; wrot by this /aglefeld, and 
fent by him to the Duke of Feria; who though he had maried one 
Dormer, an Englifb Woman, and lived in England in Queen Maries 
Time, yet hated Elizabeth from the beginning of her Reign, and 
had ftired up Pope Pius IV. to excommunicate her, and the King of 
Spain to be her Enemy. By Jnglefield’s Correfpondence with fuch a 
Man, and by being able to draw up fuch a Lift, one may conjeCture 
how well he was acquainted with Queen Elizabeth's Traitors; and 
that he muft be little better than the reft himfelf. This Lift was as 
followeth:

But the Queen and Kingdom, notwithftanding the fair Pretences 
of the Fugitives, had caufe to be fufpicious of them; the Popith 
Faction endeavouring to do her mifchief by her own Subjects of that 
Perfuafion, which they had with them at hand, to inftil into them 
their dangerous Inftructions. And fhe knew well how enraged the 
Pope and his Church would be at the Reformation fhe had cttablith- 
ed; and being apprehenfive what dangcrous Deviccs they would 
meditate againft her, fhe and her Secretary made ufe of a diligent 
Man, one E. Dennum, {ent over to Staly about 1562 or 1563. to fend 
her Majefty Intelligence of Foreign Confpiracics and Contrivances : 
and having made ufe of Moncy, got feveral Notices of the Pope, 
and what he was doing in his Privy Cabals and Councils. A Lift 
whereof he fent from Venice, together with a Letter to Secretary Ce- 


cyl, April 13. 1564. A Copy of this Paper fell afterwards into the

Hands of that diligent Antiquary, Sir Fames Ware. But the Origi- 


nal was kept private in the Qucens Clofet among othcr Papers of 
Secrefy. The Contents thereof were thefe: 


I. That Pope Pius had confulted with the Clery of Ttaly at an 
Affembly which he had called; When it was voted, that the Immu-

defended by all Princes,as the ‘pent Church of God. And to en- 
courage the fame, that Council voted, that Pzus fhould beftow the 
Queens Realm on that Prince, who would attempt to Conquer it. . 

II. That there was another Council ordered by way of Commit- 


tee: Containing Three of the Cardinals, Six of the Bifhops, and as 


many of the Order of the fefuits, who daily now increafed; and 
came in great favour with the Pope. Thefe did weekly prefent Me- 
thods and Ways, and Contrivances for the Church of Rome. And 
thefe were prepared for a great Council to be holden afterwards ; 
whofe Bufinefs was how to order all things for the Advancement of 
the Romifh See. Some of thefe Contrivances were as follow: 

@ 


Firft, To offer the Queen to Confirm the Exg/i/h Liturgy, fome 
things being altered; provided, fhe do acknowledge the fame from 
Rome. But if denied, then to afperfe the Liturgy of England by all 
Ways and Confpiracics an 

Secondly, A Licence or Difpenfation to be granted to any of the 
Romi/b iedees to Preach, Speak or Write againft the new eftablith- 


ed Church of Exgland: to be done among Proteftants in otherParts, 


on purpofe to make England odious to them. ‘Thefe Perfons fo Li- 
cenced and Indulged to be feemingly as fome of them: and not to 
be cither taxcd, checked or excommunicate for fo doing. Théy were 
alfo to change their Names, left they might be difcovered. And 
they were to keep a quaternal Correfpondence with fome of the 
Cardinals, Archbifhops, Bifhops, Abbots, Priors, and others of the 
chief Monafterics, Abbies, &c. | 

Thirdly, For the preventing of any of thefe difpenfed Perfons from 
flinching off from them, or falling from this Correfpondence by fome 
good Reward, there fhould be feveral Perfons appointed to watch 
the Parties fo licenced, and to give Intelligence to Rome of their 
Behaviour. And thefe Parties were to be fworn not to divulge to 
any of the Perfons fo Licenced or Indulged what they were, or from 


‘ whence they came, but to be ftrange, and to come in as one of their 
- Converts.

Fourthly, In cafe any of the hypocritical Miniftry of Exgland fhould 
become as thofe who had thefe Licences, it was deliberated whar 
was then to be done. The Bifhop of Mentz anfwered, That that 
was the thing they aimed at: And that they defired no more than a 
Separation among the Hereticks of Exg/and; and the more Animo- 
fitics there were among them, there would be the fewer to oppofe 
the Mother Church of Rome, whenever Opportunity ferved. i 

Fifthly, A Pardon to be granted to any that would Affaule the 
Queen, or to be any Cook, Brewer, Baker, Vintner, Phyfician, 
Grocer, Chirurgion, or of any other Calling whatfoever, that would 
make her away. And ari abfolute Remiffion of Sins to the Heirs of 


_ that Party’s Family, and a perpetual Annuity to them for ever, and 


to be of the Privy Council to whomfoever afterwards fhould Reign. 
Sixthly, For the better affurance of further Intilligence to the See 
of Rome, Licences were to be given to difpenfe with feveral Bap- 
¥ tifms 
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ANNO tifms, Mariages, and other Ceremonies of the Church of England, - 
1563. to poffefs and enjoy any Offices, either Ecclefiaftical, Milicary or 
L-vwNo Civil; to take fuch Oaths as fhould be impofed upon them, provi- 
ded, that the fame Oaths be taken with a Referve for to ferve the. 
Mother Church of Rome, ,whenever Opportunity ferved. In which 
Cafe the Act of Council paffed, that it was not fin, but merirori- 
ous; and that when it fo ferved for Rome’s advantage, the Party 
was abfolved from his Oath. _ | 

Seventhly, That the Romifb Orders cherifh all Adherents to the | 
Mother Church. And whenever occafion ferved, to be in a readinefs 
at the. times appointed ; and to contribute according to their Capa- 
cities for the promoting the Romi/h Caufe. | 

Eighthly, That the Romifh Party fhall propofe a Match for the 
Queen of one of the Catholick Princes, 

Ninthly, Excommunication, and a perpetual Curfe to light on the 
Families and Pofterity of all thofe of the Mother Church, thar will 
not promote or affift, by means of Money or otherwife, Mary Queen 
of Scotland's Pretence to the Crown of England. 

Tenthly, Every Roman Catholick within England and Ireland to’ 
contribute to thofe Romifh Bifhops, and Parifh Priefts, that were 
privately , or fhould be, fent over to them; and to pay all the 
Church Duties, as if they were in Pofleffion: and this upon pain of 
Excommunication to them and their Pofterity. | 

Eleventhly, The See of Rome to Difpenfe with all Parties of the 
Roman Faith to {wear to all Herefies in England, and elfewhere. And 
that not to’ be a Crime againft the Soul of the Party ; the Accufed 
taking the Oath with an Intention to promote or advance the Romar 
Catholick Faith. | |

- Pope’s Councel.

Writer. Dr. Haddon writes in Anfwer to bim; and fo doth

in Welch. Some Mifcellaneous Mattres. A ftrange Effet? of 
Foy. ‘The Queen at Windsor this Winter reads much. | 


His Year came forth a StateBook, being a neceffary Quarrel 
TT of this Church, and Defence-of this Country, writ in Anfwer 
to Hieronymus Oforius, a Portugueze, who the laft Ycar publithed a 
malicious Libel againft England, and the Reformation of Religion 
here, by way of Letter to the Queen; intending to perfuade her to 
return to the Reman Catholick Faith;as hath been mentioned already. 
The Anfwerer, who feems to be pitched upon fot this Work by Se- 
cretary Cecil, was Dr. Walter Haddon, Mafter of Requefts to the 
Queen, a Man of great Abilities in Learning, and Experience of the 


' State and Affairs of this Nation, and withal, had an excellent Cicero- 


nian Style: to be even with the faid Oforius, whofe Latin was the 


' only thing that recommended his Book. But his Treatment of the

Queen and her Kingdom and People was fo rude and uncivil, and 
his Arguments fo weak and childifh, that the faid Haddon gave this 
fhort Character of him, “‘ That he was a moft perverfe, overthwart 
“ Brawler, who befides a commendable Facility in the Latin Tonguc, 
“ could profit the Publick nothing at all. 

FFaddon framed his Anfwer in a Letter to him, entituleds Gui. - 
Haddonus Hieronymo Oforio Lufitano S.D. ‘Therein anfwering all the 
trite Objections of Papifts then toft up and down againft the late 
Proceedings of Exgland, and clearing the Steps that were taken by 
the Queen and her Council and Parliament. And therefore very 
well worthy to have fome Account given of it in this Place; having 
been drawn up by great Deliberation, and overlookt by the Secre- - 
tary and Sir Zhomas Smith; and ferving for a publick Vindication of 
this Nation: the like to which I know none as yer fet forth, ex- 
cept Bifhop Fewed’s Apology the laft Year. This choice Letter re- 
maineth among Hfaddon’s Lucubrations publifhed in the Yedr 1567. 
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but being out of the Hands of moft, and in Latin, I will give fome ANNO 
brief Account of it. | 1563. 
He told Oforius, the Reafon he wrote this Letter to him was, to VSI 
correct (yet without Offence or bitter Difference) his Miftake of Piisadon’ 
the State of England, taken up from falfe Surmifes arid Reports, and -xfwer. 
to rectify the Opinions of others, which perhaps his Writings had 
prejudiced. ‘That whereas Oforius had afcribed the publick Decrees, 
made for reforming Religion, toa great many uncertain obfcure 
Men, and excluded the Queen from this Tranfa@tion; it was to be 
attributed either to his Diffimulation, or his Ignorance of our Ci- 
ftoms. For the Cuftom of England is, that no Laws are made, to 
which the whole State is obliged to fubmit and obey, but by the 
Affent and Confent of the Commion People, the Nobility, together 
with the Approbation of the Prelates of the Church, and the Com- 
mand of the Prince. Therefore, if any thing elfe had been told him, 
it was a Lye in the Author of it, and in him, too much Credu- 
lity. | | 
te obferved, how Oforius began with a terrible Complaint, that a Oforius’s 
Multitude of Men, he knew not who, had eftranged themfelves from peels 
the Truth of Apoftolical Religion, and had brought in a new one, 
unknown before, but boafting much of Pleafure and Liberty: but 
that in truth that Religion was moft peftilent, and abounded with 
Flouds of innumerable Evils. Then he affaulted the Authors of this 
new Religion; againft whom he thundred out thick and horrible 
Flames of Reproches; and that nothing could be thought more de- 
teftable than they. Then he roared out againft the Religion it felf; 
that ic was to be accurfed, avoided, abhorred: and that the Aurhors 
of it were Murthcrers, Sorcerers, Overthrowers of Commonwealths, : 
Enemies of Mankind. But to this Haddox chalenged him to come 
to Particulars, and to fhew, who thefe were, and wherein this Reli- 
ligion came to have fuch a Character. ‘That for his part, he could 
not but lift up his Hands to Almighty God, moft heartily thanking 
him that he had difperfed the deep Darknefs of the former Times by 
the Sun-fhine of the Gofpel. By the want of the Knowledge where- 
of ficft, and afterwards the trufting in Superftitions, we wallowed 
fecurely in the Sink of Sin; believing that, whatfoever Wickednefs 
we had done, to have it pardoned by the Lead of the Popes Bulls, 
and by muttering over of Prayers not underftood.. But the Autho- 
rity of the Holy Scriptures at length founded in our Ears, and fo 
terrified our Confciences, that laying afide and cafting away the In- 
ventions of Men, we took refuge in the free Mercy of God only; 
in like manner attending to that which was commanded by the Pro- 
phet, to conform our Manners to Holinefs and Righteoufnefs. 
And whereas in a long Addrefs to her Majefty Oforius advifed, 
That fhe and all Princes fhould provide and take care they were not 
dethroned by this new and hitherto unknown Sect; Haddon fhewed 
how fhe flourifhed in all Profperity, loving her Subjects, and being 
beloved by them: and not perceiving the leaft Air of thofe Tumults 
vainly prophefied of by him. “Tis true there had been fome danger 
of a French Tempeft; but that was now pacified. And whence it 
firfk

ANNO firtt blew, it was eafy to tell; [He means, not from the Profeffors

e : Then Oforius mentioneth a fort of Men lately come in, who were 
to purge the Church from all the Dregs of the Errors of the Schools, 
ind to reduce it again to the Sincerity of the Inftitution of the Apo- 
files, and to reprefent to the Chriftian World the Truth founded in 
the Gofpel of Chrift, long fince oppreft by Gain and Ambition: 
that the Glory of God obfcured by the Dreams of Men might be 
advanced by the clear and broad Light of the Holy Scriptures. 
Thefe Men whom he had thus fcoffingly defcribed, fometimes he 
takes fport with, fometimes fhews his Stomack againft, and fome- 
times declaimes and exclaimes upon them. And this new Sect were 
the Enemies, which (as Pefts of this Realm) he would have cut off 
from the Queens Majefty, and caft away. But Haddon on the other 
fide efteemed thefe Profeflots of the Gofpel to be the Servants of 
God, fent from Heaven to us, to awake us out of our Sloth in 
thefe dangerous Times of the declining World: That thcfe Men 
quickned our Lingring, refuted our Errors, and rebuked our Impie- 
ties. And then biddeth Oforixs fee how wide his Opinion of thefe 

| | Men was from his.  —s- —— 
OerRefermerss But now Oforius begins to take the Perfons of the chicfeft Refor- 
fers to task; and asketh, if they were more perfe@ in all the Praife 
of Piety, than Athanafius, Bafl, Ambrofe, Hicrom, and Auguftin. 
Haddon replied, That thefe Reformers, many of them were of ex- 
¢ellent Learning, and moft blamelefs Manners. But not to moke 
odious Comparifons between worthy Men, he afferted in behal! of 
thefe Modern Doctors, that they did confpire with thofe Venerab!e 
Fathers, that they went the fame way with them, and Uclivercd the 
é. fame Sum of Religion as they did: And if fo, Comypariton benween 
Perfons that agree was idle. If not, .he bad Cferius fhow, vi herein 
they differed. That Auguftin comp!aincd, that in his time, they 
were overwhelmed with Flouds of Ceremonies, that the Condition 
of Chriftians was almoft worfe than that of the Jews. Hierom 
wifhed the Holy Scriptures (which from the Romaniffs Churches 
were wholly thrown off and hidden ) might be Icarncd by Women 
and Children. Bafil employed all his Leifure in Learning himfelf, 
and Teaching others the Holy Bufinefs of Divinity. And if Monks 
had lived according to Baffs Inftitutions, not a Man had touched 
them fo much as with with their Finger. That Arhanafius’s Creed 
had a juft Veneration, nor was there any queftion betwecn him and 
us. But Oforius had only named thefe antient Fathers barcly, and

For we made ufe of the Opinions of the approved 
Interpreters of all Times, as our Books eeflify, which openly con- 
futed this Calumny of his. © | 

Next, Oforius played with our Perfeffion, which fome of ours, as 
he gave out, boafted of in theit Lives: and yet he faid they were 
convinced of wicked Deeds daily. But Haddon faid, It was falfe 
that they arrogated any thing to themfelves above the Condition of 
humane Nature. And it was a Slander to defame their Converfa- 
tions. 

He found gteat fault, that ftich Companies of Virgins and Monks, Monks ad 

fhut up to celebrate the Glory of God, and defend the Chaftity of *” 
their Bodies, were fent forth by us, and expofed to Lufts and all 
Licencioufnefs of Life: and their Houfes difpofed of for Gain; and 
that Laws were made, that Religion fhould not hinder Luft. Had. 
don freely confefled thofe Dens of Wickednefs were demolifhed, by 
the good Advices of fome among us. Into which places tender 
Maids were thruft, and poor Boys, with fo great a Violation of 
Manners, as his Modefty would not fuffer him to declare. That 
thofe Workfhops of Wickednefs had almoft nothing elfe, bur Phari- 
faical daily Prayers in an unknown Tongue; the reft of the things 
performed there within might be refembled to the old Bacchanalia of 
Rome. And that therefore God had ftirred up the Minds of our Peo- 
ple, who pioufly advifed, that fuch numerous Companies skulking 
in moft corrupt Corners fhould be called out, from Vices to Virtue, 
from Copulations nor fit to be fpoken to honeft Wedlock. And the 
Houfes were difpofed to the Ufe of Schools, Univerfities, Hofpitals. 
And it was provided by Laws that the Sows fhould fot again wal- 
low in fuch fillhy Mire. ‘This, he added, was 4 great and extraor- 
dinary Favour of God; whereby more were drawn out of the dark 
Kingdom of the Devil, than by all che little Conftirutions of the 
Popifh Church heaped together. 

Oforius then lamented the taking away of Images and Pictutes, smages and 
and fuch like Monuments out of the Chufches; which being gone, °”*" 
there remained nothing whereby the Mind might be raifed to the 
Meditation of Divine Things. But teplied Haddon, Our Nation, 

_ remembring the Blindnefs of the lace Times, was much afraid a 
thie

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the Frenzies of Idolatry: againft which there was an exprefs Com- 
mand of God. And the Gofpel bad us take heed of Idols. Bué 
though this Fear were not, yet the Doctrin of our Lord Jefus Chrift 
ought to have the higheft Authority among Chriftian Men: where- 
by it was pronounced that God is a Spirit: and they obferve the 
right manner of praying to him, who Worthip him in Spirit and in 
Truth: and that God the Father fought fuch Worfhipers. And that 
this was the fafe manner of praying, 1f we weighed whence it came, 
[ #.e. from the inward Man] and whether it ought to return | 7. ¢. 
to Almighty God alone.] Nor did Prayer want the help of outward 


‘Things, by which it might afcend to the Throne of God. Yea, that 


our outward Man while it was too much bufied in thefe Shadows of 
holy Things, the inward Senfe of the Mind grew cold: and taking 
in the unwholfome Nutriment of a too gaudy Religion, loft the true 
Fruit of Celeftial Meditation. He faid, moreover, that the antient — 
Church of: the Apoftles and Martyrs had nothing of thefe Monu- 
ments; but in ee declining of fincere Religion, Pictures by little 
and little crept in: and that former Heat of Religion glowing in 
Mens minds, grew languid: and at laft a degenerate School-Divini- 
ty, deformed with Superftition, came in: And prefently all was ftuf- 
fed with Pictures and Images. And that outward Veneration of 
i gia in all Places it encreafed, the inward Worthip of God 
fell off. | | 
Oforius goes on, and writes, That in fhort all Sacred Things, Ce- 
remonies and Sacraments were overthrown from the Foundation by 
us. Haddor {martly anfwered, This was too impudent an Hyper- 
bole: and proceeded to fhew, how falfe this Imputation was, by 
giving Account briefly of the Divine Worfhip and Obfervance of 


Rites in this Nation. And firft, becaufe Faith came by Hearing, 
- we had Teachers of the Holy Scriptures fent forth to all the Bor- 


ders of our Country, to inftruct the Common People in all the Of- 
fices of Piety, and to teach them the true Worfhip of God. Then 
we had a publick Form of Prayer, collected out of the Scriptures; 
ftrengthned by Authority of Parliament, ({fo we call the Confent of 
the Three Eftates of this Realm) whence we did not fuffer any to 
depart, providing in both as well as we could, that the Command 
of the Holy Ghoft be obeyed, that faith, That he that fpeaketh in 
the Church fhould ufe the Words of God in it; and then, that all 
agree in one. Further, that we took care that the Sacraments were, 
as near as might be, adminiftred according to the Precept of Holy 
Scripture, and the Example of the antient Church, as our 
Lord Jefus Chrift himfelf with his Apoftles infticuted them. That 
all thefe things were propounded in our own Tongue. Becaufe it 
would be a great Madnefs to blatter out that before God which one 
knows not what it is: And which oppofed manifeftly that whol- 
fome Doétrine of St. Paxf, with all the antient Examples of Apofto- 
lical Churches. Furthermore, that we performed the Impofition of 
Hands, the Celebration of Wedlock, the bringing of Women lately 
delivered of Child to Church, the Vification of the Sick, the Burial 
of the Dead, with folemn and publick Offices, compofed according 

to

to the Truth of Scripture. And to thcefe we added fo much of Cere- 
mony, that all things were done in the Church conveniently and in Or- 
der, as we knew we were admonifhed to do. That of Times, Places, 
Days, and other Circumftances, there was in effect no Change made 
with us. Nor in the whole of our Religion was there any thing new, 
untefs what before had either evident Abfurdity, or exprefs Impicty. 
So that (whatfoever the other had moft rafhly and fafly affirmed] our 
Church was nor fpoiled, neither of holy things, nor Sacraments nor 
_Ceremonics : but in every kind fo much was kept, that he would 
treat us too injurioufly, who fhould flanderoufly give out, that there 
was nothing of thefe remained, when nothing of them was want- 
ing, necdul to the true Worthip of God. | | 
Another Charge of Oforius upon us was, that we had fhaken off 
the Yoke of the Pope. Truc, faid Afaddon: for it was too heavy 
for us or our Fathers to bear. Nor did we acknowledge any Supe- 
rior Bifhop unlefs our Lord Jefus Chrift, to whom the Holy Scrip- 
_ ture affigned this peculiar Honor. Nor did we rend Chrift’s Coat, 
as Oforius had faid; but we only picked a hole in the Roman Bi- 
fhop’s Cloak. Neither opened we a way to Sedition by cafting off 
the Pope, as he had faid, but we fhut up the way that led down to 
the greateft Perverfenefs of manners, by: the means of his licentious 
Leaden Bulls. 
Oferius then fell upon the Afanners of the People of England re- 
roved their Pride, their Impudence; to which he joyned their Rob- 
pace Confpiracies and all manner of Wickednefs. And that the 
former wholfome Difcipline was wont to correct Mens manners ; 
but that in our times was gone, and therefore that Divinity that was 
void of good Fruit ought to be rejected. But Haddon anfwered, that 
this was falfe which he had taken up concerning the Perverfenefs of 
our People. And werc it true, he could never make out what he 
collected thence. Tares had always been mixed with the Harvett. 
He led Ofortus home to his own Church, and demanded of him, if 
they of his Communion were not guilty of Sins enough. And that 
therefore he might throw away his Argument; which was either of 
no force, or was of cqual force againft him and his own Church:

theirs, or our Dodtrinc with theirs, we were ready to make the compa- 
rifon afloon as he would. ‘That as for our Do@rine, he might moft 
truly defend it to be thefame with the Apoftles, derived from the Gof- 
pel itfelf. He required, Oforius to fhew him his Church, agd defired 
this might be the Controverfy between them, Whether Church was 
- neerer to the Apoftles in fincericy of manners, and Truth of Do@trine. 
And ifhe would accept of this Chalcnge, he would prefently joyn Iffte 

with him. ) | 
Then Oforius falls to exclaiming againft Our Go/pel, uttering all 
mancr of evil fpcaking here. But Haddon bad him roar as much as 
he would or could, yet he fhould never effect ir, but that the Truth 
of the Antient and pure Gofpel would be preached to all by us. And 
that when we fhould come to ftand before the dreadful Tribunal of 
Chrift the Judge, and an account required of our Faith, ic would 
x Noc 
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ANNO not be out of the Decrees and Decretalls which Oforius fo vehement-

ly embraced, nor out of the Fulians and Bonifacians, in whofe Au- 


Loews thority their People oT but out of this very Go/pel, which

he had fo pleafantly derided: the Gofpel, which their Church had 
buried fo long, but was reftored publickly from Heaven by the In- 
tervention of fome of our pious and learned Men. He fhewed fur- 
ther, how the People of Oforius’s Church had, infted of the Gofpel, 
fome Sermons preached by Friers, who made Declamations to the 
People after their maner at certain times, and at all other times were 
filent. And for the moft part they ufed fuch tedious and trite formes of 
Exhortations, as might invite the Auditors to flcep, rather than regard 
what was faid. Intheholy things andthe Sacramentsthe People enjoyed 
their Eafe; nothing forthem to do, and the Priefts performed the whole 
Bufinefs by themfelves in an unknown Tongue. They went to Mafs, 
wherein they would have the very Subftance of Religion placed: The 
Priefts indeed were very bufy, but the People had no part therein but 
to lookon. Nor did the Gofpe/ inthe mean time come in, to trouble 
them, and all Exhortations out of it were wholly filent. Once per- 
haps ina year they went to the Lord’s Table, more in folemn Cere- 
mony, than in a contrite Heart. Nor was that done which the In- 
{ticution of our Lord Jefus Chrift required, that his Death be fhewed 
forth until he came. Again, how much foever the People defiled 
themfelves with Sins, there was no public Medicine of Souls ap- 
plied. They tranfacted all privately by Whifpers inthe Priefts Ears. 
And if the Impiety were of a greater fize, it was redeemed by Lead, 
[z. e. the Popes Bul.] | 

Such a various, manifold and vaft Provifion of Ceremonies, that 
a greater outward plefure of the fenfes could fcarce be invented, 
while the amending the inward Temper of the mind was little or 
nothing at all. And this was their Service, | 

Then Haddon went on to fhew what Our Divine Service who pro- 
fefled the Gofpel, was. Firft, there were omong us conftant Ser- 
mons I upon the Gofpel: the Authority whereof either brake 
the Stubbornefs of Sin by the Terrors of the Law, or allured to 
Vertue by the greatnefs of the Promiffes. And in cafe any Men neg- 
lected, or cared not for thefe Spiritual things, the Magiftrates caufed 
them to be prefent at the holy Setvices; wherein they heard not fo 
much the Interpretations of Men, as openly perceived God and 
Chrift fometimes thundering out Threatnings againft their Sins, and 
fometimes offering their Trefurcs of Mercy. Thefe Recitations ofthe 
Prayers were accompanied with variety of Pfalms, Hymns, and 
Leffons out of the Books of both Tettaments. So that he muft 
necds be a moft unhappy Man, thar could reap no private Benefit 
to himfclf; when the Word of God founded fo much about him. 
‘Then followed the Sacrament of the holy Table of the Lord, which 
was conflantly ufed on the Feftival Days. The Minifter of God 
called all publickly to come forth, who had agreeably prepared them- 
felves for fo divine a Banquet. Some came forth, and kneeled 
humbly upon their knees, being alone by themfelves, and Icft in the 
midft of the Church, and when it was due time, they, in the Eyes 


and 
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and Ears of all, did openly declare their abhorrence of the naughtinefs .4 NNO 
of their Lives; and with one Voice beg God’s Pitty and Forgivencfs. 156}. 
The Minifter befpake them with chofen Places of Scripture, partly de- “WY | 
claring Threatnings againft Sin, and partly opening the abundant Foun- | 
tains of God’s Mercy. Sothat thofe who were to partake of the holy, 
Table did often tremble; and after being refrefhed with the hope of 
Pardon, were revived again. Such as had given a dangerous example, ci- 
ther by flandering of others, orby fome profligatedeed, were {truck with 
Anathema, [i.e.excommunicated] that Shame and fhutting them out of 
Communion, with others, might call them back to thefr Duty again. 
Thus Haddon layd the Matter open in particulars, for every one 
to judge which of the two Formes of Religious Services tended moft 


to Edification. He added one thing further, that there was more of 


Sighs and Grones in one Accefs of ours to the Table of the Lord, 
than in fix hundred of thcir Solemn Maffes. cd 

Oforius infifted again upon the infinite Wickednefs of our reform- 
ed People, and quoted the old Prophets who cryed out againft the 
Impiety of the backfliding Fews, applying their words hither. But 
Haddon averred, that the greateft Part of ours lived by moft up- 
right Statutes; and many Companies of People joyned themfelves 
to the true Worfhip of God; and were as far diftant from thofe im- 
pious Courfes of Life which Oforius mentioned, as his Speech was 
from all Shame and Modefty.. And that if he would do any thing 
to purpofe, he bad him compare the Darknefs of their times with the 
Light of our Gofpel ; and then confider what a Difference there was 
between the one and the other, fince in laying Wickednefs to our 
charge, he did urge their own Reproch, and his own Slandering 
Practice, too common throughout his Epiftle. 

The laft Charge of Ofortus was, that we were divided into Seéts 3 our confent 
and that we were entred into Confultations together how to deftroy #4 Usion ix 
all God’s Religion. So far from that, faith Haddon, that there was **’2" 

a perfect Confent and Agreement among us. Which if he doubted, Jewel's 4p-- 
he required him to have recourfe to the Apology, which the Church “” 
had placed openly in the Eyes of the Chriftian World, as the com- 
mon and certain Pledge, or Token of our Religion. And bad O/o- 
rius refute it if he could. But he could not, (he faid) nor could any 

of their Party do it; however of late there was one, as well as he 
could, barked at it. And as for our plotting the Deftruction of Re- 
ligion; that was not pofflible to be done by us who moft {tedfaftly 
believed the Immortality of Souls. That that was an Accufation 

he fhould lay upon fome Nation that doubted of that, if he could 
find any fuch in the Chriftian World. And to fatify him further, he 
bad him remember, how firmly our Nation had efpovfed the true 
Worfhip of God, and the fincere Doctrine of the Gofpel, not only 

by their Tongues and Writings, but by their Banifhmenr, their 
Hunger, their Nakednefs, by their Blood and Life it felf. - 

When Oforius towards his Conclufion had writ, that he was Tt Queens 
longer than he intended, our Anfwerer added, and more indeed than °°”? 
was decent too; efpecially in the learned Ears of the Queen’s Ma- 

_jefty: whofe Sharpnefs and i a he had been aftaid of, if he 
ae a8 . D _ 2 had 
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had éonfidered with himfelf, how much Strength of Reafon and Un- 
derftanding fhe was endued with; that fhe read the holy Scriprures 
much and often; that fhe compared the beft Interpreters together; 


‘that fhe collected every where the Sentences of the moft learned Di- 


vines; that of herfelf fhe excelled in the knowledge of Tongues: and 
that as fhe was of a prompt and fharp Wit, fo fhe added fo much 
Wifdom to it, as was fcarce credible in that Sex. And in a word, 
that fhe came to Sermons: and that in thefe things her Senfes were 
fo exercifed, partly in reading, and partly in hearing; that fhe could 
as well teach him, as learn of him. And then he demanded of him, 
whether he could have any hope, that this moft Religious and Learned 
Princefs could be corrupted by his Praifes, or circumvented by his 
flattering Speeches. And he told Oforius roundly, that thofe, who- 
foever hes were, that had fuborned him to be the Accufer of the 
Englifh Nation, efpecially before the Queen’s Majefty, had grofly 
abufed his Eafinefs. : | , 
Oforius yet again rubs upon the Fruits of our Doctrine, and bids 
others take a View of them; and tequired Religion to be efteemed 
by its Fruirs. But what Fruits, faid Haddon, would their Church 
have, which was lefs frnitful than all others? But to comply with 
him; Let England then be Confidered, faid he, in the condition where- 
in it was before, deformed with the filthy Traditions of Men ; and 
he compared with Eagland as it was afterwards, living according to 
the Infticution of the Gofpel. Let our Azmnals be fearched: let Re- 
courfe be had to the Monuthents of our own Memory. And let the 
Queen be Judge, and the times compared. Let her give fentence. 
But if that pleafed not, he bad Oforius, if he had not heard it before, 
leafn it of him, what the prefent Condition of Lagland was; that 
he. might hereafter give no Credit to the infamous Stories of our 
Enemies. We had, he faid, a Prince prefiding over the Kingdom, 
in every refpe@ without Compare; her Court wanting no Ornaments 
either for the Honor of her Majefty, or for the Safty of the Common- 
wealth. The Archbifhops ae Bifhops took upon them the Office of 
Preaching in their own Perfons, [a thing not practifed in the Popith 
Church.] And being prefent in their Dioceffes had the Care of all 
the Churches. The Nobility of the Land did well accord among 
themfelves: and the Common People every way dutiful. And a very 
great Tranquillity there was throughout all the Realm. Others 
thaps had related thefe Matters to him otherwife: but he put 
im in mind of what his Mafter 7sdy admonithed, That many Men 
Spoke many things, but it was not neceffary to believe all. _ And that our 
{iLwitlers told not what they knew to be true, but that which they 
would have to be fo; becaufe their Eyes were in pain to fee the 

extraordinary Felicity of our State. | 
At laft Oforius pretended great compaffion for England ; and that 
becaufe his Country Portugal and ours were Neighbours and Friends. 
But faid his Anfwercer, if we were their Neighbours and Friends, 
why did he fo load us with falfe Crimes 2? Why did he fay ‘ That we 
* had drawn away the People from the moft antient and moft holy 
‘ Religion ? which was ratified inthe Blood of Chrift and remained to 
* this very day, and carried them over to another curfed and dreadfuf 
Pe Religion ?

‘ andtotakeuphis ; and that the way was eafy todoit; that the Glory. 


‘ of it would be erernal, and the whole World would applaud her; 
Haddon (aid, it was a Queftion whether this Exhortation had more 
Folly or Impiety in it. For fhould the Voice of a Portugueze, the 
Epiftle of one Azerom Oforius, break through and overthrow the Sa- 
cred Dodtrine of the Gofpel, continually for more than thirty years 


(except the late turbulent fix years) remaining among us; in’ which 
Dodtrine her Royal Majefty had led all her Life; in which fhe had: 


found God fo favourable to her; in which fhe had enjoyed already a 
peaceable Five ycars Reign, flourifhing in the greateft Profperity ; in 
which had been the fulleft Confent of all the States ; in which very. 
excellent Laws had been made and eftablifhed. Should this fingle 
Stranger by a few Rhetorical Words, writ to the Queen, fupplant this 
true and fincere Worfhip of God, fo carefully on all hands fenced and 
fortified by her Maiefty ? . 

And if he hoped for any fuch fuccefs of his Pains, he did but un- 
wifely, to entertain any fuch Confidence. He might if he would. 
write thoufands of Phélippics; all the Queen’s Enemies might flock 
together, and all that envied and hated her, the great Number where- 


of Oforius pretended to know. [For he had ufed it as an Argument to 


the Queen to forfake her Religion on that Account, becaufe the Pa- 
pifts in her Kingdom were more than her Subjects that profeffed the 
Gofpel.] Yet as God oftentimes before {natched her out of thie 
hands of her Enemies, fo he ftill would preferve her from their 
Malice, and would confirm her in the Truth of the Gofpel, as he 


did daily ; and finally, would grant her everlafting Glory, for her en- 


larging the Glory of Chrift by the Gofpel. | | 

And whereas Oforius had by way of Epilogue, adjured and be- 
feeched her again and again to banifh from her the Authors of this 
peftilent Novelty, (as he called pure Religion) and to betake her- 
{elf to his Church, where, with a great deal of Elegancy of Speech, 
he placed the Quire of all Vertues ; Hfaddon told him his Labour was 
in vain. For what he called Novelty of Error, her Majefty knew to be 
Antiquity of Truth ; and that fhe humbly gave God continual Thanks 
for it; and determined not to lay it down but with her Life. And. 
that as for him, fhe thought hima mere Stranger in the Gofpel, if 
he knew not all this before.

The Cenfure which the forefaid Ambaflador gave of this Book to 
Fladdon himfelf the Author, was, ‘ That nothing could come from 
© Haddon, which was not good Latin in the Words; neat and — 
¢ {mooth in the Speech, and grave in the Sentences. And that 
* there was but one thing that he approved not of in that Work; 
‘ which was, that he had to do with an Adverfary that he fo 
¢ much overmatched ; who brought nothing but a bare Imitation of 
© Cicero; and was ignorant of the Matter he handled. 

But Oforius nettled with this. Anfwer of Dr. Haddon, not long af- 
ter, (being now become Bifhop of Sy/va or Arcoburge) gav> a’ Re- 
ply to it in three Books, which was all nothing elfe but a further and 
more bitter Invective againft Exglard; wherein he would feem to 

ft over (as Haddon told him) his whole Malice againft Luther and

Here was work again for our learned Apologift, who thought in 
Honour he mutft nr leaes this Caufe of his Country, and the Ang/i/h 
Church. But it is remarkable, how he was diffuaded from it by fome 
Foreign Exg/ifb-Men, and defperatly threatned what Danger and what 
Work he would draw upon his own Head, if he did not {top his Pen, 
and let Ofortus have the laft Word. For, (to continue our Account 
of this Controverfy) in the year.1565. one Richard Shacklock Mafter 
of Arts of Lovai, fet forth in Engli/h this Letter of Oforius with high 
Commendations in the Preface, prefering it as far above Haddon’s 
Anfwer, (except that he vouchfafed to call him a Man of handfome 
Eloquence) as the Light of the Sun was before 4 Linck. It was 
printed at Antwerp, March the 27th the faid year with the Title of 
4 Pearl for a Prince:- which Title the French Tranflation had given it 
before. And it had the Allowance of Cornelius Fanfenius Profeflor of 
Divinity of Lovai». And in the Conclufion of this Book is an Ad- 
drefs to Mr. Doctor Haddon from Antwerp, trying to affright hint 
from proceeding any further againft Oforius: For they tell him, 
* How Nazianzen witnefled ; that Valens the Emperor, poifoned with 
* the Arian Herefy, after he had written with his own hand many 
© Words concerning the Banifhment of S. Bafl, yet could not finifh 

* thofe 
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‘ thofe Writings, for fo much .as the Pen did three times refufe to ANNO 

.* yield Ink. However being obftinate in his propofed Malice, did 1563: 
‘ not leave off to write that wicked Decree, ms po fubfcribe uito UW 

it, when it was written. Till a great Cramp or Palff¥ came into 

his Hand, which did ftrike fuch a Fear and ‘Ferror into his Heart, 

that with his own Hand he tore that which he had writ. And 

then Mr. Dr. Haddon was bid for the Love of God to remetnber 

this fearful Example. And whereas he did not fear to write againft 

Oforius at the firft, becaufe peradventure either he knew it not, or 

elfe had forgotten it, now feeing he did know it, and had it frefh 

brought to his Memory, he was warned not to difpife it: And 

that it fhould be a Warning to him, whether he wete moved of his 

own Head, or pricked forward, by the Suggeftion of others; whe- 

ther he were in his own private Parlotir; or the publick Parliament . 

Houfe; to fay nothing, write nothing,. fubfcribe to nothing, per- 

taining to the defacing of the Truth; left fuch a Cramp took hie 

in the Hand when he fhould write; or fuch a Palfy come into his 

Tongue, when he fhould fpeak: And fo become a Speétacle to all. 

Men. Further, they bad him enter into an humble Confeffion of 

his own Imperfection: And that in Humanity he could do very 

commendably, but when he came is declaim in Divinity, he could 

no more beftir himfelf than David in Sau/'s Armour. 

But that if he would not ceafe,they affured him, ‘ That he fhoild 

ftir up fo many Adverfaries againft him, that whereas he was 

Mafter of the Requefts,and for that caufe iy always to be at leifure 

to hear Petitions, when Suitors came to him, he fhould be fain to 

make them this Anfwer, I pray you trouble me not, I muft go An- 

{wer Oforius in Portugal, Imuft anfwer Hofus in Polonia, fuch a Man 

in fuch a Country, &r. And that, if he would not make them 

fuch an Anfwer, yet his Brains fhould be bufied with fo many 

Books and Letters from his Betters, that his Mind fhould nor be 

upon his Charge. And fo he would be put out of his Place for 

Negiigence, or elfe fent from the Court to Cambridge for Pity, 

that he might have more Icifure to anfwer his Adverfaries,which he 

would not well like of. Wherefore they prayed him to follow thelr 

former Counfil: to -ftay himfelf; and to recompence his trouble- 

fome Eloquence with charitable and quiet Silence. Amd becaufe 

he was Mafter of Réguefis, they prayed him to grant them this 

Requeft, that he encreafed nor his old Fault with a new Offence, 

nor made any new refiftance againft antient Verity: And that hte 

might be the more aftaid to abufe his Hand in Writing againft 

Oferius, or any other Catholick, they prayed him to turn the Book, 

named Symbola Heroica intd Englifb; where among many other. 

Pictures he fhould find a fhaking Hand with a Pen leaping out of 

it, and this Poefy written over it, U/terius né tende odiis; i.e. Pro- 

cede no further in hatreds. And this Heroical Device; they trufted 

would terrify him from the like Vice. ; _ 

But notwithftanding all this Counfil, (childifh enough) fuch was Haddon’: 4,- 
Haddon’s Zcle in anfwering the fecond angry and malicious Book lee Apelte 
of Oforius, that in tlie beginning of his Anfwer, he faid refolutely, peck. 

He ftood in the Defence of his Country, and would perfift therein fo long as 
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Breath was in his Body. And indeed in this Quarrel he ended his 
Life. For he died ie he had not gone half way in his Confuva- 
tion. Whether he had any foul Play, I cannor tell, but by the 
Warning given above, it may raife a Sufpicion; efpecially fince he 
was at Bruges in Flanders, Anno 1566. the laft Year of his Life. He 
treated his Adverfary now more fmartly than he had done before ; 
bur yet ufed him like a Scholar.Buc with what Succefs he dealt with 
him, Jobs Fox will tell us, ‘ That he fo handled his Matters with 
‘ Arguments and Reafons, as he feemed not only to have confuted 
© Oforius, but alfo to have crufhed him all to pieces. Where he left 
off the faid Fox was thought the fitteft for Learning and Divinity, 
as well as an excellent Latine Style, to go on with the Work: and 
fo at length he finifhed it, by adding above three Parts more than 
Haddon nad writ, to it: fwelling to a pretty large Book. And at laft 
it was turned into Englifh by Fames Bel, and printed by Fobn Day, 
Anno 1581. in Quarto. Wherein.are fully anfwered the malicious 


Slanders and Mifreports, ‘yaifed in thofe times againft our Religion, 


and what was done in the Reforming of the Church of Exgland ju- 
ftified: And to every thing that was writ, I make no doubt Secre- 
tary Cectl.was privy, and all went through his Hand, and the 
the Writer had his Directions, fince the Work was of fuch a publick 
Import, and he had concerned himfelf with this Controverfy from 
the beginning. - Fox’s Stile was fharpe, and oftentimes witty (for 
fo Oforius was to be dealt withal) but he fhewed alfo a great deal 
of good Learning and Knowledge ini Ecclefiaftical and other Hifto- 
ry. And thus much for this State-Book of Haddon’s, with the Hi- 
{tory of it. | 

To this let me add another Book of good Ufe that came forth this 
Year, printed by Reginald.Wolfe, viz. Wolfzang Mufculus his Common 
Places, tranflated out of Latin into Englifh by Fohn Man, Provott of 
Merton College, Oxom, with an Epiftle Dedicatory to the Archbi- 
fhop of Canterbury, who had lately placed him, in fpight of Popith 
Oppofition, in that College. It is a large Folio, containing a good 
Body of Practical Divinity, profitably and plainly handled, for the 
Ufe and Help of the Unlearned, not only Lay-men, but Clergy, 
(of which Sort there were many in thefe Times ) as there were many 
Tranflations of learned Proteftant Foreigners Writings now print- 
ed and publifhed fin Eugland, very feafonable and ufeful: This 
Book among the reft being judged by the Learned to be of good 
Service, for them that needed by orderly Inftruction to be taught the 


_ principal Articles and Rules of Chriftian Religion, as they might 


eafily conceive them, and faithfully keep them. It was the Work 


of Ten Years, written with good Advifement, tempered for their — 


Meafure for whom it was prepared, as the Preface fhewed. As for 
Mufculus himfelf, he was public Reader of Divinity at Berne in Swit- 
zerland; a Man of moft godly Life; trained up in Learning ‘by the 
Space of near Sixty Years: occupied in continual Reading and Ex- 
ounding of Scripture: having atchieved thereby to fuch an Excel- 
ency, as the Tranflator faith, he might be numbred amongft the 
moft prefoundly learned Doctors that have written in the Church 
of God. Care 
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Care was taken for Wales, the People whereof were very Popith, 
very Fenorant, and very Sinful. For the redrefs whereof, and for the 
introducing among them the Knowledge of true Religion, the Bible 
was tranflated, or ready to be tranflated, into their Mother Tongue, 
and alfo the Book of Common Prayer, Adminiftration of the Sacra- 
ments, and the Book of Homilies. And for the printing of thefe 
Books, or any other in the Welch Tongue, tending to the fetting 
forth of godly Doctrine, the Queen granted a Patent for Seven Years 
to Widliam Salisbury of Llanraoft, Gent. and Fobr Waley of London,

Let me add thefe fcattering Hiftorical Notices of Affairs that fell 
out within this Year, by way of bricf Journal. 

In May the Baftard-fon of the King of Navarr came into England 
from Guzen, to fee the Queen and this Country. But fome thought 
ic was partly for Refuge, fearing Difpleafure there, becaufe of ill 
Ufage of Ferdinando de Toledo. | 

In Auguft the Plague raged in London. So that by the 3oth of that 
Month there died about a Thoufand in a Week. 

The Earl of Hertford, and the Lady Xatharine, Daughter of the 
late Henry Grey, Duke of Suffolk, that were both put into the Zower 
for their Clandeftin Marriage, (fhe being of Royal Blood ) by rea- 
fon of the Plague were this Month removed thence: He to rertiain 
with his Mother, the Dutchefs of Somerfet, as Prifoner; and fhe 
with her Uncle, the Lord Fohe Grey at Pyrgo in Effex; where not 
long after fhe died with Grief. | | 7 

September the 2. Wikiam Whittingham, (fometime an Exile, of 
whom much is fpoken in the Zroudles at Frankford ) now Dean of 
Durham, preached at Court. - 

In November, the Portugal Ambafflador lately in London, being gone 
thence for France, the Queen writ him a Letter thither, both of 
Thanks and of Excufe: and fent it to Sir Zhomas Smith her Ambaf- 
fador, to deliver it to him: and withal fhe commanded hit to tell 
him, that becaufe he did defire, when he was here, to fee her Ma- 
jefty write, fhe had fubfcribed her Letter with a few other Words. 
Which as fhe wrote them, fo, fhe faid, fhe meant to perform the 
Senfe of the fame. 

November the 17, The Death in London was decreafed to 300 the 
laft Weck. . 

The Term was appointed to be kept at Hartford Caftle, becaufe 
of the Plague at Lowdon. 

December the 29. The French having eleéted the Earl of Leiceffer 
to be of their Order of St. Michael, with a Companion, there had 
been great Debate at Court fiindry times, whether he fhould accept 
of the faid Election. And fometimes ic was intended he fhould ac- 
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ted, and fometimes the Earl of Suffex, and fometimes the Duke of 
Norfolk. But in the End, the Queen her felf meant to declare all. 
This Variation coft near Twelve Days. Bur it feems thie Queen 
thought fit to have it refufed at this time: netwithf{tanding when 
Iwo Years after this Honour was offered again by the French King 
after another manner; namely, chat fhe might beftow the Enfigns of 
that Order upon any Two whom fhe pleafed, fhe then bettowed 
them upon the Duke of Norfo/t and the faid Earl. 

The Cold was now fo great, that it gave both the Queen and her 
Secretary Ceci/ a Difeafe, called Zhe Poofs, which affected the Head. 
Upon the Secretary it was fo much, that he could not fee. The 
Queen was cumbred with Pain in her Nofe and Fyes; fo that fhe 
could not fign any Letter, nor do any Bufincfs; otherwife in good 
and perfect Health. | | 

Perpetual Frofts from the 16th Day of December to the 29th, and 

how much longer, I know not: So thar Men ordinarily paft over 
the Thames on the Ice: which they had not done fince the 8th Year 
of the Reign of King Henry VIII. which was almoft 50 Years ago. 
- In the Month of March dyed the Lady Poyntz, whofe Husband 
had been a great Officer and Favourite with King Henry VIII. Her 
Death I fhould not have mentioned, but becaufe fomewhat happen- 
ed very ftrange but a little while before her Departure. She had 
maried one Dyér, a Second Husband, whofe Cariage to her was fo 
inhumane, that ic brake her Heart with Sorrow. While fhe lay 
Sick he allowed her not the neceffary Help of Phyfick. And to add 
to her Grief, fhe feemed to lye alfo under the Queens Difpleafure. 
However, her Majefiy hearing of her great SicknefS, took pity up- 
on her, and fent her a kind Letter, and so 4, to buy her Apothe- 
caries Stuff; together with which came another Letter of Comfort 
from the Queens Secretary. With all which fhe fent Santon her 
Meffenger to Wells, where the faid Lady then lay. The Meflenger 
came to her, March the 21ft, when fhe had almoft loft her Hearing, 
her Sight and Speech; and on which Day fhe dyed. But as foon 
as the Meflenger had delivered his Meflage from the Queen; and 
her Letters together with the Secrctaries were read to‘her, fhe pre- 
fently recovered perfect Hearing, perfect Sight, and a perfect Voice ; 
which continued with her till her Breath failed. She appointed in 
What Order her Majefties Letter, and the Secrctarics fhould be an- 
fwered. And after fhe had put her Hand to them; and with her 
own Hands taken and kiffed and delivered thofe Letters, fhe pre- 
fently dyed, with Memory, Speech,’ Sight, and Hearing perfect, un- 
til the laft: As Sir Nicholas Pointz, her Son, gave Account in his 
Letter to the Secretary. | 

The Queen abode this Winter at Windfor, where the had retired 
a good while before for avoiding the Danger of the Plague in Lon- 
don. Here fhe ftill followed her Studies in a conftant Courfe with her 
School-Mafter A/cham, who was fo extremely taken with his Royal 
Miftreffes Diligence and Advancement in Learning, that once he 
brake out, in an Addrefs to the young Gentlemen of England, ‘ That 
* it was their Shame, ,that one Maid fhould go beyond them all in 


x * Excellency 
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© Excellency of Learning arid Knowledge of divers ‘Qoitgues. Point 
‘ forth, as he tnade the Chalenge, Six of the beft given Gentlemen 
‘ of this Court; and all they together fhew not fo much good Will, 
* fpend not fo much time, beftow not fo many Hours daily, order- 
‘ ly and conftantly, for the encreafe of Léarning and Knowledge, as 
* doth the Queens Majefty her felf. Yea, he believed, that befide 
‘ her perfect Readinefs in Latin, Italian, French, and Spanifh, fhe read 
* there at Windfor more Greek every Day, than fome Prebendaries 
* of that Church did read Latin in a whole Week. And that which 


‘was moft praife worthy of all, within her Walls of her Privy 
* Chamber fhe had obtained that Singularity of Learning, to under- 


* ftand, fpeak and write both wittily wich Head, and fair with Hand, | 


‘ as {carce onc or two rare Wits in both the Univerfities had in ma- 
‘ ny Years reached unto. _ | 
And he added in this his Tranfport, That among all the Benefits 
that God had bleft him withal, next to the Knowledge of Chrifts 
true Religion, he counted it the greateft, that it had pleafed God to 
call him to be a poor Inftrument in fetting forward thefe excellent 
Gifts of Learning in this Prince. Whofe only Example, faid he, if the 
reft of the Nobles would follow, then might England be, for Learn- 
ing and Wifdom in Nobility, a Spectacle co all the World befide.

| OW we fliall procede to continue our Relations of Matters 
| between France and England this Year. 

March the 29. The Court 1till meant to make fure at Newhaven. 
Neither had they any Apprehenfions or Fears, that any fudden Force 
fhould there prevail againft them. _ 

Matters with France now ftood thus. The Prince of Conde, Head 
of the French Proteftants, had made firm Promife, not to agree to 
any Pcace with France, wihout Confideration of the Queen. And 
his Ambaflador here was advifed to put him in remembrance that fhe 
looked for the fame. A certain Nobleman ratified the Accord of the 
Prince. And it was alfo confented to by Fifteen other principal Noble- 
men that were in Normandy, that the firft Accord fhould be kept: 
which was to make no Peace without the Queens Majefties Confent. 

But Conde having now made Peace with the French, (befides the 


former Difficulty.) the French required him to'procure the Exglifh to 
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ANNO leave Newhaverk. And this he did now endeavour, together with the 
1563. French Ambafladbr, as though they liad not put it into the Englifh 
(“WN Hands; to detain it till the French had reftored Calais to them. 
The Queens Principal Secretary therefore, the better to inflru@ the. 
Englife Amboflador to treat with that Prince, fence a Copy of the 
Treaty with the faid Prince: which had been ftayed fome time out 
of tendernefs to him, that ic might not fall into the Hands of his 
Enemies. But now (that Prince being as he was) the Ambaffa- 
dor had it fent him fpeedily. And the Secretaty told him, he might 
be bold to fay, that he and the Admiral had efpecially covenanted, 
that Newhaven fhould not be delivered, until Calzis was reftored ; 
and that the Queen meant not fo to be abufed. | 
Ambaffrdor In April, Monfieur Bricguemault came Ambaflador from the Prince 
frem Conde. Of Conde, to propound Offers fot the Surrender of Newhaven, upon 
our Terms than the Delivery of Calais; and the laft Day of the 
Month departed. And having taken leave of her Majefty, he went 
to fpeak to the Lord Robert Duddley a-part; and with great Affe- 
ver sun f2id, That if he Queen refufed the Offers he had made, 
and woud of her felf devife no others, he knew certainly that fhe 
fhouid vever have better. The French Ambaffador alfo privately 
fent the Secretary the like Meflage. But the Court took all this, 
but for good French Brags. 
Many French As yet we were prof{perous at Newhaven , having mict with Fifty 
Ship: feixed, four Merchant Ships, coming out of Britain and Guien, laden with 
om teye- Wine and Salt, and gave them Stabling (as the Secretary wrot to 
the Englifh Ambaflador ) in Newhaven. The Lading of thofe Ships 
were very meet for the Victualling of that Place; and therefore 
would be demanded. Some other Adventurers had likewife met 
with five or fix other of like fort, and brought them to Plimouth and 
Port{mouth. ‘Thefe laft were ftayed, for that the French had {tayed 
a number of Exglifh Ships at Burdeaux. But the French Ambaflador 
fhewing the Copy of Letters from the Queen Mother to Monluc, 
the Governor of Guien, for the Delivery of the fame; and another 
Letter from Monluc for the difcharge of the Exg/ifb Ships; Order was 
given from the Exg/ifh Court for the Delivery of the French Ships 
: which were in England. 
Mayr. ° The French Ambaffador about this time privately fent the Secre- 
_ tary word, That if the Exg/ifh dealt after that fort, they fhould look 
to have the Siege afore Newhaver within 15 Days after his Adver- 
tifement. But the Secretary could not tell whether to belicve it or 
not. 
ae aie Some little time ago the Queen fet forth a Declaration in Exglifh, 
falffed in the in Juttification of her Doings in France. This Declaration the Frexch 
French Trane had ufed their plefure in varying of; and fo fet it forth in French - 
ean But very falfe. Upon this, two Copies were fent to the Exgli/h 
Ambaflador there; by which he might certainly avow all others, 
publifhed contrary, to be mere Falfhoods. And fo he was ordered 
to fignify to them where he was. | ) 
sey if In May, Certain Frenchmen were fent to Newhaven, to fet the Ships 
eee on fire, that had been taken; But thefe were taken and confefled

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the whole Mattcr. Whereupon the Exglifh fent for fome of the Ships 4N NO 
from thence.- Others alfo were taken there, that had a Determina- 1563. 
tion, which they alfo confefled, to have betrayed the Town. Where- “Ww 
upon the Earl of Warwick, the Governor, joyning thereto a late 
Proclamation made at Paris, for victalling the Camp, to expel the 
Englifh out of Newhaven, had by honeft means in like manner ex- 
pelled all the Fresch out of Newhaven: and was ftronger hereby by 
2500 Men, that is, CI fuppofe ) hereby making room for fo many 
more Eng/ifh Soldiers.

their Approaches two ways. And yet had the Death not been fo 
great as it now was in the Town, they fhould repent chem (as the 
Secretary wrotc) of all their Travails. But riew Succors were daily 
fenr. And the £xz/i/b Admiral was now upon the Seas to bid the 
Enemy a good Breakfaft. : 

‘Buc notwithflanding all the Exgli/b Refolution hitherto, with all Newhaven 
their Confidence, Provifions, Charges and Succeffes, on the firft of Surrendred. 
Auguft came the News of the Surrender of this Place; feeing it was 
not poffible to be kept longer by reafon of the Plague. And finge 
(as the Secretary wrote to Sir Tho. Smith) it pleafed God Almighty 
to vifit it with fuch incurable Infection, being, as it feemed, a Den 
of Poifon, it was well bargained to part with it. This Plague was Plague. 
brought into England, and the latter End of Auguft raged in London, 
about a Thoufand in a Week dying. 

The fame Month Sir Nicolas Throgmorton, the Queens Ambaffador the French 
in France, Was put under Reftraint. And the Queen to be even with ae 
the French for this injurious Dealing with her Ambaflador, lodged pore 
the French Ambaflador at Eaton in Sit Thomas Smith's old Lodgings, 
very commodioufly, but under Reftraint: Indeed better lodged than 
ever he was in England; and at Liberty to walk and ride whither he 
would.

On St. Stephen's ne a new Ambaflador from France. for Peace A xew 4m- 
lad Audience. He laboured alfo for Delivery of the Hoftages. sal eser ree 
After his being with the Queen, he had Difcourfe with the Lord ieee 
Marques, Lord Admiral, Lord Chamberlain, the Secretary, and 
Mr. Wolley. He ufed a long Harangue of half an Hour to move 
them to Pcace; not omitting therewith to fe® forth the Power of 
France, the Union of all their Faction, and fo forth: and concluded 
Eee 2 in 
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in an Article, that he with Sir Zhomas Smith, the Queens Ambaffa- 
dor, had allowed. On the Englifb fide, by Order of the Queens Ma- 
jefty, it was-anfwered, that they allowed very well of Peace, and 
had a long time thought thereon; that they faw no other means 
more reafonable, for the Honour of both Partics, and Continuance 
in Amity, than to have the fame Treaty renewed which was made 
at Cambrefy between King Hfenry and the Queen; the Minifters 
wherof were known to be the beft Counfillors for both the Realms, 
all being yet alive, faving one. And concluded peremptorily, thac 
no other manner of Peace could be honourable or fure for both Par- 
ties. 

The French Ambaffador lodged in Eaton College, near the Court 
at Windfer. Where it happened that he and the Provolt of the faid 
College had a great falling out. The Provoft was a little before 
commanded to kecp his Gates fhut, according to the Order of the 
Houfe. Malvifier, an Agent from France, being with the Ambafla- 
dor half an Hour after Eight, and che Gates fhut, the Ambaffador 
fent to the Provoft for the Keys. Who anfwercd, that he would ~ 
not break the Orders of the Houfe, Bur after a multiplication of 
Language on both fides, Ma/vifier departed to the back Gate, and 
climed over to go to his Lodgings. Two or three others difpofed 
to do the like, came back to the Provoft’s Door with the Amba{iq- 
dor’s Servants, and brake open his Door upon him per force with a 
Forme; and the Ambaffador with a Sword in his Hand, though nor 
drawn out of the Scabbard, was the firft chat cntred, and Dx Bocs 


his Secretary with another Sword: And took the Provoft violently 


out of his Chamber, having but one yong Scholar in his Company ; 
and took the Keys and opened the Gates at their pleafurc. 

In the Morning the Ambaflador fent two of his Servants unto the 
Secretary, to complain of the Provoft, fafhioning a Tale of the Pro- 
voft’s refufal; with a. remembrance by the way, that they were 
forced to break open the Door. The Secretary anfwered, That he 
would fend for the Provoft, and hear him alfo; and if it fhould ap- 
pear that he ufed himfelf otherwife than became him, he fhould 
bear the blame. Which Specch of his sag liked not; but faid, 
he was partial to the Provoft, and fuddenly departed. Being {carcely 
gone from the Chamber, they met the Provoft coming to the Secre- 
tary to complain, as he had caufe. And the Freachmen palling out 
of the Caftle [of Winfor] met with two of the Provoft’s Men, whofe 
Hearts, as it feems, did rife again{t them for mitiifing their Mafter: 
and fo they fell to fome quarrelling, and drawing of their Swords. 
But there was no hurt on cither part. Upon this the Frenchmen 


_eame back to the Secretaries Chamber with another Cry; and find- 


ing the Provoft with him, who knew nothing of the Matter, the 
Secretary fent for the Knight Marfhal, to examine the Matter; and 
if he faw caufe to commit the Provofts Men to Prifon. Which tho’ 
the Marfhal found no-great caufe, yet it was ordered fo to be. 
After this Fray the Ambaflador fent to have Audience, alledging, 
that he defired to fpeak with the Queen before Aliviffer fhould de- 
part: And perceiving that ic was but about that brabbling Matter, 

he 
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he was deferred until Monday, confidering the Feftival Days of Chrift- 

mas. Wherewith he was nettled; and tent Malvifer away. . 
Upon this it was meant, thac the Ambaflador fhould be removed 

from Eaton, and be taught to provide his Lodgings with his own 

Money, as the Englifh Ambaffador did in France. 

Thus thefe haughty French Spirits could not reftrain their rude 
and turbulent Behaviour in a ftrange Country ; and that even when 
they came to make Peace. It was bur a little before this Diftur- 
bance, in this fame Month of December, that fuch another Inftance 
of thete Frenchmens cats and Indifcretions appeared. Which was 
thus : | 

The Queen had fent one Sreak/ey with a Squadron abroad to the 
Seas for Florida. Who afterwards in November came to the Court 
with certain French Captains, whom he took coming from thence, by 
ome of his Ships, which he fent out againft the French. Steukley put 
the chief of thefe Freszch Captains, his Prifonets, to Liberty upon his 


Faith, conditionally, that he fhould fpeak with no Frenchman. But_ 


yet the Prifoner ftole to Eatorx to fpeak with the Ambaffador there. 
Steuk/ey hearing thereof, fent for him, and beat him. Whereupon 
the Ambaflador hearing thereof, fent to the Secretary to complain. 
And the Secretary rebuked Steuk/ey roundly, although the other 
did reafonably juftify what he had done. The Day following the 


_Ambaffador’s Secretary came to know what the Secretary had done. 


Who told him how he had rebuked Sreuk/ey, and what his Anfwer 
was. Well, faid the Frenchmaz, my Matter will advife the King, 
who will revenge it.; What? replied the Secretary, you are too hot; 
you fpeak hercin but fool/bly; ufing the Word Sotrement. Why, 
guoth he, call ye me a Fool? No, faid the Secretary, but I tell 
you what I chink of your Words: Hereupon he departed fumingly. 
And fo che Ambaflador conceived much Offence againft the Secreta- 
ry. We fhall purfiie thefe French Affairs, when we come to the next 
Year. , . 

It was likewife chiefly upon Account of the Alteration of Reli- 
gion, that Spain and the Low Countries were ready to pick Quarels 
With England. Somewhat whereof I will relate, as I find in fome 
Letters of State that now pafied. 

The Regent and Eftates of the Bafe Countries in the Month of 
December eommanded, that none of the Engli/h Cloths fhould come 
into the Country before Candlemas, for fear of the Plague, as was al- 
ledged. And they fpred there very evil Rumours againft the Eng- 
lifh Nation for pretended Lack of Juftice, for Pillage of their Ships, 
and fuch like Maritime Affairs. And indeed, fome Caufe they might 
have in this time, when the Adventurers and Privateers of the Exg- 


- Jifh haunted the Seas fo much, and miffing of French Veffels, might 


feck for French Goods in Flemifh Ships. But furely their Com- 


- plaints were augmented by Malice and Fraud, ro fow Divifion be- 


tween the Fx¢/ifh and the King of Spaia: and efpecially by the 
Efterlings ; and fuch as would have had our Merchants lefs favour- 
ed in Antwerp. Hercupon it was thought mect to appoint an extra- 
ordinary Commiffion, to here and determine their Complaints Sum- 
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marie: and alfo, to fend Dr. Lewis or Dale, with a Report of all 
the Orders and Judgments given in their favour, fince the Death of 
the Bifhop of Aguila, the late Spanifh Ambaflador. And there was 
an Intention of fending an Ambaffador to refide in Flinders inted of 
Spain. For now in December Sit Thomas Chaloner, being dangcroufly 
Sick, without hope of Recovery, but by returning, was revoked ; 
yet upon the Confideration and Offer made to that King ro fend ano- 
ther thither, or into Flanders. And here it was judged more nced- 
ful for an AmBaffador to be. 

Towards the latter End of December, Dr. Dale, a Civilian, depart- 
ed towards Flanders, to make Anfwer to the clamorous Complaints 
of that Country againft this for lack of Juftice, and for Depredati- 
ons. And further, a Commiffion was made to Lewis, Weffon, f£lyick, 
Moufe ; Learned Dottors of the Laws, to hear and determine fuch 
kind of Complaints fummarily. : 

And the laft’ Day of the faid Month arrived a Sccrerary from 
Flanders, named Detorre, with Mattcrs of Expoftulation for Spoil 
upon the Seas. Which indeed was hard to avoide in that time; con- 
fidering the Flemmings did fo continually colour the Frenchmens 
Goods. And but two Days after, this Secretary was heard. 

But on New-years-day the Entercourfe of Trade opened: the Or- 
der of the Regent aforefaid being it feems rovoked, what forbad the 
Entercourfe till Candlemas. 

The Duke of Wirtenburgh, a German Proteftant Prince, had late- 
ly friendly offered his Service to the Queen, in cafe fhe were mind- 
ed to mary. To which, fFanuary 27. fhe gave him this Courteous 
and Princely Anfwer. ‘ That although fhe never yet were weary of 
‘ fingle and maiden Life, yet indeed fhe was the laft Iffue her 
‘ Father left, and the only of her Houfe: The Care of her King- 
“dom, and the Love of Pofterity did ever counfil here to alter 
* this Courfe of Life. But in Confideration of the Leave that her 
Subjects had given her in ampler mafner to make her own Choife, 
‘ than they did to any Prince aforc, fhe was even in Courtefy bound 
© to make that Choifo, fo as fhould be for the beft of her State and 
© Subjects. And for that he offcred thercin his Affiftance, fhe pra- 
* cioufly acknowledged the fame, promifing to deferve it here- 
* after. | 

Now fomething of the Matters ef Scotland. Tlie Security of the 
Affairs of England, both of Religion and the Civil State, depending 
very mach upon the affured Friendfhip of that neighbouring King- 
dom; hence it was one of the Queen’s great Cares to look to thar 
Quarter. The Queen of Scots was Popifh, and the Dauphine of 
France's Widow , guided much by the Gus/raw Faction in France, a 
fatal Enemy to Queen Elizabeth, and the Reformed Religion. There- 
fore, as an Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian, I fhall give fome brief Notes of 
the Queen’s Endeavours and Practices with that Queen and State, 
to countermine France. And thefe Notes are not vulgar and com- 
mon, but the more to be efteemed and depended upon, being taken 
out of Papers of Statc, and Ambaffadors Inftructions. 
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During the Aflairs at Newhaven between the French and the Englifh, ANNO 
the french bega::,(as well in retpect ofthe Death ofthe Duke of Guife 1563. 
the Scotch Queen's Uncle, (the Bond of her Affection) as for the Dif- LVN 
courtcly ihe and her Subjects had received lately, by the Detention ye Eieack 
of her Dower, degrading Hamilton Duke of Caffelheralt from the ix Scotland. 
Dutchy, and taking trom her Nation their Places in Guard) to fuf- Tatics pe 
pect her falling off f:om their Alliance to the Exglifb. Therefore now — 
in their Letters they made her Liberal Promifes; prefs her with the 
Memory of antient Amity, and folicite her by La Croch (fent from 
her Uncle of Lorain the Cardinal) to match with the Duke of Axffria; 
on whom the Emperor would beftow the County of 7Zyrol for her 
Dowry ; fecking by thefe Means to work her and the Catholicks of 
Scotland'a Party in their Quarel. | ; 

But this reveled to the Quecn of England by their own Inftru- 7 3-¢f Eng- 
ments, and the Scotch Queen’s Directions, Randolph was fent forth- ree 
with from hence to that Queen of Scots: The end of whofe Service 
was to hinder the Mariage treated of by the Houfe of Gyife for her, 
with that Perfon of the Houfe of Auffria. a 

In the mean time, the Queen, who took great Care of fecuring her «rl of 
Frontiers againft Scotland, being jcalous of the Frenches invading her sp hialedaits 
that way, in the Month of Fu/y made the Earl of Shrewsbury, a Man of Yorkhhire, 
of great Power and Influence in thofe Northern Purts, ‘her Lord ¢* 
Lieutenant in York/bire, Nottinghamfbire, and Darbyflire. And when 
Cecil the Queen’s Secretary fent him down the Coimmiffion, he let 
him underftand, fhe did it out of her fingular Confiuence repofed 
in him. She alfo at the tame time figned him a Bill co retain an 
Hundred Perfons. When fhe alfo licenced the Lord Rodert Dudley . 
(afterwards Earl of Leiceffer,) to retain the fame Number. 

About the fame time jhe conftirured the Earl of Bedford, Lord 41d she Earl 
Lieutenant for the Counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, Weft- iti ete ; 
morland, and the Bifhoprick of Durham. This Earl was Governor of land, ée. 
Barwick, and the Queen’s chief General there. 

And in Aaguft, the Queen, on pretence of better fecuring that ro thou/and 
her Piece of Barwick, appointed the Earl of Shrewsbury to levy two Men tobe rai~ 
Thoufand Men: whercof 1600 to be raifed in York/bire, and the te- Be tia 
maing 400 to be raifed in the Bifhoprick. Which when the faid Earl bury for Bar- 
had fignifyed to the Earl of Bedford, he forthwith conferred with the “!“* 
High Sheriff of the County Palatine, and other Worfhipful Perfons 
of rhe fame. Whotold him chat it was never heretofore feen, that the 
Bifhoprick fhould be charged with the fending forth of any; fince the zy. pyhoprick. 
fame was the Sirength and Refuge appointed wholly and altogether, 
to come to aid this Piece of Barwick upon any neceflity, and the un- | 
peopled Frontiers there: And that in taking any away from them 
they did fo mnch decay and diminifh their own force. | 

Randolph the Queen’s Agent (as was faid before) was now ftayed 1 Ufage of she 
at Edenburgh, or rather committed to fure keeping: And Mr. Tomworth eee 
at Dunbar. The Earl of Bedford therefore, Auguf? the 20th, defired . 
the Earl of Shrewsdury to get his 1600 Men ready at all times, and 
to be by him commanded. For that the Queen had commanded him 
to have ail things in a readinefs to provide for War, and yet to pre- 
ferve good Peace. : And 
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And now we procede to give forne Particulars of Rando/phs Mef- 
fage to the Scotch Queen. He was fent to advife her about her fe- 
cond Mariage, ‘ Her Sifter of England dcfiring her to. take fuch a 
© Perfon as might content herfclf, love hcr People, and continue the 
‘ Amity with England. The two firft were left to the Direction of 
‘ herfelf and Council. But as to her Marying with that Foreign 
‘ Prince beforefaid, thacQ. Elizabeth difliked of it: fince it was the 
Work of the Cardinal of Lorain, an Enemy to her. And that fuch 
a Match would endanger the private Amity and Concord of the 
two Nations, and the advancement of the Scotch Title to fuccede 
to the Englifb Crown. And that the States of England had upon 
the Rumuur of this, endeavoured to have fomewhat concluded a- 
gainft her. And therefore Queen Elizabeth advitcd her not to 
hazard the Now-Amity, and the fucure Expectation. But if fhe 
enclined to mary, to clect fome fuch of Noble Birth within Bag- 
and, as might, in refpect of his Country, give Aflurancc to the No- 
bilicy and the Commons, of future Tranquility. Arid fo by that 
means to advance herfe!f to fuccede. Which the Queen promifed 
fhe would further. And that therefore fhe, the Scotch Queen, 
would not refpect only the Content of her own Affection, and 
the Honour of her Uncle, that in her firft Mariage, and by his Advices 
then, had hazarded her beft Hopes; but have regard to the Peace 
of her People, andthe Amity with her next Neighbours ; from whom 
fhe had the faireft Expectations. Which muft be done by choofing her 
an Husband within this Ifle, and not a Strangcr, She feemed to 
receive this friendly Council with fair Acceptance; and thé further 
Confideration hereof was left to her own Care and Sccrefy. 

- But fhe cleared her Uncles and herfelf from any purpofe to match 
with the Houfe of Auffria; and defired to know, what Perfon the 
Queen of England liked, or which not. And then, how fhe meanr 
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to procede to declare her Title to fuccede to this Crown. To which 


the Queen in her fecond Inftructions to Randolph, anfwered, That 
fhe liked fuch as might be fitteft to encreafe and continue Amity : 
and that muft not be a Stranger. For with Spain, Auftria, France, 
would be the like jealoufy as afore, And that tor Declaration of her 
Title, it depended upon her Mariage: which cffected to the Queen 
of Englands Content, fhe, the Queen of Scots, fhould be fatisfied with 
all reafon in the other. 

For the Englifh Agent had forthwith gcne back to England for 
more full Inftructions both of the Quality of the Perfon, and Decla- 
ration of the Scotch Queen’s Title, intended by her Siitcr upon the 
Mariage. He had fcarce returned the forefaid Anfwer of his So- | 
vereign; by which fhe defired the Fye of her Sificr (the berter to 
endear her to the Atfections of her People) to be caft upon fome No- 
ble Perfon of England; and that withal fhe fhould be declared by 
Parliament either Sifter or Daughter Heir to her Maicfty, deceafing 
iffuclefs ; but the Freach Queen and her Uncle underftanding this 
Project by Du Fotis, the Freach Ambaflador here, diffuaded her from 
it, as a Match too bafe and difhonorable for the Height of her Pa- 
rentage, Eftate and their Alliance: and knowing that with Women

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Counfi! prevaileth much lefs than Bounty, they offered her by the 
Lord of Schelton (fo fhe would obferve the old and mutual Refpe& 
‘with them, againit their common antient Enemy ) new affurance and 
prefent Payment of her Dower.and Penfion; Wines for het Provifion 
without Impoft or Cuftom; Armes and Artillery, when fhe fhould 
need ; the Band of Men and Guards to be reftored to her Nation; her 
Merchants to enjoy theit Privileges enlarged, and her Servants 
(more than before) admitted to their fufpended Penfions. ad 

In this Court of Faction and Want, no fooner was this offered, than 
inforced to that Height, that the Queen was almoft diftra@ed amid 
the Importunity of fo many private Ends,. Profit, Liberty and Re- 
venge. Some faid, the Queen’s Spirit could not defcend to match 
below herfelf; and to move her from her Dignity, was unfriendly, 
fufpicious, and in a Subject. dangerous; and. Refpects of Profit in 
Princes not fo fit, as of Honour. But fhould fhe yield to mary an 
Englifh Noble Man, it muft be forthe Beft; and that Bef? being 
the Man her Sifter Q. Elizabeth fo much efteemed, it would be 
ftrange, fhe fhould part with him (for by this time they had fome 
Inkling of the Lord Robert Dudley.) _And for him to be divorced from 
that worthy toom wherein his Affections were already placed, it 
would but match him either to Difloyalty or Diflike. And therefore 
that thefe Improbabilities proved it rather a Shew of good Will in Q. 
Elizabeth, than a good Meaning. And for Strength of her Title by 
Parliament, Alas! faid they, what one will eftablifh, another may 
revoke: but her Difparagement by fuch a Match would be without. 
Repair. Whereas to mary in her own Rank would encreafe Honour 
and Alliance, fuch as might make her Neighbours fearful to offer 
Indignity ; and enable her to retain her own, and recover her Right, 
if it fhould be oppofed. That therefore this new Offer from Auftria, 
or tlie renewed Suit from Sweden by his Ambaflador then at Court, 
were not to be ncglected. 7 

Such oppofite Counfils had Q. Elizabeth to encounter: But the 
Scotch Queen for all this, as yet.ftood firm to be directed by her 
Sifter; referring over this Bufinefs to a Conference at Barwick the. 
year enfucing. Thefe Scotch Matters were earneftly purfued by both 
Queens the two following years ; as fhall be fhewn in due place. 
. Butthis year a Treaty for Order of Juftice for the Marches between 
both Kingdoms was concluded, by the Commiffioners of the Queen of 
England, Henry L. Scroop, Warden of the Weft Marches, and Sir Fohn 
Forfter of the Middle Marches, Sir Zho. Gargrave and Mr. Rookley, 
Doctor of the Law: Fohn Maxwel of Terraglifh,. Warden of the Weft 
Marches, Sir Fohn Ballendine, and Juftice Clark, Commiffioners for 
the Queen of Scots. , ae. . 

Randolph was ftill the Queens Agent in Scotland: and in the latter 
End of December wrote a Letter to the Eng/ifh Court, wherein this 
was one Part of his News, That the L. Treafurer of Scot/and was put 
to open Penance for getting a Wench with Child.

Raila: = WHE firt Book of HOMILIES the Church of England had 
“abroad. i enjoyed ever fince the year 1547. abating the five hard years of 


Queen Maries reign: and at the End of that Book, a fecond V.olumewas 
- promifed. Which this year 1564 came among the Curats and Mini- 
{ters of the Parifhes; to be read, (as the firft Book) every Sunday 
and Holy-day, where there were no Sermons through the {nabiliry 
of the Curats. For tho’ this fecond Volume were printed the year 
before, and finifhed the year before that, yet all the Churches hard- 
ly came to be fully fupplied with them till this year, as I find by a 
Journal of a Minifter of Lowdon of that time. This fecond Book was 
Prefaced with a ferious Admonition to all Minifters Ecclefiaftical ; 
ae ¢ That they above all things behaved themfelves faithfully and di - 
- wicesotkeCu- © ligently in their fo high a Function: that is, to read the Scriprures 
oe ‘ aptly, plainly and diftin@ly, to inftruct the Youth in their Cate- 
: chifm diligently, to Minifter the Holy Sacraments gravely and re- 
‘ verently, and prudently to choofe out fuch Homilies as were meet 
‘ for the time, and for the more agreeable Inftruction of the People 
‘ committed to their Charge: and where the Homilies were too long, 
© todivide the fame; and to read one Part in the Morning, and the other 
inthe Afternoon, &c. That fo their Prudence and Diligence in their 
‘ Office might appear, thatthe People might have caufe to glorify God, 

© for them, and the readier to embrace their Labours. 

Among other things the Curates were here admonithed to do, this 
was one, that when they fhould find lefs fic Leffons appointed 
out of the Old Teftament to be read in their Order, for Sundays 
or Holy-days, they fhould according to their Difcretion choofe 
more Edifying Leffons taken out of the New in their ftead. By which 
Paflage it may feem that this Admonition, and confequently the whole 
fecond Book, was wrot and finifhed before the Queen’s firft Parliament. 
For in the A& of Uniformity then made, this was then provided for, 
and the Alteration of the Leffons for the Sundays, as it was in the 
Old Common-Prayer-Book, is taken notice of in that AG, as one of 
the Alterations confirmed by that Act. So that I wonder that 
Claufe was not left out of the Admonition, printed after the Sunday

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be read on Sundays or Holy-days; faying, ‘ It is not only permic-

© judgment feemeth not fo fit; or any Chapter of the Canonical may

Upon what Subjects the fecond Book of Homilies fhould treat, 
the feveral Titles at the End of the firft declared: Yet upon divers 
of them there be no Homilies at all; as again{t Covetoufne/s, Anger, 
Envy and Malice. But to make amends, there be fome other Ho- 
milies added: And in the year 1569. on occafion of the Popith Re- 
bellion in the North were fix other Homilies framed and joyned, a- 
gainft Difobedience and Wilful Rebellion: with a Prayer for the 
Queen, and a Thankfgiving for the reftoring Peace and Quietnefs 
upon the ceafing thereof. 7 | 

In the Queen’s Progrefs this year, fhe vifited the Univerfiry of 
Cambridge on the sth of Auguff, remaining there five days, entertain- 
ed with Speeches and Difputations, and in raking her view of the Col- 
leges. As proper Queflions were prudently prepared for the Queen 
to hear at the Difputations now to be held before her, fo the ripeft 
and moft Learned Men were felected for the Difputants. On the 
third day a Philofophy Act was kept by Thomas Byng, then of Peter- 
houfe, afterwards Mafter of Clare-Hall. Who gave thefe two Politi- 
cal Queftions, |

The Opponents were, firft.7bomas Cartwright, fometime Fellow of 
S. Fohn’s College, then Fellow 8f Zrinity (who afterwards made 
himielf more known by his avowed Oppofition to the eftablifhed Go- 
vernment of the Church of England.) ‘The others were, Chaderton Fel- 
low of Queen's, Tho: Prefton and Bartholomew Clerk, Fellows of Kings. 
Reports have commonly Been fpred, that the Caufe of Cartwrights 
fetting himfelf fo openly againft the Hierarchy as he did foon after, 
(to the great Difturbance of the Peace of the Axg/ifh Church) was 
from a Difguft he took at this time; as tho’ the Queen fhewed more 


Countenance to the other Difputants than tohim. But by the Relati- 


no of the Queen’s Reception at Cambridge (now in the Hands of a 
learned Member of that Univerfity) there appears no clear ground for 
any fuch Difcontent. For the Queen is faid there to have approved 


them all: only that Preffon pleafed her moft ; and was made her h 


Scholar, with the fettlement of a yearly Honorary Salary on him. 

The Divinity Act, which was kept on the fifth day by Mr. Hutton 
Publick Profeffor of Divinity, was upon thefe feafonable Queftions, 
for the juftifying of the Reformation of Religion lately made;

The Doctors, Stokes and Beaxmoat, oppofed upon the Se- 
cond; and fhould have been joyned by the Doctors, Goodman, Kelke 

and May: but Night coming on, and the Queen being to {peak to 

the Univerfiry, there wanted time for them. Auttow acquitted him- 

felf to admiration. The great Screngrh of the Oppofition lay upon 

Dr. Perse: who yet gave the Queen fome Offence, by prefling the 

Churches Power of Exeommunicating too warmly. After the Difpu- 

tations were finifhed, Cox, Bifhop of E/y, determined on both Que- 

ftions. Whitgift, that great Divine, being not yet Doctor, bore no 


: fhare in this Day’s Solemnity. 
The Queen's At the Queen’s parting, fhe made them an elegant Speech in La- 
Speech. tin, ‘ Encouraging them to Study, promifing them that fhe would, 


‘ as well as her Anceftors, do fome Work, while fhe lived, ro ex- 
¢ prefs her Efteem of them: but that, if fhe died before the fhould 
‘ accomplifh her Promife, that fhe would leave aliquod Opus egregium, 
‘ i.e. fome glorious Work, to be done after her Death; whereby 
‘ both her Memory might be celebrated to Pofterity, and that fhe 
‘ might excite others by her Example, and make them, the Scholars

The Orator's The Univerfity Orator, Wiliam Mafters, in his Speech had an Ex- 
Specht her. Sreffion to recommend that Univerfity to her, the rather, by reafon 
De Antiq. of the great Antiquity of it, being, as he faid, much antienter than 
Cantab.AGad. the other of Oxford: meaning thereby no Offence to that famous 
Univerfity, but only to commend to the Queens Efteem the Univer- 
firy where fhe now was; as having no mean or obfcure Beginnings, 
but high and illuftrious, nor lately fhot up, but founded many long 
Ages ago. But this Paflage, howfoever, was illy taken by fome of 
the Oxonians. So that two Years after, when it fell out the Queen 
vifited them, a little Tract was prefented to her Majefty by them, 
entituled, Affertio Antigquitatis Academie Oxonienfis: Wherein it was 
endeavoured to be proved, that the Univerfity of Oxford was much 
amtienter than that of Cambridge. This foon after (that I may here 
briefly touch this little Picce of the Hiftory of Learning) ftirred up 
John Caius, a learned Antiquarian, of the other Univerfity, to write 
a Treatife, De Antiquitate Cantabrigienfis Academia, in Two Books, 
which came forth in the Year 1568. And this was anfwered again 
| by Brian Twine of Oxford, in a Book, called Apologia Antiquitatis 
a Academia Oxonienfis. 
Poxe’s Letter =I. fall fay no more of the Contention occafioned by the Orator’s 
soit Rees Speech; but as for the Queen’s Speech to the Univerfity, Copies of 
fiom, it were gotten; and one of them came to the Hands of Fohy Fox:

der: Robberies and the Bands of Spoilers,;wherewith your Realm is 
reported at this Day in a foul manner to fwarm, you reftrain: the 
Afflicted you give an Ear to, what is fallen and gone to decay, 
you build up; and not only Money embafcd, but alfo the Man- 
ners of Men much more corrupted, you purify and refine. In a 
Word, you reftore every thing to its own Brightnefs, nay, morc 
than its own: And many other things of this kind you do. Which 
altho’ of themfelves they be not ordinary Benefits; and fuch as in 
other Monarchs might feem very great; yet, I know not how, do 
not fufficiently exprefs the largene{s of your Praife-worthy Deeds. 
* But affuredly thefe things that follow are much greater ftill, and 
of all the greateft, that your Excellent Highnefs defendeth fo vigo- 
roufly the Ecclefiaftical State no lefs than the Commonwealth ; 
that you take upon you fo aficctionately the Care and Protection 
of Religion: that you quench the direful Flames of Perfecution : 
that you open a Liberty to Confciences fo long fhut up: that you 
illuftrate and promote the Temple of God and the Glory of Evan- 
gelical Doctrine: that is, by all means endeavouring thar the Re- 
mainder of old Superftition by little and little be deftroyed, the 
‘ fincere Truth of the Gofpel return to its native Brightnets. This 
* was lately declared by that excellent Voice and Anfwer of your 
‘ Majefty given to the Petition of fome Divines concerning the 
€ Habits..[ which being this Year more flgi@ly enjoyned the Cler- 
gy, had occafioned certain of them to make fome Addrefs to the 
Queen.] ‘By which Words then by your Majefty fpoken,it can {carce 
© be the: ow great Profperity you did in one Day bring to the 
“whole Church, how great Comfort to the Minds of all godly Peo-. 
‘ple, how great Benefit to Pofterity, how great'a Light to all fic-"

¢ would never have fhewn your felf fo inclinable, had you not been 
“ {> exquificely furnifhed and dreft your felf with them. Happy Cam- 
‘ bridge lately perceived it: and 1 doubt not but hereafter our Ox- 
© ford alfo will look for it. And further, we all, though abfent 
‘ ‘thence, well perceived it, by your late Speech delivered there at 
© Cambridge: which is come to my Hands (among other Monuments. 
© of Hiftorical Matters) not unworthy, methinks, to be tranfmitted, 
“to Pofterity: and fo it fhall be tran{mitted, if your Highnefs give

The Englifh Papifls, among their other Endeavours to bring in 2«Nowells 
their Religion again, exercifed their Learning in writing Books in Pauls crof 
Englifh, to confutc, as well as they could, the eftablifhed Religion; «zainj Har- 
and to reconcile the Pcople to a better Opinion of theirs. One of ming 7B 
chef Writers was Dr. Z/arding: Whofc Book apainft Fewel came this 
Summer into Exgland from Lovam: And falling into the Hands of 
Nowell, Dean of St. Paul's, four Days after, being the fourth Sumday 
after Eaffer, while he was preaching the Paul’s Crofs Sermon, he 
read fome Paflages of it, and confuted them in the Pulpit. Which “:/rert0 
he thus related himfelf afterwards, ‘ That finding therein certain ounan: 
© potable Untruths and Abfurdities, he did bewray them to the Au- 
‘ ditors, willing” them by that Example to give lefs Credit to the 
< reft. Wherein he had good reafon, as he faid, fecing the Papifts 
‘ who had not read the Book, in Corners magnified: it above the

That the Bifhop of Rome is the Head of Chrift’s Univerfal 
Church ‘here in Earth: And that within the firft Six hundred Years 
after Chrift’s Departure hence, he was fo called and taken. 

II. That the People was then taught to believe, that Chrift’s Bo-

IV. That there was Mafs faid at that time, although there were 
none to receive with the Prieft. And in the Conclufion he affigned 
no lefs than Twelve Caufes , whereby he acknowledged himfelf to- 
have been ftayed in his old Catholick Faith that he was baptized 
in, wifhing the fame to be made common to many for the like Stay: 
in thefe perillous Times; as it ran in the Title Page. The Book 
was printed at Antwerp, and dedicated to Tho. Harding, D. D. and 
pleat at Aquicinétum, the Seat of his Banifhment, as he called it. 


_And this Year came forth, Fed. the 13. from fFohn Day’s Printing- 
Houfe, an ufeful Book, (though of no great Bulk) in Quarto, being 
a Confideration of thofe things that were concluded in the late 
Council of Zreat. It bore this Title, 4 godly and neceffary Admoni- 
tion of the*Decrees and Canons of the Council of” Trent, celebrated under 
Pius JV. Bifbop of Rome, in the Tears of our Lord 1562, and 1563. 
Written for thofe godly difpofed Perfons which look for the Amendment 
of Doctrine and Ceremonies to be made Y General Councgls, lately tranfla- 
ted out of the Latin.. The Defign of this Book was to open the Eyes 
of many good People, who out of a Veneration of General Councils 
were apt to adhere with an implicit Faith to the Determinations of 
this Council of Zret.The Method of the Author (who is unknown ) 
was firft to fet down the Decrees, the Canons, and other things, 
as he received them from Zreat; and then his own diftine Anfwers 
or Animadverfions. In the Preface is taken notice of the {pecious 
Pretence of that Pope in calling again a Council of Cardinals, Bi- 
fhops and Monks, at Zrent; wherein he with great Glory and Mag- 
nificence promifed both the purging of Do@trine from all Error and 
Herefy, and alfo a fpeedy Amendment of Manners, and fuch as 
fhould be worthy of the Gofpel, as well in the Clergy and Laity. 
And to amufe the People the more of their good Intent, they of the 
Clergy accufe themfelves of diffolute Life, and make themfelves 
guilty before the whole World, as the Fountains ahd Authors of all 
Evil, as the Acts of the Council declared. And now, who would 
hot to his Power help fo godly and holy an Enterprize> But faith 
the Writer, if the Canons and Decrees that came at length out of 
the Council, were examined, every. Chriftian Man fhould eafily 
perceive, that thefe good holy Fathers intended nothing Iefs: Yea, 
rather, all their Labour was only to this purpofe, to opprefs found 
Doctrine; and that being oppreft, ftubbornly to defend Idolatry,

of God. And hence the Author declared his Purpofe to be, thar

A Diary of various Frftorical Matters of the Court and State, fal- 


ding out this Year. John Hales's bis Book, The Scotch Queens 
Match with Leicefter. Spanifh and French Matters. 


ET me take this Place to infert a Diary of various Hiftorical 
Matters, taken chiefly out of Advices and private Letters fent 
from the Secretary of State to Sir Fhomas Smith, Ambaffador in 
France, containing fevcral Intrigues of Court, and Tranfactions of 
Moment in the Srate. | | 
April the 22. The Treaty with the French took Place. And this 
Day it was proclaimed in Lordonw. And the 23d day, a Sernron was 
made at $c. Paxl’s on the Occafion, and Te Deum fung. And the 
fame Day it was publifhed at Wixdfor in the Queen's Prefence, - go- 
ing to Church; having with her the French Ambaflador. So as no- 
thing wanted cto fhew Contentation. Yet her Majcfty inwardly‘to 
the Secretary, and other her Counfillors, fhewed much Mifliking: 
efpecially, as ‘the faid Secretary guefled, becaufe the Money was no 
more for Honours fake; {which was to be paid for Ca/azs I fuppofe] 
Camden therefore thought fic to concele the Sum, and faith only, 
a certain Sum of Money; and upon Payment of 620000 Crowns, the 
Hoftages co be delivered. | | > 
On the faid 23.Day, being St. Gearge’s Day, the French King was 
chefe of the Order, and fo was the Earl of Bedford and Sir Henry 
Sydney. And the Earl of Husfdon was to bring over the Order into 
France; and fo was to have Commiffion to require the Oath joyntly 
7 Ggeg wits 
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with Sir Zho. Smith, the Queen’s Ambaffador Refident there. And 
the fame joyful Day the French Hoftages were put to Liberty at 
Windfor: Where fhe chalenged Nantoilet [one of the Hoftages, as 
it ieems] for his Practices in Oxford; provoking evil Subjacts to be 
worfe in Popery than they were. But fhe right wifely and nobly chus 
concluded her Reprimand, that fhe would wrap up all fuch Matters 
with Oblivion, becaufe of Peace. And as foon as the Treaty was 
engrofied and ratified,. Sir Nic. Zbrogmorton, the Queen’s joynt Am- 
baffador with Smith [who was kept in fome Durance, for meddlin 
too much] was to be returned. And therefore all the Haft poffible 
was made therein for his fake. - 

Malvefier, the’ French Ambaflador, in this Treaty, had a Chain gi- 
ven him weighing threefcore and odd Ounces of Gold, and was well 
ufed in England. | | | | 

The 29th of April, the two Treaties of Peace with France were 
fealed with the Queen’s Ratification, and delivered to the Ambafla- 
dor in formal Sort by the Secretary, according to the Advice of 
Dr. Wotton, an old Ambaffador; and with the Teftimony of a Pub- 
lick Notary. Together with the Treaty, the Queen wrot a Letter 
to the French King, fignifying that fhe had chofen him of her Order, 
and that the Earl of Auafdon fhould come with it: and that he fhould 
be joyned in Commiffion with Sir 70. Smith, her Ambaflador Refi- 
dent, to require the Oath. , 

Fohn Hales, Clerk of the Hlamaper, a learned and active Man, and 
an earneft Proteftant, had. fecretly made a Book in the time of the 
late Parliament. Whercin he had taken upon him to fhew no {mall 
Matter, viz. the Title to this Crown after the Queen; having confured 
and rejected the Line of the Scorti/h Quecn, and made the Line of 
the Lady Frances, Mother to the Lady Katharine Gray, only next and 
lawful. He was in this Month of Apri/ committed to the Fleet for © 
this Boldnefs ; efpecially, becaufe he had communicatcd it to fiindry 
Perfons. The Lord fobs Gray was alfo in trouble for this Bufinets. 
Befides, the faid Hales had procured Sentences and .Counfils of 
Lawyers from beyond Seas, to be written in Maintenance of the 
Earl of Hertford’s Mariage with the faid Lady Xatharine. [For which 
they were both put into the Zower.] For this Dealing offcnded the © 
Queen very much: The Secretary, after he had related all this in a 
Letter to Sir Thomas Smith, made this Prayer: ‘ That God would 
“. give her Majefly by this Chance a Difpofition to confider hereof; 

that either by her Mariage, or by fome common Order, they her 
. poor Subjects might know where to lean and aventure their Lives, 
with Contentation of their Confciences. 

In the beginning of May, Hales’s Matter came to be examined 
and enquired into by the Secretary: a Bufinefs he had no great 
mind to be concerned with, and could have been well contented to 
be delivered of. But yet he told his Friend, Sir Zho. Smith afore- 
faid, that he would go uprightly, neither ad dextram,nor ad finiffram. 
He himfelf was not free of Sufpicion, by reafon fome of thefe Per- 
fons engaged in this Bufinefs, had Accefs to him in their Suits. Buc | 
as for Hales, he was found after Examination, to haye firft made 
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and procured Books in Defence of the Earl of Hertford’s Mariage 
( which was no.more than.a Contraét by tlieit mucval Affenc,] an 

likewife, in Approbation of the Title of Succeffion for the Lady Xa- 
tharine. And in this Matter he fo dealt, that both himifelf and

they defiled the Priefthood of Chrift, as if it ftood in necd of Sha- 
dows, when it was Lightitfelf. ‘That they did not edify bur obf{cure’ 
the Prieflhood of Chrift: that they encreafed Pride and Hy pocrify.

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Thefe Orders (called now Advertifements) by the Metropolitan 
and fome Ecclefiaftical Commiflioners drawn up, if the Queen had 
eftablifhed them, would have had the Strength of the Law by a 
Provifo in the Act for the'Usiformity of the Common Prayer and Ser- 
vice. Wiz. * That if there fhould appear any Contempt or Irreve- 
‘ rence to be ufed in tle Ceremonies or Rites of the Church, by 
‘ mifufing of the Order appointed in that Book, the Queen might 
* by Advice of her Commiffioners Ecclefiaftical, or the Metropoli- 
‘ tan, ordain and publifh fuch further Ceremonies and Rites as might 
‘ be moft for the Advancement of God’s Gloty, the Edifying of his 
“ Church, and the due Reverence of Chrift’s Holy Myfteries and 
‘ Sacraments. By Vertue of this Claufe, I fuppofe it was, the Me- 
tropolitan framed thefe Orders in Expe€tation of the Queen’s inter- 
pofing her Authority to ordain them: which without it proved after- 
wards but weak and languid. | . 

But by this Spur to the Bifhops given them by the Queen, as was 
fhewn before, and by reafon of the great Need there more and 
more appeared to be, to look more narrowly into Churchmens Uni- 
formity, for Peace and Order fake, both they and their Officers did 
how examine mote carefully into the Behaviour of their inferior 
Clerhy ; and laid upon them the Obligation of divers Oaths and 
Subfcriptions, efpecially in Leadon: befides Letters that often came 
from the Queen, her Council, and the Archbifhop. And in each Pa- 
tifh, befides ordinary Officers, were other Officers appointed under 
Oath to enquire into the Carriage and Conformity of the Minifters 
and Parifhioners, and to give in their Prefentments, when required, 
a$ at Vifitations of the Bifhops, Archdeacons, &¢. Which notwich- 
ftanding created an Uneafinefs among the Minifters; as may be

But now let us return, and fee what was further done abour 
the Habits. 


_ Among cthofe that were fent for up before the Commiffioners ar 
Lambeth, as Refufers to wear the Habits, were to very eminent 
Men of Oxford, Sampfon and Humfrey, Heads of the Chief 
Colleges, the one of Chrsf?'s Church, the other of St. Magdalens. 
They appeared about the beginning’of March, together with fome 
London Minifters. The Archbifhop then perfuaded them to com- 
ply, urging the Queen’s Letters, and the great Inconvenience of 
thefe Varieties: and withal he fhewed them the Judgment of two 
great Icarned Foreigners for wearing of thefe Habits, viz. Martin 
Bucer, and Peter Martyr: Both whofe Letters may be read in 
Dr. Whitgift’s Defence. But all could not prevail: For upon their 


next Appearance they remained immoveable in their Opinion. They | 


wrote alfo a Letter to the Commiffioners fhewing their Reafons of 
their Refufal; and fo carncftly petitioning to be difmift, and char 
they might go home to their Charges: But they were forced ftill to 
wait on the Commiffioncrs: till in fine they were told by the Arch- 
bifhop, that they muft depart their Places. 

While they thus ftood out, Horn, Bifhop of Wincheffer, notwith- 
flanding, prefented penis (whether by that way co perfuade him 
to conform, I know nor) to a Living in the Diocefs of Sarum. But 
Fewel, the Bifhop, would not admit him. And on this Occafion 
wrot to the Archbifhop a Letter about it, dated December 22. 1565. 
€ That in refpect of his vain Contention about Apparel he thought 
© beft to make a flay till he underftood his Grace’s Pleafure: and 
© that ualefs he fhould otherwife advife him by his Letrer he mind- 
‘ed not in any wife to receive him: adding, that this long Suffe- 
“rance bred great Ollence. For Ffumfrey was connived at for a 
good whilc, till he at laft confented. But Sampfon was deprived this 
Year, and fucceeded by Zho. Godwin, D. D. of Magdalen College, 
in Fune, 1565. 

But Sampfon’s Judgment in King Edward’s Days differed from his 
prefent Judgment ; as may appear in his Epiftle to the Profeffors of 
Chrift’s Gofpel, the Parifhioners of AlbaZows Breadftreet, London, 
where he was once Paftor, wrot from Strasburgh the Year after his 
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Flight out of Exg/and: Exhorting them in that Epiftle (among many — 


other good Admonitions) to fubmit to the Ceremonies; which they 
were with humblenefs to receive. But his Converfe now he was 
abroad with Calvin, and fome other Reformers, changed his Judg- 
ment. For in his forefaid Epiftle chefe are his Words, and Coun- 
fil: ‘ As for Traditions, Cuftoms, and (by and for the Order of 
© the Church) Ceremonies received and ufed, which bé not Mat- 
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" of them that have the Rule of the Church under Chrift, accord- 

ing to the Neceffiry of the Time, and the Difpofition of the Peo- 
‘sple: So that in them be nothing elfe but true Edifying to unfeign- 
‘ ed Godlinefs: And fuch are of the People with humblenefs to be 
‘ received, By which it feems he meant to direct thefe pious Men 
to diftinguifh the Ceremonies of the Church Reformed under the 
late King Edward from thofe that were required under the then. 
reigning Queen Mary. The former he recommended to them; the 
latter he forewarned them againtft. | | 

‘But we have feveral things more to fay concerning this Contro- 
verfy with thefe two learned Men. Which will confiderably unfold 
this Hiftory of the Habits; a Matter that long after kept up Diftur- 
bance in this Church. 
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Several Letters between Sampfon and Humfrey, and Bullinger 

and Gualter, Drvines 12 Zurick, about the Habits. Fifteen 

Queftions propounded concerning them. Horn Bifbop of Win- 

cheiter writes to thofe Foreigners upon the fame Argument. 

Thetr Anfwers. Humfrey writes to the Queen. 


HE Archbifhop, as was faid before, had urged againft them Sampfonené 
the Judgment of two foreign Divines of - ig Note, viz. Bu- apni ee 
cer and Martyr. In like manner, that they on the other hand might ‘Bullinger 
leave no Stone unturned, no Means unufed; they laboured to ob- 474 Gualeer, 
tain on their fide the Judgment of two other Foraigners, of great 
Note alfo. And for that purpofe both of them wrot diftin@ Letters 
not long after, véz. in the Year 1565,to Budznger and Gualter,the chief 
Paftors of the Church of Zwrick in Switzerland. With whom they 
had formerly been acquainted, when they were Exiles: Thinking 
to gain under their Hands their difallowance of thefe Habits; and 
hoping that they, being Perfons of very reverend Efteem with ma. 
ny of our Bifhops, would interpofe their Letters and Supplicationg 
to them, to forbear their prefent Proceedings. 

Several Letters paft to and fro, writ by thefe learned Men upon Gualter’s 
this Argument, in the Years 1565. and 1566. In the Month of Ax- oe 
guft,1565. Gualter fent them his Mind and Opinion at large. Which Ba ae, 
was to this Tenour: “* That as he was troubled to hear of the 
“ Queens Ordinance for wearing the Cap and Surplice, confidering 
“ the néed there was of Reformation of other things; fo on the 
_“ contrary he could not advife Minifters, to give over their Office 
© becaufe of it; to prevent Papifts and Lutherans from coming in- 

“ to their places: who might bring into the Church many abomina- 
“* ble and idolatrous Ceremonies and falfe Doctrines. His Opinion 
“* therefore was, that they fhould firft make their humble Suite to 
“ the Queen, declaring their mind in this Matcer:. And if they 
“ found fhe would not condefcend to them, then to ftrive no longer 
“ againft it, but to take upon them this Order: withal protefting, 
that they did it in pure Obedience to the Queen’s Majefty, and 
“ not that any fhould, upon account of this Clothing, have the Sa- 
*€ crament in any more Reverence, or feek Salvation therein. And 
*¢ he hoped in time it would be laid afide. He faid, Thefe Habits 
“ might be counted Indifferent things; as Circumcifion was.to Pan/. 
‘© Bur if the meaning of them fhould be, that Preachers fhould be- 
“¢ have themfelves as Members of the Romi/h Church, is were bet- 
“ to fuffer Deatli, than to adminifter any fuch occafion. And that,

_ To all thefe Queftions this. Reverend Man, at length in May, 
1566. gave brief, but very proper and clear Anfwers; all of them 
in favour of Conformity. And that partly out of the Obliga- 
tion of Obedience to the Magiftrates Commands in things indiffe- 
rent, and partly to avoid being rejected from the Miniftery of the 
Gofpel, left Wolves, or unfic Perfon fhould fucceed them. But he 


did not like that Matters fhould be thus nicely wyre-drawn into a 
multitude of Queftions, and to be intangled with more Knots then’ 


needed. _The good Man concluded, ‘* That he would ncither urge, 
“ nor enfxare any Man’s Confcience, ‘and left what he faid to be ex- 
“© amined. He admonifhed, that no Man fhould frame a Confcience 


— © to himfelf dx girovenia, out of a love of Contention; and exhorted all 


“by Fefus Chrift, the Saviour, Head and King of his Church, thar

‘ wrot in his own and Gualter’s Name; as Gualter had before made 
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his to .be. Balliager’s Senfe, as welt as his own. This Letter well 
deferves reading; and therefore I have placed it in my Repofttory. 
This Letter was fo confiderable, that I find Whitgcft ufing a Paf- 
fage out of: ic again{t Cartwright, to prove that the Diftin@ion of 
Apparel was appointed for Minifters before the Pope’s Tyranny ; 
which Cartwright would not allow of, and therefore queftioned 
whether in thete Dayes ‘it ought to be enjoyned in the Reformed 


Churches.': The faid Paffage confifted of Quotations out of certain - 


antient Ecclefiaftical Authors, which mentioned a particular Fafhion 
ufed. by Priefts in rhofe Days, as the Paliinm, and the white Gar- 


~ ment in their Miniftration: and St. Cyprian had his Birrhus, and his 
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Detmatica, bis Cap and his Garment with long Sleeves : and Fobn the 
Apoftle, before him, his Petalum, 3. ¢. 4 thin Plate like to a Bifhop’s 
Mitre. For which Allegations, when Cartwright had reflected fome- 
what feverely upon Budinzer , cither as to his Integrity or Under- 
ftancing,:: ufing thefe.Words, “ That a Man would: hardly believe 
“ that Mafter Budinger fhould ufe thefe Places to prove a Diftin- 
“ ion‘ of. Apparel among the Minifters; it may be worth read- 
ing Whisgift’s Vindication of the faid learned Man in this Mat- 
ter. :

This Builinger was a right prudent, peaceable, well-weighed, | 


and learned Man; and therefore as he had given the aforefaid 
Anfwer to all the Queftions of Humphry and Sampfon, fo he 
thought it convenient to let the Bifhops know what had paft 
between them; that as he ftrove to fatisfy one Party, fo he might 
not give Offence to the other, as tho’ he were a Medler in the 
regulating other Churches, and-thruft his Sickle into another 
Man’s Corn. ‘Therefore he fent a Copy of that Letter to Three 
Bifhops, Horne, Grindal, and Parkhurft. “* That ye might under- 
““ ftand, faith he, that we weuld do nothing with the Brethren 
“* without rhe Privity of you, the Primary Minifters ; and ‘tha 
in all Things ye feek the Peace of your Churches, according to 
your Power. Exhorting them neverthelefs to have a Refpe& 
to thefe their Diffenting Brethren, being faithful Minifters and

“* and therefore the Apoftle admonifhed, That we fhould bear 
one anothers Burthens. He told them they could do very 
much by their Authority with the Queen: and that they fhould 
ufe their Intereft with her for the reconciling and reftoring 
them.

SUBMISSION to wear the Habits by chofe concerned, i ida doy 
notwithftanding all that hitherto was done, could not yet bes. Tobe Col. 
effected ; efpecially as to the Surplice ; but more Refiftance and Ee, Cam- 
_ Abhorrence thereof sage among many. This Garment liad eee 
many Adverfaries in tne Univerfity of Cambridge. The Fellows 
and ‘Scholars in S. Fohbn’s College there, chiefly the younger fort (to 
the Number of near Three Hundred, fome faid) about the beginning 
of December, 1565, or fooner, threw off the Surplice with one 
Confent, however they had worn it before in the Chapel.: And | 
many in other Colleges were ready to follow their Example ; as in Paul's Life of 
Trinity College about the fame time, all except three, by 7. Carz- Whicg. | 
wright’s Inftigation. Such a Perfuafion of the Superftition of it had 
{ome of théir Guides (one whereof was Mr. Fulk, ayoung Preacher) . 
beat into the Heads of the Younger; for the Elder were generally 
more fteady. 

The Particular of the Matter was this; Longworth, the Matter of rongworh 

the College being abfent, Cand as it feems on purpofe) the mot she Mafter. 
Part of the College-Company came into the Chappel one Feftival- 
Day without their Surplices and Hoods, according to the ancient 
Practice of the College ; and withal made fome Diverfity in the Man- 
ner of the Adminiftration of the Communion ; and fo continued to 
do: And this, the faid Mafter, upon his Return, allowed, without 
Complaint to any Magiftrate, or Endeavour to reftore the former 
ancient Ulage, eftablifhed by the Queen’s Laws arid Injundtionts. 
The News of this foon came both to Sr. Will. Cecil, that Univerfity’s 
High Chancellor, and a fpecial Patron of that College; and like- 
wife to the Bifhop of Ely, in whofe Diocefs Cambridge was, and 
who had a peculiar Jurifdiction over fome of the Colleges there. 

Cecii extremely moved hereat, fent fpeedily both to the College seeretaryCecit 
and to the Vice-chancellor. To the College (many Members where- 27% 3° 1

- forced to receive the Ceremony they had laid afide ; nor that that

date December 10. he let him know, that he had acquainted the 
Queen with this Diforder, tho’ as favourably as he could. And 
that her Majefty was very much moved, requiring him to have it 
feverely punifhed ; and had offered him her Princely Authority to 
chaftife thofe that were guilty for an Example: But that his Regard 
to the facred Fame of the Univerfity was fuch, that he had neither

have need of further Authority than he had already, as Chancellor. 
But yet he fet out this Mifdemeanour to the Vice-Chancellor in very 
high Terms, viz. Asa manifeft invading the Authority of the Prince, 
by a willing breaking of Common Order in the Univerfity ; and a leud 
Leprofy of Libertines ; Riotous fhaking off the Yoke of Obedience 
and Order. And therefore he required the Vice-Chancellor, to call 
together the Heads of the Colleges, and other grave Graduates, 
whom that Leprofy had not touched ; and to recommend his moft 
hearty and earneft Defire to every of them, That as they intended 


the Honour of God, the Prefervation of Chriftian Unity, the good — 


Name of that Honourable and Famous Univerfiry, the Favour of 
their Sovereign Lady the Queen towards the fame; and lattly, (which 
was, he faid, of leaft Eftimation) as they regarded his poor good 
Will towards the whole Body, and every good Member of the fame, 
(whereof he had given fome Teftimony,) fo they would perfift and 
continue in the Obfervation of uniform Order in thefe external 
Things ; which of themfelves were of none other Value but tomake 
a Demonttration of Obedience, and to render a Teftimony of Unity ; 
which being broken and neglected, argued a manifeft Difobedience, 
and gendred Occafionof no fmall Offence to many good and godly 
Men, to the decay of thé Eftimation of the Miniftry ; as it was daily 
feen in what fort the Eftimation of the Minifters of the Church 
did decay. 

And to the Intent, there might enfue by all their Concurrence a plain 
Way to withftand thofe Schifmatical Devices, he thought it good, 


under their Correction, That fuch as of late had, in place of 


preaching, riotoufly railed againft thefe Orders, fhould be plainly inhi- 
bited forfome convenient time, by good Authority, to preach or read 
publickly : And that aJl fuch as had been Vantcurrors in private Col- 
leges to enter into this Apoftacy, fhould have fome reafonable time 
to reform themfelves, upon pain to be excommunicated out of the 
Univerfiry. Which two Means, if they fhould feem to him, [the 
Vice-Chancellor] and his Affociates, too dulce, then he allowed ‘very 
well of any fhorter Means, whatfoever they fhould devife. For 
befides the Offence committed againft the Law, and againft her Ma- 


jefty, 
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jefty, he thought fundry of them might be manifeftly convinced of 4 NN vo 
Perjury, in breaking the peculiar Statutes of their Colleges. And, 1965. 

Thirdly, He thought it good, that as many as would voluntatily, or 
upon gentle Admonition, reform themfelves, fhould be genrly ufed 
_ and born withal. For he thought many were carried with the 
- Courfe of the Stream of ahaftyCompany. | 
And as for St. Fohn’s College, he required his Vice-Chancellor to 
give Warning to the Prefident, (to whom he had alfo written) that 
thofe of that College, that would not reform themfelves, fhould find 
no Comfort to perfift in their Wantonnefs. | 
Befides this Charge to the Vice-Chancellor, he fent fot the Mafter 
to come up to him ; and likewife for Mr. Fulk, by a fpecial Com- 
mandment, with whom he meant to proceed himfelf. And if the 
Vice-Chancellor thought meet any other fhould come up and appear 
before him, he required him to enjoynthem, in his Name, fo to do. 
Cecil in all this profeffed, that the Atteftation of his own Confcience 
moved him to take up thefe Aufterities in the beginning ; being alfo 
ftreightly charged by the Queen, in no wife to permit her Authority 
to be in this fort violated, which the Civilians would term Crimen 
lefe Majeftatis, ashe faid. - 
When Longworth, who had been fummoned up, appeared befote The Mafer of 
the faid:Chancellor Cec#/, he charged him in the Queen’s Name, with oe 
breaking certain Ordinances and Injunétions, given by the Queen's” 
Majefty to the faid College: and, among other Things, cettain - 
external Rites, to be retained in certain Ecclefiaftical ACtions, for 
Prayer and Adminiftration of Sacraments ; and for Maintenarice 
and Sufferance of the Fellows and Scholars in the nianifeft breaking 
of the fame. And moreover, he was charged it hér Majefty’s Name, 
to endeavour to reform the forefaid Diforders. The Refulc was, 
That the faid Mafter of the College recanted before the Chancellor, Recent. 
in a Form of Words drawn tip; wherein he both confefled himfelf 
_ Faulty, in fuffering the Fellows and Scholars to continue in their 
Innovations ; and promifed that he would do his utmeft to reduce 
the College to a Conformity to the Queen's Injun@tions, that were in 
Ufe before the faid Innovations; and, that he would make Declara- 
tion of the fame immediately after his. Return to the College. He 
alfo then fubfcribed a Paper, wherein he promifed; That he would 
both himfelf co his uttermoft, keep all the Laws and Cuftoms within 
the College as Mafter of the College, or as Graduate of tlie 
Univerfity, commonly ufed fince the laft Vifitation of the Univerfiry, 
in the Firft Year of the Reign of the Queen; and, that he would 
endeavour to caufe all others to do the fame. Thefe Submiffions 
were made about the 14th of December. :

So that this Book containing the general Senfe of them all, as be- zy. contents 
ing fent abread by their common Confent in Vindication of them- #14 guments 
felves, may be concluded to fhew the full Strength of their Obje@ti- 7" 
eons againft thefe Habits : And therefore not unworthy to be read. 

The Contents whereof I fhall impartially lay down. One Ground 
of their Refufal was this: That the Power that God had given to his 
Minifters was given them, that they fhould thereby edify the Church 
of Chrift, and not deftroy it or pull it down.

They granted that of themfelves they were things indifferent, and 


might be ufed or not ufed, as occafion fhould ferve. But:when the 


Ufe of them would deftroy or not edify, then ceafed they to be fo 
indifferent. And this Hindrance of Edification by thefe Habits was 
proved, both in refpect of the fimple Chriftians, and of the ftub- 
born Papifts. 2 | 

Firft, the fimple Chriftians were by thefe things fo grieved, that 
when they faw them receive the Habits, they forrowed and inourned 


that they did fomewhat depend upon their Example and Do@trine, 
thofe were beaten back to Superftition ; from which they were before 
making haft to fly. And unlefs God did by his a ftay them, they 
fhould by their Example, in revolting to thofe Things which 
they had taught to be fuperfluous and fuperftitious, take occafion to 
think, that there was no Truth in any thing that they had taught ; 
and fo cleave to the falfe Religion, whercof thefe indifferent Things 
were Relicks and Remnants, and fo utterly forfake the true Religion 
of Chrift. | | | 

Secondly, the blind, ftubborn and obftinate Papifts, whom they 
ought by all means poffible, to draw out of the dark Dungeon of Ig- 
norance, Superftition and Error, fhould by their receiving thefe Things, 
be encouraged not only to continue in Ignorance, Superftition and 
Error, but alfoto encreafe in the fame; being more confirmed there- 
in by their returning again to thofe things that they had both by 
Doctrine and Example difallowed and forfaken, than they could 
have been by the Perfuafion of many of their own Opinion. For 
they muft needs think, that they [the Minifters}] which had fo ear- 
neftly refufed and fpoken againft thefe things, would never have re- 
ceived them again, unlefs ic had been made manifeft unto them, that 
without them their Miniftry was fore defaced, and almoft utterly 
profaned. 

Then they took notice of the Anfwer that was given to this in the 
Bifhops ADVERTISEMENTS, wherc it is thus expreffed : * It fhall 
* be lawtul for all Minifters to teach, and to proteft that they do nor 
* ufe thefe Things as Things without the which the Miniftration 
* fhould be profaned or defaced, but only for Decency and comely 
* Order, Uniformity and Obedience to our Prince ; as the fame was 
plainly fet forth in the Advertifements. To which they reply, That 


_ this Wifdom and Policy paffed the Wifdom of God :- And that it was 


much like the Wifdom of them that would have Images in Churches, 
not to worfhip them, but by them to exercife their Strength in re- 
fraining from the worfhiping of them. But the Wifdom of God, 
who knoweth what we are, and how ready to abufe even his good 
Creatures which he hath made to ferve our Neceffities, hath plainly 
forbidden his People the having Images, and commanded them to 
deftroy them, and all the Furniture of them. And in Things not 
commanded nor forbidden, he hath faid that his People fkall not fol- 
low their own Fantafies, in adding any thing to his Commandments. 
But by che Mouth of his Prophets he hath utterly difallowed their 
Additions ; faying, Za vain do they worfbip me, which teach Things 
that are but the Commandments of Men. The 
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, The Wifdom of God faid, Take heed that ye offend not one of thofe ANNO 

Little ones that believe in me. And, Wo unto them by whom Offencestome. A 1565. 
wife Shipper that knoweth where Dangers do lie inthe Sea, will nor ~V~ 
on purpote fail fo near thofe Dangers as he may poffibly not efcape: 
Buc contrariwife he will hale Aloof, and be fure, if the Weather 
will fuffer him, not to fall upon thofe Dangers. Yea, and if he fee 
that the Weather will not fuffer him to hold the ftraic Courfe without 
danger to fall upon the Rocks or Flats, he will rather run upon another 
Point, where he is fure to find Sea-room enough. And fhall we chat 
be Lord's Men in the Ship of Chrift, to try our Cunning, creep fo 
near the Flats or Rocks, that we put our whole Charge in danger of 
perifhing by falling upon them? God forbid. 


Then they proceeded to anfwer an Objection, viz. That Princes The Cafe of a . 


had Authority in things neither commanded nor forbidden; to com-J77 8 Peas 
mand themto be ufed, or not to be ufed. In refufing therefore CO fidered. oe 
ufe them at the Commandnient of the Prince, they did not only re- 
fift the Ordinance of God themfelves, but they did dlfo fall under that 
Inconvenience which they would fo fain feem to be afraid of ; that is, 
they became ftumbling Blocks to the fimple Subjects: Who, feeing 
their Difobedience, were encouraged to think that it was none 
Offence at all to difobey a Prince: And fo feeming to fly from the 
Gulf, they wére upon the mioft dangerous Rocks. To this they an- 
{wered thus: The Things which they did refufe were fuch as God 
had neither commanded nor forbidden, otherwife than in the Ufe and 
Abufe of them. And therefore Princes had no Authority either to 
command or forbid them otherwife than fo. That if the Prince fhall 
take in hand to command themany of thofe things which God hath 
not commanded, in fuch fort that they might not leave them undone, 
—— they fhould run into the Penalty of the Law) when they 

ould fee that in the doing thereof they could not edify but deftroy; 
_— muft then refufe to do the a commanded by the Prince; 
and humbly fubmic themfelves to fuffer the Penalry: But in any 
Cafe not to confent to infringe the Chriftian Liberty ; which is to - 
ufe Things indifferent to Edification, and hot to Deftru@fion. And if 
the Prince fhould forbid any of thofe Things to be done which in their 
own Nature were indifferent; fo that when we fhould fee, that the 
leaving them undone fhould deftroy, or not edify; then might they 
not leave them undone, but do them to the Edificatin of the Church ; 
and fubmit themfelves lowly to fuffer, at the hand of the Prince, the 
Execution of that Penalty that the Lawdid appoint, for doing that 
which the Prince fhould in fuch Cafe forbid to be done. 

And this was not to give Example of Difobedience, but by Ex- 9 
ample to teach true Obedience, both to God and alfo to Man. 

Confidering therefore that at this time, by admitting the outward 
Apparel and miniftring Garments of the Pope’s Church,. not only the 
Chriftian Liberty fliould be mianifeitly infringed, but the whole Re- 
ligion of Chrift would be brought to be efteemed no other Thing, 
than the Pleafure of Princes ; they thought ic their Duties, beimg 
Minifters of God’s Word and Sacraments, utterly to refufe to fhew 
their Conformity in receiving thofe Things that then were urged ‘and 
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enforced ; and yet willing co fubmic themfelves to fuffer whatfoever 
Punifhment the Laws did appoint in that Cafe: And fo to teach by 


www their Example true Obedience both to God and Man ; and yer to 


Jntonveniences 


keep the Chriftian Liberty found, and the Chriftian Religion ro be 
fuch, that no Prince or Potentate might alter or change the fame. 
They hoped therefore, that their Prince and all good Men would 
like well with this their Doing. 

Then they went on, to fhew how unneceflary it was for Minifters 
of God's Word to be known from other Men by any outward Ap- 
parel, or by any fuch Difference as they were then required to admit: 
And afterwards, how unmeet it was to admit the Garments then en- 
forced. And that by confidering whence they firft came ; how they 
had been ufed ; what Opinions Men have had, and ftill have of them 
and what fhould happen unto them {the faid Minifters) if they fhould 
then receive them. 

For the Firft, That they were partly Fewz/b, and partly Heathen- 


confequent upon 3/h, Secondly, Idolaters, Conjurers and Sorcerers did nothing with- 


wearing the 
Habits, 


out thefe Garments. For the Third, The obftinate Papifts fuppofed, 
that without thefe Things, no Holinefs could be in ought that the 
did. The weak Papifts, that were contented to be Partakers with 
them, did find none fo great fault with them, as that they miniftred 
without their miniftring Garments. And the fimple Gofpellers fup- 
pofed, thac they ought not to communicate with thofe that ufed thofe 
Garments. And therefore that the Minifters themfelves, altho’ they 
knew the Indifferency of thefe Things in their own Nature, yet con- 
fidering how thefe Three Sorts did efteem them, could not be per- 
fuaded, that they fhould be meet to occupy the Place of Paftors in the 
Church of Chrift, if they fhould now ufethem. Then they quoted 
Bucer, Martyr, ge ee FSewel. 

Fourthly, as to what fhould happen to them, if they fhould ufe 
them ; namely, it fhould happen to them as it happened unto Mofes, 


if he fhould have confented to bring the Hebrews back again into 


Egypt, after he had brought them out of that Land and through the 
Red-Sea, That they had by Doétrix brought many out of the Ro- 
mifh Slavery of Idol Service, and now by Example had begun to go 
before them in the utter abolifhing of all thofe Chains of Darknefs, 
wherewith they had been long held in miferable Captivity. And 
were it meet, that they fhould now afrefh bind themfelves and them 
with the fame Chains ? Fearing therefore to lofe themfelves with 
the Lofs of fo many Souls, befides themfelves, they had chofe to 
venture the Lofs of worldly Commodities, rather than to hazzard that 
which no Earthly Treafure could buy: Trufting that their Prince, 
and others in Authority, would favour their juft Caufe, and not 
miflike with them, becaufe they feared God, more than Man ; and 


‘were mite loth to lofe the heavenly Kingdom than earthly Com- 


modities. They hoped, that all wife Men did fee the Mark the 

earneft Sollicicors of this Matter [2. e. the Enforcers of the Habits] 

did fhoot at. They were not, neither were at any time, Proteftants ¢ 

ut when Time ferved them, they were bloody Perfecutors ; and 

firtce Time failed them, they had born back as much as lay in — 
Shoul

Befides this Declatation, they framed 4 Prayér to be ufed at this 4 Preyer of thé 

time ; wherein they confefs, as fome of God's Judgments for their pies ae 
Sins, ‘ That thofe in Power negleéted that they ought to have done, 
‘ to the hindrance of the Courfe of the Gofpel ; and chat the Relicks 
© of Romi/b Idolatry was ftoutly maintained ; and that they were be- 
© reaved of fome of their Paftors, who by Word and Example fought 
‘ to free the Flock from thefe Offences ; and that this wastle Joy of 
* Antichrift his Limbs : Reflecting too feverely and uncharicably upon 
the Government, and thofe that were in Authority in the Church. 

Near about this time, another Book, proceeding from the fame smorher Book 
Difcontent, came forth. Ic had been fuppreft for fome Years, upon 26cm Habits 
Hopes of Reformation, [that is, of things by them fuppofed amifs in 7"? 
the Church ;] but now after many Minifters were depofed for their 
Non-compliance with the Orders of the Church, the Author fer forth 
his Book, bitter enough, and full of Scoffs and Taunts, bearing this 
Title, 4 pleafant Dialogue between a Soldier of Berwick and an En- — 
glifh Chaplain : Wherein aré largely handled and laid open fuch Reafons 
as are brought for Maintenance of Popifb Traditions in our Englifh 
Church. Alfo are collefted, as in a fhort Table (no lefs than] 120 par- 
ticular Corruptions remaining in our faid Church ; with fundry other 
Matters to be known of all Perfons.Itis prefaced with a Letter of the Au- 
thors, To his Reverend Fathers and Brethren in Chrift, Mr. Coverdale, 

Mr. (urner, Mr. Whittinghar,Mr. Sampfon, Dt. Hamfrey, Mr. Lever, 
Mr. Crow/ey and others, that laboured to gather out the Weeds of Po- 
pery : Exborting them to whom God had given greater Gifts, and whom 

he had called in greater Rooms, to be (as they were moft bounden) zeae. 
lous for God's Glory, with godly Fealoufy to prefent the Church and 
Spoufe of Chrift i their Charge a igh Virgin to Chrift her Husband. 
—-— Nothing doubting of their Zeal and Diligence, who being in Au- 
thority, were firft called to the Battel, to ftrive for Gods Grace, and the 
Edification of his People, againft the Romifb Relicks and Raggs of Po- 

pery. The Book begins in this Sarcaftical Strain; where Miles the 

Soldier fpeaks thus to Bernard the Prieft, ‘ But Bernard, I pray thee 
‘ tell me of thine Honefty, What was the Caufe that tliou haft been

“ black Gown, and this Sarcenet flaunting Tippet ; wearing alfo more

To which let me add the mention of another Book again{t che 4nd anscber. 

Habits, that came forth the next Year, printed at Embden, intituled, 
The Mind and Expofition of that excellent Max Martin Bucer, upon 
‘thofe Words of S. Matthew, Woe to the World becaufe of Offences, 
Matt. XVIII. faithfully tranflated into Englifh, by a faithful Brother : 
And certain Objections and Anfwers to the fame.. Inthe fame Book al fo 
follows the Fudiment of the Reverend Father Henry Bullinger, Paffor 
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ANNO of theCburch of Zurich, ix certain Matters in Religion being in Con- 
1565. troverfy in many Countries, even whereas the Gofpel is taught. The 
“Vv~ Author inthis Book feems to make ufe of fome Paffages in the 
Writings of thofe great foreign Divines of the Reformation, to favour 
the Refufers of the Habits in England; perverting their Senfe and 
Judgment in thefe Controverfies, plainly and evidently by them ex- 
prefled and declared elfewhere in their Letters. 
They write te | While thefe Diflenfions about the Ceremonies of Ecclefiaftical 
eee Habits were in this Fermentation, the Diffenting Brethren fent Let- 
ters to Beza, (as they did alfo to the Learned Men of Zurich) laying 
open to him the prefent State of the Church, with as much difadyan- 
tage as they could. According to which, Beza foon after wrote of 
it to Bullinger, as we fhall fee by and by. They alfo craved his 
Advice in two things:

Beza ferioufly deliberating with himfelf, and knowing the Queen 


dvd Beza te had no.great Efteem for the Church of Gexeva ; and that fhe and the 


Ballinger, 


cexconing. Bilhops had an honourable Refpect for that of Zurich, refolved to 
them. write to Bullinger, the Chief Paftor there, and to give him an Account 
of the State of the Church of England, and to excite him earneftly to 
fend Gualter into the faid Kingdom to the Queen and the Bifhops, to in- 
tercede in the behalf of the Refufers, and to perfuade to fome fur- 
ther Reformation in the Church. And this he thought would happen 
very feafonably, a Parliament being at hand, wherein Matters of 
the Church would be tranfacted. So he wrote a private Letter to the 
{aid Bullinger, wherein he told him, ‘*‘ Howthe miferable Brethren 
‘© craved the Council, Comfort and Prayers of thofe Churches, by 
“* whofe Charity they were once relievéd, and hoped again to be fo: 
“* He confefled that fome of them were fomewhat morofe. But in 
“ fuch Miferies, lic faid, it was hard to keep due bounds ; and fince 
“© their Aim was good, his Opinion was, that their Importunity was, 
“ to be excufed. That by the Accounts of the Ecclefiaftical Affairs of 
“ England, as he further told Father Bud/iuger, Popery was not caft out 
“© of England, but rather transferred to the Queen’s Majefty ; andthat 
** nothing elfe was drove at, than that what had been lately taken 
“© away might be by little and little reftored again. He thought,he faid, 
‘ that the Bufinefs had been about Caps, and fuch external Matters ; 
“ but chae the Controverfy was much different, he afterwards under- 
“© ftood, and that with exceeding trouble and Sorrow of Mind, 
“© That when the outward Calling, the Examination of Do@trine 
“‘ and Manners preceding, done not by any one Perfon, but the 
‘““ whole Company of the Brethren, was as it were the Bafis and 
“ Foundation of the Ecclefiaftical Miniftry, what was bafer and 
“© wiore irregular, than that Liberty the Bifhops took, to Ordain at

{trument fora Price, and interpofing an Oath for two things, viz. “We 
‘¢ That they fhould acknowledge the Queen's Mayefty for.the fu- 
 preme Head of the Church next under Chrift, and that they would 
follow the Laws of the Kingdom, and efpecially the Book of the 
Reformation [meaning the Liturgy] and all the Rites, and to 
difallow of nothing therein. a 
** As for the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline, that ic was nr otherwife 
than was in the Papacy ; That in the place of a Presbytery lawfully 
chofen, they had their Deans, Chancellors, Arch-deacons, Offici- 
als ; who according to their Wills, afd as it ufeth to be in thé 
“© Civil Courts, pronounced Excommunication Faure Camonico, evert 
“© for Pleas of Money and fuch like. Which Sentence the Bifhop, 
“or his Official, fent to the Minifter to be read in the Church, and 
‘* this to hold valid, until they come and agree with the Judge. 
‘* And the fame courfe was taken in Abfolving as in Excommunica- 
ting. How little were they diftant from the Law of Celebacy, 
who might not marry Wives without the Exprefs Letters of the

And being married, they were forbid to bring their 
Wives into Colleges, or within the Bounds of the Cathedral 
Churches, as tho’ they were unclean.

Offices themfelves, yielding only an Oath to obferve the Refor- 
“* mation. Infomuch that the Godly Brethren were placed urider 
many unlearned Priefts, and fuch as were moft bitter Enemies in 
their Hearts to Religion, and were forced to be fubje@ to their 
“* Jurifdi@tion. That in the Archbifhops Court were publickly fet. 
to fale Difpenfations for Non-refidence, Pluralities. of Benefices, 
choice of Meats, marrying out of the appointed Titnes, for a 
Child to hold a Benefice, and other things of that Nature ; than 
which Rome it felf had not any thing more filthy and unworthy. 
That Baptifm by Women was allowed of in. cafe of Neceffiry. 
That of thofe Few that were pure Preachers of the Gofpel, fome 
were put out of their Livings; fome thruft into Prifons, unlefs 
they would promife to approve of all thefe, and not to gainfay 
“© then in Word or Writing, and refembled the Priefts of Baal, by 
wearing fquare Caps, Tippets, Surplices and the like. Nor was 
this all, but that whatfoever hereafter the Queen or the Archbi-. 
fhop alone pleafed to appoint, change, or take away in the Rites of 
*© the Church, fhould be holden firm and good. This, he faid, was the - 
, Stateof this Church, which to him was miferable and intolerable. 
“* His Judgment was, that tho God alone could cure this Evil, 
** yet that fome tryal fhould be made, rather than it fhould be endu- 
** red that fuch a Building fhould by fuftered Infolence fall down: 
That as for their Church of Geaeva, he left him to judge how ie 
‘* was hated by the Queen, in that fhe had never by the-leaft Word 
“* fignified that his Prefent to herof his Annotations was acceptable. 
“* That the Caufe of her Hatred was ewofgid....One was, that chey 
) * were 
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ANNO “ were efteemed too fevere and rigid, which efpecially difpleafed, 
1565. “* he faid, fuch as were afraid of being rebuked. The other, thar 
wyw~e “ heretofore while Q. Mary lived, two Books were publifhed ar 
“© Geneva, yet without their Knowledge ; One againft she Govern- 
© ment of Women by Mr. Xnox; the other of the Right of the 
“ Magiftracy by Mr. Gudman. But whenthey knew what was con- 
“© tained in both thefe Books, the Freach Church was difpleafed ar 
“ them, and accordingly they were forbid to be expofed to fale. 
“ But the Queen neverthelefs cherifhed her conceived ill Opinion. 
* And that their Church therefore was not fit to fend either Meffen- 
“© per or Letter to the Queen, for the Regulation of thefe Diforders. 
** But he did earneftly defire, that fome might be fent from Zurich ; 
*¢ For that theirs was the Church alone, by whofe Authority both

Feckenham From that time to Offoder following, in the Year 1564, he was delive- 
ue. * red to Bifhop Horn’s Cuftody. At his firft coming, the Bifhop told him,

Cosference’ beecil : and he found it fo. And from that time to the end of Fanuary, 
tween them. there was daily Conference between Feckenbam and the Bifhop in 
Matters of Religion ; but chiefly touching four Points, which he 
termed Scruples and ~— of Confcience, and that by Word of Mouth, 
not by any Writing. In. all which Points he was fo anfwered, thar 
he had nothing to objedt, but feemed refolved, and in a manner.

Our Church, while the Infidels lay againft fisted sepalf 
this Ifland, put up Prayers to God in the behalf of it. And thete i Malta. 
was aForm appointed to be ufed in Common Prayer every Wedne{day 
and Friday within the City and Diocefs of London for the Delive- 
rance of thofe Chriftians that were then and there invaded by the 
Kurk. The Preface to that Form fet forth, “ Thatthe Mle of Mal- 
Ooo “ ta 
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ANNO§ Malta or Melite where S. Paul artived, when he was fent to Rome, 
1565. “ lay near unto Sicily and Italy, and was as it were the Key of that 
mye © Part of Chriftendom. And that it was invaded with a great Army 
“ and Navy of Turks, Infidels and fworn Enemies of the Chriftian 
Religion. And that it was notonly to the Danger of thofe Chriftians 
“© that were befieged, and daily affaulted iti the Holds and Forts of 
“ the fame Ifland, but alfo of all the reft of the Countries of 
“ Chriftendom adjoining. Therefore it was our part which for 
“ diftance of Place cannot fuccour them with temporal Relief, to 
“© affift them with fpiritual Aid; that is to fay, with earneft, hearty 
“* and fervent Prayer to God, defiring him, after the Examples of

Thoukgivixgs And when the Turk, not being able to take Ma/ta, had broke up 
high esta and gone, a Form of Thanksgiving was alfo appointed for the De- 
| livery of the Ifle from this Invafion and long Siege By the great 
Army of the Turks both by Sea and Land, and for fundry other 
Vi@ories lately obtained by the Chriftians againftthe Turks, to be 
ufed in the Common Prayer within the Province of Canterbury, on 
Sundays, Wednefdays and Fridays, for the fpace of fix Weeks, fet 
forth by the moft Reverend Father in God Matthew, by God’s Fro- 
vidence, Archbifhop of Canterbury. It confifted of an Hymn, com- 
piled of divers Verfes taken out of feveral Pfalms, and a Collcdé, 

made probably by the Archbifhop, and was as followeth :

Now were many of the Exgli/b Popifh Recufants becomie Fugi- seditious Beoks 
tives abroad in Flanders, and particularly in Antwerp and Louvain, (1s 2 
and in other Places in the King of Spain's Dominions. Here they sy. 
employed themfelves in writing very dangerous and feditious Books 
againft the Queen and her Government. Which when they had 
printed, they caufed to be conveyed over hither, and privily dif- 
perfed abroad. Which had perverted many of the ignotant People, 
and made them run into Diforders. : It was therefore thought time to 
look after this. And thefe Writings being for the moft part brought 
intothe Port of London, the Queen writ her Letters, dated in Fanwary, january 24: 
to the Bifhop of London, being chief Paftor there, and alfo an Ec- 
clefiaftical Commiffioner, to take fpecial Care hereof: And that all 
Books that came into the Cuftom-houfe, fhould by Petfons, ap- 
pointed by the Bifhop, be diligently opened and fearched ; and that 
fhe had fent to the Lord Treafurer to fuffer them to fit with 
the Queen’s Cuftomers and other Officers for that purpofe.

And if they were 
asked, how they came by this Ability, they muft reply, By the 
Spirit of God, by Revelation, and by fearching the Scriptures. lf 
they were asked, Upon what Grounds they took upon them to 
Preach; they muft Reply, We preach mot, but Teack. And if they 
fhould be asked, Why they taught, not being Churchmen, they were 
to fay, Betanfe the Sons of the Prophets did Teach. So did Fehofa- 
phat and his Princes; and the Difciples of Chrift before Chrift’s 
RefurreCtion; -and divers in the Church of Corinth, that were no 
Church-men.

the Pope bath This Pope feeing he might not have a Nuncio openly in England, 
a private yet obtained his Purpofe, by employing one here many Years in his 
gmt ENB: Service, living fecurely in this Nation under colour of an Italian 
Camd. Eliz. Factor ; his Name was Ridolpbo; and feemed to have come hither 
prt8 2a aboutthis Year. His Bufinefs was to excite the Papifts in England 
ee againft the Queen: which he did effe@tually ; and prevailed alfo upon 
fome Proteftants to do the like ; fome out of private Hatred and 
Difaffectednefs, and others affe@ting Innovation. He meddled in 
making a Match between the Queen of Scots and the Duke of Nor- 
folk, and drew in the good Duke among the Popifh Confpirators, and 
made him Head of that Party to his Ruine. And when this bufy 
Pope iffued out another Bull againft the Queen, depofing her from 
her Crown, and exciting her Subjects to rife againft her, le fent the 
Printed Copies thereof to Ridolphoto be difperted through the Realm. 
Whereupon followed the Rebellion in the Year 1569. And then he 
chad Orders from the Pope to furnifh the Rebels with an hundred and 
fifty thoufand Crowns: Which tho” he could not at that time per- 
form, being made a Prifoner upon Sufpicion; yet he diftributed the 
Money foon after. And, (to take up all his Story together) the 
Confpirators, when all was ready, fent him to the Pope to inform 
him how well prepared they now were, and, in the way, to entreat 
the Spanifh Affifttance forthwith out of the Netherlands. 
m Ireland, —- Zreland this Year gained an eminent Convert, named Samuel Ma/fon, 
Sam. Mafon bred a Jefuit in Paris; to which Place he came in the Year 1550, 
ee Sir Henry Sydney, the Queen's Lord Lieutenant in Jreland was fo 
well fatisfyed with his Learning and the Truth of his Converfion, 
that he took him for his Chaplain. And afterwards the Archbifhop 
of Dublin gave him the Benefice of Finglas near Dublin. Thris man 
made a notable Speech in (hrif?'s Church in Dublin before the faid 
Lord Lieutenant, the Archbifhop, and the Mayorand Aldermen of 
the City: Wherein he faid, “ It was not Want drove him ‘thither ;

. and his Contrivances againft them: Which were mentiotied under the ~~ _— 
- Year 1560. being the firft Year of that Pope. _ | 
Bullinger towards Chriffmas, or before, prefented Sandys Bifhop of Bullinger dc. 
Wigorn with. his Commentary upon Daniel, to whom he had Am Saas: 
dedicated it, accompanied with his Letters to him. Samdys, in his Sandys's Ler. 
Anfwer writ in fanuary, acknowledged the great Honour he had‘ **™. 
done him, in fetting forth aBook of fuch Learning in his Name! and 
‘that it was highly acceptable ro him. He procecded to mention his 
great Humanity towards all the Englifb; whereby every body 
was obliged to him, but he above the reft. He fpake of his kind Re- 
ception of him when lie was a poor Exile, and came to Zurich without 
Harbour and Friends: And that afterwards, when Providence had 
reftored him home to his own Country, ftill Bul/inger continued 
to love him, and to do hini all the Honour he could. And -thérefore © 
he acknowledged himfelf his Debtor ; and fince he was not able to 
pey what he owed him, he befeeched Him to be his Pay-matter, 
who fully fatisfied once for all our Debts. And by Abe/ a Merchant 
and a pious Man, he fenthima Token. As for News, he writ hiyn, 
how Chrift’s true Religion had taken place in the Realm; and chat 
the Gofpel was not bound, but was freely and purely preached. 
And therefore, as to other Things, faid he, it was no great 
Matter. That there was fome Contention about the wearing and 
not wearing of Popifh Garments : To which, God, he faid, in his 
‘good time, would alfo put an end. : ' 
Fewel Bifhop of Salisbury alfo in February, writ a. long Letter to Bh pe 
the fame Bullinger, together with Lavater another Divine of Zurich, tinger rail: 
relating the News in England; as, Concerning the Matter between vat. 
Harding the Papift and himfelf ; Concerning the quiet State of the 
Realm, things being now in Peace; only the Divines of Lovain 
did make what Difturbance they could among us. That the Queen 
was well, but was averfe to Marriage. Thar their old Acquaintance 
Bifhop Parkburft, Bifhop Sandys, Bifhop Pilkingto#, were all well 
in their tefpective Dioceffes : but fo diftant from each other, that he 
had not feen them in thtee Years [that is, fince the laft Synod].

Capac]. Dignity of our Bifhops was hotly affaulted, and Endeavours ufed 

to render them odious. The Danger whereof was the calling in 

gueftion the Reformation of this Church, and expofing it. to the 

Derifion of the Enemies of the Truth. Which the Author 

maketh one Ground of his taking in hand to write on this Subject. 

But Beza the chief Minifter of Geneva, wrote againft this Tract of 

Saravia: And he again, in the Year 1594, writ a very learned 

Defence of his own Tract in anfwer to Beza; and dedicated it to 

Whireift Archbifhop of Canterbury, A:lmer Bilhop of London, Cooper 

Bifhop of Winchefter, and Fletcher Bifhop of Worceffer. This 

Saravia was born in Flanders; his Father a Spanyard, his Mother 

one of Artois, both Protcftants. Flying from the Troubles of 

his own Country he removed himfelf and Family to Ferfey; where 

he taught a School, and preached to his Country-men Exiles there.

Hereupon Chambrelain, Governour “YS 

of Ferfey, knowing Saravia’s Worth, and the great Good he did 

in that Place, thac wanted learned and abjie Men, endeavoured to 

prevent his going ; writing a Letter to Secretary Cecil to ufe his — 

Incereft with him to tarry where he was: and to encourage him fo 

to do, that the Secretary would procure him to be a free Denizen 

of this Kingdom. . But the reading of Chambcelain’s Letter, will 

explain this Matter more fully ; which was to this Tenor :

And to that end he humbly befought his 

Honour, that as his Travail had been to further good Things there, 

he would ufe all the reafonable Perfuafions thar might be for the 

Stay of the faid School-mafter, in the Exercife of the Charge 

which he had enterprized there: the rather, for that he was 

affured of no Certainty elfewhere, as did well appear by his faid 

Father and Mother, who had been contented, for their better 

Succour, to feek Relief at his Hands there. And to encourage 

his Difpofition to continue there, if it liked the Queen's Majefty, 

by his Honour's Means, to naturalize him by her Letrers Parents, 

he knew he would take the fame in very good part ; as undoubt- _ 

ediy he, the Governor, thought him well worthy of that Favour, 

befides much better Reward.

For they had 
pa forbid Maz her Ambaffador to ufe in his own Houfe privately the 
Divine Service, practifed in England ; and morcover, had removed 
him from the Court,’ nay, and the City Madrid. His Servants, tho’ 
they were the Queen's Subjects, they compelled to be prefent at the 
Mafs, and:threatned them, if they heard the Eng/i/b Seryice. This 
the Queen was foan acquainted with by the Ambaflador’s Letter. 
This Ufage of her Ambaflador, however contrary to the Law of 
Nations it was, the Queen ftill carried it fair with that King. But how 
fhe inwardly refented this Affront, and what fhe did hereupon, fhe 
expreft in her Anfwer to the faid Ambaffador : Which was to this 
Tenour : 
the Sun's _ ‘ That Since his Servant’s coming, fhe had underftood a Matter — 
Letter_beresp-© very ftrange unto her, and not to be fuffered: Which was, That 
da ‘ all his Houfehold,. being her natural Subje&ts (his own Perfon 
‘ only excepted) did refort to the common Services of the Churches 
‘ there, contrary to her Laws and Ordinances ; and were not only 
* compelled, but alfo by Fear reftrained from the Exercife of any 
* common or private Divine Service within his own Houfe, agreea- 
“ ble to her Laws. ‘That fhe found this Matter fo inconvenient, as, 
* confidering what Impunity and Privilege the King of Spaix’s Am- 
* baffador had here for his own Servants, (which alio fome thought 
* he enlarged, to ferve the Appetites of others) was not allowable. 
* That fhe thought meet to declare unto him, the faid Spani/b Am- 
‘ baffador, her grear Difliking hereof; and had required him to im- 
‘ part to the King her good Brother, this Mifufage of the Privilege 
‘that belanged to him, as her Ambaflador, and to procure the 
* fpeedy Remedy thereof. For otherwife fhe would not with fuch 
“ an Inequality fuffer her Minfter to refide there. The Spani/h Am- 
baflador in his Anfwer feemed to be ignorant of this Ufage: and 
— to write, and deal herein effectually with the King his 
after. Z 
And the Queen added, telling her Ambaffador, that it was her 
Pleafure, if his Servants were indeed conftrained to repair to their 
Churches, as it was faid, that he fhould impart the fame to the King, 
and require him to provide Remedy of. the fame, affuring him, as he 
well and truly might, that if fhe had known thereof before (as in- 
deed fhe did not) fhe wauld have in this fort dealt for the Remedy 
whereof, as now fhe did. And fhe wrote to her Ambaflador further, 
that he might fay to the King, that fhe had imparted this to his Am- 
baffador here ; who could not but report, how he was otherwife ufed ; 
and no part abridged of his Privilege. Laftly, fhe required him to 
advertife her about this Matter, to the intent she might give

order for his Revocation, if he might not enjoy like Privilege for 4N NO 


his Houfehold Servants, as the King’s Ambaffador did here. 
Religion in Lancafbere and the Parts thereabouts went backwards:

Mafs commonly faid ; Priefts harboured; the Book of Common Prayer,

The Knowledge of all this coming to the 
Court, the Queen fent down to the Ecclefiaftical Commiffion, where- 
of the Bishop of the Diocefs was the chief, (together with feveral 
others, whom she might truft) to examine and redrefs thefe Dif- 
orders, and to call before them all fuch as were Known or fufpected 
to have any handinthem. And to the Bishop of Chefer, fome rime 
after, she wrote a Letter, reprehending him for his Negligence 
in his Diocefs ; and requiring himto be morediligent in fuppreffing 
Popery, and filling che vacant Churches; and that he should under- 


take a Vification for this Purpofe. But to givé a more particular - 


Account of this Matter, I shall fubjoyn the Queen's Letter; which 
ran tothis Tenour! 


©“ WE greet you well. We chink it not unknown to you, how Queen t 


“ We, of our own meer Motion, for the good Opinion we conceived 
of you in your former Service of us, to admit youto be Bishop 


for the containing of our Subjects in the Uniformity of Religion 
and the Service of God according to the Laws of the Realm, as 
now upon the credible Repotts of Diforders and Contempts'to the 
Contrary in your Diocefs, and efpecially in the County of Lan- 
cafter, we find great Lack in you, being forry to have our former 
Expectation in this fort deceived. In which Matter of late we 
wrote unto you, and other our Commiffioners joyned with you, to 
caufe certain fufpected Perfons to be apprehended; Writing alfo at 
the fame time to our Right Truity and Right Well Beloved the 
Earl of Darby, for the aiding of you in that behalf. Since which 
time, and before the Delivery of the faid Letters to the Earl of 
Darby, we be duly informed, that the faid Earl hath upon fimall 
Motions made to him, caufed all fuch Perfons as have been required, 
to be apprehended ; and hath fhewn himfelf therein, according to 
our affured Expectation, very faithful and careful for our Service. 

‘ Now therefore, confidering the Place you hold, to be the Prin- 
cipal Minifter in thefe Caufes, and furch Diforders found within 
your Diocefs, as we hear not of the like in any other Parts, We 
will and charge you further to have other Regard to your Office ; 
and efpecially to forefee that all Churches and Cures be provided 
of honeft Men, as well learned Curats, as ye can caufe to be 
provided ; ufing therein the Ordinances and Centures of the Church, 
to the remedy of the Defaults, and fuffer not for the Lack of your 
Perfonal Vifitation, by repairing into the remoteft Parts, and 
efpecially into Lancafbire, that obftinate Perfons having been moft 
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© Subjects within any part of your Diocefs ; as we underftand —

Usresfensble - the Queen had this Bufinefs with the Bishop of Chefer, fo May 
_ Eaefet im the the Bifhop of Carlifle (another'Church in this Northern Province) 
Calif. had fome Bufinefs now with the Queen, and her Council. The Cafe 
was this. The Church of Carlifle had been greatly wronged in its 
Revenues by the old Popifh Prebendaries: who, taking their Oppor- 
tunity in Abfence of Sir Thomas Smith the Dean, had made Leafes 
_ without Reafon or Confcience for their own Benefits, whatfoever 
became of the Church afterwards. This was complained of above; 
and a Commiffion was iffued out to the Bifhop and the Lord Scroop 
among others, to infpect into thefe unjuft Doings, And a Certiff- 
cate what was found and done, was the laft Year returned by the 
Bifhop and the faid Lord unto the Queen’s Privy Council ; having 
been delivered by the faid Bifhop into the Secretaries Hands the laft 
Parliament: time, and remained ftill with his Clerk ; but nothing. 
done therein as yet. Now in the Month of September, Scot one of 
the Prebendaries of that Church came up on purpofe to folicite this 
Bufinefs, and to endeavour to obtain fome Remedy of thefe horrible 
Abufes.

T was time for the State to look after thofe dangerous, difaffected pspifs inLan- 

Men in Lancafbire and the Parts adjoyning: and by thofe Mef- cathire docked 
fages from the Queen mentioned above, both the Bifhop of Cheffer, 7” 
and the Commillioners Ecclefiaftical were fpurred up to difcharge 
their Duties with refpect to them. . The Bifhop enttred upon his 
Vification this Sunimer ; and many Papifts and their Doings were 
detected, and moft of them reduced, outwardly at leaft, to Obedi- 
ence and Compliance with che Laws for Religion. __ 
_ And firft to give fome Account of the Bifhop’s Vifftation. Which ‘be Bifsep of 

proved thus, according to the Relation he made himfelf of it to the Chefter v= 

Secretary in a Letter to him dated Nov. 1.1568. ‘ That he hadthe”” 
‘ Jaft Summer vifited his whole Diocefs, which was of Length above Pap. Houfe. 
* fix Score Miles; and had found the People very tractable ; and no 
‘ where more than in the fartheft Parts bordering upon Scotland,

¢ Worthipful to his great Comfort. That his Journey was very pain- 
* ful by reafon of the extreme Heat : and if he had nor received great 
‘ Courtefy of the Gentlemen, he muft have left the moft of his 
* Horfes by the way: Such Drought was never feen in thofe Parts. | 

The Bifhop alfo now fent up by one of his Servants a true Copy wes wat dine 
of all fuch Orders, as he and the reft of his Affociates, in the Queen’s ith t4¢ Lans 
Commiffion Ecclefiaftical, had taken with the Gentlemen of Lan-‘alhire rage 
cafbire. Who (one onely excepted, whofe Name was John WeGby) commiffioners, 
with moft humble Submiffions and like Thanks unto the Queen’s 
Majefty, and to her Honourable Council, received the fame ; Pro- 
mifing that from thenceforth they would live in fuch fort, chat they 
would never hereafter give occafion of Offence in any thing con- 
cerning their bounden Duty, as well towards Religion, as their Al- 
legiance towards their Prince. . But notwithftanding their Promifes,

And certain Punishments 
vy inflided upon fome of them had done fo much good in the Country,

Nowe/ Dean of S. Paul’s London, was a Lancafbire man, and was 
a ia i now down in that Country. Who with his continual preaching in 
in Lancafhire. divers Places in the County, had brought many obftinate and wilful 
People unto Conformity and Obedience, and had gotten great Com- 
mendation and Praife (as he was moft worthy) even of thofe that had 
been great Enemies to his Religion. The Bishop occafionally re-— 
lating this to the Secretary, befeeched him to be a means to the 
Queen’s Majefty and toher Honourable Council, to give him Thanks 

for this his great pains taken among his Country men. 
Difcoveries But now co fet down. particularly what had been detected and 
concerning the difcovered among thefe Lancafbire Papifts, and the Negligence, or 
Dae Lothnefs of the Bifhop, to profecute them. Information was broughe 
in to the Bifhop by one Mr. Glafer a Commiffioner, and another, — 
named Edmund Afbton, that great Contederacies were then in 
Lancafbire. And that fundry Papifts were there lurking, who had 
{tirred divers Gentlemen to their Faction, and fworn them together, 
not to come to the Church in the Service time, now fet forth by 
the Queen’s Authority, nor to receive the Communion, nor to hear 
Sermons ; but to maintain the Mafs and Papiftry. And after this 
Information, Glafer advifed the Bifhop to go to the Earl of Darby, 
and to execute the Commiffion in Lancafbires or elfe it could 
not be holpen, but many Church Doors mutt be fhut up, and the 
Curates hindred to ferve as it was appointed to be ufed in the 
Church. And that this Confederacy was fo great, that it would 
grow to a Commotion, or Rebellion. The Bifhop hereupon fent for 
thofe Offenders by Precept, but declined to go yet to execute the 

Conimiffion in Lancafbire. . : 

Denger of » ., Again, Sir Edward Fytton informed the Bifhop, that Mr. Edmund 
Commotion Trafford {pake of thefe Matters before to him asa Commiffioner, for 
there. to have redrefs thereof. Whereupon Mr. Gerrard faig, that: if the 
Bishop would not go to Wygan in Lancafbire, or fuch like Place, and 
fic to execute the Commiffion, and move the Earl of Darby to be 
there, (who had affured them he would fic and affift) he knew that a 
Commotion would enfue ; and that he knew their Determination 
was thereunto. For that his Kinfman and Alliance to his Remem- 
brance (naming Mr. Wefthy) had told him, He would willingly lofe 
his Blood in thefe Matters. Alfo he faid further, that from W arring- 
ton all along the Sea Coafts in Lancafbire, the Gentlemen (except 
Mr. Butler) were of the Faction, and withdrew themfelves from 
~ Religion; as Mr. Jreland, Sir William Norris, and many other more. 
So that there was fuch a Likelyhood of a Rebellion or Commotion 
{peedily, that for his Part, if the Bishop would not go to execute 
the Commiffion in Lancafbire, he would himfelf within twelve Days 
inform the Privy Council. And* yet he had defired the Bifhop to 
deliver the Commiffion unto him and Fytton to execute : but the 
Bishop 
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Bifhop refufed, faying, he would fend for the Offenders. Buc ANNO 
afterward the Bifhop and Gerrard figned Precepts for divers Papifti- 1568. 
cal Briefts and fome Gentlemen, to appear before the Commiffi- ~~~ 
-oners concerning the Premiffes. 7 
Again, one Edmund Holme made this Difcovery ; That there was Some feeer ¢ 
a Letter written: from Dr. Saxnders (Nicolas Saunders I fuppofe] to Pee. 
Sic Richard Molineux and Sic William Norris; the Copy of which 
Letter was ready to be fhewed. The Contents of it, asitfeems, — 
were, to exhort them to own the Pope fupreme Head of the Church; 
and that they fhould {wear his Supremacy, and Obedience to him 
before fome Prieft or Priefts appointed by his Atthority ; who fhould 
alfo abfolve them that had rakenany Oath to the Queen as fupreme, 
or gone to Church and heard Common Prayer.

The dangerous Encreafe of Papifts, and Revolt to Popery that 7be Queen en 
now appeared in the North, and other Parts of the Realm, was oc- «mrss ete 
cafioned chiefly by the Want of learned Minifters, to fill the vacant pope 
Churches, and to officiate in the refpective Parifhes; who might be 
refident among them, and at handto teach and preach to the People, 
and to inform their great Ignorance in true Religion, and to fhew 
them the Superftitions and Errors of Popery, and the many Aber- 
rations therein from the Holy Scriptures, and the Doctrine of the 
antient Church of Chrift. And this was to be done by encouraging 
the Study of Divinity in the Univerfities: Which was now much 
laid afide, fince they faw partly how Ecclefiaftical Places and Pre- 
ferments were {wallowed up by Laymen, and how the Revenues of 
. the Church had been curtailed and diminifhed; and partly, how not 
the Learned fo much as the Dependents upon the great men, were 
advanced in the Church. Therefore ic was thought advifeable to 
revive the Hopes of Students, and to put greater Numbers upon 
fitting themfelves by fuitable Learning, to enter into Holy Orders. a 
And for this Purpofe, the Queen fent a kind Letter to the High 
Chancellor of Cambridge, Sir William Cecil ; (and the like very 
probably fhe did to the Chancellor of Oxford too) which he forth- 
with fent to his Vice-Chancellor Dr. Perne.

Queen’s Letter was her Care of Learning, and how fhe ftood efpe- 
cially affcéted towards thofe that ftudied Divinity ; and what fhe 
would have done in that Bufinefs ; and the Promife of fome fpecial 
- Favours to be granted them: Which was, ‘ That fuch as were well 
‘ learned in the Knowledge of Divine Things, and should be com- 
‘ mended to Her for fuch by the Univerfity, she would from time 
‘ to time take care of, and fee them preferred to Places in the 
Church, both of Wealth and Honour; and that according to their 
Merits: And that she would allow Honorary Salaries ro the 
acute and hopeful Youth, for their Maintenance in their Studies 
there. And that she would prefer none but furch, as either che 
Bishops or the Univerficy should recommend to her by their 
Teftimonials. The Benefit hereof was this, That whereas before, 
it was not Learning fo much made way to Preferment, as Ambition, 
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ANN O and folliciting and waiting upon Noblemen, and depending upon the 
1268. Intereft of the great Ones of the Court ; the Are alone wherein 
wvw~ the Univerfity (skilful in all other Arts and Sciences) was ignorant 
and unacquainted with. Whereby it came to pafs, that as any was moft 
addicted to ftudy, fo he was moft our of the Way of Preferment. 

But now (as the Vice-Chancellor wrote to the Chancellor) by this 

fingular Benefit fo voluntarily offered by the Queen, there would be 

no further Caufe for Scholars to be follicitous either for Livelihoods 

or Rewards, when she had taken all that Care for them upon her 

felf. And the Chancellor in his Letter had promifed them, that he 

himfelf would further and improve (as occafion ferved) what was 

now fo well begun. 

Hee joyfully’ ‘Fhe Vice-Chancellor anfwered the Chancellor at large, figni- 
refeared ty the fying the great Joy the Univerfity took at the Royal Letter. For by 
hart Ped this, the Univerfity came to enjoy that which they never before could 
' hope for, or expect. And he doubted not, but the Studies of fome 
quenched and difcouraged by the miferable Toffings and frequent: 

Changes of the Times, which the Univerfity had felt, might now 

eafily be erected and inflamed, fince fo great Rewards were pro- 

ounded. : 

; The Vice-Chancellor alfo acquainted the Chancellor what he had 

done upon the Receipt of his Letters, together with the Qucen’s, 

Viz. That he had read them before all the Heads of the Colleges, 

Who had communicated them to their feveral Houfes. Wherear al] 
Conceived exceeding Joy, and they openly confeffed, that neither 

in their, nor their Fathers Memories, any fuch thing happened from 

the Benevolence of Princes, which might compare with the Profit 
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| and Greatnefs of this. And now all in the Colleges were like 
| cheerfully to betake themfelves to the Study of Divinity. And he 
| : took order, that the Heads of every College should make choice 
a ” of fuch as fhould ftudy Divinity ; and writing down their Names 


_and Degrees, to fend them to him,. the Vice-Chancellor ; which he 
accordingly fent to the Chancellor. He told the Chancellor, that he 
hoped in a fhort time there fhould be bred up many Divines ; and 
that many would leave the Study of Law and Phyfick, and give 
themfelves to Divinity. , And many that ftuck to Philofophy, would 
not any longer wear out themfelves in thofe Speculations, 
but haften to Theology. And he affured the Chancellor, that never 
was there a greater Number of learned Youth there; nor with more 
Commendation now plyed their Books : And wanted nothing bur 
Time and Maturity to perfet them in Learning. And therefore it 
was to be wifhed, that they might not be forced (as formerly) to 
forfake the Univerfity, and break off their Studies, either for Want 
of Maintenance, or being tempted (as manv were) by fome prefent 
little Advantage, to depart. Againft which Peft of good Learning 
the Queen’s Letters applyed an effectual Remedy. The Vice-Chan-

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The Queen of her Grace, when fhe admitted any to the {mall 4NNO

He befeeched him therefore, forafmuch as he had 
Nothing elfe for the Provifion of his Houfe, to be a Means to her 
Majefty torenew his Commendam for the Term of his Life: And that 
in fo doing, he fhould be able to maintain the like Port that he had 
hitherto done. Otherwife, he fhould of Neceffity be conftrained to 
abate his Houfehold ; which he would be-very loth to do. He added, 
that he had of the Bifhoprick nothing but bare Rent, and much of 
it illy paid ; and that it was the leaft Revenue thar any man of his 
Calling had inthe Realm. That he paid yearly our of the fame, 
as he was able to make a perfect Account, above 500 Marks, fo that e 
there were not much more than 500 Marks for him to maintain 
himfelf and his poor Family. That he kept every Day to the 
number of Forty Perfons young and old, befides Comers and Goers; 
which could not be maintained with any {maller Portion. That he 
was,no Purchafer of Lands ; that he beftowed all in Houfe-keeping ; 
and that he was glad to make even at the Years end: and yet, he 
thanked God, he wasout of Debt. This he wrote from his Houfe 
at Chefer.

The Dean gavehim a Turn of Preaching in that Ca- 
thedral. In his Sermon, he had fome Strokes that looked towards 
Puritanifm. For he faid concerning the Prayers that were made for 
Peter by the Church without Ceafing (which was his Text) that 
they were not fuch Prayers as were then ufed by the Church of | 
England. By hap, in the Pulpit he let fall out of his Pocket a Letter 
writ to him, under the Name of Zhomas Fine, from one Malt an eminent 
Englith Fefuite in Madrid: Which contained Dire@tions, how he 
fhould manage himfelf in his Miffion. This Letter being taken up 
by the Sexton and brought to Ge@ the Bifhop, he examined him, and 
made fo clofe an ufe of this Letter, that he made him confefs him- 
felf at length a Fefsite. Tho at firft he pretended, That tho he 
had been a Fefuite, he was fallen off from that Order.: That indeed 
he was not fo wholly of the Epifcopal Party, but laboured to refine’

After the Difpu- 
tation, the Advcrfaries of Difcipline began to write againft it, and — 
to difperfe their Writings : and in one above the reft was 
alerted, That Excommunication could not —— either by the Old 
or New Teftament, and that none ought to be driven from the Sacrament, 
no, not the moft wicked and impenitent Perfon, unlefs of a different 
Judgment, Thote that were for Difcipline, wrote nothing all this 
while, for this Reafon, becaufe they would not make difturbance 
in the Churches, and becaufe they oF poner the Prince Elector (who 
was for Difcipline himfelf ) would conftitute fomething herein. 
And all this was occafioned by this Exg/ifb man’s Difputation. 
Giritens of Cheny, Bifhop of Glouceffer, who alfo held Briffol in Commen-

And 
bid them hear him. Then Cheny defired them that were prefent, 
to pray two Words with him unto God, and to fay, Vincat Veritas ;

This Year brake out the third Civil War in France between the 4NNO 
Papifts and the Confederate Proteftants : the Proteftants having 1569. 
undergone intolerable Hardfhip ; and not being fuffered to ufe their 
Religion, according as it was conditioned between the Prince of Conde ae pan 
and the French King at the laft Peace. But the Year before very England. 
many had fled away from their Houfes and Dwellings, and dared 
not to come home without peril of their Lives ; becaufe the 
Catholicks placed ftrong Garrifons in thofe Towns that were of the 
Religion. There were alfo horrible Murders, Robberies, and other 
execrable Facts committed upon the Perfons and Goods of the Re- 
ormed. As this ftirred the Coals to a third Civil War, fo it caufed 
abundance of People to flee into other Countries, and particularly - 
Ours. Which Numbers made the Frenth Church in London unable 
to relieve their neceffitous Countrymen. So that the Cafe of this 7, p.psitep 
Church fo overcharged, was recommended; as it feems, by the moves the Bi-

“ to him by that Prince. And that all whom God the Father had 
“ exercifed at that time for the purer Profeffion of his Son, had not 
“* only their Hope, but even their Confidence in him. And that 
“ they looked upon him to be raifed up by God in thofe daily 
“ Extremities of the poor Church, to ufe both his Piety and his

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CANNO “ Prudence in their behalf. ‘That he for his part, as often as he 
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“ thought on the moft Chriftian Queen’s Care and good Will to-

“ the fpecial Will of God to be added to the Queen in thofe moft

But this Step of the Queen was judged very hardly of abroad. 
Therefore it was the Secretaries Bufinefs to fpread a truer and 
fairer Account hereof, than was commonly taKen up ; and chat borli 
by publick Declarations and private Letters. There is a Letter of, 
the Secretary to this Purpofe to an eminent Jtalian, Seignor Bertano, 
living at Rome, who held Correfpondence with the Secretary. This 
Gentleman, in a Letter fent the latter end of the laft Year, had de- 
clared a great good-will to him, and efpecially towards the Queen 
and this State, but difliked our Religion, and Affiftance of forcigte 
Proteftants ; Matters, which had been by falfe Exgli/fb men with 
Malice, in Jtaly or other Countries, mifreprefented.

about the Queen’s Perfon ; And that this was a Matter deliberated 
upon and defired by the High and Mighty Prince, the Duke of

Prelaimed 5 509 Horfe and Foot ftrong, according to rhe Account fent to the 
CT snas,Lotd Treafurer by Sir George Bowes, or lefs according to Camden, the | 
Queen commanded the Earl of Suffex, her Lieutenant General and 
Lord Prefident of her Council in the North, to Proclaim the two 
Earls of Weftmorland and Northumberland Traitors, and all that ad- 
hered to them. And to prevent others from joining with them, and 
to fhew all the World what fort of Men the two Earls were that 
headed the Rebels, fhe fec forth at large a Declaration concerning 
fhe Queen's theic Treafons. “ That fhe was about the latter end of the Summer 
Declaratis. ‘6 informed of fome Secret Whifperings in certain Places of Yorkfbire 
“ and Durham, that there was like to be fome Affemblies of lewd 
“ People in thofe Parts tending to a Rebellion : Which the Queen at 
“< firft little regarded, becaufe the faid Information contained no 
“© evident or dire&t Caufe of Proof. But afterwards, the Reports 
renewed again, upon the two Earls having fecret Meetings with.

one Zaylor, a Captain of one of his Companies, as they were both 
riding home from a Treat, at which they haddrunk liberally. The 
Earl being in great Paffion light down from his Horfe, drew his 
Sword, and bad Captain Zaylor do fo. But he knowing how ex- 
treamly the Law there determined of him chat fhould draw his 
Sword againft his Colonel, put Spurs to his Horfe, and galloped 
home to his Lodging. This the Earl interpreted a Scorn; and in 
great Choler mounted again and rid after him, even to the Door of 
his Lodging. This Indignicy the other not able to endure, drew his 
- Rapier likewife, and encountred him, and after fome Thrufts, ran 
the Earl very dangeroufly into his Breaft. At which Inftant, a 
Spaniard accompanied with many Soldiers of the Earls Company 
came running, and invironed Zaylor on all Sides, and moft cruelly 
murthered him with above twenty Wounds. But upon Complaint 
made of this Matter, and the earneft Suit of the other Companies, 
the Earl (who indeéd was the Caufe of all) was banifhed the Regi- 
ment for atime by thé Duke of Parma, and the Government thereof 
given to an /talian.. And in this fore of diffolute as well as needy 
Life, the Earl lived for many Years, and ended his Family, being 
the laft Earl of Weéffmorland of that Family. — |

Golding the rhe council 
High Sheriff ) ‘was dire€ted to Robert L. Rich, Fobn Darcy, Thomas Letters for 
Smith, G. Nycolls, and the L. Morley: Who in their Anfwer to~” 
the Council, fhewed, that when the faid L. Morley, (who appeared x. Morley. 
with the reft of them at Chelmsford) was required to fubfcribe, he 
made Anfwer, that perufing the Letter firft, he perceived by the 
Superfcription, that the Letter was to the Sheriff and Juftices of 
Peace, wherein he fuppofed the Nobility were not comprehended.

faite dies VV? are now arrived to the Twelfth Year of the Queen’s 
Reign; a Year of extream Danger and Apprehenfion to 
the Queen and to the whole Kingdom. 

For this Year the Spaniard fent great Store and provifion of Arms 
and Ammunition into Scotland. This Year the Bifhop of Rofs, a 
bufy ftirring Factor for the Queen of Scots, ftirred up that King, 
the French King and the Pope, to refcue her by Force and Invafion. 
This Year. Pius V. caufed a Bull, (more privately fent about 1569. ) 
to be publickly fer up in Londo» againft the Queen; which was 
daringly done by one Felton, upon the Bifhop of London’s Palace 
Gates. In which Bull the Pope deprived her of all Title to her 
Kingdoms, and abfolved her Subjects from their Oath of Allegiance, 
and charged them not to obey her upon pain of his Curfe and Ex- 
communication. This Year a new Rebellion was ready to break 
out in Norfolk, had it not been timely difcovered and prevented. 
For which feveral loft their Lives. And the Papifts this Year were 
full of confident Expectation of their Golden day, as they termed 
it. And divers Wizzards prediéted ftrange things in their behalf. 
And inthe Conclufion of this Twelfth Year of the Queen, when 
thefe threatning Dangers were blown over, and the Queen = the

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Realm ftill fafe, ic was thought convenient, that there fhould be 2 ANNO 
publick Thanksgiving celebrated, and Sermons in Churches, Ring- 1570.

This was done on the 17th Day of November, being odie 
the Day of her Entrance on her Kingdom. And from this Twelfth from beneee 
Year of the Queen, the Nation began yearly to keep that fame Sr celebrated 
day wich Solemnity, during her long Reign. And which was con-* 7’ 
tinued indeed long after, cven to our times, and was called by fome,- 
the Birth-Day of the Gofpel. | 

But to take up Particulars as we, go. The Queen, while Things Bullinge: «s- 


thus threathed round about her, f{tood — her own guard as well # ot ay 
as fhe could. As for.the Pope's Bull, that received a compleat and pes 


learned Anfwer by the wife and grave Divine Hesry Bullinger, 
chief Minifter of Zurich 3 wherein he undertook the Defence of the 
Orthodox Queen and the whole Realm. Which, when he had 
finifhed it, he fent into Zagland. Cox, Bifhop of Ely, hereupon 
wrote him a Letter: Therein he attribuced this his Confutation of 
the Bull to his Love to England, Abhorrence of the Thing ic felf, 
and his moft ardent Zeal for Truth. He told him, that the Queen 
fhould know his good Will to her and her Kingdom, and that he 
would take care that She, who well underftood both Latin and Greek, 
fhould take a pleafant Taft of his Book; and that he would procure. 
it tobe Printed. ‘Thus amicably and gratefully did this Letter of 
Bifhop Cox to Bulliager on this Occafion run. 

{ct was thought fic indeed by the Bifhops that it fhould be {een bY Cenfeltation 
the Queen before they . proceeded to publifh ic. For it was doubted sbest printing 
(fuch was the Difpofition of fome of the Court at this time) whether * 
it would be allowed to go abroad. And fo Archbifhop Grindal 
confulted withthe other Archbifhop of Casterbary in a Letter from — 
Cawood, _4ugaft 28. 1571. fignifying to him, that he ftood in doubr, 
whether the Queen and her Council would be contented that this 
Book of Bullinger’s were publifhed in Latin or Englifh, or both. 

‘Becaufe poffibly they would not have the Multicude to know that 
any fuch Vile, railing Bull had paft from that See: And fo asked his 
Opinion about it. But upon Deliberation, the printing of it was 
permitted. For there would be Copies enough of the Bull difperfed 
to make it known; and therefore ic was needful to have an Anfwer 
difperfed alfo in the Queen’s Vindication. Which came forth in che. 
Year 1578. that is, after ic had lain near a Year in England. Fe 

This Bull of Pius V.fome of the Bifhops, Bullinger’s former indicates the 
Acquaintance, when they were Exiles, had fenc him, and puc him Seen, xd 
as it feems upon this Work of anfwering it. Which when he had a aaa 
finifhed, he conveyed it over to them: who were Griadal, Cox, and 
Jewel ; and to whom he writ the Epiftle Dedicatory : Telling them 
therein, that they had given him the Occafion of doing, or at leaft 
endeavouring, fomething for the Glory of Chrift our Redeemer, :

verfal Bifhop, vainly difplayed in the faid Bull, he came more par- 
ticularly to defend the Queen and the Kingdom of England from 
the Slanders, Falfchoods and unworthy Imputations caft upon both. 
As, chat fhe was not monfiroufly called (as the Bull expreft it) The 
Supreme Head of the Church of England: And that the Queen, and 
likewife every Civil Magiftrate did not monftroufly decree concerning 
Caufes of the Church; nor monftreufly took or managed the Care of 
Ecclefiaftical Affairs, depofed bad Bifhops, and fubftiruted better. 
And that fhe chofe not to have the Opinions of Men followed by 
her felf and her Kingdom ; but the pure Word of God, heretofore 
received by K. Edward VI. Nor that the had appointed impious 
Rites and Infticutions, as the faid Bull char ed her. Bur that, as 
the Reformation of the Church of England was effected according 
to the Rule and Prefcription of the holy Scriptures, by the Paine 


and Piety of Bleffled K. Edward, (which for a little while was | 


abolifhed by Q. Mary,) {0 Q. Elizabeth fully reftored it again. 
And, that fhe therefore received, and delivered to her Subjects 
nothing clfe to obferve, than what her Brother of Holy Memory: 
before, had pioufly and prudently out of the Word of God judged 
fit to be received and believed, and fo to be delivered to his People. 


For that King, having called together to London all the Chief No- 


bilicy, Bifhops and Doétors out of the whole Kingdom, admitting: 
alfo among them very eminent Dodtors of other Nations, being the’ 


Servants of God, commanded that they fhould thew him out of the 


holy Scriptures, what he and his Kingdom, in fo great a Diverf; 

of Opinions, fhould follow. And that they, faithfully difchargin 

the Truft committed to them by the King, drew up and can 
certain Heads [or Articles] at that time unanimoufly, out-of the 
Wordof God. Which the King both received, and without Delay. 
fet forth, under this Title, Articuli de guibus, &ec. le. Articles, 
concerning which, in a Synod held at London, Anno 1552. for the 
taking away Difference of Opinions, and cftablifhing’ Confene of true 
Religion, it was agreed between the Bifbops and other learned Men : 
Publifbed by the Kings Authority. Whence it was moft manifeft, that 


allthofe Things were falfe and feigned, which the Lying Bull de«- 


clared of impious Myfteries, odioufly inferting the Name of Calvin 
[namely, that they were entertained by the Queen according to his 
Prefcript] received by the Queen, and enjoyned upon her Kingdom. 
Nor did fhe propound Heretical Books, nor obtruded them upon 
alt her People. For she propounded no Books but thofe which the 
King her Brother had commanded to be fet before the People ; the 
chef of which was the Sacred Volume of the Bible. But if the 
Bull meant the Book of Publick Prayers and Ceremonies of the 
Church of Ezgland ; it ought to have been shewn. what Herefies:

That whereas the Bull further charged the Queen to have caft 
the Catholick Bishops and other Rectors of Churches out of their 
Bishopricks and Livings ; and thruft them into Prifons, where man 
of them ended their Lives inforrow; Bullinger in Reply, mentioned, 
how cruel they had been, while they were in Power againft the 
Confeffors of Chrift ; and how obftinately they adhered to Idola- 
try, and the Idol of Rome, to whomi they had bound themfelves by 
Oath : What moft pernicious and manifeft Ertors they had defended ; 
dnd what implacable Enemies they were to tlte Truth of the Gofpel. 
So that the Queen could not make ufe of their Pains ; nor ought she 
~ to wink ac the Snares and ill Endeavours of thofe Rebels, fince she 
Was minded to promote and conferve the Peace of her Kingdom, 
tlie Safety of her People, and the Progrefs of the Gofpel. 
' I may fubjoyn, that theré were but two of thefe ejected Bishops 
‘that dyed under Reftraine before the Publication of this Bull, 
Viz. Boner, who dyed a few Months before in the Marfbalfea. But, 
lived there plentifully and wanted for Nothing; had the Liberty of 
the Garden to take the Air, and his Friends had free Accefs to him.

Tp Riake again juftified the Queen, That fhe did aright in command- 
ing her Subjects, not to acknowledge the Roman Church, nor to obey 
its Commands; and by an Oath compelled them to abjure the Au-, 
thority and Obedience of the Pope of Rome : which was another of 
the Crimes the Bull laidto her Charge.

conferve the fame their native Country in common Peace among 
themfelves. But chat they were not able for the prefenr, according 
to Juftice and the good Orders of the Treaties, {peedily to reprets 
and ftay the faid Outlaws and difordered Perfons upon the Borders, 
from open Maintenance of the faid Englifh Rebels, and from the 
Invafion of Exgéaed. For that during the Life of the Regent, * the -

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“ Finder, .and fend it immediately to the Queen of Council, 
‘¢ without giving Knowledge of the Accounts thereof toany. And 
“ to apprehend all Perfons charged or fufpected as Authors. And 
chat if any Perfons could by any means difcover, who were the 
“ Authors of fuch traiterous and fcandalous Bills, they fhould be 
“ fo largely rewarded, that during his or their Lives, they fhould 
“¢ have juft Caufe to think themfelves well ufed. And if he had 
‘© in any wife been a Partner in the fame Faulc, and would diftover 
“‘ the principal Author and Owner therein, he fhould not only be 
‘© favourably pardoned for the Concelement, but fhould alfo be well 
“ rewarded. And the Difcoverers fhould be preferved from the 
“ Note of Blame of accufing, as far forth as might be any ways 
“ devifed. But thofe that fhould concele them, fhould be com- 
“© mitted clofely to the next Gaol, as Counfillors and Maintainers 
“ of Sedition and Tumults. . | 
“And all Lieutenants and Officers were to be very diligent and 
careful in apprehending thefe kind of wicked Sowers of Sedition ; 
“ and to examine all Perfons any ways fufpected by their difordered 

Lives or Speeches; and to infli@ Severity. For fo it feemed 
<° very peal at thac ctime,: wherein appeared a malicious, hid- 
“© den and cankered Purpofe of fome wicked Number of lewd 
‘* Perfons, that had an inward and greedy defire to ftir up Tu- 
“ mults and violently to burft afunder the Bands of the publick 
“© Peace, which the Realm enjoyed. Whéreby they and their Con- 


~ &federates might make Havock of all the good Subjects of the 


* Realm; and as Traitors make their Gain by confpiring and con- 
“ federating with foreign Enemies, to the hazzard, or at left, to

~ Turkery. And that therefore the Commons had advifed the Queen, 


that they might return to the Catholick Faith, before they fhould 
be compelled to do it. This Letter was fent by thefe Exglifh out 
of Scotland to Sir Fohn Littleton and Sir Tho. Ruffel, the Queen's 
Lieutenants in the County of Worcefter. In their faid Letter they 
fpake of two Books, which they pretended were fent to them by

* High Treafon, and another for Reconcilement [to the Church of 
“ Rome] were charged with thefe four Points, Viz. the DeftruGion 
* of the Queen’s. Perfon ; the Imprifonment of my Lord Keeper, 
" my Lord of Leice@er and Secretary Cecil; the fetting act Liberty 
* out of the Tower the Duke of Norfolk, and the Banifhment of ail 
‘ Strangers. And it fell out in their Examination, that they would 
* have imprifoned Sir Chriftopher Haydon and Sit William Buttes, the

And there are 
feveral Expreffions of Demofthenes’s to the People of Athens in thofe 
Orations, that might be ufed Verbatim to the Englifh People at this 
Time.

This is fufficient to fhew, how that, befide this Tranflation went

Pious Men in Cirencefter. Their Complaint to the Council 
against fome Popifo Magiftrates there. The Queen will not 
bave Inquifition made ito Mens Conferences. C artwright 
and others in Cambridge condemn the -Ecclefaftical State. 
The Endea'vours of the Heads there to reftrain them. Thetr - 
Aljertions in XXXVI Articles. Treaties for the Scotch 
Queen's Liberty. The Conclufion. : 


‘OTWITHSTANDING the Care that was taken but the Fevonrers of 
Jaft Year; chat all Juftices and other Gentlemen through the ae Ci- 
Kingdom, fhould fubfcribe to the Act of Uniformity, and promife sic 
for themielves and their Families duely to come to Common Prayer 
and Sacraments ; yet the Temper of their Minds was the fame, and 
many of thcm bore favourable Hearts to the old Superftition. And 
thefe did too often (where they could pick Occafion) ufe Rigor 
towards fuch as more fincerely and earneftly ferved God, and read 
the Scriptures. There was a pious Society of thefe in Cérenceffer 4 religions 
in Gloucefterfoire, who lived quietly and without Offence, and ufed society. 
fometimes to aflociate themfelves, to invocate and call upon the _ 
_ Name of Almighty God ; declaring their utter Deteftation of all fuch 
erroneous and execrable Opinions and Practices, as they heard and 
{aw too much of. This Society, for this theie godly and zealous . 
- Behaviour, raifed up the Difpleafure of fome chief Men there againft 
them; as one Nicolas Philips, CommonSergeant ofthe Town of Cifiter, 
[i c.Cirenceffer]and Servant to Sir Henry JerninghamKnight, a'great Man 
under Q. Mary,. Robert Straunge, Juftice of Peace, Chriftopher George, 
Clerk of the Peace, and others their Adherents, toa great Number. 
By thefe Perfons had enfued to the faid honeft pioufly difpofed Men 
no little Trouble, partly by Imptifonment of their Bodies, Confil- 
cation of their Goods, or Fear of Death. They called them Tu- 
multuous and Rebels; and fo over-awing them, that they dared not 
to confute any: Doctrine or Practice repugnant to God’s Word ; and 
aifo heartning wicked and traiterous Papifts. Thefe hard Dealings 
compelled thefe Proteftants in this Town, to draw up and prefer a 
Petition tothe Lords of her Majefty’s Privy Council. | 
Wherein they fet forth all this before faid ; fhewing alfo, * That ir its 
© where the Queen’s Highnefs with their Lordfhips Advice, had fup- ieee a“ 
‘ preffed the Tyranny of fuch infected Members, as tolerated, 
‘ might have imprifoned a Number of good Subjects ; yet prefently 
© remained in the faid Predicament a Number of corrupt Hearts: 
¢ And that thefe, perfwaded by a Sermon of late made by one Horton, 
‘ did report the facred Word enclofed within the Bible, to be falfe 
© and full of Error, as untruly tranflated : and therefore not meet 
‘“among the common People to be read and taught : That chefe 
—— © flanderous 
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ANNO < flanderous Reports had wounded their Confciences. And con- 
1570. ‘ fidering the execrable Doings before-mentioned, whereof thofe 
Lv * Perfons above-named were as the Chiefeft, they petitioned, that - 
‘ ic would pleafe their Lordfhips to remove and weed them out from 
‘ having any Authority ; and through examining of them, to bolt 
© out a Number of their Affinity. 
Papifts cm. And yet notwithftanding thefe bold and exorbitant Practices 
feiences wot toof Papifts, they did even at this Time receive a notable Piece of 
 fifed. Favour, to gain them, if poflible, to be better minded, and to 
behave themfelves quictly, as well as to clear the Queen of falfe 
Reports : It was this, ‘ That the Queen would not have any: of 
* their Confciences unneceflarily fifted, to know what Affection 
‘ they had to the old Religion : Which was in Effet to allow them 
their Religion to themfelves, if they would but be quier, and make 
no Difturbances about it inthe State. And for the betrer certifying 
all Perfons of it, the Lord Keeper had an Order to declare as much 
in the Star-Chamber. And this Matter was drawn up by the Secre- 
tary to be publifhed by the faid Lord Keeper in the faid Court on the 
15th of Fume, in thefe Words: | | 
The Queen's  ‘* Whereas certain Rumours are carried and fpread abroad among 
Declovation °° fundry her Majefty’s Subjects, that her Majefty hath caufed, or — 
ber abot ie, “ Will hereafter caufe, Inquifitign and Examination to be had of 
“© Men’s Confciencés in Matters of Religion ; her Majefty would - 
have it known, that fuch Reports are utterly untrue, and grounded 
either of Malice, or of fome fear more than there is Caufe. For 
altho’ certain Perfons have been lately convented before her Ma- 
“6 jefty’s Council upon juft Caufes, and that fome of them have 
“ been treated withal upon fome Matter of Religion; yet the 
Caufe thereof hath grown meerly of themfelves ; in that they 
have firft manifeftly broken the Laws eftablifhed for Religion, in 
not coming at all tothe Church, to Common Prayer, and Divine 
Service, as of late time before they were accuftomed, and had 
ufed by the Space of 9 or 10 whole Years together: So as if 
thereby they had not given manifeft Occafion by their open and 
wilful Contempt of breaking of her Majefty’s Laws, they had 
not been any thing molefted, or dealt withal: — | 
“¢ Wherefore her Majefty would have all her Loving Subjects to 
underftand, that as long as they fhall openly continue in the Ob- 
fervation of her Laws, and fhall not willfully and manifeftly 
break them by their open Actions, Her Majefty’s Meaning is, 
not to have any of them molefted by any Inquifition or Exami- 
nation of their Confciences in Caufes of Religion ; buc will 
accept and entreat them as her good and obedient Subjects. And 
if any fhall otherwife by their open Deeds and Facts declare 
themfelves willfully difobedient to break her Laws; then fhe 
cannot but ufe them according to their Deferts ; and will not 
forbear to enquire of their Demeanors, and of what Mind and 
Difpofition they are, as by her Laws her Majefty hall find ‘it 
neceffary. |

“‘Majetty’s Honourable Intention towards them: Who meaneth 
not to enter into the Inquifition of any Mens Confciences, as long 
as they fhall obferve her Laws in their open Deeds : Being alfo 
‘ very loth to be provoked by the over-much Boldnefs and Will- 
“ fullnefs of her Subjects to alter her natural Clemency into a

a more dangerous Matter; in aflaulting the Hierarchy of the _ 


Church ; and difproving and condemning the antient wholefome 
Government ufed in it by Archbifhops and Bifhops, Deans and 


Archdeacons, and other Ecclefiaftical Officers. This Fa€tion in the faid. 


Univerfity was Headed by one Thomas Cartwright, formerly of S. Fobn’s, 
now aFcllow of Zrinity College: But he was watched and withftood by 


Doctor Whitzift the Mafter. He was one thar always ftubbornly refufed 


the Cap, and the like Ornaments, agreeable to the Queen’s Injun@i- 
ons : abold Man, and wrote Latin well, and had ftudied Divinity fo 
far, as tohave taken his Degree of Bachelor in Divinity. But whether 
it were out of fome Difguft for not being hitherto preferred, or out 
of an Admiration of the Difcipline practifed in the Church of Ge- 


neva, or both; he fet himfclf with fome other young Men in the 


Univerfity, to overthrow the Government of this Church, and pro- 
pounded a quite different Model to be fet up in the room -of it. 


And fuch a ftrong Party he had among the Scholars, that upon carwright’s 
Dr. William Chaderton’s Refignation of the Divinity Lecture, founded Dofrines ; 


by the Lady Afargaret, in May or Fane he fucceeded, and read fome 
Ledtures ; Whercin he taught fuch Doétrine (as the faid Dr. Cha- 


derton wrote to Cecil their High Chancellor) as was pernicious and mss. penes 
intolerable in a Chriflian Commonwealth. That is, that in the ™¢ 


Churc of England there was no lawful and ordinary Calling and 
chufing or admitting of Minifters : And that the Election of Mini- 
fters and Bifhops at thisDay was Tyrannous. And that Archiepifco- 
pi, Decani, Archidiaconi, &c. were Offcia & Nomina Impietatis, i. e. 


‘ Archbifhops, Deans, Archdeacons, &c. were Offices and Names 


of Impiety. 


But befides Cartwright, there was one Chapman of the fame ted Chap. 
College, who in a Divinity-Difputation defended (not without great ™""' 


Offence of many) that Chrift did not defcend into Hell after his 
Death. And put alfo his other Queftion, if ic might have been 


allowed, that duo babere Sacerdotia nefas effet, i. e. To have two 


Livings was unlawful.

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ANNO _ And further, one Mr. Some their Adherent, preached a Sermon 
1570. in S. Maries about this very time againft Pluralities and Non-refidence. 
SV Which (faith the abovefaid Dr. Chaderton) had not been greatly 
Aud Some's. omits ; ‘but that he burft out into a Heat of pernicious and rebellious 
Articles: r. That all the Court of Faculties was damnable, devilith 
and deteftable ; and that he did hope to live to fee it trodden under 
Foot and overthrown. 2. That the Queen’s Majefty's Laws did 
permit and determine many deteftable, devilifh and damnable Things. 
3. That of Bifhops he liked well; but as they were now a-days 
chofen, and did ufurp Authority, and Governance over the Clergy, 
he could not away with them. Neither were they according to the 
Acts of the Apofties. 4. That thofe which had Paftoral Charges 
were bound ro be Refident always, without Leave, of their Parith 
firft asked and obtained. But Prebendarics (he faid\) they were 
Exhibicioners, and at Liberty to remain whereof, or whercon they 
lifted. 5. That Excommunication ufed now a-days was not allowed 
_ by the Scripture; neither was it in one Man’s Hand or Power. 
* aL sbely. Libels alfo at this time were publickly feattered in the Schools, 
| viz. That poor Men toil and travel, but the Prince and the Doctors, 
they licked up all. And many fuch like feditious and rebellious 
Quarrels and Strifes were now in that Univerfity. So that the 
| Minds of thefe Men were to overturn and overthrow all that Eccle- 
fiaftical and Civil Governance that now was; and to Ordain and 
inititute a new founded Policy. 

Addref; tothe And upon thefe Accounts the faid Dr. Chaderton moved the 
Casa! ,, Chancellor of the Univerfity to confider, what Perils might and 
fippreft thee Would be the Sequel thereof without {peedy Reformation by his 
Men. careful Procurement, either of his abfolute Authority as Chancellor ; 
or from the Queen’s moft Honourable Council, as Occafion fhould 
require: Since fuch feditious Contentions and Difquietnefs, fuchi 
Errors and Schifms, openly taught, and preached boldly and with- 
out Warrant, were lately grown among them ; that the good State, 
Quietnefs and Governance of Cambridge; and not of Cambridge 
alone, but of the whole Church and Realm, were in great hazzard, 
unlefs feverely by Authority they were fuppreft. Wherefore he 
prayed him for God’s Caufe, and the Care he bore to that Uni. 
verficy, to take fome Order for Reformation of thefe Diforders ; 
either by Commiffion to tuch as he fhould like beft in the Univerfity 
for Cautes Ecclefiaftical ; or elfe by his Letters to Mr. V icechancellor. 
Who altho’ he were minded to call them to Account, yer he thought, 
he either would, or could not minifter fufficient Punifhment to fup- 
prefs their Errors. Otherwife Satan would have the upper hand, 
and they, of the Univerfiry, fhould be all in a Hurl -Burly and 
fhameful Broil. And then he concluded with this Prayer ; ‘ Jefus 
* Chrift for his infinite Mercy fake deliver us in thefe dangerous 
" Days; and grant you long Life-and Power to be a Patron of his 

* Glory. This was writ from Queen’s-College, June rith. 
Archbifoep of — Grindal, now Archbifhop of York, fometime of this Univerficy, 
York's advice tudged thefe Stirs at Cambridge to be of fuch dangerous Import, that 
ee. “he alfo wrote a Letter to the faid Chancellor, to take fome fpecdy.

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© Courfe againft Cartwri:ht, who in his Readings did daily make In- 4 NNO

* publickly. He fhewed, how the Youth there, frequenting his 
‘ Lectures in great Numbers, were in danger to be poifoned (as he 
exprefled it) with a Love of Contention and a liking of Novelty. 

And fo might become hereafter unprofitable, nay hurtful to the 
Church. His Advice and Judgment was, that he the Chancellor,fhould 

write to the Vicechancellor with expedition, to command Cartwright 

and all his Adherents to Silence, both in Schools and Pulpits ; and 
afterwards upon Examination and hearing of the Matters before him 

and fome of the Heads, to reduce the Offenders to Conformity, or 

to expel them out of the Colleges, or the Univerfity, as the Caufe 

fhould require. And alfo that the Vicechancellor fhould nor fuffer 
Cartwright to proceed Doctor of Diviniry at the approaching Com- 
mencement, which he had fued for. 
The Chancellor forthwith difpatched his Letters to Dr. Fohn Mey rhechancellor’s 
the Vicechancellor, and the Heads; directing them the Way and Letter to -#he 
Courfe they fhould take in thefe Matters. And in their Antwer, eae 
they fignified to him, That they would take due Deliberation and | 
Advifement in time convenient ; wherein they would either bring 

Diforder to a Conformity, and reform fuch Things as had been 

offenfive ; or, if they could not, they would feek Aid at his Hands, 

Which might fupply the Defect of Ability inthem. Which he, the 
Chancellor, had promifed with a continual readinefS of maintaining 

the quiet Eftate of their Body ; and fhewing his ready Inclination, 

and favourable Affectation of preferring Learning and Godlinefs, 
joined with Gravity and Difcretion, and an earneft ftudy of re- 

prefling ditorderly Preaching and Teaching, tending to the Everfion 

of good Laws and Orders Ecclefiaftical. i 

Immediately the fame Day this Letter was brought, which was Difartance 

the 29th of Fume, the Vicechancellor read it in the Regent-Houte. gright's Grace 
Which as foon as he had done, there happened a great Confufion for Do‘or. 
made by Cartwright's Friends, who laboured to procure him to be 

made Dodtor. Which they, fuppofing the ancient Heads of the 

Colleges were againft, made fuch infolent Attempts as the like had 

not heretofore been feen. For every one of the ancient Doctors, 

contrary to their old Cuftom, and to their great Difcredir, were 

denyed to be in the Head; for fear they fhould ftop Cartwright’s 

Grace upon the Chancellor's Letters, newly read. And fo none 

could be admitted to be #n the Head for pafling of Graces, but only 

fiich as were known tofavourCartwright’s Caufe. Who neverthelefs 

was ftopt from his Degrec by the Vicechancellor. For which he 

fuffered the fame Day no fmall Trouble at his and his Favourers 

Hands ; and was like to fuftain more (as he wrote to the Chancellor) 

unlefs by his Authority he might be in his lawful Doings aflifted. And 

this Mey the Vicechancellor wrote in the Prefence of Dr. Perne, 

Dr. Hawford, Dr. Harvey and Dr. Ithel, fome of the. abovefaid old 

Heads. | 

Nor were Cartwright and his Friends wanting in their Letters to the oe d 
Chancellor in his Behalf. Two Letters of Cartwright’s I have feenand tis paen

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AWN NO writ in Latin: and two more dated in Fuly and Auguft writ by his 
1570. Friends, fubfcribed with about 20 or 25 Names. Among which

Stubs, Edmund Chapman, Bartholomew Doddin.tox, Richard Greenham, 
_ Richard Howland, Alan Par, John Stil, Rockrey. Some of 
thefe upon more mature Years quite altered their Opinions ; and two 
of them were afterwards Bifhops. | 

The Chancel. | After thefe earneft Applications to the Chancellor on both Sides, 
fer's Advice he confidered the Matter with much Deliberation and Meeknefs ; 
on Order. and in the beginning of Augu/ icnt his Advice and Order to the 
- Heads. Which being drawn up with fo much Modefty and Wifdom 
all with his own Hand, and reprefenting as favourably as might be. 

Cartwright’s Cafe, I think it worthy to be tranfcribed. 
‘ As the Office which I have to be the Chancellor of that Honour- 
* able Univerfity, is of more Importance than my Underftanding can 
* wield ; fo is my Care the greater, doubting left my Ignorance should 
* be the Caufe of fuch Inconvenience as may happen to the Pro-

fented in Writing to the faid Chancellor, what Cartwright had 

uttered to him in private Conference, and which he had alfo openly 

taught, Vz. Firft, That there ought not to be in the Church of Chrift 1, 

either Archbifhops, Archdeacons, Deans, Chancellors or any other, 

whereof mention is not exprefly made in the Scripture. Secondly, 2, 

that the Office of the Bifhop and Deacon, as they were then in the

to be an Equality of all Miniftcrs : And every. one to be chief in his 

own Cure.

Sixthly, That a Man mutt 

not preach out of his own Cure. Seventhly, That the Order of 

Calling and making of Minifters now ufed in the Church of England, 

is extraordinary, and to be altered. And divers others depended on 

thefe, as. he, the Chancellor, might eafily conjecture : Which

' Cartwright was after this earneftly dealt withal by the Heads 
to forfake his Affertions taught in his Lectures. But he ftill ftiffy 
defended them. Whercfore the Injunction of not reading remained 
upon him. In the mean time they omitted'no charitable, Chriftian 
Means to perfwade him; but the more favourably he was dealt 
withal, the more untractable they found him. Thercfore they faw 
it neceflary to proceed to deprive him. But before they weuid do 
this, they thought fit to fignify their Purpofe to the Chanellor: 
Which Whitgift (now Vicechanccllor) and the reft of the Heads 
did by their Letter. Wherein they fent him alfoa Copy of the 
Propofitions ( artwright had fet down and fubfcribed with his own 
Hand; and whereunto he was fully bent to fland: Which were

Some of thefe they knew (as they wrote to their Chancellor) 
to be untrue, dangerous and tending to the Ruine of both Learning 
and Religion ; as the Firft, Second, Third and Fifth. Some untruly 
imagined, to make the Common fort believe that to be, which is 
not, asthe Third and Sixth. 

Therefore now Cartwright ftood upon his Deprivation. To which 
the Heads faid, they muft proceed, unlefs they would open a Door 
to Schifm, Contempt of Authority and other Contentions. Burt chey 
thought it their Duty to certify their Chancellor of it ; both thar 
they might have his Confent thereunto, and to prevent untrue Ru- 
mours, which as they were {pred abroad, might probably come to 
his Ears. 

And new Statutes for that Univerfiry having been lately made, 
and confirmed by the Chancellor, the Heads had now more Power 
given them to‘correct and remedy Diforders in the Members. Where- 
by they were enabled the better to proceed with this unreclaimable 
Reader ; as they had already made ufe of thefe Statutes with good 
Succefs againft fome Followers of Cartwright : However, the younger 
fort, for the reftraining of their Liberty, murmured, and grudged 

much 
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much atthem. But the Heads let the Chancellor know, that with- ANNO 
out them they could hardly have been able to keep the Univerfiry 1570. 
in good Order ; the Scomachs of fome were fo great, and the com-\~"wW™4 
mon fort fo inclined to Novelties and contentious Dealings. And fo — 
in fine, Cartwright was deprived of his Place of Margaret Profeflor, 
and foon after of his Fellowfhip in the College.

’ Murther, how it came: and by fpecial Commiffion from the Seorch 
Queen did difiolve the Treaty Decemb. 15. the faid Year. | 
The Second Treaty began the 24th of April 1569. For the Ex- 
ecution ‘whereof the Bifhop of Roffe was fent alone as Ambaffador 
from the Scotch Queen, to deal with her Majefty and the Lords of 
the Council. During this Treaty, which was entertained by her. 
Majefty wich all Kindnefs, a Marriage was practifed under hand, _ 
without her Mayefties Privity, between the Duke of Norfolk and the 
faid Queen. This intended Match was fignificd in Secret to the 
Ambafladors of France and Spaix, and to the Nobility of the North 
of England. Candifh was fent from the Duke to that Qucen with 
Letters and Tokens, to further this Match. The Earl of Morthum- 
berland propounded to that Queen by Leonard Dacres, (whom he 
fent on purpofe) a Means for her Efcape. Which not procceding, 
he afterwards betook himfelf to an open Rebellion ; and fo did the 
Earl of Weffmorland ; who by help from Scotland invaded England. 
Thefe things were Impediments, why this Second Treaty took no 
Effed. | | 
The 20 of May 1570. a Third Treaty begun from the Fresch 
Ambaffador and the Bifhop of Roffe. Who offered thereupon to the 
Lords of -her Mayefties Council certain Articles ; among which this 
was contained, That all Engli/b Fugitives being in Scotland fhould 
be delivered into England, or kept there to be forth coming at the 
End of the Treaty. The Commiffioners in this Treaty were, for 
the Queen of England, the Lords of her Council ; for the Scotch 
Queen, the Bifhop of Galloway, Lord Levinefton and the Bifhop of 
Roffe ; for the King of Scots, the Ear! Morton, Abbot of Dunfermeling, 
and Mater fames Mokgile. But while this Treaty was in hand, her 


Majcfty 
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Majefty underftood, that the Articles of her Treaty were privily 4.N NO 
communicated to the Pope, to the French King and to the Duke of 1570. 
Alva. And that there: was fent to the faid nt | Sir George Barklay; ~ Vo # 


to the faid Duke Mafter Fob» Hamilton, and fo the Pope Matter 
Henry Keache ; to fend Succour and Support fdr the Scotch Queen 
againit her Majefty. 

That contrary to one of the offered Articles, fome of the Exglifh 
Fugitives were conveyed into Flanders; and there by means of the 
Scotti/b Queen rewarded with .Twelve Thoufand Crowns. That 
contrary to another, one was fent to folicite foreign Forces, to in- 
vade England. : 

Laftly, whereas this Treaty, being Tripartite, could not proceed 
until a new Commiffion were obrained by thofe that came from the 
King of Scots, which. was to be procured with all fpeed, co fupply 
fome Difference of the old, the Scotch Queen would admit of no 
Delay or Refpit. And fo by means thereof and the Practices afore- 
faid, this Treaty alfo brake off without any good Conclufion. 

There was a Fourth in 1582. anda Fifth in 1583. and yet a 
Sixth in 1584. Which all proved ineffectual by Practices carried on 
at thofe very Junctures againft the Queen’s Safety or Life; but chefe 
Matters being beyond the Bounds of this Hiftory, I fay nothing 
more of them. | 

And thus I have at length, by God’s Affiftance, brought down zhe Conclufen} 
this Hiftory of the Church of England, and the various Tranfa@tions 
in it,.from the Firft unto the Thirteenth Year of Q. Elizabeth. By 
which Time it arrived to a good Confiftency and Eftablifhment j 


and had in fome good Meafure got the better of thofe that laboure 


to fhake and make it totter, nay to. overturn it ; and became alfo 

furnifhed (efpecially the Mother Churches) with learned and able 

Paftors and Minifters. For which I fhall produce the Teftimony of 

a very knowing man in thofe Times; and wich it fhall conclude. 

When the Author of the —4dmonition had flanderoufly called the 
Cathedral Churches Popifh Dens, he took Occafion to inform the 

World ; ‘ That he would offer a dozen Cathedral Churches in Whitgift «- 
‘ England,‘ which he himfelf did know ; the worft whereof inseinf te aé- 
‘ Learning fhould encounter with all Papifts, Anabaptifts, and what eee P. 2063 
© other Sects foever in England, for the Defence of Religion now 

‘ profeft, either by Word or Writing. And he thought (withourc 

_ © Arrogancy be it fpoken) there was never time wherein thefe 

© Churches were better furnifhed with wife, learned and godly men, 

‘ than they were at that Day. And this he fpoke not boatftingly, 

‘ but to God’s Glory, the Honour of the Prince, the Comfort of 

* the Godly, and the Shame of flanderous Papifts, and difdainful 

© Schifmaticks.

Wherewith we do by this our 
Proclamation ftreightly charge and allye them to us : Promifing on our Pare 
no lefs Love and Care cowards their Prefervation, than hath been in any of 
our Progenitours, and not doubting on their Parte, bue they will obferve the 
Duty which belongeth to natural, goud and true Loving SubjeQs. 

And further, We ftreightly charge and command all maner our {aid Sub- 
jes of every Degree, co kepe themfelves in our Peax, and nor to attempt, 
upon any Pretence, the Breache, Alteration, or Chaunge of any Ordre or 
Ufage prefently eftablyfhed within this our Realm, upon payne of our Indig- 
nation, and the Perils and Punifhment, which thereto in any wife may 
belong.

Quenes Majefty underftanding, that there be certain Perfons, 
having in times paft the Office of Miniftery in the.Church, which now 
do purpofe to ufe their former Office in Preaching and Miniftery, and partiy 
have attempted the fame ; Affembling fpecially in the City of London in 
fondry Places, great Nomber of People : Whereupon rifeth amonges che com- 
mon fort not only unfruteful Difpute in Matters of Religion, but alfo Con- 
tention, and occafion to break common eg Hath therefore according to 
thAuthoritie committed to her Highnefs, for the Quiet Governaunce of all 
maner her Subjeés, thought it neceflary to charge and commaund, like as 
hereby her Hlighnefs doth charge and commaund, all maner of her Subjects, 
as well thofe that be called to Miniftery in the Church, as all others ; That 
they do forbear to Preach or Teach, or co gyve Audience to any maner of. 
Do&trine or Preachyng, other than to the Gofpels and Epiftels, commonly 
called the Gofpel and the Epiftel of the Day, and to the Ten Commaunde- 
ments in the vulgar Tongue, without Expofition or Addition of any maner 
Senfe or Meaning to be applyed or added ; or to ufe any other maner of 
publick Prayer, Rite or (.eremony in the Church, bue that which is alredy 
ufed, and by Law receaved, or the common Letany ufed at this prefent in 
her Majefty’s own Chappel, and the Lords Prayer and the Crede in Englhh ; 
until Confultation may be had by Parlament, by her Majefty, and her Three 
Eftates of this Realme, for the better Conciliation and Accord of fuch Caufes as 
at this prefent are moved in Matters and Ceremonies of Religion. 
~The true Advauncement whereof, to the due Honour of Almighty God, the

And that the Doinges of this honourable Affembly may therein be allwayes C. C. Sy- 
fourther honourable, two Thinges are right nedfall and neceflarye of your nodalia 
Wifdomes to be confidered. Furft, when by the Vertue of this A&e of Supre- P. 75: 

macye,: we muft forfake and flee from the Sea of Rome, it wolde be confide- 


red by your Wifdomes, what Matter liethe therin, as what Matter of Weight 3 


or Force, what Matter of Daunger or Inconveniaunce, or elfe wherherc 
there be none at all. Seconde, when thIntent of this Ade is to peve unto 
the Quene’s Highnefs a Supremacye, it wolde be confidered of your Wifdomes 
what this Supremacye is, and whether it .do confifte in Spiricuall Govern- 
ment or in Temporall. If in Temporall, what fourther -Authorire can this 
Howlfe give unto her Highnefs, then fhe hath already by Right and Inhcritauncz, 
and not by your Gifte, bue by the Appointment of God; She beinge our 
Sovaraigne Lord and Ladie, our Kinge and Quene, our Emperor and Emprelile ; 
other Kinges and Princes of Dewtie ought to paye Trybute unto her, fhe 
being free from them all. If you willfay, that this Supremacye dothe confilte 
in Spirituall Government, then it wolde be confidered, what this Spiritual 
Government is, and in what Pointes it doithe cheffely remaine. Which beinge 
firft agreed upon, it wolde be fourther confidered of your Wifdomes, whether 
this Houfe may graunt them uno her Highnefs, or not; and whedher her 
Highnefs be an apt Perfon to receave the fame, or not. And by the through 
Examynation of all chefe Partes, your Honours fhall procead in this Marier 
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groundely upon throughe Knowledge, and not be deceaved by: Ignoraunce. 

Now to the firfte Pointe, wherein I promifed to examyne this forfakinge 
and fleynge from the Sea of Rome, what Matter either of Weight, Daunger 
or Inconvenyence dothe confifte therin. And if by this our relinquifhing of 
the Sea of Rome there ‘were none other Matter therin, then a withdrawinge of 
our Obedience from the Pope’s Perfon, Pasi the 1Vth of that Name, which 
thathe declared himfelf to be a very auftere ftern Father unto us, ever fince 
his firft Entraunce into Peter’s Chayre, then the Caufe were not of fuche great 
Importaunce, as it is in very dede, when, by the relinquifhinge and for- 
{fakinge of the Sea of Rome, we muft forfake and flee from thefe four Thinges, 
Firft, we mult forfake and flee from all generall Councells. Secondly, we 
mutt flee from all Canonical! and Ecclefiafticall Lawes of the Churche of Chrifte. 
Third, from the Judgment of all other Chriftian Princes. Fourthe and laft, 
we muft forfake and flee from the Unitie of Chriffe’s Churche, and by 
leapinge out of Peter's Shippe, hazarde our felves to be overwhelmed and 
drowned in the Waters of Schifme, Se&s and Divifions. 

Firft, couchinge generall Councells, I fhall onlye name unto you thefe 
Foure, Nicene Councell, Conftantinopolitan, Epbefyne and Chalcedon Councell, 
which are approved of all Men, doubted of or denyed of no Man. Of 


‘the which four Councells S. Gregory writethe in this wife,Sicut enim Sandi Evangeli 


uatuer Libros, fic bec quatuor Concilia, Nicen. [cil. Conftantinopolitan, Ephejin. 
et Chalcidonenfe {ufcipere ac venerari me fateor, At Nicene Councell, che firft of the 
Foure, the Bisfhoppes which were affembled, did write their Epiftle co Sylvester, 
then Bisthoppe of Rome, That their Decrees made ther, muft be confirmed by 
his Aucthorytie. At the Councell kept at Conftantinople, all the Bisfhoppes 
there were obedyent to Damaje, then Bisfhoppe of Rome. He as Cheffe 
Judge of that Councell, did give Sentence again(t thefe Heretickes, Macedo 
nians, Sabellians, and Eunomtans ; which Ewnorsius was bothe an Arrian, and the firft 
Author of this Herefie, That only Faith doth juftifie ; and here, by the waye, 
it is muche to be lamentid, that we, thInhabicants of this Realme, are muche 


‘more inclined to rayfe uppe the Errors and Seéts of Ancyent and Condemned 


Heretickes, then to follow the approved Doctryne of the moft Catholicke and 
Learned Fathers of Chrifte’s Churche. At Epbe/yne Councell, Neftor.us, the 
Hereticke, was Condemned by Celeftine, then Bisfhoppe of Rome, he beinge 
the Cheffe Judge there. | At Chalcedonen(e, all the Bisfhoppes affembled ther, 
did wryte their humble Submiffion unto Leo then Bislhoppe of Rome, wherein 
they did acknowledge him to be their Cheffe Head. ‘Therefore to deny che 
Sea Apoftolike, were to Contempne and fet at nought the Judgments of thefe 
Foure notable Councells. | 

Second, We muft forfake and flee from all Canonicall and Ecclefiafticall 
Lawes of Chrifte’s Churche, whereunto we have allredye confefled our Obedi- 
ence at the Font, faying, Credo Sanctam Ecclefiam Catholicam 3 which article con- 
teynethe, That we mufte beleve not oncly that there is a Tolie Catholike 
Churche, but that we muft receave alfo the Dodrine and Sacraments of 
the fame Churche, obaye her Lawes, and live accordinge unto the fame. 
Which Lawes do depend wholly uppon thAuchoritie of the Sea Apoftolike, 
and lyke as ic was here openly confeffed by the Judges of this Realme, that the 
Lawes made and agreed uppon, in the Higher and Lower Houfe of this 
Honourable Parliament, be of {mall or none effect, before the reall Affent of 


’ the Kynge and Prince be geven therto; Semblablye Ecclefiafticall Lawes 


made, cannot bynd the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte, withour the reall 
Affent and Confirmation of the Sea Apoftolike. 

The Thirde, We muft forfake and flee from the Judgment of all Chriftian 
Princes, whether they be Proreftants or Catholike, when none of them 
doe agree with thefe our Doinges; Kinge Henrye thbighth beinge the verys 


firfte that ever tooke uppon him the Tytell of Supremacye. And whereas ic 


was of late here in this Houfe faid by an Honourable Man, That the Tyrell is 
low, 


Thae 
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That Herod beinge a Kinge, fhould be Supreme Head of the Churche at Ferx- 
falem ; and Nero th’Emperour Supreme Head of the Churche of Chrifte at 
Rome, they bothe beinge Infidells, and therby no Membérs of Chrifte’s 
Churche. And if our Saviour Jefus Chrifte, at his Departure from this World 
fhoulde have lefte the Spirituall Governement of his Churche into ch’Hands of 
Emperors and Kinges, and not to have commytted the fame unto his Apoftells, 
howe negligently chen fhoulde he have lefte his Churche, it fhall appeare right 
well, by callinge to your remembraunce, That thEmperour Confantinus magnus 
was the firfte Chriftian Emperour, and reigned about Three Hundred Yeres | 
after th’Afcenfion of Chrifte: If therein & your Propofition Con/-antyze the 
firfte Chrtiftian Emperour was the firfte cheffe Head and fpirituall Governour 
of Chrifte’s Churche througheout his Empire, then ic followithe, howe that 
our Savyour Chrifte for that whole Tyme and fpace of three hundred Yeares, 
untill the comynge of this Conftantyne, lefte his Churche, which he had 
dearly bought by th’Effufyon of his moft precyous Bloode, without a Head; 
and therefore, how untrue the Sayingeof this Noble Man was, ic fhall fourther 
appeare by th’Example of Kinge Oziss, and alfo of Kinge Devid: For when 
Kinge Oztas did take the Cenfer to incenfe the Aulcer of God, the Prieft 
Axarias did ‘refifte him, and expell him out of the Temple, and faid 
unto him thefe Wordes, Now eff Officss tui, Oxia, ut adoleas incenfums Domino, fed 
eff Sacredotum & filiorum Aaron: ad bujusmodi enim offictum confetrati funt. Now I 
fhall mofte humble demande of you this Queftion, When this Prefte Azarias {aid 
unto this Kinge Ozias, Nun ef Offcis tui, &c. Whether he faid ‘Truthe or no ? 
If you anfwere, that he {pake the Truthe, Then the Kinge Ozias was not 
the Supreme Head of the Churche of the Jewes: If you fhall faye, No; 
Whye did God then plague the Kinge with a Leprofie, and not the Prefte ? 
The Prefte Azerias, in refiftinge the Kinge, and thruftinge him out of the 
‘Temple, in fo doinge did he playe che faithfull Parte of a Subji@e, or no? 
If youe anfwer, No, Why did God then {pare the Prefte, and plague the 
Kinge? If youanfwer, Yea; then it is moft manyfeft, Ozses, in that he was 
a Kinge, coulde not be fupreme Head of the Churche. And as touchinge 
th’Example of Kinge Devyd, in bringinge Home the Arke of God from the 
Philiftians ad Civitatem Davyd, What Supremacye and Spirituall Government of 
Gode’s Arke did Kinge Davyd there take upon him ? Did he place himfelf 
amongeft she Preftes, or take upon him any Spirituall Funétion unto the Preftes 
apperteynyng ¢ Did he approche nere unto the Arke, or yet prefume to 
towche the fame; no, doubtlefs, when before * he fawe Ozias ftricken by the* Here the 
Hand of God for the lyke Arrogancye and Prefumption ; and therefore Kinge 4rchbijhep | 
Davyd did goe before the Arke of God with his Harpe, makinge Melodye, and Jee bid 
laced himfelte amongeft the Mynyftrells, and fo humblye did abafe himfelfe, sos bifive: 
ynge a Kinge, as to daunce, skyppe and leappe before the Arke of God, David, bu 
lyke as his other Subjectes. Infomuche, that Quene Micholl, Kinge Sauales many Tears 
Doughter, beholding and feeynge the great Humylitye of Kinge Davyd, fer #™. 
did difdayne therat. Wherunto Kinge Davyd faid, Ludam, et vilior filam, 
plufquam facius {um coram Domino meo, qui me elegit potius quam Patrem tuum aut 
domum Patristuz. And whereas Quene Micholl was therefore plagued at the 
Hand of God Perpetua fterilisate, Kinge Davyd: receaved great prayfe for his 
Humylitie. | | 
Now ic may pleafe your Flonours, which of bothe thefe Kinges 
Examples it fhalbe mofte convenyent for your Wifdomes to move our Quene’s 
Highnefs to followe ; th’Example of the proude Kinge Ozias, and by your 
Per{wafion and Conunfells, to take uppon her Spiritual Government, therby 
adventuringe youre Selves to be plagued at Godes Handes, as Kinge Ozias was ; 
or elfe to tollow th’Example of good Kinge Davyd, whichin refufall of all 
Spirituall Government about the Arke of God, did humble himfelfe as 1 have 
declared unto you ? Whereunto our Soveraigne Ladye the Quenes Highnefs 
of her own Nature verye well inclyned and bent, we maye affure our felves. 
to have of her Highnefs as humble, as ae and as godly a Myftrefs co 
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reigne over us, as ever had Englifh People heere in this Realme ; if that her 
Highnefs be not by our Flattery and Diffimulation, feduced and begylyd. 

Fourth and Laft, we mufte forfake and flee from the Unitie of Chrifte’s 

Churche, when Saint Cyprian, that holye Martyr faiche, That the Unitie of the 
Se. Cyprie Churche of Chrifte dothe depend upon the Unitie of Peter's Autborytie ; therefore by 
ete our leapinge out of Perer’s Shippe, we muft nedes be overwhelmed with the 

" Waters of Schifm, Se&s and Divifions, when the fame holye Martyr 

Saint Cyprian faithe, in his thirde Epiftle ad Cornelium, that all Hetefies, Se&s 

and Schifms do fpringe onely, for chat Men will not be obedyent unto the 

Head Bysfhoppe of God. The Latin whereof is, Neqs entws aliunde Harefes abortae 

fant, aut nata fint Schifmata, quin inde, quod facerdots dei non obtemperatur’ And 
howe true this Savinge of Cyprian is, it is apparaunte to all Men chat liftith to 
fee by th’Example of the Germaynes 3 and by th’Inhabitors of this Realme. 

And this our forfakinge and fleeyng from the Unitie of the Churche of Rome, 

this Inconvenyencie, amongeft manye, muft confequentely follow thereof, 

That eyther we muft graune the Churche of Rome to be the Churche of God, 

or elfe a malignane Churche. If you anfwer, that it is of God, where 

_Jefus Chrifte is truly tawghe, and all his Sacraments rightely minyftered, how 

then may wee dishorden our felves of our forflakinge and fleeing that Churche, 
whom we do confefle and knowledge to be of God, when with chae Chuiche, 
which is of God, we ought to be one, and not to admytte any Separation ?: 

If you anfwere, that the Churche of Royse is not of God, but a malignane 

Churche; then ic will follow, thac we th’Inhabicantes of this Realme have 

not as yet receyved any Benyfite of Chrifte, when we have receyved no 

: other Gofpell, no ocher Doétrine, no other Faithe, no other Sacraments, than 

: were fenc us from the Churche of Rome ; firft, in Kinge Lucius his Dayes, at 
whofe humble Epiftle the holy Martyr Elwtbersaj, then Bisthoppe of Rome, 

did fend unto this Realme two holy Monkes, Faganus and Damyanus, by whofe 

DoGrine we were fyrft pur to Knowledge of the Faithe of Jefus Chrifte, of his | 

Gofpell, and of his moft Bleffed Sacraments. Secound, holy Saine Gregorye, 

beynge Bisfhoppe of Rome, did fend into this Realme two other holy Monkes, 

Saint Augefyn and Mellitus, to receyve the very felf fame Faithe of Jefus 

Chrifte, that was before plantid here in this Realme in the Dayes of Kinge 

Lacius, ‘Third, and Laft, Pawlws Tertius. being Bisthoppe of Rome, did fend 

the Lord Cardinall Poles good Grace, by Biithe a Nobell man of this Realme, 
as his Legat, to rettore usto the fame Faithe that che Bleffed Martyr Elutherius 
and holy Saint Gregorye had plantid here in chis Realme many Yeres before. 

If therefore the Churche of Rome be not of God but a malignant Churche, 

then we have byne deceyved all this while, when the Gofpel, the Doérine, 

Faithe and Sacraments, muft be of the {sme Narure that che Churche is of, 

from whence ic came. And therefore in relinquifhinge and forfakinge of that 

Churche, as a malignznt Churche, ch’ nhabicants of chis Realme fhalbe forced 

to feke fourther for another Gofpell of Chrifte, other Do@rine, Faithe and 

Sacraments, then we hitherto have receyved. Which fhall brede fuche a 

Schifm and Error in Faithe, as was never in any Chriftian Realme: and there- 

fore of your Wifdomes worthy Confideration, and maturely to be providid for 
before you pafle this A@e of Supremacie. 

Thus much towchinge che firfte cheffe Pointe: Now tothe fecond cheffe 
Pointe ; wherein I promyffed to move your Honours to confider, What this 
Supremacie is, which we goo about by Vertue of this Ade, to pyve unto the 
Quene’s Highnefs. and wherein it dothe confifte ; as whether in Spiritual Go- 
vernment, or in Temporall. If in Spiritual, like as the Wordes of the AGe 

_ do ymporte, fil, Supream Head of rhe Courche of England, ymmediat and next 
under God, then it wolde be confidered of your Wifdomes in what Pointes this 
Spirituall Governmene dothe confifte; and the Pointes being well knowen, ic 
wolde be confidered, whether this Howfe have Aucthorite to graunt them, 
and her Highnefs Abilicie ro receave the fame. 
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And as towchinge the Poynte wherin the Spiricaal Governmente dothe con- 
fifte, I have in readinge the Gofpel obferved chefe Foure, amongeft manye ; 
-— wherof the firft is to Joofe and binde, when our Saviour Jefus Chrift, in ordeyn- 
4inge Peter to be the cheffe Governor of his Church, faid unto him, Tibi dabo cla- 
wes regni calorum, quodcunque ligaveris [uper terram, erst ligatum & in calis, @ qnod- 
- eungue folveris, erit folutum G mm celis. Now it wolde be confidered of your Wif- 
doms, whether you have fufficient Authorytie to graunt unto her Highnefs this 
firft Point of Spiritual Governmente, and to fay to her, Tibi dabimus claves regni 
celorum 3 If you fay, Yea, Then we requier the Sight of your Waraunce and 
Commyffion, by the Vertue of God’s Word. And if you fay, No, then you 
may be well -ffared, and perfwade your felves, chat you have no fufficienc 
Authoritie to make her Highnefs Supreme Head of the Church here in this 
Realme. The Second Pointe of Spiritual Government, is gathered of thefe 
Words of our Saviour Jefus Chrift, {poken unto Peter in the 21ft Chapter of 
Saint Fobn’s Gofpel, Pafce, Pafce, Pace. Now whether your Honours have 
Authority, by this High Courte of Parliamente to fay unto our Soveraign Ladieé, 
Pace, Pajce, Pafce, you mufte fhewe your Waraunte and Commyfiion. And 
fourther, that her Highnefs, beyinge a Woman by Birthe and Nature, is not 
qualyfied by God’s Worde to feed the Flock of Chryft, it appeareth moft playn- 
lye by St, Paul on this wife, faying, Teceant multeres in eccle/its: nom enim permitre- 
sur cisloqui, fed fubditas effe, ficut dicit lex: And it followethe in the fame Place, 
" Quod turpe ef mulieri lequj in ecclefiis. Andin his firft Epiftle to Trmotby, the Se- 
cond Chapter, faythe, Docere autem mulicri non permitto, neque Dominart in virum, 
fed in filentis eff. Therefore it appeareth, that lyk as your Honours have not 


his Authoritie to gyve her Highnefs this Second Pointe of Spiritual Govern- - 


ment to feed the Flock of Chryft; fo by Pesl’s Do&ryne her Highnefs may not 
entermeddle her felf with the fame. Therefore the cannot be Supreame Head of 
Chryft’s Church here in this Realme. The Third and Cheffe Pointe of Spiritual 
Government, is gathered of the Wordes of our Saviour Jefus Chrift, fpoken 
unco Peter, Luc. the 22th. Chapter, Ego rogevs pro te, mt non deficiat fides tuar 
& tu aliquando comver{us confirma fratres twos. Whereby it appeareth, that one 
chief Pointe of Spiritual Government is to confirme his Brethern, and ratifie 
them bothe by holfome Do@ryne, and Adminiftracion of the Bleffed Sacraments. 
But to preach or mynifter the Holy Sacraments, a Woman may nor; neither 
may fhe be Supreme Head of the Churche of Chryft. The Fourthe and Laft 
Pointe of Spiritual Government, which I promyfied to obferve and note unto 
you, dothe confifte in Excommunication and Spiricual Punyfhment of all ‘fuch 
as fhall approve themfelves not to be the obedient Children of Chryft's 
Churche. Of the which Authoritie our Saviour Chryft {peakethe in Saint Afat- 
thew the 18th. Chapter, there fayinge, Dic Ecclefie. Ss autem ecclefiam non audierit, 
Git tibi tanquam etbnicus © publicanns. And the Apoftle St. Paw! did excommuni- 
cate the notorious Fornycator, that was amon eft che Corintbes, by the Authori- 
tie of his Apoftlefhippe. Unro the which Apoftles, Chryfte afcending into Hea- 
ven, did leave the whole Spiritual Government of his Churche, as ic apperethe 
by the plaine Wordes of Paul, in his Epiftel to the Epbefyans, the 4th Chapter : 

ple dedit Ecclefiee fue quofdam Apoftolos, alios Evangel:(tas, alios Paftores G Dotto- 
res, in opus ras Seb in edificationem sal pe Cbrifts. B&ea Woman in the De- 
grees of Chry{t’s Churche, is not called to be an Apoftel, nor Evangelfr, nor to 
be aShepherd, neyther a Doctor, or Preacher. Therfor fhe cannot be Supreme 
Head of Chrift’s Milicant Churche, nor yet of any pare therof. 

Thus muche I have here faid, right Honourable, and my = good Lordes, 
againft this A@ of Supremacie, for the Dyfcharge of my Confcience, and for 
the Love, Dread and Feare that I cheffely owe unto God and my Sovarayne 
Ladie the Quene’s Highnefs, and unto your Lordfhippes all; when otherwyfe, 
and without mature Confideration of thefe Premyfles, your Honours thall never 
be able ro thewe your Facesbefore your Enymyes in this matter, beying fo rath 
an Example and Spe@tacle in Chryft’s Churche, as in this Kealme onely to be 


found, and in none other- Thus humble befeeching your good Honours to take 
in 
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in good part this rude and playne Speche that I have here ufed, of much good 
Zeal and Will, 1 fhall now leaveco trouble your Honours any longer.

SCOT Bifhop of Chefter bis Speech in Purlament againft the Bill ‘of the Supremacye. 
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FoxiiMsS, Y Lord, and my Lords all, I do perceave that this Bill hathe now ben 
P. 75. cwice read, andby the Order of this Howfe muft be reade the chirde 
Time. Which Order I think was appoynred fo to be obferved for this End, 
that every Man, being a Member of this Howfe, fholde fully underftand, 
and fo at large fpeke his Mind in Confcience in the Contents otf all the Bills 
referred and read here, before they fhould be ina&ed and eftablyfhed as 
awes. Wherefore I confideringe that this Bill hathe ben, nowe cwife redde, 
and hathe accordingly ben fpoken unto gravely, wifelye and learnedlye by 
dyvers of this honourable Companye, and that I for my Parte as yet have fai 
nothinge therein, I fhall moft humblye defier your good Lordbhippes to gyve 
meleave, and pacyefitlye to heare what I have to faye, as concernynge this 
prefent Bill And yet to confeffe unto your Lordfhippes the Truthe, ther be 
two Thinges that do much move me, and as it were pull me backe from fpeak- 
ing any Thinge in this Matter. The firft is, That I perceave the Quene’s 
Highnefs, whom I pray God longe co preferve, is as it were a Partie therin, 
unto whom I do acknowledge thac I owe Obedience, not onlye for Wrathé 
and Difpleafures fake, but for Confcience fake, and that by the Scriptures of 
God. ‘The Second is, The Reverence 1 have to thofe Noble Men, unto whom 
‘this Bill was comyttid to be weyed and confiderid ; whofe Doings I affure your 
good Lordfhippes is a great Comfort not onely unto me, but alfo, as I do 
thinke, unto all thar be of the Profeffion that I am of, with manye other be- 
fides. Firft, for chattheir Devocions towards Allmyghtie God, dothe appeare, 
feinge, They will not {uffer the Service of the Churche, and the dew Ad- 
myniftration of che holie Sacraments therof, to be difanulled or all reddye 
altered, but to be contened [retained] as they have ben heretofore : And 
' Secondlye, for that their Charitie and Pittie towards the poor Clargie of this 
Realme, dothe appeare in mytygatinge th’extreme Penalties mentioned in this 
Bill for the Gayne-fayers of the Contents of the fame. 

But ther be two other Thinges of more weight, that do move me to fpeke 
inthis Matter, what I thinke. ‘The firfte is Allmyghtie God, which I knowe 
dothe looke, that, accordinge te the Profeflion whereunto (althoughe I be un- 
worthye) Iamcalled, I fhoulde fpske my Mynde in fuche Mateers as this is, 
when they be callyd in Queftion. The Secounde, ismy Conicience, which 
dothe urge me to do the fame. 

Wherefore, nowe to {peke of the Matter, this I faye, That our Faithe and 
Religion is mayntayned and contynued by no one [hinge fo muche as by 
Unytie, which Unytie is contynued and mayntayned in Chrifte’s Churche, 
evin as Concorde and good Order is mayntayned ina Commonwealthe. Where- 
in as we {ee for civill Quietnefs, there is appointed in every Village one Confta- 
ble. And leaft ther fhoulde anye varyance fall amongeft them, ther is againe 
in everye Houndrethe one Head Counftable, in whome all the other Inferiours 
be as knitte in one. And where theyre be in one Shiere dyvers Houndrethes, 
to make away all Controverfes, as myght chaunce amongeft the faid Head 
Conttables of thefe Hundrethes, of that thei be joyned asinone. ‘The Sherifes 
likewyfe be joyned in one Prince, which Prince beinge depryved of his 
princely Aucthorytie, the Unitie and Concorde of that Realme is diffolvid, 
and every Man chofethe himfelfea newe Lord. Evin fo it is inthe Churche of 
Chrifte, ‘accordinge to the Commandment of Saint Paule, Ther is in everye 
Village at the leaft one Preifte; in everye Cuttie, one Bisfhoppe, in whom alt 
the Preiftes within the Dioceffe be knytre inone ; In every Province one Metro.

polican, in whome, for the avoidinge of Controverfies, all the Bisthoppes of | 
that Province be joyned ; and for Unitie to be obferved amongeft the Metropoli- | 
tanes thev be likewife joynedin one highe Bisfhoppe, called the Pope, whofe 
Aucthoritie beinge taken away, the Shepe, as the Scripture fayethe, be fcat- 
tred abrode. For avoydinge whereof, our Savyour Chrifte before his Deathe — .1e. Fi 
prayed, chat we myght beall one, as his Father and he be one, which thinge | | 
cannot be, except we have all one Head. And therefore Almyghtie God faide ' | 
by the Profirre Ezechiel, Soulcitabs Cuper 208 Paltozem unum : I wll fir up over 
sem one Paftcure. And our Savyour in the Gofpell likewife faythe, Ther fhalbe | 
owe ‘Pauftoure, and ome Shepefoulde. Which Sentences-peradventure fome Men 
wil faye to be applyed onely to our Savyour Chrifle, which in very dede I 
muft nedes graunt to be fo; yet this Imay faye, Thefe Places be applied to 
lim onely, as other like Places of Scriprure be ; for ic is faid in the Scripture, 
that onely God is Immortall, and by Participation with him, all we that be 
trewe Chriftian Men be made Immortall: onely God forgy,ethe Synne, and 
yet by Commiflion from him, Preftes hatche Aucthorytie to forgyve Sin. He 
isonely Kinge, and by Commiffion makethe Kinges; ard likewife he is onely: 
Prefte after thOrder of Melcbifedech, and by Commiffion makethe Preftes: he 
of himfelf, and by none other ; all the reft by him, and nor of themfelves. 
So he is our onely Paftour, and by Commiffion hathe made other Paftours, and | 
e{pecially one to be Vicar Generall in Earthe, to governe and rule all his whole 
Flocke in Unitie and Concorde, and inavoydivge of Schifmes and Divyfions. 
And likewyfe as he fent one holie Ghofte, to rule and governe his People 
inwardly, fo he appoynted one Governor, to rule and lead them outwarelye. | 
Which one Head Governor cannox be applied to any Temporall Prince. For 
then eyther muft we nedes graunc that the Churche of Chrifte was not perfecte, | | 
but rather a manke Bedye without a Head by the fpace of Three hundred 
Yeres and more, (for fo longe was it after the Deathe of our Savyour Chrifte 
before there was any one Chriftian Prince in all the Worlde) or elfe, that | 
Chrifte appointid an Iafidell, beinge no Member of his Churche, to be Head 
thereof ; which bothe be Abfurdities. Againe, that Chrifte appointid no : ' 
Temporal Prince to be Head of his Churche it appearethe, by that we fee in - \ 
dyvers Kingdomes ther be dyvers and fundrye Princes and Rulers, fo chat cher : 
fhoulde by that Meanes be many Heads of one Bodye, the whiche weare a : 
mon(troufe Thinge. Thirdly, that he appoynted no Temporall Prince to be 
Head of the Churche, it appearithe by the Worde ic felfe, fpoken by our 
Savyour Chrifte, Palce, Fede, which he fpoke not to Herode, Pilate, ‘nor yet to 
Tyberius the Emperour. But he fpoke them unto Peter, fayinge, Palce oves meas. 
And wher peradventure fome Man will cavill and argue of the Greke Worde 
{poken by our Savyour Chrifte in that Place, which dothe fignifie not onely 
to Feed, but alforo Rule and Governe; I anfwer, that I do not knowe where 
that Worde is applied unto any Temporall Ruler in the Newe Teftament ; 
and if ic fo were, yet ic dothe not prove cher Intent; for other manyfefte 
and playne Places of Scripture do exclude them from fuche Aucthoritie, not- 
withftandinge, that the fame Scriprure dothe gyve them verye great Aucthorytie, 
commandinge us to obeye the fame, declaringe withall, chat they beare the 
Sworde not in vayne, nor without cawfe. But nowe marke this Worde 
- Sworde, which Princes had before the comynge of our Saviour Chrifte ; and 
that he did gyve them any further Aucthorytie we reade not, but lefte them as 
he founde them. And as he did gyve them no Sp.rituall Aucthorytie, fo I 
do not fee that he did take any Temporall Rule trom them. Wherefore he 
commandid Peser ¢o putt uppe his Sworde, becaufe he had gyven hym other 
Inftruments to ufe, wherein was included his Aucthorytie, chat is to faye, che 
Keves of the Kingdome of Heaven, fayinge, Cibi dabo clabes cegni ccelo.um. 
In chefe Keves, and in exercyfinge of the fame, confiftethe all: Aucthorytie 
Ecclefiaftical gyven by God unto any Man. Unto whom he hathe cor by 3 
Scripture gyven thefe Keyes, they have sae toit. Wherefore it ne i 
chat 
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that no Temporal Prince hathe any Aucthorytie Ecclefiafticall in, or over the 
Churche of Chrifte, feeynge, That the Keyes were never gyven unto any of them. 

And here | knowe it wilbe obje@tid againft me, that as this Place dothe make 
againft che Supremacye of Princes, fo dothe it mot make for the Primacye of 
Saint Peter. For Saint fobs dothe witneffe in the 20th Chapter of his Gofpell, 
that our Savyour Chrifte did gyve the Keyes not onely to Peter, bue alfo unto 
all his Apoftells, when he did breathe upon them fayinge, Sccipite Cpfricum 
Sandum ; Take ye the holye Ghote, whofe Synnes ye forgyve be forgyvin to them, and 


_ whofe Synnes ye reteyne are reteyned. And dyversof the ancyene Writers do lykwife 


faye, That the Keyes were given unto all che Apoftells. But yet in one place or 
other the fame Aucthors do declare, that they were gyven unto Peter princi- 
pally, as Hilavius, where he faithe {pekeinge of that Matter, Datz funt clabes 
Petco pyincipalius, in quantum erat alfoyum Capitaneus. The Keyes (faythe he) 
were gyvento Peter princypallye, in that be was Ch ffe and Capitayne of the otber. 
And if that any Man yet will contende, that this Place dothe gyve no more 
Aucthorytie to Peter than to the reft of the Apoftells, I have rede another 
Place of Scripture, whiche dothe exclude the reft of the Apoftells from Equali- 
tie of Aucthorytie with Peter, inthe Rule and Government of the Churche of 
Chrifte, and that is the changynge of his Name: For at Perer’s firfte metinge 
with our Savyour Chrifte, his Name was Symom, as it is cher mentionede in 
thefe Wordes, Symon the Sone of Jona, thow fhalte be called Cephas, that is to 
fay, @ Stone or # Rocke. And. for what Confideration and End Chrifte gave 


. hym chat Name, ic dothe appeare in the 16th of Sainte Matthew, in chefe 


Wordes, Mu cs Petcug, &c. Thou srte Peter, that istofaye, a Stoneor a Rocke, 
aud upon, this Stone or Rocke I will buylde my Churche. Here I fhall deflire youe to 
Note, That Peter hathe a Promyfle made unto hymfelfe alone,. whiche was 
made to no other of the Apoftells, that is, chat-as he had receaved a pewe 
Name, fo he fhoulde have a newe Priveledge or Preferment, to be the Foun- 
dation, Grounde and Staye of Chrifte’s Churche, beynge buylded upon hym, 
for he was called a Rocke or Stone, forthe Stabilitie and Conftancye that fhoulde 
allwayes appeare in the Churche, beinge builded upon hym a fure Foundation, 
and ymmovable. Which Thinge dothe nowe appeare in the Succeffion of Peter: 
For as concernynge the other Apoftles in theire own Perfons, I do not doubte 
but durynge their Lyves naturall, chey were as fyrme and ftable in the Faithe 
of Chrifte, as Peter was ; but for their Succeflion we have no fuche Proofe, 
feeynge, that onely the Succeflion of Peter dothe contynue in the Churche of 
Chrilte, the like appearinge in none of thother Apoftles. Which is the onelye 
Stayeof the fame in Earthe, and undoubtedly fhalbe until che Worldes end, 
This Place of Scripture in my Judgment, if ther wer no more, is fufficient to 
prove, chat Peter and his Succefflors be appointid of Chrifte to have the Rule 
and Government of his Church in Earthe above all others, bothe Spirituall and 
Temporall, and yet I do knowe that ther maye and alfo will Obje@ions be 
layd again{t thefe my Sayings. For fome will faye, chae Chrifte himfelfe is the 
Stone wherupon his Churche is buylded, and fome will faye, that che Profeffion 
thae Peter made of Chrifte, when he fayde, Zhow art the Sone of the Lyvinge 
God. Which be bothe trewe, and yet not repugnant to that which I have 
fayd befor: For all thefe three Underftandings well pondered and confidered 
in their dyvers Refpects may ftande togyther. Buc I do thinke that if the 
Mynd and Intent of our Savyour Chrifte, when he fpake chefe Wordes, 
Thow arte Peter, Cc. be well weyed, the Place it felfe dothe declare, that it 
is {pecially to be underftanded of the Perfon of Peter and his Succeffors. For 
undoubtedly he Knowinge, that Infidelitie and Herefyes fhoulde fo encreafe 
and abound, that his Churche and Faithe fhoulde be in daunger to be over- 
throwen and extinguilhed, made promyfe cher fo to provyde by Perer and his 
Succeffors, that ic fhoulde be alwayes knowen, where his Faithe fhoulde be 
had and fought for again, if ic were any wher loft, unto all Men that woulde 
with Humilitie defier, feke after and receave the fame, 

| So 
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So that we nowe, if we fhoulde underftand chat Place of our Saviour Chrifte 
which is the firfte and crewe Stone of this Buyldinge in very dede, what Cer- 
teyntie can we have of our Faithe ? Or howe fhall we ftaye our felves, waveringe 
in the famein this our Tyme? For at this prefent ther be abrode in Cérifendons 
34 furidrye Se@s of Opynions, wherof never one agreeth with another, and all 
differ from the Cacholike Churche. And every one of chefe Seés do faye and 
affyrme conftantlye, thae their Profeffion and Dodtrynis builded upon Chrifte, 
alledginge Scripture for the fame. And they all and every of chem, thus chal- 
lynging Chrifte to be ther Foundation by Scripture, howe fhoulde any Man 
knowe to which of them he may fafely gyve Credit, and fo obaye and 
followe ¢ 

The lyke is to be fayd of Perer’s Confeffion, wherin we can have no fure 
Tryall. For every one of thefe Sects or Herefyes dothe confeffe and acknoledge 
Chrifte to be the Sone of the LivingeGod So that I thinke I may conclude that 
our Savyour Chrifte in this Place, faying, That be would builde bis Churcke upon 
a Stone, did meane by che Stone-Peter and his Succeffors, wherunto Men myghe 
favely cleave and leane, as unto afure and an unmovable Rocke in Matters of 
Faithe, knowinge certeynly that in fo doinge they fhall not falle, I meane in 
Faithe ; as we do mofte manyfeftly fee it hathe come co paffe and conrynued 
for the {pace of a Thowfand fyve Hundrethe Yeres and odde. | | 

I have heard objectid here of late againft the Supremacye of Peter and his Three Ob- 
Succéffors, dyvers Reafons which appeare unto me to have in chem {mall Sub- J¢4ien fe 
ftance, as I truft it fhall appeare unto youe by the unfoldinge of the fame. sai — 
And for the better underflandinge of the fame, I will brynge them unto three premacye. 
Head- Places. | | | 

Wherof the Firfte dothe confyfte in the wycked and evyll Lives, as itis I. 

alledged, of certayne Popes of Rame; which as I do thinke were nothinge fo 
wycked as they were reported to have ben: But lett thac be, they were fo, 
whac chen ? A Man is a Man, and, as the Scripture fayethe, Quis «& Homo, 
gui non peceet? What Man 1s be that fynneth not? Again, if chat our Savyour 
Chrifte had made the lyke Warrant unto Peter and his Succeffors, as concern- 
inge their Converfation and Lyvinge, as he did for the continuaunce and 
ftabilitie of their Faythe, and had faid unto Peter, Ego rogavi pro te ut nom pecces, 
I have prayed for thee, that thow fhalt not fynnes as he fayd, Ego rogavs pro te ut 
non deficiat fides tua, I have prayed that thye Faythe (hall never fayll; Then ther 
evill Lyves had ben an Argument to have proved, that they had not ben the 
true Succeffores of Peter, nether had had any fuche Aucthoritie gyven unto 
_ them of God. But feeynge that the Warrant was made only for the continu- 
ance of their Faithe, wherin they have hicherto, and do yet mofte conftantly 
ftand, without any mencyon of their Converfation and Livinge, it is in 
my Judgment no Profe nor Argument againfe the Aucthorytie and Supre- 
macye of the Sea of Rome: as we fee that che Adulterye and Murther com- 
mytied by Kinge Dzvyd, dothe not mela Ae the Aucthorytie of godly 
Pfalmes wrytten by hym: neyther the difloluce Lyvinge and Idolatrye of 
Kynge Selomon is prejudiciall to dyvers Bookes of Scripture wrytten by hym ; 
nor yet the Covetoufne’s of the Prophet Balsam did let, in any Condition, the 
Vertue and Strength of God, the Bleflinge of God fene unto the Children 
of Iraell by hym, nor the Truthe of the Prophecye, as. concernynge the 
cominge of our Savyour Chrifte, by hym likewife pronounced: Even {o the 
Lyves of the Popes of Rome, were they never fo wycked, cannot be pre- 
judicial to the Aucthorytie gyven to Peter and his Succeffores, by the Mouche 
of our Savyour Chrifte. : 7 

The Somme of the Objeétions fecondarilye made againfte his Aucthorytie, 45, 
dothe confifte, (as they do alledge) in certayne Canons of the Councell of 
Nicene, and the Sixth Councell of Carthage, with the Departure of the 
Greke Churche and other Realmes now in our Dayes from the aucthorytie 
of the faid Sea of Rome, As concerninge the Councell of Nicene, I do mar- 
vell that they will alledge any thinge therin conteynedin this Matter, feeynge 
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in the Preface of the faid Councell it is declared, chat this Aucthorytie which 
we {peke of is gyven unto the faid Sea by no Councells or Synods, but by the 
Evangelicall Voyce of our Savyour Jefus Chrifte: And alfo the Fathers of the 
{aid Councell beynge condefcended and agreed in all Matters of Conrroverfye, 
moved in that ther Affembly, wrotte unto the Pope, defiringe to have ther 
Decrees confirmed by his Aucthoryrie, as it dothe more at large appeare in 
ther Epiftle wricen in chat behalfe. Further, Asbenafius, which was prefent at 
the faid Councell, and after Patriarclie of Alexandria, dothe not onelye ac- 
knoledge the Cure and Charge of the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte to be 
gyven to Peter and his Succeflors, but alfo, beinge univerfally depryved, did 
appeall unto the Pope of Rome, and by him wa: reftored againe. And likewife 
the fixe Councell of Carthege makethe nothings for ther Purpofe. For the Su- 
~ premacie of the Pope was‘ not called in Queftion ther, but fome Varyaunce 
ther was in dede, which confiftith in this Point onelye, whether a Bisthoppe or 
_ a Prefte, beinge accufed and troubled, and thinkinge hymfeife to have wronge, 
myght appeal] to Reme for the better Examynation and Tryall of his Cawfe 
orno. As one Appiarins a Prefte had done then in Afrike. Ther was al- 
ledged for Appellations to be made to Rome aCanonof Nicene Councell, which 
indede was fought for, and coulde not be founde. Which was no Marvell : For 
whereas the Fathers in Nicene Councell made 70 Canons, throughe the 
Wickednefi of Heretickes, cher was then but founde remayninge onely 2r. 
Yet that notwithftandinge the Bishhoppes of fricke did not longe atter f{ub- 
mytte themfelves to the Churche of Rome inthat Point. Alfo, they ufe to in- 
culcate the Aucthoritie of chisCouncel, for bycaufe that Se. Auguffyne was prefent 
at ic; as he was indede, which makethe dire&ly againfte them. For Sainte 
Angustyne dothe everye where in his Workes acknolecge the Supremacye of 
St. Peter and his Succeffors ; as in his‘ 162 Epiftle, fayinge thus, In Romane. 
Ecclefia fermpper viguit Apoftolice Cathedre es sais : In the Churche of Rome bathe 
allways ben Strengthened or floryshed the Rule or Axcthoritie of the Apoftolike 
Chayre. | 
The Greek And where I heard -a Queftion moved here of late, whether-that ever the 
Church.  Greke Churche did acknoledge the Superioritie of the Church of Rome or no? 
Of the which matter I marvell that any Man dothe doubt, feynge that the Greke 
Churche did not onely acknoledge, but alfo contynue in Obedience under the 
faid Churche of Rome, by the {pace of Eight Hundrethe Yeres at che leaft, fo 
far as Icanread my felf, or learne of others. And after chat ic did firft renounce 
the faid Aucthoritie, icdid returne againe with Submyflion fourteen {feveral 
Tymes, as good Authors write, and as we may partely gather by the Councell 
of Florence, which was about a Hundred and Fourty one Yea:s ago; whereas the 
Patriarche of Confantinople hymfelf was prefent amongeft other Bufhoppes and 
Learned Men of Grece, in the which this matter in Controverfy was determy- 
ned and agreed upon, as it dothe manifeftely. appeare in the Canons of the 
faid Councell. Moreover, if the Greke Churche wer not under the Aucthoritie 
‘and Rule of the Churche of Rome, what fhall we think of the Storye of Anthe- 
mas, Patriarche of Conjtantimople, wtich was depofed for the Herefye of Eutyches, 
by the Pope 4gapetus. For whofe Refticution earneft and longe Sute was made 
by the Emperefle Theodora, that then was, firft to the Pope S:/-verius, and after to 
his Succeflor Vigilius, and coulde in no Condition be obtayned. But as touch- 
‘ing the Greke Churche, and the Departure of the fame from the Churche of 
Rome ; thus we maye briefely fay and conclude, that after it did divyde ic fe:f 
from the Churche of Rome, it did by lyctel and lyctel fall into extreme Myferyes, 
Captivity, and Bondage; inthe which at this prefent it dothe remayne. Andas- 
concernynge other Countryes that have renounced the forefaid Aucthoritie, as 
Germany, Denmarke, and as it was herefaid, Polonia ; this I have to faye, chae 
the Myferyes and Calamityes that Germany hathe fuffered, fynce ther Departure 
fromthe Churche of Rome, may be a Warnynge and Example to all other Na- | 
tions to learne by, and beware of che like attempr. And as for Denmark, I do | 
hear indede, they be very Lutherans, and have alfo renounced the Pope’s Auctho- 
| ritie, 
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ricie, but yet I cannot learn, nor heare, thar eyther the Kinge of Denmarke, or 
yet any Prince of Gerssary, doth take upon hymxto be callyd Supreme Head of 
the Charche. And as for Polonia, althoughe it be trobled with Boss te as other _ 
Realmes be, yet Icannot learne, that eyther che Kinge, or the Clargie therof, Poland. 
hathe, or dothe gyve any Place tothe fame, but of the contrarye dothe moft 
earnyftly withftand them; as may ryght well appeare by certeyn Bookes fet 
out this laft Yere, that is 15538, by a Bufhoppe of Polomia, called Stantflaus Hofius, 
in the which it is declared amongeft many other Things, that earneft Sute was 
made by the Proteftantes to have three 1hings graunted and fuffered to be pra- 
a&yffed within that Realme ; that is to faye, that Preftes myght have Wyves ; 
to have the publyke Servyce in ther valger Tonge, and the Sacrament of the | 
Aulter mynifired under bothe kyndes: which allthree were denyed them. 
Whereky ic apperethe playnly chat Polonia is not in that Cafe that Men reported 
ic to be in. Butand if it were fo, chat all thefe Realmes, yea and mo, were 
gone from the Obedyence of that Churche, dothe it therefore followe that the 
Aucthoritie thereof is rot Jufte ? I thinke noe fo. For as Ferdynandas, now 
Emporour, defcendinge Juftely by EleGion from Cor/ftantyne the Great, if the 
Empire which was under Conffantyne’s Rule were divyded into twentye 
Parties, ic bathe fcarcely One of the Twentye, and yet the Aucthoritie of an 
- Emperour contynuethe in hym ftill. And as the Departure of Ge/coygne, Guyne, 
Normandye, Scotland and Fraunce, which were all fometymes under ch’Imperiel 
Crowne of England, dothe not take away cth’Aucthoritie thereof, but that it 
is an Iniperial Crowne ftill ; even fo dothe not the Departure of thefe Coun- 
creyes from the Sea of Remedymynyihe the Aucthoritie gyven unto the famé 
by God. Befides that St. Paul fayethe, That ther fhalbe a Departinge befor the 
Day of ‘fudgment, which allthoughe fome underftand of th’Empyre, yer the 
moft Pare referre it to the Churche of Rome, from whence Men fhall faull and 
departe by Infidelitie and Herefies ; bue whether it thalbe in all Countryes at 
one tyme or dyversty mes, it is uncertayne. 

Thirdiy, ther is alledged a Provyncyall Councell or Affembly of the yyy 
Bisthoppes and Clargy of this Realme of England 3 by whom the Aucthoritie 7%, pape 
of the Bithoppe of Rome was abolisfhed and difanulled. Which now  fome sbolifbed sy 
- inculcate againft us, asa Matter of great Weight and Aucthoritie, wheras 4 Previnct- 
in very dedeit isto be taken for a Matter of {mall Aucthoritie, or elfe none. “ eri 
For Firft, we knowe that a particuler or provyncyall Councell can make no poshm anc. 
Determination againft the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte. Secondarily,! of fwered. 
the Learned Men that were the Doers ther, fo manye as be dead. before they 
died were penyrent, and cryed God Mercye for that Acte: And thofe that — 
do lyve, as all your Lordthippes do knowe, hathe openly revoked the fame, 
acknowledginge ther Error. And wher fome here dothe faye, That they will 
never truft thofe Men, which once denyed che Pope’s Aucthoritie, and, nowe 
of the contrary, ftand in the Defence of the fame ; in my Judgment, their 
Sayings be not greatly to be allowed. For ic may happen, as ofcen cymes ic 
dothe chaunce indede, thata Man of Honeftie, Worlhippe, yea of Honour, 
maye comytte Treafon againft his Prince, and ‘yee by the Goodnefs of the 
fame Prince be pardoned for that Offence, fhall we determinately faye, That 
Man is never after to be crufted in the Prince’s Affaires ? Nay,: God forbyd : 
but rather thinke of the contrarye, chat he which once hathe rune fo haftely 
and rafhely, that he hathe overthrowne hymilelf, and fallen, and broken his 
Browe or his Shynne, will after chat take hede co walke more warily. As we 
may learne at the Apoftles of our Saviour Chrifte, which did all forfake hym, 
and rune away, when he was apprehended [and brought} before the Fews ; and 
{pecially of St. Perer, which did thrice denye hym. And yet after, as well 
Peter as all the reft of ch’ Apoftles, did returne againe co cheir Mafter Chrifte, 
and never woulde after, for neyther Perfecution nor Deathe, forfake or denye 
him any more. So chae ic may appear, although Men have once gone aftraye, 
if chey returne co the Truthe agayne, — Teftimonies in the Truthe be not 
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to be difcredetid. And fo I trufte that you fee that all thefe Reafons and 
Objections, made againft the Aucthoritie of the Churche of Rome, be of none 

Effed, if they be indifferently wayed and confidered. 
Another And wheras ther was a Reafon made here, thae a Temporal! Prince,’ unto 
rider _ whom no Ecclefiafticall Jurifdi@ion or Rule is Byven or Committed by God, 
Lied cannot himfelf be Head of the Churche of Chrifte ; fo he cannoe fubftituce nor 
axfeered. appoint another to exercife any fuche Jurifdi@ion or Aucthoritie in Spiritual{ 
Matters in, or over the Churche of Chrifte under hym: For as it was then 
‘fayd, no Man can gyve to another that Thinge which he hathe not himfelf « 
Whereunto this Anfwer was made, That a Prince may gyve cto another that 
Aucthoritie which he hathe not hymfelf, neyther may exercife ; as for Example, 
they alledge, That a Kinge of him(elf is not a Judge, and yet he hathe Auc. 
_ thoritie to appoint Judges to mynyfter Juftice. And likewife they faid, Thae 
a Kinge hymfelf is no Capirayn, and» yee hathe Aucthoritie eo appoint © 
Capirayns under hym, for Defence of his Realme, and Overthrowe of his 
Enemyes: and even fo, fay they, he mav appoint and fubfticure one under 
hym to exercife Spirituall Jury{diGion, allchoughe he have no fuche Aucthori- 
ti¢hymfelf. Which Reafons appeare unto me not only to be verve weake and 
feble, but alfoto be playne falfe, and again{ft Scripture, which dothe declare, 
that che Office of a Kinge dothe confifte efpecialiy in thefe two Points, which 
thefe Men denye to be in hym 3 Thatcis, in playinge of the Judge, and myni- 
ftringe of Juftice to his Subjcéts, and likewile jn playinge the valiant Capitayne, 
in defendinge of the fame his Subje@s from all Injurye and Wronge, és the 8th | 
Chapter of the firft Book of Kings declarethe in thefe Wordes, ‘Sudicabit nog 
Mex nofter, et eqredfecur ante nog et pugnabit bella nofra pro nobis, that is, Our 
Kinge (hall judge us, and be hall goe fourthe before ws, and be {hall fygbe cur Battailles 
for us, And likew ife Nathan {aid unto Davyd’s own Perfon, Relponde mibi 
Sudicium: Make me anfwer accorainge to Fuftice. And likewile Solomcx hymfelf 
did gyve Sentence and Judgement between the two common Women, which of 
them two was Mother of the Child which was alive, And as for to prove that 
thofe Kings with other in the olde Teftament were Capitayns themfelves, in 
the Defence of their Realmes, is more manyfeft, than I fhall nede to travel! in 

provinge of the fame. 

And thus to drawe unto an end, I truft your Lordfhippes do fee, that for 
Unytie and Concord in Faithe and Religion, to be prefervid and contynued in 
the Churche, our Saviour Chrifte the Spoufe thereof hathe appointed one Head 
or Governour, chat is to wit Peter, and his Succeffors, vee i Faithe he pro- 
myled fhoulde never decaye, as we fee manyfeftely ie hathe not indede. And 
for thofe Men which wiyte and {peake againft this Aucthoritie, if therwith 
their Wrytings and their Doings be well confidered, they shall appear to. be 
fuche, as {mall Credit or none is to be Byven unto in Matters of Weyghr, fuche 
as this is. For who fo redith the Third Chapter of the Second Epiftle of 
St. Paul to Tymotbie, may fee them there lively defcribed with their Doings. And 
{pecially one Sentence therein may be applyed and verified of them moft 
juftely, that is, Semper dilcenteg, et Hunquam ad (cientiand beritatis perpen{. 
enters, that is to faye, Alwayes learnynce and never comminge to the Knwoledge of 
Truthe. For as we feethem varye amongeft themfelves, one from another, 
fo no one of them dothe agree with himfelf in Matters of Religion two Yeres 
together. And as they be gon from the fure Rocke and Staye of Chrifte’s 
Churche, fo do they reel and waver in their Doéryne, wherin no certeyntie 
nor ftaye can be founde. Whereof St. Pow/ dothe admony fhe us, and teache 
us in the Perfon of his Schcler T) mothie, to be conftante in Doétryne and Re- 
ligion, and not to follow fuche Men. For after, in the fame Chaprer he fayeth 
thus, Zu vero permane in iis qua diaicifti, et que credita funt tibi, {ciens a guo didi- 
certs. But as for thee, faythe St. Paul, {peaking unto every Chriftian Man inthe 
Perfon of Tymuthe, Contynue in thofe Thinges which thow baff learmd, and which be 
credited unto thee, knowinge of whom thou bast learned them. In which Wordes we 
myght underftand that St. Paw! dothe not move any Man to continew in Bhd 
alfe 
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onely his Religion and Dodtryne, but alfo, or rather, the Schcolemafter of whom 
he learried the fame. For of the Knowledge, Conftancye and Worthynefs of 
the Schoolemafter. or Teacher, may the Doctryne, taught by him, be knowen 
to be good and found, or otherwife. Now if a Man fhoulde aske of thefe 
Men in this Realme, which diffent from the Catholike Churche, not onely in 


this Point of the Supremacie, but ailfo in dyvers of the cheffe Myftryes of our 


Faithe, of whom they learned this Doctryne which they holde and teache, 
they muft nedes anfwer, that they learned it of tho Germaynes, Then we may 
dzmande of them agayne, of whom the Germaynes did learne it? Whercunto 
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fale or untrue Doctryne. Wherfore he movethe every Man to confider, not 


they muft anfwer, that they learned it of Luther. Well, then of whom did Luther. 


Luther leatne it 2 Wherunto he fhall anfwer hymfelf in his Booke that he wrote 
De Miffa angulari, few privaté: where he faythe. That fuche Thinges as he 
teachethe apainft the Mafle, and the Bleffed Sacrament of the Aulter, he 


learned of Sathan, the Devyll. At whofe Hands it is lyke he did alfo receave 


the reft of his Doéryne. Then here be two Points diligently to be noted. 
Firft, That this Do@ryne is not yet 50 Yeres olde; for no Man taught it before 
Luther. And Secondarily, That Luthr dothe confeffe and acknowledge the 
Divell to be his Schoolemafter in dyvers Points of his Doétryne. So chat if 
Men wolde diligently mind St. Pasl’s Wordes, where he bideche us Knowe of 
whem we have learned {uche Doatryne as we holde, they wolde refufe this perverfe 
and wicked Do@ryne, knowinge from whem it came. But if they will aske 
us of whom we learned our Doétryne, we anfwer then, that we learned it of 
our Forefathers in the Catholike Churche, which hathe in it contynuedly the 
the Holye Spirie of God for a Ruler and Governour. And againe, if they 
aske of whom our Fathers learned this fame, we fay of their Forefathers 
within the fame Churche. And fo we manually afcend in Poffeffion of our 
Doéryne, from age to age, unto the Apoftle Peter, unto whom as St. Cyprian 
fayeth, our Savyour Chrifte did betake his Shepe to be fed, and upon whom he 
founded his Churche. 

So that nowe we may be bolde to ftand in our Doctryne and Religion againft 


our Adverfaries, feyng that thers is not yet Fyftye Yeres olde, and ours above 


Fitteen hundrethe Yeres olde. They have for Aucthoritie and Commendation 
of their Religion Lutier and his Schoolemafter before’ mencyoned ; we have for 
ours St. Peter and his Mafter Chrifte. So thac nowe, by the Dodtryne of 
Ireneus, every Man may knowe wher the Truthe is, and whom he fhould followe, 
which faythe thus, Eis qui in Ecclefia funt Prefbyteris, obedire oportet ; bis qui Suc- 
ceffionem babent ab Apoftclis, qui cum epifcopali Succcfione chari(ma Veritatis certum 
fecundum placitum Patris acceperunt 3 reliquos verd qus abfiftunt a principali Succe[fione, 


. et quocungue Loce colliguntur, {ufpectos babere, vel qua Heaereticos, et male Sententia, ' 


vel quafi ftudentes [parttum | at elatos [ibs placenies ; Aut rurfas ut Aypotritas quajtus 
gratia et vane glorie boc opcrantes : qut omnes decidunt a Veritate That is, “© Tothofe 
* Preftes, which be in the Churche, we ought to obaye, thofe which 
* their Succeffion from the Apofiles, who with Bisfhoppelike Succeffion, 


have receaved a fure gracyous Gifte, according to the good Will 


‘‘ of the Father. But for the other which departe from the pryncipall 
© Succeffion, and be gathered in whatfoever Place, we ought to have them 
“ fufpected, either as Hereticks, and of an evil Opinion, or as makinge Di- 
** vifions, and proude Men, and pleafing themfelves, or againe as Hypocrytes, 
‘© doing that for Advantage and vayn Glorye, which all do fall from the Trurthe. 
And thus ] make an End, moft humbly thankinge your good Lordbhipps for 
your gentill Pacyence, defiringe the fame lykewife to weye and confider 
thefe Thinges which I have fpoken, as fhalbe thought good to your Wy{domes.

HE firft Byfhopps of Rome, were particular Byfhopps of a certein Province, 

beginning, contynuinge, and endinge their Byfhoppricks in Perfe- 
cutions and Povertye. In what Affayres they bufied themfelves, and under what 
Emperors- | | | 

Under what Emperours the Byfhopps of Rome began to decline from the Per- 
fecutions of their Predeceflors ; the Caufe thereof; and that they had no Digni- 
ties nor Poffeffions, but of the Gift of the Emperours, and other Princes; and 
howe the fame from Tyme to Tyme were enlarged, andhad their Continuance. 

The Caufe whereupon the Byfhoppe of Rome claymed to be an Univerfal By- 
fhoppe ; ufurped an univerfal Jurifdi@ion. Howe farre the Bounds thereof did 
then extend ; his Practifesto be an Erehly Monarche or Kinge ; and howe he e’er 
fince, with every Age, hath maynteined his State. 

In what Age the Name of Pape had his Original. To whom it was attribu- 
ted, and howe it became the proper Name of the Byfhoppe of Rome; and what 
Byfhoppes of Rome firft claymed the Sworde, and Triple, Double, and Single 
Crowne. 

What Mifchiefs and Inconveniences have enfued upon all Commonwealths, 
by the ufurpinge of the faide Jurifdiction. And howe muche thereby the Chri- 
ften Commonweale is decayed ; and of the beginninge of the Turkifhe Empire, 
and Mabomet’s Religion. 

General Councells fommoned by the Emperours; and for what caufes. Under 
what Emperours; when the Bylhoppe of Rcme firft {ummoned a General 
Counfell ; and howe he hath incrochyd the fame unto himéfelf. | 

The Popes have entermedlyd in there Generall Counfells with Princes Af-

Of the Cenfuers of the Churche. And howe the Popes have abufyd the fame, 
in revenge of there owne private Quarrels, and Advancement of their owne 
Eftates. | 

Howe, and when the Chriftian Faythe firft began in England. The King’s 
Authoritie: Archebifhoppes, Bifhoppes, and Ecclefiafticall Lawes, made by 
Kinge Lucias, without the Pope. ‘The Continuance of the fame Favthe, until 
Augufin; and after until the cominge of the Normans into England. The Inno- 
vations of Religion brought in by Augu/tine, and the Pra@ices ufed for the Bring- 
ingein of the fame, and what Opinion or Eftimation was had therof.

FoxiiMss. [ FOnourable and my very good Lordes ; having at this prefene two fundry 
_ Vefpatian. kindes of Religion here propounded and fet forthe before your Honours, 


take his Effecte here in this Realme at Mydfomar nexte comynge. And you 
beinge, as I knowe, right well diffirous to have fome Proofe or fare Know- 
ledge, which of both thefe Religions is che better, and moft worthy to 
be eftablisthhed here in this Realme, and to be preferred before che 
other ; Iwill for my part, and for the difcharge of my Dewtie, firft unto 
God, fecond!y unto our Soveraigne Lady the Quene’s Highnefs ; thirdly. unto 
your Honours and to the whole Commons of this Realme, here fette forthe, 
and expreffe unto you, three brief Rules and Leffons, wherby your Honours - 
fhalbe able to pute difference betwixt the true Religion of God, and che Coun- 
terfeyre, and therin never be deceyved. The Firft of thefe Three Rules or 
Leffons is, Thatin your Search and Tryall making, your Honours muft obferve, 
which of them bothe hathe ben of moft Autiquitie, and moft obferved in the 
Churche of Chrift, of all Men, at all Tymes and Seafons. and in all Places. 
The Second, which of them bothe, is of ic felf more fteadfalt, and allwayes 
forth one and agreeable with ic felf. The. Third and Laft Rule to be confidered 
of your Wifdoms is, which of thefe Religions dotiie brede the more humble

‘ “Concerninge the firft Rule and Leffon, ie cannot be truly affirmed or yet 
thought of any Man, that this new Religion, here nowe to be {ere forthe in 
this Booke, hathe bene obferved in Chrift’s Churche of all Chriftian Men, ae 
all Tymes and in all Places; when the fame hathe ben obferved only here in 
this Realme, and that for a fhorte Tyme, as not muche paffing the {pace of two 
Yeres, and thatin King Edward the 6th his Dayes: Whereas the Religion, and 
the very fame maner of fervinge and honoringe of God, of the which you 
are at this prefenc in Pofleflion, did begin here in this Realme tq00 Yeres 
paft in Kinge Lucius’s Dayes, che firft Chriftian Kinge of this Realme; by 
whofe humble Letrers fence cto the Pope Elutherius, he fence co this Realme two 
holye Monkes, the one called Darsanus, ttrother Faganus: and they, as Em- 
bafladors -fent from the Sea Apoftolike of Ree, did bringe into this Realme fo 
many Yeres paft the very fame Religion ; wherof we are now in Polleflion ; 
and thatin the Latin Tonge, as the ancyent Hiftoriographer Gildas witneffethe in 
the Prologue and Beginynge of his Booke of the Bri:ta:me-Hiftorye. And che 
fame Religion fo longe ago begune, hath had this long Continuance ever 
fythence here in this Realme, not onely of th Inhabyraunce therof, but alfo gene- 
rally of all Chriftian Men, and in all Places of Cériffendom, untill the lace 
Dates of Kinge Edward the 6thas is aforefaid. Wherby it appearethe unto all 
Men that lyft co fee and knowe, howe that by this Kule and Leffon the auncyent 
Religion and manner of Servings of God (wherof we are allreddye in 
Pofleffion) is the very true and perfe& Religion, and of God. 

Towchinge the Second Rule and Leffon of Tryall making and Probation, 
whether of bothe thele Religions is the better and moft worthy of Obfervation 
here inthis Reaime, is this, That your Honours muft obferve which of bothe 
thefe is the mot {tayed Religion, and allwayes forthe one, and agreeable with 
ic felf. «And that the new Religion here now to be fet forthe in chis Booke, is 
no ftayed Religion, nor allwayes forth one, mor agreeable with ie felf, who 
feethe ic not ; when in the late Praétife therof in Kinge Edward the 6th his 
Dayes, howe changeable and variable was ic in and to ic fe:f ? Every other

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Yere havinge a newe Booke devyfed therof ; and every Booke, beinge fetre - 
furthe, as they profeffed, accordinge to the fincere Word of God. never an 

one of them agreeing in all Poinces with the other : The firfte Booke affirminge 

the Seven Sacraments, and the reall Prefence * of Chrifte’s Body in the Holy * zhis is 
Eucharifte, the other denyinge the fame ; th’one Booke admitting the real! #terly 
Prefence of Chrifte’s Body in the faid Sacrament to be receyved in one kinde falfe, ge 
with kneeling downe, and great Reverence donne unto it, and that in unleavned ee 
Bread ; and th other Booke would have the Communyon receyved in bothe che Book, called 
kindes, and in Lofe ¢t Bread, without any Reverence, but only unto the Bodye The Or- 
of Chrifte in Heaven. But the Thinge moft worthy tobe obfervid of your d¢* of the 
Honours is, howe that every Booke made a fhewe to be fet furthe accordinge ae 
to the fynczre Word of God, and not one of them did agree with another. Bis Spar- 
And what marvell, I praye you, when the Awthors and Devifers of the fame row's Cole 
Bookes coulde not agree amongeft them(elves, nor yetany one of chem myghe /<4iems. 
be tounde that did longe agree with himfelf? And for the Proofe ctherof, I ot een 
‘ fhall firfte begyne with the Germayne Wryters, the cheffe Schoolemafters and Bac Coll, 
In{tructors of our Countreymen in all thefe Novelties. Library 

And I do read in an Epiftle which Pbilippe Melanaon did write unto one Fre- 744+, 
derico ALiconino, howe that one Caroloftadius was the firft Mover and Begyn- i ae 
ner of the late Sedition in eee towchinge the Sacrament of th’Alrar, and ere 
the Denyal of Chrylt’s real Prefence in the fame. And when he fhould come 
to interpret thofe Wordes of our Saviour Chryfte 3 Accepit panerm, benedixir, fregit, 
deditque Difcipulis fuis, dicens, Accipite, O* comedite, boc ef corpus meum, quod pra 
wobis tradetur s Digtto, inquit ille, smonfravit u:/ibile corpts fuum. By which ‘fa 
terpretation of Carolofadius, Chryfte fhoulde with the one Hand give unto his 
Difciples Bread to eat, and with the other Hand Pointe unto his vilible Bodye 
thac was ther prefent, and fay, This ss my Bocye, which {hall be betrayed for you, 
Martyn Luther, muche offended with this foolifh Expofition, made by Carolo- 
fradius, of the Words of Chryfte, Hoc ef corpas menm, he geveth another Senfe, 
and faithe, that Germanus fenfus verborum Cbriffs,-was this, Per bane panem, vel cum 
ifto pane, En! Do wobis corpus meum. Zavinglius findinge muche Faulte with this 
Interprecation of Martyn Luther, writeth that Lurber therin was muche deceyved, 
and how that in thefe Wordes of Chryft, Hoc eff corpus meum, the Verbe Subftan- 
tyve ef, muft be taken for fignificat, and this Word, Corpus (quod pro vobis tradetur) 
muft be taken, pre figura corporis, So that the true Senfe of thefe Wordes of 
Chryft, Hoc eff corpus meum, by Zainglias’s fuppofal is, Hoc fignificat corpus meum, 
wel eff fizura corporss mes. Peter Martyr beinge of late here in this Realme, in his 
Booke by him fer furthe, of the Difputation, which he had in Oxnforde, with 
the Learned Students ther, of this matter, gevich another Senfe of thefe Wordes . 
of Chryft, contrarye unto all the refte, and cher faythe thus: Quod Chriftus ac- 
cipiens panem benedixit, fregit, deditque Difcipulss fuis, dicens, Hee eft corpus meum, qua- 
fi diceret corpus meum per fidem perceptum ertt vobis pro pane, vel inftar panis. Of 
whofe Senfe the Englifhe is this, that Chr7f’s Boaye receyved by Faitbe, fall be unto 
you as Bread, or in{tead of the Bread. : 

But here to ceaffe any further to fpeake of thefe Germayne Wryters, I hall 
drawe nearer Home, as unto Doctor Cranmer, late Archbylhoppe of Canterburye 
in chis Realme; howe contrary was he unto hymfelf in chis matter? When ia 
one Yeare he did fet furthe a Catechifme in the Eng/.(he Tongue, and did Dedicat 
the fame unto Kinge Edward the Sixth, wherin he did moft conftantly affirme 
and defend the real Prefence of Chryft’s Bodye in the Holie Eucharifte ; and 
very fhortely after he did fet furtche another Booke, wherin he did moft fhametul-

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“ make of Bread his very Bodye, Fleafhe and Blood. Therefore we are worfe 
‘ than the Devil ; feying that our Saviour Chryfte, by exprefle Wordes did 
‘ moft plainlieaffirme the fame, when at the laft Supper he tooke Bread, and 
* faid unto his Difciples, Take ye, eat, this ts my Bodye, which {hall be peven for you. 
And fhortely afterthe faid Door Ridleye, notwithftandinge this mott plaine and 
open Speeche at Pawi’s Croffe, did deny the fame. And in the laft Book that 
Door Cranmer and his Complices did fet furthe of the Communion in Kinge 
Edward the Sixth his Dayes, thefe plaine Wordes of Chryft, Hoe ef Corpus meum, 
did fo encomber them, and trouble their Wittes, that they did leave out in the

And therfore of your Honours not 
to be receyved, but great Wifdome it were for your Honours to refufe the fame,

Towchinge the Thirde and Lafte Rule of Tryall makinge, and puttinge of 
Difference between thefe Religions, it is to be confidered of your Honours 
which of them bothe dothe breds more obedyent, humble and better Subjeas ; 
firfte and cheffelye unto our Savyour and Redeemer ; fecondly, unto our 
Sovereigne Lady the Quene’s Highnefs, and to all other Superiors. And for 


_ fome Tryall and Probation therof, I fhall diffire your Honours to confider 


the fudayne Mutation of the Subjeds of this Realme, fythence the Deathe of 
good Quene Marye, onely caufed in them by the Preachers of this newe Re- 
ligion ; When in Quene Marye’s Daies your Honours do know right well, howe 
the People: of this Realme did live in an Order ; and wolde not runne before 
Lawes, nor openlye difobey the Quene’s Highnefs’s Proceedinges and Procla- 
mations. ‘There was no {poyling of Churches, pullinge downe of Aultars, 
and moft blafphemous tredinge of Sacraments under their Feet, and hanging up 
the Knave of Clubsin the Place therof, There was no {cotchinge nor cuttinge 
of the Faces and Legs of the Crucifix and Image of Chrift: There was no open 
Flefh eatinge, nor Shambles kepeinge in the Lent and Daies prohibitid. The 
Subjects of this Realme, and efpecially the Nobilitye and fuche as were of the 
honourable Councell, did in Quene Mary’s Daies knowe the Waye unto Churches 
and Chappels, there to begyne their Daies Worke, with callinge for Helpe 
and Grace by humble Prayers and fervinge of God. And nowe fithence the 
comynge and Reigne of our moft Soveraigne and dear Lady Quene Elizabeth, 
by the onely Preachers and Scaffolde-Players of this newe Religion, all 
hinges are turned up-fide downe, and notwithftandinge the Quene’s Mas 
jeftie’s Proclamations moft Godly made to the contrarye, and her Vertuous 


_Example of Lyvinge, fufficyent co move the Hearts of all obedyent Subjects 


to the due Service and Honour of God. But Obedyence is gone, Humylitie 
and Mekenefs cleare abolythed, vertuous Chaftity and ftraighe Livinge 
denyed, as thoughe they had never ben heard of in this Realme, all Degrees 
and Kindes beynge defirous of flefhely and carnall Lybertie, wherby the yong 
Springalls and Children are degennerate from their Naturall Fathers, the Ser- 
vants Contemptors of their Mafters Commandments, the Subje&s difobedyene 
unto God and all Superior Powers, 

And therfore, honourable and my very good Lordes, of my Parte to myn- 
nyfter fome Occafion unto your Honours to expell, avoid and put owte of this 
‘Realme this Newe Religion, whofe Fruites are already fo manifeftly knowen to 
be, as I have repetid ; and to perfwade your Honours to avoyd it, as muche © 


' asin melyethe, and to perfevere and continue ftedfaftly in the fame Religion, 


wherof you are in Poffeffion, and have allredye made Profeffion of the fame 
unto

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unto God ; I fhall rehearfe unto your Honours foure Things, wherby the Holie 
Dodétor St. Auguftine was contynued in the Catholicke Churche and Religion 
of Chrifte, which he had receaved, and woulde by no means change, nor auleter 
from the fame. Thie firfte of thefe four Things was, Ip(e Authoritas Ecclefie 
Chriffi miraculis inchoata, {pe nutrita, Charitate anita, veruftate firmata® The 
Second Thing was, Populi Chriftiani confenfus et unitas. Vhe Third was, Per- 
perua facerdotum Succeffioin fede Petri, The Fourthe and Laft Thing was, Ip/um 
Catholics nomen. If thefe foure Thinges did cawle fo notable and learned a 
Clarke as Se. Augu/tys was to continue in his profeffed Religion of Chrifte 
without all Chaunge and Alteration, howe much then ought thefe foure Pointes 
to worke the like Effect in your Hartes ; and not to forfake your profeffed 
Religion ? Firfte, becawfe ic hathe the Aucthoritie of Chrifte’s Churche. 


Secondlye, becawfe it hathe the Confent and Agreement of Chriftian Peo- . 


pie. Thirdly, becaufe ic hathe the Confirmation of all Perer’s Succeffors 
in the S:a Apoftolike. Fourthly, ie hathe Ip{u Carbolice nomen, and in all 
Times and Seafons called, tbe Carbolike Religion of Chrift. Thus bolde have I 
ben ro trouble your Honours with fo tedyoufe and longe an Oration, for the 
difcha ginge, as I faid before of my Dewtie, firft unto God, fecondly unto 
our Soveraigne Lady the Quene’s Highnefs, thirdly and lafte, unto your Ho- 
nours, and all other Subjects of this Realme: Moft humbly befeeching your 
Honours, to take it in good Parte, and to be fpoken of me for th’onely 
Cawles abovefaid and for none other.

Another ORATION made by Dr.SCOT, Bifhop of Chefter is the Parliament 
Howfe, against the Bsll of the LITURGY. 


HIS Bill that hathe ben here read nowe the third Tyme, dothe appeare Foxii Mss 
thoulde Vefpaf. 


| unto me fuche one, as that it is muche to be lamentid, that ic 
be fuffered either to be read, yea or anye Eare to be gevin unto it of Chriftian 
Men, or fo honourable an Affemblye as this is: For ie dothe not only call in 
Queftion and Doubte thofe Thinges which we ought to reverence without any 
doubt.movinge ; but maketh fourther earnefte Requeft for Alteraunce, yea, for 
the clear abolythinge of thefame. And chat this maye more evydently appear, 
I fhall defire your Lordfhips to confider, That our Religion, as ic was here of 
late difcretely, godly and learnedly declared, dothe confifte partely in inward 
Things, asin Faiche, Hope and Charitie; and partely in outward Things, as 
in common Prayers, and the holie Sacraments uniformly mynyftred. 

Nowe as concernynge thefe outward Thinges, this Bill dothe clearly in 
very dede extinguifhe them, fettinge in there Places I cannot tell what. And 
the inward ie dothe allo fo fhake, that ic leaviche them verye bare and feble. 

For Firfte, by this Bill, Chriftian Charitie is taken awaye, in that the 
Unitie of Chrifte’s Churche is broken: For it is faid, Nunquam relinquunt Unie 
tatem, quinon prius amittunt Charitatem. And St. Paul faythe, that Charitye is 
Vinculum perfeciwnis, the Bond or Chayne of Perfection, wherewith we be knytte and 
joyned together in one. Which Bond beynge loofed, we mufte nedes fall one 
from another, in divers Parties and Se@s, as we fee we do at this prefent. And 
as towchinge our Faythe, it is evident that dyvers of the Articles and Myfte- 
ryes therof be alfo not onlye called into doubt, but partely openlye, and partely 
obfcurely, and yet in verye dede, as the other, flaclye denyed. Nowe thefe 
two, I mean Faithe and Charitie, beinge in thisCafe, Hope is eycher lefce alone, 
or elfe Prefumption fect in her Place : whereupon for the mofte parte Defpera- 
tion dothe followe ; from the which I praye God preferve all Men. 

Wherfore thefe Matters mentioned in this Bill, wherin our whole Religion 
confiftethe, we ought, I faye, to Reverence, and not to call into 
Queftion. For as a Learned Man wrytethe, Que patefatia fint qucrere, 
gue perfeda [unt retractare, et que difinita funt convellere, quid alud eft, 
guin de adeptis gratiam non referre: that isto faye, *‘ To feke after the Things 
“¢ which be manifeftly opened, to call back, or retra@ Things made perte@, and 


‘© co pulle upp againe Matters defyned ; what other Thing is ir, then, not to. 
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“© peve Thankes for Benyfits receaved ? Lykewife faythe holie Athanafius, Que 
nunc @ tot ac talibus Epifcopts probata funt ac decreta, claréq, demonStrata, [uperva- 
caneum eff denud revocare in judicium. “¢ It is a fuperfluous Thinge, fayche Atha- 
“ yafius, to call into Judgment apaine Matters which have ben tried, decreed 
“© and manyfeftlye declared, by fo many and fuche Bisfhoppes, (he meaneth, as 
were at the Councell of Nice.) Forno Man will denye, faythe he, but if 
“ they be new examyned againe, and of new judged, and after that e- 
‘© xyamyned againe and againe, this Curiofitic will never Come to any End. 
And as it is {aide in Eccleftaftica Hiftoria, Si quotidie leebit fidem in quaftionem vo- 
care, de fide nunquam conftabit : If it fhalbe Lawfull every Daye to call our 
Faithe in queftion, we fhall never be certeyne of our Faithe. Nowe if that 
Athanofius did thinke, that no Man ought to doubt of Matters determyned in 
the Councell of Nice, where there was prefene three Hundred and eighteen 
Bisthoppes, howe muche lefs onght wee to doubt of Matters determyned, and 
praayfied in the Holie Catholike Churche of Chrifte, by three Hundrethe 
Thowfande Bisfhoppes, and how manye more, we cannot tell. 

And as for the certeyntie of our Faithe, wherof the Storye of the Churche 
dothe {peke, ic is a Thinge of all other molt neceffarye ; and if ic fhall hange 
uppon an Aéte of Parliament, we have buta weake Staff to leane unto. And 
yet I fhall diffire your Lordefhippes not to take me here as to fpeke in Dero- 
gation of the Parliament, which | knowledge to be of great Strengthe in Mat- 
ters whereunto it extendethe. But for Macters in Religion, I do not thinke 
that it ought to be medelled withall, partely for the Certeintye which ought to 
be in our Faithe, and Religion, and the Uncerteyntie of the Statutes and Ades 
of Parliaments. For we fee, that oftentymes that which is eftablithed by 
Parliament one .Yere, is abrogatid the next Yere followinge, and the contrarye 
allowed. And we fee alfo that one Kinge difallowiche the Statutes made under 
the other. But our Faithe and Religion ought to be moft certeyn, and one in 
all Tymes, and in no Condition waveringe : For as St. ‘fames faithe, He that 
doubterbe, or ftaggerithe in bis Faithe, 4s like the Waves of the Sea, and {hall obteyne 
Nothinge at the Handes of God. And partelye for that the Parliament confiftethe 
for the mofte Parte of Noblemen of this Realme, and certeyn of the Commons, 
beyinge Laye and Temporall Men: which, allchough they be bothe of gocd 
Wifdom and Learninge, yet not fo ftudied nor exercifed in the Scriptures, and the 
holie Doétors and Praétyffes of the Churche, as to be Competent Judges in 
fuche Matters. Neyther dothe it apperteine to their Vocation ; yea, and chat 
by youre Lordhhippes own Judgment ; as may welbe gathered of one F2@, 
which I remember was donne this Parliament time, which was this: There 
was a Nobleman’s Sonne arrefted and comytted unto Warde ; which Matter, 
beinge opened here unto your Lordefhippes, was thought to be an Injurye to 
this Howfe. Wheruppon as well che yonge Gentleman, as the Officer that did 
arreft hym, and the Partie by whofe Means he was arrefted, were all fene for ; 
and commandid to appeare here before your Lordfhippes : which was donne 
accordynglye. Yet before the Parties were fuffered to come into the Howfe, 
it was thought expedyent to have the whole Matter confidered, leaft this Howfe 
fhoulde entermedelle with Matters not perteinynge unto yt. In ‘treatinge 
wherof, there were found three Pointes. Firfte, there was a Debte, and that 
your Lordfhippes did remytte to the Common Lawe. The Second was a 
Fraude, which was referred to the Chauncerye, becaufe neyther of bothe did 
apparteyne unto this Courte. And the Thirde was the Arreft, and commyt- 
tinge to Ward of the faid Gentleman, wherin this Howfe tooke Order, 
Nowe if that by your Lordfhippes own Judgments the Patliament hathe not 
Aucthoritie to meddell with Matters of Common Lawe, which is grounded 
upon Common Reafon, neyther with the Chauncery, whichis grounded upon 
Confiderence, (which two Things be naturally given unto Man) then muche 
lefle maye it intermeddell with Matters of Faithe and Religion, farr paflinge 
Reafon, and the Judgment of Man, fuche as che Contents of this Bill be : 
wherin there be three Thinges fpecyally to be confideryd ; that is, the 

Weyghtene/s 
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Weyghtinefs of the Matter, the Darknefs of the Cawfe, and the D.ficulrie in 
tryinge out the Truche, and thirdly, the Dawnger and Peril! which dothe enfue, 
if we do take the wronge Waye. 

As concernynge the Firfte, that is, the Weyghrine/s of the Matter conteined I. 
in this Bill. Itis very great: for it is no Money Matter, but a Matter of In- 4, 
hericaunce ; yea, a Matter towchinge Liffe and Deathe, and Damnation de- 
pendethe upon it. Here is ic fet before us, as the Scripture faithe, Lyfe and 
Deathe, Fier and Water. If we put our Handintoth’one, we {hall live; if it 
take holde of th’other, we fhall die. Nowe to judge thefe Matters here pro- 
pounded, and difcerne which is Liffe and which is Deathe, which is Fire that 
will burne us, and which is Water that will refrefhe and comfort us, is a great 
Matter, and not eafely perceaved of every Man. Moreover, there is another 2. 
great Matter here to be confidered, and that is, that we donot unadvifedly 
condempne our Forefathers and their Doings, and juftifie our felves and our 
owne Doings; which bothe the Scripture forbidithe. This we knowe, That 
this Dodtrine and forme of Religion, which this Bill propounde:he to’ be 
abolifhed and taken awaye, is that which our Forefathers were born, brevche 
upne and lived in, and have profeffed here in this Realme without any Alte- 
ration or Chaunge. by the fpace of gco Yeres andmore; and hathe allo ben 
- profefled and pradifed in the Univerfall Chucche of Chriftefyncethe Apoftells 
Tyme. And that which we goe about to eitablifhe and place for ir, is lately 
brought'in, allowed no where, nor put in practife, buc in this Realme onely ; 
and that but a fmall Tyme, and againfte the Myndes of all Catholycke Men. 
Nowe if we do. confider but the Antiquitie of the one, and the Newnefs of the 
other, we have jufte occafion to have the one in Eftimation for the longe con- 
tinuance therof, unto fuche Tyme, as we fee evydent Cawfe why we thoulde 
revoke it: And to fufpe& the other as never hearde of here before, unto fuch 
Tyme as we fee jufte Cawfe why we fhoulde receave it, feeynge that our Fa- 
thers never heard tell of it. . 

But nowe I do call co remembraunce, that I did here yelterday a Nobleman | 
in this Howfe fay, makinge an anfwer unto this as ic were by Preoccupation, | 
that our Fathers lyved in blyndnefs, and chat we have jufte Occafion to lament 
their Ignoraunce ; wherunto me thinkethe ic may be anfwered, that if-our 
Fathers were here, and heard us lament their Doings, it is very lyke that they 
woulde fay unto usas ‘ovr Savyour Chrifte faid unto the Women which 
followed hym when he went to his Death, and weeped after him, Nolite flere 
fuper nos, fed fuper vos ; i.e. Weepe not over us for our Blindnefs, but weepe over 
your felves for your own Prefumption, in takinge upon you fo Arrogantly to 
juftifie your felves, and your own Doings, and fo rafhely condemnynge us and 
our Doings. Moreover, Davyd * dothe teache us a Leffon cleare contrarye to * zhi; Bip. 
this Nobleman’s Sayings: For he biddithe us in doubtfull Matters goto our Fa miftook 
thers, and learne the Truthe of them, in chefe Wordes: Interroga patrem tuum, David for

_ ut cognofcat generatio altera: i.e. “* The Children which fhalbe borne,and ryfe upp, 32. 7- 

“¢ fhall tell unto their Children, that it may be knowen from one Generation Pfal. 78. 
“‘ eo another. Davyd here willithe us to learne of our Fathers, and: notto % 7: 
contempn their Doings. Wherefore I conclude, as concernynge this Parte, 
thar this Bill, conteyninge in it Matters of great Weight and Importaunce, ic 
is to be deliberated on with great Diligence and Circum{pedtion, and examyned, 
tryed and determyned by Men of great Learnynge, Vertue and Experyence. 

And as this Matter is great, and therfore not to be paffed over haftely, bute | IL 
diligentlye to be examyned, fo is it darke and cf great Difficultie to be fo 
playnlye difcuffed, as that the Truthe may manyfeftly appeare. For here 
be, as I have faid, two Bookes of Religion propounded, the one to be abo- 
lifhed, as erroneous and wicked, and the other to be eftablyfhed. as godly and 


confonant to Scripture ; and they be both concernynge one Matter, that is, 
H the 
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the trewe Admynyftration of the Sacraments accordinge to the Infitution of 
our Saviour Chrifte. In che which Admyny ftration, ther be three Thinges co 
be confidered. Tne Firfte is the Inflirution of our Savyour Chrifte for the 
Matter and Subftaunce of the Sacraments. The Seconde, the Ordynaunces of 
the Apoftles, tor che Forme of the Sacraments. And the Thirde is the Ad- 
dictions of the holie Fachers for the adornynge and perfitynge of the Admyny- 
{tratyon of the faid Sacraments. Which three be all dulye, as we fee, obferved, 
and that of Neceffitie, in this Booke of the Mafle, and old Service. as all 
Men do know, which underftand is. The other Booke, which is fo much 
extoiled, dothe ex profeffo take away two of thefe three Thinges, and in very 
dede makethe the Thirds a Thinge of nought. For Firfte, as concernynge 
the Additions of the Fathers, as in the Mafle, Confireor, Mifereatur, Kirie Elee(ox, 
Scqucntes preces, Sandius Agnus dei, with fuche other Thinges : And alfo th’Or- 
dinaunces of the Apoftles, as Bleffings, Croffings; and in the Admynyftration 
of dyvers of the. Sacraments, Exfufflations, Exorcifmes, Inun¢tions, prayinge 
towardes the Eaft, invocation of Saynts, Prayer for the Dead, with fuche 
other; this Booke takethe awaye, eyther in Parte, or elfe clearly, as Things not 
allowable. And yet dothe the Fawters therof contende, that it 1s moft perfitt ac- 
cording to Chrifte’s Inftitution, and ch’Order of the Prymytyve Churche. But to 
lee th’Ordynaunces of th’Apoftles, and the Additions of the Fathers pafle,( which, 
norwithitandinge, we ought greatly to efteeas and reverence) lett us come to 
th’infticucion of our Savyour Chrifte, wherof they taulke fo muche, and e- 
xamyne, whether of thofe two Bookes come neareft unto it. And to make 
Thinges playne, we willtake for Example the Maffe, or, as they call it, the 
Supper of che Lord 3 wherin our Savyour Chrifte, (as the hclie Fathers do ga- 
ther upon the Scriptures) did infticure three Things, which he commanded to 
be done in Remembraunce of his Deathe and Paffion unto his comynge 
againe, fayinge, Hoc facite, &c. Do ye this: Wherof the Firfte is, the Confe- 
cratinge of the bleffed Body and Blood of our Saviour Jefus Chrifte. The 
Seconde, the offeringe up of the fame unto God the Father. And the Thirde, 


* the Communicatinge, that is, the eatinge and drinkinge of the faid bleffed

Body and Blcod, under the Formes of Bread and Wyne. And as concerninge 
the firfte ewo, St. Chry/of-cmfaythe thus, © Volo quiddam edicere plane mirabile,c~ No- 
$¢ Uite mirari neq; turbamini, &C. I will, faythe St. Cry/oftom, Declare unto jou in 
very dede a marvellous Thinge, but marvell not at i nor be mot troubled, But 
“ what is this ? [ce is the holie Oblation, whether Peter or Pas:/, or a Prefte of 
any defert, do offer, it is the verye fame which Chrifte gave to his Dif- 
“ ciples, and which Preftes do make or confecrate at this Tyme. This hathe 
“ nothinge lefle thenthat. Whye fo ? Bycawfe Men do not fan@yfie this, but 
‘* Chrifte, which did fané&yfie that before. For lyke as the Wordes, which 
Chrifte did {peake, be the very fame which the Preftes do nowe pronounce, 
** fo is it the very fame Oblation. ‘Thefe be the Wordes of St. Cbry/ofome ; 
wherin he teftifieche as well che Oblation and Sacrifice of the Body and Blood 
of our Savyour Chrifte, offered unto God the Father in the Maffe, as alfo the 
Confecratinge of the fame by the Prefte : Which two be bothe taken away 
by this Booke, as the Awchors therof do willinglie acknowledge ; cryinge owte 
of the Offering of Chrifte ofcener than once, notwithftandinge that all the 
Folie Fathers do teach it ; manyfeftly affrmynge Chrifte to be offered daylye 
after an unbloody manner. Bute if thefe Men did underftand and confider 
what dothe enfue and foillowe of this their Affirmation, I thinke they wolde 
leave their Rafhnefs, and returne to the Truthe againe. For if it be trewe 
that they fay, chat there is no externall Sacrifyce in the Newe Teitament, then 
dothe it follow, that there is no Priefthood under the fame, whofe Office is, 


‘faythe Se. Paul, Jo offer up Gyfts and Sacrifices for Synne. * And if ‘there be no 


Prieftheod, then is there no Religion under the New Teftamene. And if 
we have no Religion, then be we, Sine Deo im boc Mundo, that is, We be without 
God in this Worlde. For one of thefe dothe neceffarily depend and followe 
uppon an other. So that if we graunt one of chefe, we graunt all; and if 
we take away onc, we take away all. Note 
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Note (I befeeche your Lordfhippes) th’End of thefe Men’s Dottryns, chat is 
to fere us withowt God. And the lyké Opynion they holde towthinge the Con- 
fecration : having Nothinge in - their Mouthes, but the bolie Communion, — 
which after the Order of this Booke, is bolie only in Wordes, and not in 
Dede. For che Thinge is not ther, which fhoulde -make it holie - J 
mean the Body and Blood of Chrifte, as may thus appeare, it may juftely 
in very dede he callid she bolie Communion if it be mynyftred trew- 
ly and accordingly as ic ought to be: For then we receave Chrifte’s 
holie Body and Blood into our Bodies, and be joyned in one wich hym, 
lyke two Pieces of Waxe, whiche beynge molten and Put together, be made 
one. Which Symylitude Se. Cyryll and Chry/oftom do ufe in this Matter; and 
St. Paul fayeth, that we be made his Bones and Flefhe, But by ch’Order of this 
Booke, this isnot done; for Chrifte’s Bodye is not there in very dede to be 
receaved. For th’only waye wherby it is prefenc, is by Confecration, whict 
this Booke hathe not at all ; * neyther doth it obferve the Forme prefcribed by * This isnoz 
Chrifte, nor follow the Manner of the Churche. The Evangelifts declare, £707 
That our Savyour tooke Bread into his Handes, and did bleffe it, brake ir, eee 
gave it cohis Difciples, faying, Take and eat, this is my Bodye which is LYTEN FOr Confecratiz 
you: Do this in rimembraunce of me. By thefe Wordes, Do this, we be come on being e- 
manded to tayke Bread into our Handes, to bleffe it, break it, and havinge a vident to 
re{peé&e to the Bread, to pronounce the Wordes {poken by our Sevyour, that a Mee 7 
is, Hoc eff corpus mum By which Wordes, faythe St. Cbryfoftom, the Bread is confule the 
Confecratid. Nowe by the Order of this Booke, neyther dothe the Prefte Book. 
take the Bread in his Handes, bleffe it, nor breake it, neyther yet hathe any 
regard or refpeé to the Bread, when he rehearfiche the Wordes of Chrifte, but 
dothe pafle them over as they were tellinge a Tale, or rehearfinge a Storye. 
Moreover, wheras by the Myndes of good Wryters, there is requyryd, yea, 
and that of neceflitie, a full Mynd, and intent to do that which Chrifte © 
did, that is, to confecrate his Body and Blood, with other Things followinge ; 
Wherfore the Churche hathe appoynted in the Maffe certeyne Prayers, to be 
faid by the Priefte before the Confecration, in the which thefe Wordes be, 

Ut nobss fiat corpus & fanguis Domini nostri Fhefa Chriftis that is, che Prayer is to 
this End, That the Creatures may be made unto us the Body and Blood of our 
saviour Jefus Chrifte ; Here -is declared th’Intent, as well of the Churche, as 
alfo of the Priefte which fayeth Maffe: But as for this newe Booke, there is 

nu fuch Thinge mentyoned in it, that dothe eycther declare any fuche Intente, 
_eyther make any fuche Requefte unto God, but rather to the Contrarye : as 
dothe appeare by the Requeft there made in thefe Wordes, That we receavinge 
thefe thy Creaturos of Bread and Wyne, &c. which Wordes declare, that they 
intende no Confecration at all. And then let them glory as muche as they 
will in their Communion, it is to. no purpofe, feeynge that the Body of 
Chrifte is not there, which, as I have faid, is the Thinge that fhould be 
communicated. ; 

Ther did yefterdaye a Nobleman in-this Howfe fay; That he did beleve 
that Chrifte is ther receaved in the Communyon fet owe in this Booke ; and. 
beyng asked if he did worfhippe hym cher, he faid, no, nor never woulde, 
fo longe as he lived. Which is a ftrange Opynyon, that Chrifte fhoulde be any 
wher , and not worfhypped. They fay, they will worthippe hym in Heaven, — 
but not in the Sacrament: Which is much fyke, as if a Man woulde faye, 
that when ch’Emperor fyctethe under his Clothe of Eftate, Princely apparelled, 
he is to be honoured ; but if he come abroad in a Freez Coat, he is not to be 
honoured ; and yet heis all one Emperor in Clothe of Golde under his Clothe of 
Eftate, and in a Freez Coat abroad in the Street. As it is one Chrifte in 
Heaven in the Forme of Man, and in the Sacrament under the Formes of 
Bread and Wyne. The Scripture, as St. Augustyne dothe interprete it, dothe 
commande us to worfhippe the Body of our Savyour, yea, and that in the 
Sacrament in thefe Wordes: Adorate (cabellum pedum ejus, quoniam fanétum eft s 
IForfhippe bts Footffacle, for it is bolie. Upon the which Place St, Augu/tsne 

: | wryteth 
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wrytethe thus, ‘* Chrifte tooke Flefhe of the blefled Virgin his Mother, and 


‘* in the fame he did walke, and the fame Flefhe he gave us to eat unto Health ; | 
“ buc no Man will eat that Flefhe, except he worfhippe it before. So is it 
“ found owte, howe we fhall'worfhippe his Footftoole, Gc. we thall not onely 
“* not Syne in worfhippinge, but we fhall fynne in not Worthippinge. Thus 


far St. Auguftyne: But as concernynge this Matter,if we woulde confider all Things 


well, we fhall fee the Provifion of God marvellous in it. For he providithe © 
fo, that the verye Heretickes, and Enymyes of che Truthe, be compellyd 
to confefle the Truthe in this behalfe. For the Lutberian; writinge againtt the 
Zwinglans do prove, that the crue naturall Body of our Savyour Chrifte, 
is in the Sacrament. And the Zwinglians againtte the Lwtherisns do 
prove, that then ic muft nedes be worfhipped ther. And thus in their 
Contention, dothe the Truthe burft out, wherher the will or no. Wher- 
fore, in myne Opynion of thefe two Errors, the fonder is to fay, that 
Chriite isin che Sacrament, and yet not to be worfhipped, than to fay, he js 
not ther at all. For eyther they do thinke, that eyther he is ther but in an 
Imagynation or Fancye, and fo not in very dede ; or elfe they be Neftorians, and 
thinke that cher is his Bodye onely, and not his Dyvinitie: which be bothe 
devellifhe and wicked. 

Nowe, my Lordes, confider I befeche you, the Matters here in Vary aunce ; 
whether your Lordefhippes be able to difcufle them accordinge to Learnynge, 
fo as the Truthe may appear, or no : that is, whether the Body of Chrifte be 
by this newe Booke confecrated, offered, adored, and truly communicated, or 
no ; and whether chefe Things be required neceflarily by th’Inflicution of our 
Saviour Chrifte, or no; and whether Booke goeth nearer the Truthe. 
Thefe Matters, my Lordes, be (as I have faid) weightie and darke, and 
not eafye to be difcufled: And lykewife your Lordthippes may thinke of the 
eft of the Sacraments, which be eyther clearly taken awaye, or elfe mangled, 
after the fame forte by this newe Booke. 

The third thinge here to be confidered, is, the great Daunger and Peryli 
that dothe hange over your Heades, if you do take upon you to be Judges in 
thefe Matters, and judge wronge ; bringinge bothe your felfes and others from 


‘ the Truthe unto Untruthe, from the Highwayes unto Bypathes. It is daun- 


gerous enoughe, our Lord knowethe, for a Man hymfelf to erre, but it is 
more daungerous, not onely to erre hyméelf, but alfo to lead other Men into 
Error. It is fayd in the Scripture of the Kinge Hieroboam, to aggravate his 
Offences, that Peccavit & peccare fecit Irael : i.e. He did fynne bymfelf, and cawfed 
Ifraell ro (ynne. Take heed, my Lordes, that the like be not faid by you ; if 
you paffe chis Bill, you fhall not onely in my Judgement erre your felves, bue 
yé alfo fhalbe the Awthors and Cawfers that the whole Realme fha!l erre after 
you. For the which you fhall make an Accompte before God. : 
Thofe that have read Story es and knowe the Difcourfe & Order of che Churche, 
difcuffinge of Controverfies in Matters of Religion, can teftifie, That they 
have been difcuffed and determyned in all times by the Clergye Onely, and 
never by the Temporaltie. The Heryfie of Arius, which troubled the 
Churche in the Tyme of the Emperor Conftantyne the great, was condempned 
in the Counceil of Nice. The Herefye of Extyches in the Councell of Chalce- 
done under Martin ; the Herefye of Adacedonius in the firfte Councell of Con- 
feantyn plein the tyme of Theodofius ; the Herefye of Neffcrius in the Eph-fin Coun 


. 


cell, in the time of Theodofius the younger. And yet did never none of the{e good 


‘Emperors affemble their Nobilitie and Commons, for the difcufling and de- 


termynynge of thefe Controverfies, neyther asked their Myndes in them, or 
went by Number of Voices or Polles, to determyne the Truthe, as is done here in 
this Realms at this Tyme. We may come lower, to the third Councell of 
Tollctane in Spajne, in the Tyme of Ricaredus, beinge ther, and to the Goun-. 
cell in Frauace about 800 Yeres ago in the Lyme of Carclus Asagnus: Which 
bothe, followinge ch’Order of .the Churche, by Licence had of the Pope, 
did procure the Clergie of their Realmes to be gathered and affembled, for — 

reform. 
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reformynge of certeyne Errors and Enormyties within their faid Realmes, 
wherunto they never callyd their Nobilitie nor Commons 3 neyther did any of 
them take upon themfelves eyther to reafon and difpute, in difcuffinge of the 
Controverfies, neyther to determyne them being difcuffed, bur lefe che whole 
to the difcufling and determining of the Clergy. And no mervaill, if chefe 
- with all other Catholick Princes ufed this Trade. For the Emperors that were 
Hereticks, did never referve any fuch Matter to the Judgment of Temporal! 


Men, as may appear to them chat read the Stories of Confantius, Valens, &c. 
who procured divers Affemblies, but always of the Clergy for the ftablithing 


of Arius’s Do@ryn: and of Zene th’ Emperor, which did the lyke for Ewtyches 


Do@ryne, with many other of that forte. Yea, ye dothe appeare in the 
Aéfes of the Apoftles, that an Infidell wolde take no fuch Matter upon hym, 
The Storyeis this: Se. Pasi havinge continued at Corymthe one Year and an 
halfe in preachinge of the Gofpell, certeyn wycked Perfons did aryfe againft 


hym, and brought hym before their Vice-Conf{ul, callyd Gelio, layinge unto. 


his Charge, That he tawght the People to worfhippe God contrary to their 
Law. Unto whom the Vice-Conful anfwered thus: Si quidem effet iniquum 
aliquid aut facinus peffimum, 6Vos fudei, rece vos fuStimerem ; (t vero nie fins 
de verbo nominibus legis veftra, vofipfs videritis, Fudex borum ego nolo effe,i.e. If that 
this Man, faithe Gallio, bad commysted any wycked Atte or curfed Cryme, O yee 
Jewes, I myght Fuftely bave beard you: But and sf st be concernynge Queftions and 
Doubdtes of Hs ordes and Matters of your Lewe, that is to faye, if it be towch- 
inge your Religion, I wl not be ‘fudge in thofe. Matters. Marke, my Lordes, 
this fhore Difcourfe, I befeech your Lordfhippes, and yee fhall perceave, thar 
all Catholike Princes, Heryticke Princes, yea, and Infidells, have from tyme. 
to tyme refufed totake that npon them, that your Lorfhippes go about and 
chalenge to do. | | | _ mf 
_ Bue nowe, becanfe I have been longée, I will make an end of this Matter 
with the Sayings of two noble Emperors in the lyke Affaires. The firft is 
Theodofius, which fayd thus, Iilicitum eff enim qui non fit ex ordine fanttorum epi- 
feoporum ecclefiafticis (e immifcere trettatibus, i.€. Is is not lawfull, fayeth he, for byme 
that is not of the Order of the bolte Buslboppes to entermedell with thintreatinge of 
Ecclefisficall Matters. Lykewife, fayd Valentinianus th’Emperor, (beinge defired 
to affemble certeyne Busthoppes together, for examynynge of a Mater of 
 Doryn) inthis wife, Mibi qui in forte fum plebis, fas non eff talia curiofius 
ferutars : Sacerdotes, quibus ifta cura funt, inter feipfos quocung; loco voluerint conve- 
niant, i. ¢. Is is not lawfull for me, quoth th Emperor, beynge one of she Lay People, 
to fearche.owte fuche’ Matters curyoufly , but les the Preftes, unto whom the Charge of 
thefe Things dothe apparteyne, meet together in what Place foever they will, He meaneth, 
for the difcourfinge therof. But to conclude, and if thefe Emperors had not; 
todo with fuche Matters, howe fhoulde your Lordfhippes have to do with all ? 


And thus defiringe your good Lordfhip: <s to confider, and take in good 


parte, thefe fewe Thinges that I have tpoken, I make an End.

none other Cbhurche but in that, which Rome is the Head of. For all other 
Churches have fo many Heades as ther be dyvers Realmes or Common 
Wealthes, as all the Cities of Germanye have one, Geneva another, England 
another. But all that nowebe called Papifts, have but one Head and Shepherd, 
which is the Pope. And they have that Unitie of the Churche which we 
{peak of. And it cannot here be well fayd, that Chrifte is the Shepherd, for 
allchoughe there be nothinge more true, yet it is nothinge to cur Purpofe, be- 
cawife, fithe our Lord went upp to Fleaven, he dothe rule his Churche by | 
Mynyfters. As when St. Paul fhoulde be converted, he fent unto hym Ananias. 
So he baptizeth by others, he preacheth by others. Nowe, as Preaching is 
by the Grace of God, yet it is throughe the Myniftrye of Man; and likewife 
Baptizeing : Even fo alfo the Governinge of the Churche is by his Spirye and 
Grace, yet is ic throughe the Mynyftrieof Man ; that is to faye, of one Head, 
which we call the Pope. And for this, naturall Reafon makethe. Forno Mul- 
titude that is difperfed, can be made one, but becawfe it is knyt by fome meane ; 
asa Howle is called One, becawfe the Tymber and the Stones, Iron and Glafs, 
which are dyvers, are by Carpenters and Mafons fo unyted, that their Diver- 
fitie appeareth not, but are joyned by Morter and Pynns. Likewife, a Flock 
of Sheep is called One, becawle it belongeth to one Maller, or elfe is ruled by one 
Shepherd. And fhall not the Church [be one ] throughe that, that it hathe but one 


- Head ? Or elfe cell us another [way,] howe it is one. For all, that be manye in 


Number, muft be made one ex cobcrentibus, as a Howle or a Booke ; or elfe 
ex diStantibus. they are brought to one, beynge as a Flocke or a Heard under 
one Shepherd ; and fo after this fecond forte, the Churche ison.  .| ~ 
But if you faye, chat ic is Ose thrcughe this, chat ic hathe one Faithe ; then 
maye I well replye, That one Faithe is kepte no wher, without ther be one 
Head. Orherwile, whye be ther Lutherans, Zwynglyans, Pacemontans 2 Which 
all do challenge the Scripture, and none of them acknowledge one Head, 
wherby they fhoulde be one. No, the very Lutherans be not one, nor in one 
Faithe, but fo longe as they obey their Mafler Lurber. | 
Apotolike is here tobe taken, which defcendythe from th’Apoftles : as all the 
Fathe.s cail chat Seat Apoftolike, where the Apoftles fate, and wher cheic 
Succeflors do fyte. Then that Churche is Apoftolike, which can fhewe their 
Detcent from th’Aroftles. And this fhalbe juftified owe of Irenaeus, Tertullian, 
[dervm, and Anguftine: albeit, becawfe I had no Bookes at Hand, I coulde noe 
ailedge the Places. Zirrullian’s Words be after this Senfe, Edant origincs Epifco- 
porum fucrum, Treneus’s Senfe is, Whofo cannot bringe bis Dottryne to th’ Apofties or 
ther Succ ffors, is to be fufpectcd. Nowe, which Churche can do it fo well as the 
Papiits. We can fhow from Peter to Paulus Quartus the laft Pope, the Succe Mion 
of Busitoppes. And likewife,.we can in Canrerburye, and in every Sea, fhewe 
howe 
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howe the Busfhoppes came from th’Apoftles. For we can by Chronycle profe- 
cute from William Warram, that was laft Busfhoppe before Dr. Cranmer, co the firit 
that was fent in by Gregorye. Fhen can we bringe Gregorye up to St. Peter ; and 
fo by the reft. Nowe if any in chat Tyme difagreed from his Forefathers, 
he is accordinge co Irenens’s Rule, to be judged fufpetted. As in Canterbury, 
Cranmer difagreed from all his Predeceffors : In Exeter, Myles Coverdail. And 
thofe Men, which fodenly nowe will leappe from this Point unto th’Apoftles 
tyme, fayinge, that they agree with them, they are muche like as he that 
woulde challenge Kyndred of Con/fantyne the great, and woulde from his Father 
skippe upp ftreight to Conffantyne, fayinge, I am Nycholas, and my Father is 
William ; and fo I came of Conftantyne. I trowe that Man fhoulde be laughed 
at, he muft fhow his Pedigree from his Tyme, by Grandfathers and great Grand- 
fathers, without any Interruption, to Conjantyne. Even fo, if they challenge 
the Sea Apoftolike, and take themfelves to be of that Churche, they muft

This Worde Holie, althoughe it maye welbe underftand of Godlynefs, which Holie; 


is the bolie Bodye of the Churche, yet it is here to be taken paflively, that is 
to faye, bolie, becaufe it is hallowed. So faythe Devyd, Salvuns me fac, Domine, 
guoniam fantus [um : i.e. Save me, Lord, becawfe Iam holie, that is hallowed. For 
Manye of the Fathers thought it abfurde, that Devyd fhoulde boafte of his 
Holinefs, but thinke rather he meaneth becawfe he had receaved Holynefs of 
God’s Parte; as we myghte faye, Save me, becawfe I am chryftened. Thus 


then that Churche is 4o/se, which hathe receaved of God mofte Benyfits; and | 


which is chat? Is it not the Churche commonly called Popifhe 2, Hathe it not 
‘flourythed this fifteen hundred Yeres? Contrarywife the Lutheran, and the 
Zwinglias Churches were not by their owne Confeffion in any Place or 
Number thefe feven hundred Yeres. But we faye, they were‘never before chefle 


Threefcore Yeres, Secondarily, wher hath ther been any Myracles wrought by .' 


their Churche ? whereas our Churche, called Papifticall, hathe innumerable 
Myracles, as are to be feen in Sc. Greporye, and St. a in his Booke 
de Civitate Dei, and in allthe olde Fathers. Albeit, becawle I had no Bookes 
at hand, I could not alledge the Places. : 


Catholicke, is as much to faye, as Univerfall, or fpread chroughe all Perfons, Catholic.’ 


Tymes and Places. Concerninge Places, which Doctrine is more Univerfall, 
that which is in Greece, Italy, Spain, Fraunce, Germany, England, Denmark, Scot- 
land, Ireland, and in the new Lands, Sieélia, and all the Weft Churche ; Or 
thae which is but ina piece of Germanye and England 2? Concernynge Tyme, which 
is more Univerfall, that which hath ever dured, whofe begyninge is unknowne, 
which was named of Chrifte ; or that whichis named of Luther and Zwinglius ? 
Concernynge Perfons, are ther not more Papifts at thefe Dayes, as they term 
them, then CLurberans ? And before thefe forty Yeres or little more, who in the 
Worlde was of that Opynion? Who dreamyd of that Doctryne ? And here you 
may not faye that Grex meus pufilles eff, for that was meant of them which are 
to be faved. But otherwife you knowe that it is wrytten, Pofula a me, & dabo 
tibi gentes kereditatem tuam, OG» Poffefionem tuam terminos terra. And againe, In 
cxnem terram cxivit [onus eorum, Cy in fines orbis terra verba corum.. Therfore many — 
mufte be called Chriftians, choughe fewe be faved. And that is the Catho- 
like Churche, which is moft generall in number amongeft them that profeffe 
Chrifte’s Faithe. The Sea of Rome beinge wourfe in Manners then it wasin 
St. Augajtyne’s Tyme, yet it kepethe the fame Faithe that was then. Forherein 
we are too much flaundered in that they faye, our Faithe is chaunged of late, 
wheras we defend nothinge but that which is found in moft ancyent = : 
. \ 1¢

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Which Wryters, becawfe they are fo playne for us, they are conftrayned to 


‘denye, as the Workes of Dionyjins, wholived in the Apoltles Tyme. 


But to come to our Purpofe, Apoftolike, is thae which comythe of the 
Apofties in lyneall Defcent, by Succeflion of Busthoppes : Here, lec them thew 
me their Busfhoppes ; they are fo far off, as tobringe a Rowe in order unto 
St. Paxil, even fo muche, chat they cannot fhew me lyghtlye their Father, that 
is to faye, one Busfhoppe in their whole Pedigree of their Opinions before 
them. Whom can Cranmer name before hym in the Sea of Canterbury ¢ Wher- 
upon it followithe, that they are Baftards, as Men that cannot fhew their Fa- 
thers Devyd did prophelye of the Succeflion, fayinge, Pro patribus tuis nati 
fant tidi fils. And Chrifte fayde, Super banc Petram edificabo Ecclefam meam & porte 
inferorum non prevalebunt adverfus eam. But Hell-gates prevailed againfte_ their 
Churche. For it was fo overwhelmed, that ther was not fo muche as one 
Churche in all Cbriffendom, where it was preached or pra@ifed. So that where- 
as Chrifte faid, Vos eftis lux mands ; and againe, A Cittie builded upon a Hill cannot 
be bydden ; they mufte nedes confefle chey were hydden ; for no Man before 
Luther could neyther fee chem nor hear of them, And cherfore they are noe 
of God ; becawfe he woulde not have lighted a Candell, and put it under a 
Bufhell. To be fhorte, their Churche is not One, for lacke of one Head 3 


‘mot Ablie, for lacke of Benefits; not Catkolike, becawfe ic hath not endured at 


all Times, Places and Perfons ; not Apoffolike, becawfe they cannot thew cher 
Succeffion from the Apoftles downward, nor can go upward lyneally to the 
Apoftles ; which chinge is playne. Therfore the Charche called Papificall, 
havinge one Head, the Pope, havinge Benefits of God, by florythinge and 
Myracles, beyng fpread at all Tymes, in all Places, throughe all Perfons, chat is 
to fay, for the moft part beynge able to thew their Pedigree, even to th’Apo- 
ftles, without any Interrupdon ; that Churche, I faye, is onely the true 
Churche, wherof we make mencyon in our Belef, fayinge, I beleve she bolie 
Catbolike Churebe. 

This muche have I written upon a fhort Warnynge, without Medytation 
or helpe of Booke ; fo that Ido confeffe it to be nothinge perfitte : yet in m 
foolifhe Opynion, not onely true, but alfo fenfyble, and fo grounded, that } 
doubt, it cannot be well anfwered. Which by God’s Grace fhalbe tryed, when

Whereupon it followeth, that St. Pasl committeth the Difpofition of all out- 
ward Ecclefiaitical Rites and Ceremonies co every Particular Church. 

Let this Reafon be well weighed, for it is plain and evident. For that Cere- 
monies are Things of Order and Decency, and not Things of neceflity 60 
Salvation, is a Thing confeffed of all Men. For they had their beginning of 
Men, and have been changed, as fhall appear at large hereafter. : 

But Things of neceflity to Salvation are immutable, and have their Original 
from God. ——- 

And further cthac the Words of Sc. Paul to the Corimtbians pertain to the 
ordering arid difpofition of fuch Things, che Adverfaries cannot deny : Saving, 
that whereas S. Pax! committeth it in plain Terms to the Particular Church of 
Corinth, they bind ie and reftrain ic to an Univerfal Determination ; contrary to 
St. Paxl’s Meaning, as thall appear by our Anfwers to their Reafons hereafter. 

Secondly, The Principal Foundation, whereupon it may be gathered, that any 
Council or Affembly hath Aathoricy to change, or infticure Rites and Cere- 
monies, ftands upon this Proof of Chrift, Wberefoever t2o or three are gathered 
toyetber in my Name, there am I in the midjt of them. Bat ina Particular Church; 
not only two or three, but alfo great Numbers may be affembled in the Name 
of Chrift. Therefore a Particular Church hath Promife that Chrift will be in 
the midft of them. And confequently that Affembly chat hath Chrift in the 
midft of it, and the Affiftance of his Spiric according to his Promifes, hath 
Authority to inftitate, alter and change Rites and Ceremonies, to the Edifying 
of the People. | , 

Therefore a Particular Church hath Authority to infticute, alter and change 
Ceremonies, co the Edifying of che People. 

Thirdly, The Authority of the Church both Univerfal and Particular to in- 
fticute, abrogate and to change Rices and Ceremonies, dependeth only on 
Obedience to Chrift and his Word, indirecting of all Thingsto the Edification —- 
of Faith and Charity. For my Sheep bear my Voice, faith Chrift. And again. John ro, 
You sre my Friends, sf you do thofe Things which I command you. But Particalar ; 
Churches both have, and may obey Chrift and his Word, in diretting all 
Things to the Edifying of Faith and Charity, as fhall appear by divers Ex- 
amples hereafter. And therefore Particular Churches have Authority to infticute 
and change Rites and Ceremonies. 

Fourtbly, Furthermore it is manifeft, That Ceremonies altho’ they were pro- 
ficable at che firlt, may grow by continuance to Abu, and be hurtful; as che 
Watching of Men and Women together in the Night at the Graves of Mar- 
tyrs, which St. Hierom did fo highly commend, at length was tryed to be an 
Occafion of much Diforder and diffoluce Life. 

Now if every Particular Church had not Authority to abrogate fuch Cere- | 
monies being hurtful, then thould it follow, that Chrift, who is che Head not 
only of the Univerfal Church, but. alfo of every Particular Church, had lefe 
the {ame Church deftirute of neceffary Remedies co redrefs Vice and Sin. 

For as for the General Councils, they come together but feldom. It was 
more than 300 Years afcer Chrift e’rethe Nicene Council was called, which was 
the firft General Council afier the Difciples time. And fitch that time, by 
reafon of Wars and Troubles in che World, fometimes of a long fpace together 
no General Gouncils have been called. So that if Particular Churches may 
not remove Rites, tending to Sin or Idolatry, a great Number of Souls might 
perifh before che General Councils tame — Which were a Thing —

thority hath now the feveral: Paftors. and Churches in all Kingdoms and. Pro- 
vinces. For 4retas, Bifhop of Cefarea, and Primafius, .Epifcopus Usicen(is in 
Africa, upon the firft Chaprer of the Revelation of St. ‘fobs do teach, ‘That 
the Seven Churches in A/a do reprefent the Multitude of the Particular Churches 
fcattered overthe World. Alfo the Son-of Man, the Univerfal Paftor and 
Head over all Churches, was fhewed unto ‘fodx in a Vifion -prefent in. every of 
the Seven Golden Candlefticks ; chat is, in every Several and Particular Church, 
holding in his Right Hand all and every the Seven Scars; .That is, Governing 
and defending all and every Angel, Meflenger and Paftor of the feveral 
Churches. | ts eo ate 
_ Bur every of the faid feven Paftozs in Afia had Authority co reform all Things 
thac were amifs among them, as manifeltly appears by the Seven feveral Epiftles, 
which Chrift commanded fobs to write, ‘and to fend uno.them. Theretore 
every particular Paftor and Church, in all Kingdoms and Provinces, hath Au- 
thority co reform fuch Things as be amifs among them. ewe 
_ Sixthly, If a Particular Church, were bound to retain and exercife, and mighe 
hot abrogate and remove, evil and hurtful Rites and Ceremonies, inftituced 
by Men; then were the fame Church allo bound to obey Man more than God : 
Who hath commanded by his Apoftle Se. Pau/, that all Things fhould be done 
in che Church to Edify. Bue no Particular Church is cound to obey Man more 
than God. ‘Therefore a Particular Church is not bound to retain, but may 
remove hurtful Ceremonies, infticutced by Men. L? 2 

Thefe few Reafons we have brought out of the Scriptures; not becaufe we 
have no more to alledge, but partly becaufe we thought any one Saying of 
Chrift fufficient co perfuade any Chriftian Mans and partly, for that We know 
many Men now a days ftay themfelves chiefly upon the Decreesof old Councils, 
and the Writings and Judgments of Dodtors and Fathers: And forafmuch as opr 
Adverfaries will {tand moft upon thofe Grounds, we have thought it good to 
match them with their own Weapons, and in that Field wherein they think 
themfelves beft appointed. Wherefore, the reft of our Procefs fhall ftand upon 
the Authority of the Doors, and upon the Examples and Pra@ice of antienr 
Churches. But firft, We will alledge a natural Reafon or two, and then come 

_ to the Authority of the Doctors, and Examples. 

That the Propofition is true very natural Reafon would fuffice a Man, that 
would be ruled by Reafon. But Reafon would that Things fhould be reftored 
by like Order as they fell in decay. But it is not like that any Ceremony being 
not wicked of it felf, can grow to Corruption and Abufe in all Places through- 
out the World at one time, but muft of Force have both his Beginning, and 
his Proceeding, and fo at length overwhelm the whole... Wherefore, as the 
Corruption is firft particular, fo muft there alfo be firft a particular Redrefs. 

Yea, and if the Abufe happen to be fo great, that it over-run the whole 
Body of the Church, even very Nature would us to do as the good Husband is 
wont to do. The good Husband, faith Se. Aaguffin, it he fee his Corn-field 
overgrown with Weeds, goeth not about by and by to weed out. altogether ; 
but beginning tn one Corner firft, and fo proceedeth to the whole. 

But Men perhaps will fay, That the Ceremonies of the Holy Church are 
fanctified and privileged in fuch fort, that they cannot be abufed. But you 
muft underftand, chat as. the Nature of Man is mutable and corrupt, even fo all 
Ordinances devifed by Men are fubje@ to Mutability, and ready to receive 
Corruption. And therefore albeit they were well, and upon fome godly Ule 
received at the beginning, yet afterwards by little and little they fallto Abate. 

The Brazen Serpent was fet up by Afofes for the People to behold, that they 
might receive Health. Afterwards it was abuled to Idolatry. And therefore 
the good K. Exekias pulled it down, and beat icto Powder. And fo aban 

_ fometimes 
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fometimes are taken for Things neceffary.to the Worfhipping of God; and of 
fach Chiift faith, Fru/Pra.me colunt, docentes doéfrinas, Pracepta bominun, And again, 
she warneth his Difciples to beware of the Leaven of the, Scribes and Pharifees. 
. Sometimes they grow to fuch a Number,‘that she Multitude of them is in- 
tolerable. . And therefore St. dugufin, ibis ‘Time, which was more than 1100 
Years ago, complaineth to bis Friend Fasuarius, Omnia, inquit, fant plena humanis 
prejemptionibus; All, faith he, ts sow full of Mens Prefumptions, And he faith 
further, Tharabe Feaws beg under the Law, and in fervitude of Ceremonies, were in 
far better Cafe, than rhe Chriftians of his Time... And the Reafon is, Quia ett ili 
esmpus Livertaris nen agnsverint, legalibus, samen [arcinity nom bumanis Prejumpti- 
en:bus fervicrint. This is Se. Auguft:n’s Reafon, for che which he thinketh, chac 
the Chriftians in his Time were in worfe taking for the Bondage of Cere- 
monies, than ever were the Jews under Shadow of the-Law. And We be 
fuch if you mark ic well; For, faich he, NotwithRanding the Jews knew not 
the Time of Liberty, yet they. were Captives, not as we. are to Adens. Pre- 
fumprions, (for fo he calleth the inordinate Number of Ceremonies devifed by 
Men) but unto the Law of God... : 3 ae 

Sometimes they are idle and dumb and teach Nathing,-and are, as I mighe 
fay, Signs without Signification. And fuch are the moft part of the Cere- 
monies,. which now fo ftifdy are defended. For the moft part of them, they 
ere fuch, as 1 will not fay, the poor Laymen, or your ignorant Priefts, but if 
_ we may be fo bold to {peak ict, you your felves are nat able to give any Reafon 

for them. | " nag F : ic, 

And fometimes they are devifed only for filthy Lucte, under a thew of 
Holinefs, to.get Money. And whether this have been pracifed any time here- 
toiore, we remit the Matter to any indifference Judge. . ~ 

Thefe many Ways may Ceremonies be abufed. Firft, If they be taken as 
Things pertaining to the babe of God. Next, if they grow cto an in- 
ordinate Number. Thirdly, if they teach nothing, nor.no Man can haye 
Underftanding of chem. And to cdnclude, if they be invented for Lucre- 
fake, to gee Money. Now Ceremonies thus ufed Jack their Soul, as I mighe 
fay, and are become dead. And therefore «there remaineth no more, but that ° 
they be had out of the way, and buried. mu : 

There is as great a Difference between a particular Member of a General | 
Council, and the Counci), as between a particular Church, and, a General 
Council. Fut in a General Council, a Truth hath been revealed to a particular 
Member, for the Edificatian of the Church, which was hid from the whoie 
Council. Unto the which Truth and Perfwafion of the particular. Member; 
the whole Council gave Place; as appeareth in the Council of Nice; whereas 
was revealed unto Papbyutius that which was hid fromall the reft. Unto whofe 
Perfwafion, notwithftanding that he was but.one particular Man, . the whole 
Council gave piace ; becaufe they perceived icto be for the Edification of che . 
Church. Therefore the Truth of God, whereby Things may be inftituted, abro- 
gated or changed for the Edification of che Church, may be fometimes revealed 
unto particular Churches, which are hid from General Councils); 2. - 

The Apoftles Sacceflors had the fame Authority that the Apoftles had. For 
that the Adverfaries grants elfe under what colour drive they Men to obey che 
Pope and his Decrees? But all Bifhops be the Apoftles Succeffors, and have 
"ke Power. as appeareth by Se. Héerom, which faith, Ovsses Eps/copos. Apoft olorum Hier. ed 
Sueceffores ele + and by Cyprian, who affirmeth that each one had the like Au- Evagt- 
thority : Loc utiq,, inquit, erant cetert Aroftoli, quod fui Petrus, pars Confertio pra- 
diti, C» honoris e peteffatis. Therefore all Bifhops have the fame. Authority, 
which is, to dilfpofe Things to Edification ; as Paul faith, Cetera, cum Venero, 
di/ponam, 1 e@. Tbe rel will Tfet in Order, shen I come. | 

And that the very particular Churches had this Liberty to retain or to remove 
Ceremonies, as it may feem good for them, it may appear by an infinite Num- — 
ber of Examples, and in manner by the continual Courfe of the old Church. 
Eor thes wriceth Ireneus of the Order of che Lenres-Faltin his Time, as ic is ie 
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ported by Eufebins, Neg; de die tantum difceptatio eff, &c. Neither do they differ 
only about the Day, but alfo about the manner of their Fafting. For fome think they 
fhould fast one Day, fome two Days, and fome more. Some reckon their Day of 24 
Hours long, actounting altogether the Hours of Day and Night. By this ie appeareth, 
that hotwithftanding there was an Order taken for fafting, yee was it lawful for 
Men, to receive it or leave it, as they lifted ; and that withoue breach of 
Charity. For Irenaeus ftraitway addeth thefe Words, Nibilo tamen minus, 8cc. 
Notwithftanding, faith Irenaeus, (an old Father, that lived 2 thoufand and four 
Hundred Years ago) they kept Peace and Unity among themfelves. And fo do we 
antil this Day. And the Diverfity of our Faffing fetteth forth the more the Azreeance 
of oar Faith. Likewife was there great Diverficy in keeping of Easter-day. 
For the Latins kept it upon one Day after the Tradition of Sc. Peter, as they 
faid ; and the Churches of fis kepe it on another, after the Tradition of Saint 
‘foln ; Yet notwichftanding, agreed in Chriftian Peace and Unity. . | 
. Socrates, in his Fifth Book and 22d Chapter of: his Hiftory, profecuteth this 
Matter at large. And the Chapter were worthy to be recited whole, faving 
for fhortnels of Time, a Portion chereof only fhall faffice, Nu/quam igitar 
Apoktolus nee ipla Evangelia, 8c. Neither the Apoftle nor the Gofpels them/elves do 
amy where lay upon therm which come to preaching (of the Gofpel, he means) rb3 
Yoke of Bondage. ‘But every one in their own Countries bave wpon a certain Cuftom, 
as they would themfelves, kept the Feat of Eafter, and other Feftsval Days, that shey 
- might ceafe from Labour, and remember the Healibful Paffion, (be means, of the 
Lord;) Neither bath our Saviour, or bis Difciples by any Law ccmmanded this to be 
obferved of us ; neither do the Golpels or Apostles threaten unto us any Pain or Punifhment 
as Moles Law did unto the Fews: But it is written inthe Gofpels only, after the man~ 
ner of an Hiftory, in the reprebenfion of the Fews, becanfe they committed Murder om 
the Feftival Days, and becaufe Chrift faffered in the time of Sweet-bread. Wherefore 
the Scope of the Apostle was not to make Laws for holy Days, but to bring in good Life 
and godline/s. But it feermeth unto me likewife, as many other Things sm every Place 
| grew unto a Cuftom, even fo allo did the Feaft of Eafter.. Becaufe none of the Apofles 
| as I bave faid, decreed any thing of the Matter. That certain Thing, eves from the 
| " beginning, began to be obferved in every Place rather by Cajtom than by Law, the 
: Matter st felf declareth, As in Afia the Lefs, many after the old Caftors contemning 
the Sabbath, obferved the 14th Day. And they thus doing, did never firive with thims 
which did keep the Feaft of Eafter otherwi/e, until Victor, Bifocp of Rome, being roo 
earneft, decreed, That the Quartodecimans fhculd be excommanicate. For the which 
Deed, Irenzus, being Bifhop of Lions in France, wrote a fharp Epiftle unto Vidor 
wherein be both reprebendeth bis Earneftne/i, and alfo dec.areth that none of them whic 
sn old time did diverfly celebrate the Feaft of Eafter, were by any Means feparated 
from Communion, And that Polycarpus, Bifhop of Smyrna ‘(which in Conclufon, 
fuffered Martyrdom ander Gordianus) did not efchew the Communion of Anicetus, 
Bifhop of Rome, nor did for the Feftival fake fall out with bim ; altho” be, ac- 
coratng to the Custom of Eucharius, Bifhop of Smyrna, dtd celebrate Eafter the 14th 
Day ; as Eufebius fatth in the Fifth Book of the Ecclefiaf ical Fiftory. 
And a little aiter : Romani namq; tres ante Pafca Septimanas, &c. “ For the 
“* Romans do faft three Weeks together before Ea/ter, except the Saturday and 
* the Sunday, The Ilyrict, all Greece, and they of Alexandria do faft their 
| | “ Faft fix Weeks before Eafer, and call ie Quadragefimam, Forty Days Faft, 
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“or Lent. But ie is a marvel to me, how thefe Men, differing in the num- 
“* ber of Days, do callit by one Name of 40 Days Faft. A Man hall find 
“ fome, which nor only diffent abouc number of Days, but alfo do noe retain 
14 “one kind of Abftinence. For fome do utterly abftain from Things that have 
f “ Life. Some, of thofe Things that have Life, eat only Fithes, fome befides 
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“ Fithes, eat alfo Birds, and fay, after Afofés, they come of the Waters. Some 

"i ‘© abftain both from Berries and Eggs; fome do eat only dry Bread ; fome nor 

oe ** that: Some there be, which fafting to the Ninth Hour do ufe divers Meats ; 

a - “ In divers Nations they faft diverfly. Of which there be innumerable Caufes, 

I _ * And becaufe no Man is able co thew any written Commandment of this 
| 
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‘© Mitter, ic is plain the Apoftles have left ic free to every Mans Judgment and 
“© Will, left any fhould do a good thing either of Fear or Necefficy. Such is 
* the Diverfiry of Fafts through the Churches: And abouc the Communion is a 
*© mach like Diverfiry. And fo the Author proceedeth in fhewing certain Di- 
wetfities about the Miniftration of the Communion, Baptifm, Marriage, and 
other Ecciefiaftical Obfervances. | : 
Again, St. Auguftin writeth unto Fanuarius, Alii quotidie communicant, &c. 
** Some, faith Sc. Auguftm, ceceive the Communion of the Body and Blood of 
** Chrift every Day ; fome others upon certain Days. Some there be that mifs 
* no Day without the Oblation ; fome others communicate only upon the 
Saturday and Sunday, others only upon the Sanday. 
Nunquam ergo cateri Apoftoli prandere Chriftiancs, Sc. ‘* Did then the other De ejun. 
** Apoftles teach rhe Chriftians chroughout the whole World to dine contrary Ssbsstb.

. Anda litle after, inthe fame place, Sic ego una Fides, &c. “S Therefore, 
© tee the Faith of the Univerfal Charch, which is. there {pread abroad as in- 
** ward in the inward Parts, be one; altho’ the fame Unity of Faith be kepe 
‘* with divers Rites or Obfervations ; wherewith in no wife che Truth in Faith 
‘* is hindred. For all the Beauty of the King’s Daughter isinward. But thofe 
** Rites which aré kept divers, are underftanded in the Garments. Whereupon 
** it isfaid to her, Covered round about with Variety sm the golden Edges, or Skirts, 
SS of ber Garments. But let that Vefture alfo be fo divers in variable Rites, chat 
“ic be not tornin funder with contentious Diffenfions. 
Ic followeth in che fame place, Si autem quoniam buic, &c. ‘° But becaufe 
“* I chink for my part, I have fufficiently aniweed this, if thou wilt ask my 
** Judgment of this Matter, confidering this in my Mind, I fay, That Fafting 
“‘ of the Evangelifts and Apoftles, and in the whole Teftament, (which is 
‘© called the New Teftament) is commanded: But on what Days we muft not 
4© Faft, and on what Days we muft Faft, I do not find determined by che 


. Commandment of the Lord, or the Apoftles. And by this I jude, that 
°o 


“© Liberty is more ape and convenient, than Conftraint, Fafting : 
“© Altho’ eruly not to che obtaining the Righteoufnefs which Faith obtaineth: | 
“+ Wherein confifteta the Beauty of the Daughter inwardly ; but yet to fignify 
** the eternal Reft, which is therrue Sabbath. 

.-4Non omnes giamvis equsdem opinionts, 8c. All Men, tho’ they were of one Nicephor, 
“ Faith, yet obferved they not in their Churches like Traditions. Yea, chey, 2. 12. 
** that had all one Faith, yet oft in the Obfervation of Ufages differed much. “4?- 34 
‘© Which Thing was no hindrance to true Godlinefs. | 

. Likewife itis noted in che Decrees of Pope Stephen, and alledged in Gratian, 

Gift. 31. as followeth, <Alirer fe babet Orientalium Ecclefarum Traditio, 8c, 
© The Tradition of the Eaft Church is far otherwife than the Tradition of 
‘this holy Church of Rome. For there Priefts, Deacons, and Sub-deacons | 
“ are married: But in this Church, none from a Sub-deacon unto a Bifhop hath 
* Licence to marry a Wife. And here is to be marked, that Pope Stepben took 
not the fingle Life of Priefts in the Lats Church, as a thing commanded by 
God, bute only as a Tradition, and fuch a Tradition as the Grecians lately 
received. : | 

Quafio Auguffini ad Gregorium fuit sta, Cum una fit Fides, cur funt Ecclefiarum 
diznrfa Confuctudines? & aliter Con(metudo Miffarum in S.Romana Ecclefia, atq; 
aliter in Ga liaruns, Ecel firs tenetur 2? Cui Gregorius refpendit, 12. dift. Cap. Novit. 
Noort Fraternitas tua, &c. “ Your Brotherhood knoweth the Cuftom of the 
““ Church of Rome, wherein you have been trained up. But this way pleafeth 
“© me well, that if you find any thing, whether it be inthe Church of Rome, 
“or ir the Church of France, or elfe in any other Church, that may more. 
“© pteafe God, that you diligently chufe the fame. And forafmuch as the 
M © Charch 
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** Church of England is new in Confticution, and in Ceremonies, that you pour 
*© into ic the beft Ordinances that you can gather of many others. For we 
** may notlove the Things for the Places, bur the Places for the Things. 
“* Wherefore, gather you out of every Church fuch Things, as be godly, 
** religious and right ; andthe fame, knic up as it were in a Bundle, canfe you 
‘* to be put and to be broughtin ure in the Church of Bngland. 

Here we may note, that Gregory being then Bifhop of Rome, would not 
drive other Churches to the Obfervation of the Ceremonies and Rites of Rome: 
But fuffered each Nation to retain and keep fuch Orders, as fhould be moft 
convenient for them. me . | | 

Yea, Sozomenus writeth in his Seventh Book, Eedem Ceremonie ncn poffunt, &c. 


~ One kind of Ceremonies cannot be fouridin every Church. 


And moreover Socrates wriceth in his Fifth Book, Non mventuntur, &c. °* You 
°° cannot find two Churches, faith Socrates, (writing of che Order of the 


—*© Church in his cime,) that in Rites and Ceremonies agree together, 


Likewife 7beodoretus upon the 14th Chap. to the Romans, intreating of thefe 
Words, Let every Man abound in bis own Senfe, or Judgment, writeth as follow- 
eth, Non enim bee pofust generaliter, &c. “‘ He hath not put this generally, nor 
‘+ yet commandeth he to judge thus of God’s Decrees. For he doth accurfe © 
«© ‘chem that go about to ceach any ching contrary untothe Truth: If any Aen 
‘© preach ante you any other Dorin, than that ye. bave received, let him be accurfed. 
‘ And therefore only of Meats he lefe to every Man freedom of his own 
“ Mind. For this Cuftom remaineth in the Churches until this Day: and one 
“ chufeth Abftinence, and another eateth all kinds of Meat without fcruple of 
%6 Confcience. And neither this Man judgeth that Man, nor the one reproveth 
© the other, buc the Law of Concord and Charity doth make them notable. 

And all this Diverfiry rofe of chat, that ic was lawful for every particular 
Church either to receive, or to leave fuch Ordinances as were deviled, and 
thoughe good by other Churches. For if all Places had been bound to one 
Order, then could never have been fuch Diverfiry. 

Now of chis may we thus Conclude, That Church that hath Liberty, whether 


' 
a 


it will receive a Ceremony. or.no at the firft, may by the fame Liberty after- 


wards remove it, when it fhall be thought good. Yea, and a preat deal more — 
seafonable ix isto remove a Ceremony, when itis corrupt and abufed, chan at 
the firft not to receive it, when it is incorrupted and judged profitable. For as 
Se. Anguftin writ to Fanuarius, Quod non eft contra fidem, 8c. that is, Whatfoever is 
not againft Faith and good Manners, is to be taken as a Thing indifferent. Now if it 
be to be taken for a thing indifferent to keep or to refufe, when it is beft, much 
more reafon itis to refufe, when it is corrupt aud grown out of kind. 

For any thing, that cannot neceflarily be gathered out of che Word of God, 
may be changed, as St. Cypries writeth to Pompeins ;. Nibil isnovetur, inguit, quod 
sraditum. Qh! faid the Adverfary to Se. Cyprian, nothing that is once delivered us, 
may be altered. St. Cyprian makes anfwer, “* Unde eft, iffa Traditio? May it not be 
*¢ changed, faid Se. Cyprian? Wherefore, from whence came this Tradition 2 
“ Came it from the Authority of the Lord and Gofpel, er. from the Command- 
‘© ments and Writings of the Difciples? As if he fhould fay, If ic came from the 
Epililes of the Apoftles, or the Gofpels, then ic may not be changed ; if it 
caine out of the Decrees of Men, it may. And in another Place he faith, 
Non ef ablurdum, &c. “* Ic is noc againit Reafon, that fuch Things as have 
been received be changed for the better. 

For {uch is the Nature of Ceremonies, that as it is fometimes profitable to 
receive them, fo fometimes profitable to put them away. And here we have to 
fhew you the wife Anfwer of aGentleman and Counfellor of the City of Athens, 
named Theramenes. The Lacedemontans, afcer they had given the Athenians a great 
overthrow in the Field, commanded chem to pull down the Walls of the Town, 
otherwife they chreatned them utter undoing. When chis Matter came to Delibe- 


_ ration in eye Council-houfe of Arhens, Ther amenes gave Counfil that the Walls fhould 


be pulled down. Straitway there ftood up another Gentleman, And will you, 
| ne {aid 
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faid he, give your Affent to che pulling down of the Walls, chat were builded 
up by the Counfil of that Worthy Man, and Great Captain Themiffocles ? 
Yea, faid Theremenes. For Themiffccles caufed the Walls co be builded 
for the Safeguard of the City ; and for the Safeguard of the fame Ciry, 
I give counfd ta throw themdown. Even fo we may anfwer by Ceremonies: 
They were brought in at the firft for co profie che Church ; but after they be 
-gnce corrupted, and do not that Office for which they were invented, for che 
profit of the fame Church they muft be removed. And if this-be true of fuch 
Ceremonies, which at the firft were indifferent, much more ic is to be thought 
of fuch Ceremonies, thae were never good nor indifferent, but were broughe 
in, in the corrupt Stace of the Church. 

_ And therefore Se. 4ugufin hath a marvellous good Saying, writing, Ad 
Marcellinum, Cap §. Non stag; verum ef, quod dicitur, &e. “ Ic is not true, 
‘© chat fome Men fay, that fuch a Thing as is once well done, may in no wife be 
‘© altered. - For after che Caufe or Occafion of ‘Time is changed, good Reafon 
“ sequireth, chat that be changed, which otherwife before: was well done. 
«© That whereas they fay, ‘ir were not well to have ic changed ; contrariwife the 
‘© Truth faith, Ie were not well, but it fhould be changed. For then fhall both 
‘© be well, if chat for the Diverficy of time they fhall be divers. 

Thus much for Proofs out of the Scripture and ancient Writers. Now re 
mains to fhew the fame by Example. | 
 Bafilixs being a Bifbop, teok upon him to devife a feveral Porm of Prayers Exempler. 
and Ceremonies, to be wfed about the Adminiftration of che Communion ; and 
by the Confent of the Church. pra@ifed the’ fame, without any Authority of 
General Council, Chry/offoss alfo did the like ; fochat it beareth his Name uneil 
this Day, and is called Léturgéa Chryfoftoms. If particular Bifhops had Authority 
to vary from other Churches, and co infticure Rites and Ceremonies abour the 
Adminiftration of the holy Communion, which be Ceremonies of moft weight, 
and moft in Controverfy at this Day:; how unreafonable is it to deny the ‘like 

«Authority, to a whole Kingdom or Province, to the ‘ordinary Power and 
Learned of the fame? 

Furthermore, the Church of the efithiepians; called Presbyter “fobavmes Land, 
have at this day their own Ceremonies, and: that in the vulgar Tongue. 

Thofe Churches that remain yet in the Eaft Parts differ, and always have 
done, from che Weft Churches in Rites and Ceremonies. 4 

Yea, and the Weft Churches themfelves vary one from another. = 

There were in Gregory's time three Canons or Orders, to minifter che holy 
Communion ; The Canon of Ambrofe, the Canon of Scbolafticus, gnd che 
Canon of Gregory. . 

At Rome, every Saturdsy was Fafting-day. At Milan, St. Ambrofe and the 
whole Church kept it no Fafting day. And both St. Augustin, and his Mother 
by Se. Ambrofe’s Advice, when they came to Milan, did not faft Saturdays. 

So that ie may be reafonably gathered, that the old Council thousht ft a 
Thing commodioas for the Church to have variety in Ceremonies, and to leave 
their Churches at their Liberty to reform chem, when they grew to abrfe. 
Otherwife they would have decreed, thac all Churches fhould have had like and 
the fame Ceremonies and Rites: which chey never did. 

Therefore fuch Uniformity of Rites and Ceremonies as now is feen in the 
Popifh Churches, was not in the Church, when it was moft pure ; but was 
brought in after, when the Bifhop of Reme had alpired co che anjuft Primacy 3 
and fo have been continued rather for a public Recognition of their Subjetion 
tothe Monarchy of the See of Rome, than for any Edification. 

For it is more profit for che Church to have fome diverficy of Ceremonies Resjens. 
in divers Places, than to have all one ; for thele Caufes : 

_Firft, That the Liberry of the Charch may remain ; chat in thefeindifferene 
Things every particulas Church may Abwndore im fue fenfu, Abcund im its own 
Senfe, as St. Pen! wricech. 
= nd | Secondarily,

Seconderily, That Ceremonies be not too much efteemed of the Simple, and 
fo grow to be made equal with God’s Word. ' As Experience declareth, that 
great Numbers make more Confcience of breach of any outward Ceremony, 
than of one of God’s Commandments. Such Affe&ion is cermed of fome 
Men Devotion. But St. Augufin callech fuch Offence, conceived’ upon’ fuch 
Alteration of Ceremonies, Super f ition, | 

But to proceed with more. Examples. Assbrofe according to the Example of 
Athanafins, who did the like at Alexandria, did firft inftiture the Rice or Cere- 
mony of finging Pfalms at M:lan, as S. Auguftin reporteth in his Confeflions. - 

But where Authority is to Inftiture, there is Authority to abrogate. That 
is true, will fome fay, when ie is made by his own Authority. Nay alfo, when 


_ic is eftablifhed by a more general Confent, if the Praétice declare ic hurtful, as 


by the Examples following. , ; | | 
Necarius, Bifhop of Confiantinople, did abrogate and remove the Office of the 


Penitentiary, and auricular Confeffion ; which was a Conftitution almoft gene- 


rally received, and remained ftill ac Rome, notwithftanding che Abrogation of 
it. And chat be did well in it may be proved by «wo Reafons. | 

1. That Sozomenss writing the Hiftory, faich, That Feré omnes Epifcopi eum 
fant fecuti ; Almoft. all the Befhops followed bis Example. Where it is to be noted 
api Way, that. particular Reformations do much good, and provoke others 
to follow. : | : 

2. The Second Reafon is, That St. fobs Chryfoftom fucceeding Nefarius, did 
not reftore chat Rite. of Confedlion again: For it remained abrogated in Se- 
zomenus’s Days, who lived after Céry/offom. And it is not to be thoughe bue 
Chryfoftom would have reftored it, if it had been unorderly removed. So that 
this Example of -Ne@arsus, and the particular Church of Confantsnople, abrogatin 
a general Cuftom upon juft Caufes of Abufe, approved by the Imitation of fo 
many Bifhops, and efpecially of the notable Father Sc. ‘fobs Chryfoffom his Suc- 
ceffor, is a moft plain Declaration, that particular Churches may abrogate 
cop and Ceremonies, although they have been inftituted by a general Aa« 
thoricy. : 

Like wife in St. Axghftin’s time, as appeareth in his Conf<ffions. there was an 
Ordinance in Africk, ‘and elfewhere, that Meat, Bread and Wine fhould be 
brought to the Place of Meetings at the Ademery of Martyrs. Which Ordi- 
nance St. Ambrofe did abrogate ; and the Reafon is chere declared in thefe 
Words, Ne ulle occafie ingurgitandi daretur. Left any occafion fhould be given to 
Drunkards, to overcharge themfelves with Drink: and alfo, becaufe that Obfervance 
.was-moft like co the Superfticion of the Heathen, who kept Parentalia, Burial 
Feafts for their dead Parents. | 

Here befide that Amsbrofe, one Man, abrogated a common Rice, let this alfo 
be marked, that the common Reafon ufed of Men now a days took no place 
with this ancient Father ; which is, Take away the Abufe, and let the Thing 
remain. But St. Ambrofe took away the Abufe by removing the Thing. 

Moreover, the Common Watchings, or Weekes, of Men and Women at the 
Martyrs Graves, which St. Hierom fo highly commends. and doth moft fharply 
inveigh againft Vigslantius, who wrote againft the faid Wakes, calling V gslestius 
his Affertion an Herely, was afterwards abrogated and reje@ed. And of fuch 
kind of Wakes chere is a Canon in a particular Council holden in Spein, called. 
Concilium Elibertinum, in the 35th Chap. with thefe Words, Placsust probiberi ne 
feemina in Camiterio pervigilent, &c. ‘* It hath pleafed us to forbid, that Women 
“© fhould wake the Night through in che Burial Place ; becaufe chae oftentimes 
‘' under Pretence of Prayer, hainous Offences be fecretly commicred., : 

Moreover, the late Experience within this our Country doth declare, that the 
Abrogation of many Ceremonies eftablifhed by general Authority, is lawful 
and proficable. For in the ‘Time of King Henry VIII. of famous Memory, 
many f{uperftitious Obfervations and idolatrous Rices were abolifhed ; and that 
by che Confent of many of them which now arg, and of late have been, Ad- 
verfaries 5 as Pilgrimages, Stations, Pardons, many fuperftitious Opinions of 

Purga- 
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Purgatory, Holy Water, of Maffes for Cacrel, and Scala Celi; innumerable 
Lyes out of the Church Legends, of feigned Miracles, and Saints Lives. All 
which Things were once eftablifhed by Catholick Auchority, as they term it, 
and in other Regions are yet maintained under the fame Colour, and the 
Gainfayers accounted by the See of Rome and her Patrons, Hereticks. Which 
Things are fo grofs, that they need no Confutation. | 

And in this late time, as appeareth, they are afhamed co reftore the fame. 
Wherefore it is no Inconvenience, that unprofitable and fuperfticious Rites be — 
abrogated and removed, by the Authority of a particular Church 

And becaufe we are entred into this Matter, it fhall not be amifs eo make 
rehearfals of a few, among a great many, of their vain fuperftitious Fables, which 
have been in times paft propounded to the People for wholefome Dorin. | 

In the Fefival, (a Book asit is inthe Prologue gathered out of Legends aurea, 
for Curats that lack Books and Cunning)’ in the Sermon of Corpus Céri#i Day; 
ie is written, That a Man hath nine Commodities by hearing of Mafs. One is, 
thace he fhall noe chat Day lofe his Sight. Another, All idle Oaths that Day 
fhall be forgiven him. Another, He fhall die no fudden Death. Another, fo 
long as he heareth Mafs, he fhall not wax old, and his good Angel reckons his 
Steps to and fro the Church, to his Salvation. Ie were too long (to reckon 
them all; let this be enough for a Taft. 

In the faid Book, in the Sermon of AJ] Seuls-Day, there is a Narration of a 
Prieft, which. was fufpended of his Bifhop, becaufe he could fay none other 
Mals, but Mafsof Requiem. © On a Day the dead Bodies rofe, and came about * Which 
the Bifhop for taking away their Chaplain from them. And fo he was. reftored asp she 


; to his Office. 


In the Sermon on Candlemas-Day, there. is alfo an Hiftory of a Woman, 
which never did good Deed, but only that fhe had continually kept a Candle 
before our Lady : Afcer her Death, by the Appointmenc of our Lady, a Candle 
was kept ap erg her in Hell, which the Devils could not abide; and by 
reafon thereof, fhe was reftoredto Life and became a good Woman, = = 

What Occafion of diffolace Life and Sin may be miniftred to fimple People 
by chefe and an infinite Number of fuch like Fables, -it is eafy to perceive, 

But the Anfwer will be, thefe Books were never allowed by publick Autho- 
ricy. Well, thefe Books were openly printed, and within Memory of Men 
commonly credited, and yet be of fome. And in thefe late Days, while there 
hath been fuch Preaching againft Reading the Scriptures in the vulgar Tongue, 
who hath heard any great Invection againft fuch Books? And ftrait Inquificion 
hach been of Englith Bibles and Teftaments to be burned; Whether che 
like Diligence hath been ufed for abolifhing thefe, lec all Men judge. 

But to return again to the Proofs by antiene Examples, chat particular 
Churches may alcer and inftieute Ceremonies. a 

In all time there hath been Provincial Councils: holden. Which were in 
vain, if they might not allow the good, and reje& the Evil. Particular and 
Provincial Councils have always had Authority to reject and condemn wicked 
Do&rin ; and by the Means many Herefies have been fuppreft withoue General 

Councils. . | a. ee a 
In the Provincial Council of Gengra, divers wicked Opinions againft the 
_Chriftian Liberty for Marriage, for eating of Meats, for Bondmen that would 
notobey their Mafters under pretence of Uhriftian Religion, were condemned. 

The Herefy of Pelegias was condemned in divers Provincial Synods in Africk 
before ic was condemned by any General Council. Bute Doétrin is a Mateer 

hath more weight than Rites and Ceremonies. And fo Provincial Synods 
having Authority of the more, have alfo of the lefs. 

And to be fhort, 300 Years afer the Difciples time, there were no Gene- 
ral Councils, and the Church well governed all that Time, every Province 
ruling their own Churches according to the Scriptures, only with the Help of 
Provincial Councils. : | 
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The Fathers of the Sixth Council of Carthage, writing co the Bifhop of 
Rome, who would have intermedled wich their Matters in Africk, have a 
notable Sentence for this purpofe. ‘‘ The Council of Nice, fay they, perceived 
‘© moft juftly and wifely, thac all Controverfies ought to be ended there where 
* they firft began, and the Grace of the Holy Ghoft thall not be wanting to 
“* any particular Province. The Words be thele: Prudentifiné enins juftifimég; 
viderunt, quecung, meg otee 1” fuis locis ubi\orta [unt finienda ; Nie unicuiq;, Provincia 
gratiam S. Spiritus defuturam. 

Moreover, Teftimonies of the Scriptures and Doétors may be brought, and 
many more Examples of the antiene Church for further Confirmation hereof 
But for tl ts time we have thought this fufficient. Hereafter as caufe fhall be 
moved, wé .*all have occafion to fay more. In che mean Seafon by thefe 


Proofs, that we have here fhortly alledged, we doubt not but it may appear to 
the indifference hearer, that a Particular Church hath Authority to make or 


--change, and remove and abolifh Ceremonies in {uch fore as may be moft for the 


ObjeFions, 


Edification of God’s People. 
We are not ignorant what may be objected againft this Affertion. As 


namely, concerning the Authority of General Councils. But becaufethar Mat- 
ter requireth a long Trac, we will in our Anfwer to the Reafons on the other 
part, by God’s Grace, declare by fufficient Authority, in what Points General 
Councils, (whofe Authority we acknowledge with Sc. Augufiinto be righe 
wholefome in the Church) are to be univerfally holden, and in what Points 
they are not. | 

Again, Where they alledge continuance of Time and their Poffeffion in the 
Church, let this be for this time fhartly anfwered ; They fhould firft prove 
their Things true, and then alledge Time. For againft the eternal Trath of 
God’s Word, no continuance of Time can make Prefcription ; as St. Cyprian 
faith, Confuetudo fine veritate eft vetuftas erroris ; Cuftem without Truth is an antient 


Error, | 
_. And as for their Poffeffion in the Church, feeing it is alfoa long Matter, and 


no orderly kind of Difputation, that they thould bring in one Matter in Con- 
troverly to prove another, that Matter hall be for prefent referred to this Iflue $ 
If they be not ableto prove, that the Bifhop of Rome is the Head of the Univer. 
fal Church of Chrift, and under his Obedience all Chriftians ought to live, 
under pain of Damnation, 3 and that neither by Decrees of General Councils, 
neither by Confent of Princes, bue by the Authority of Scriptures, and by 
the Word of God, (for by that Title of God’s Word, the Pope claimeth his 
Supremacy) if they fhall not be able to prove thar, I fay, which they fhall never 
do, as it hath been often proved in this Realm, and elfewhere ; Then is the 


- Authority of their Church nothing, and their Poffeffion unjuft. 


Thefe and other Objeétions fhall be by God’s Grace anfwered more at large, 
when the contrary Book fhall be exhibited. a

T° INKE you Maifler Fuel/, that whereas in the xxvii. Day of Maie laft Bs, 466 
_ you made a Sermon at Paul’s Croffe to abufe the Eares of the ignorant — 
People with Scoffes and Deuyfes againft certaine Authorities in my Book alleaged, 
for a forefhewe of your Booke that now is in printing, chac you muit nat come 
to a ftraighter Accompt of the Materinthe Triall and Handling of lerned 
Men? Thinke you your Reproufe of Amphiicchius auncientie, becaufe of the 
later Life of Sain& Thomas th’archebifhop Martyr joyned to him in your olde 
Parchement Booke, (as though in olde written Bookes Workes of diuverfe Ages 
be not commonly joyned together) your fcofling ac the comming of Chrift as 
Parifh Clerke, with Angels finging prickefong to Sain Ba/il’s Mafie, as though 
we had not as ftrange a Vifion in Gregorte Naztanzcne, your burthening of me 
with an inward allowing of your newe Goipell, your making Comparifon of 
us with King Darius and the vagabund Egsptisus, your bearing of Men in 
hand, thae I am bue a Tranflatour of other Mcns Workzs, and haue made 
Jerned Lyes, ufed falfe Allegations, Deprauations, Wreflinges, Dreames, ere.

My Lady and good Sifter, 


HE Honour and natural Amity which I bear to you, doing their Duty, Cote. zi- 
T hath made -me to fear, and to fhun to importune you, or in like fort to brary. Ju- 
diftruft fomewhat your good Nature by thefe my Complaints; The which hath lius. F. 6. 
not fometimes been pleafing to you. And on the other fide, my Cenfcience, ?* 53% 
and natural Pity of the {pile Blood of my obedient and innocent Subjeéts, hath 
moved me to demonftrate to you that in the which I hold my felf to 
be obliged. Therefore I befeech you to confider firft of all the juft Care I 
ought to have of my People, which ought to furpafs, all humane or particular 
Refpects ; according to the time which conftantly I have with Patience born, 
under Hops of your Favour, and without Reproach or Offence caken of me 
to read my Grievances, and to fend me your Refolution of them. For the un- 
derftanding of which I fend Borrbic the Bearer hereof ; with whom I fend you 
the Double of each Point contained in one Proclamation made by my Rebells. 
Where they make mention of one Sentence pronounced by you upon thefe 
Matcers difputed, and laftly by them falfly alledged in your Prefence and 
your Councils In which Point I befeech you to command, that I may under- 
ftand your Pleafure by this Bearer. Neither can the Neceffiry of this Caufe, 
fo important, fuffer any longer Delay, without underitanding as well in the one 
as the other, what is your Refolution thereia : For to remedy the partial Car- 
riage of your Officers of the Frontiers, the which at Carlile have taken my 
~ Servants, takcn and opened their Letters, and fent themto the Court; being 
contrary co that which hath been promifed and written, that you underftood 
not, that I was lefs at Liberty than before ; and far more contrary to that, 
that you fhould not receive my Enemies.

And alfo they were maintained to have fallely 
accufed me, and make me infamous.

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But I, which amcome hither to put my felf under your Protection, as unto 
my moft affured Friend, refufing the Help of thofe, the which being offended 
with me therefore, I fhall be conftrained to my Grief to feek it again ; if, ac- 
cording to my Hope and Defires, I have no remedy by ready Aid ; removed 
far from my Country, 1 have been retained ; denyed your Prefence for the 
juftifying of my felf, having required the fame = And in Conclufion, all 
Means taken from me to hear from my Servants, or to let them underftand my 
Pleafure. | 

I perfwade my felf that I have not deferved fuch Dealing, for having put 
my Affiance in you ; and having obeyed you, have enterprized nothing, as 
you counfelled me : and not feeking (at your Requeft and Promife) any other 
Friend{hip chan yours : and defiring not {olely to pleafure you, byt alfo to obey 
you, as a Daughter her Mother: And of frefh Memory, the’Return of the 
Traitors without the Advertifement of the Bifhop of Roje and of Mr, Knowles, 
Which perfwaded me,that it would not feem good to you, that of my Part it ftould 
firft begin. Which well I could have helped at the Entrance of the Frontiers, 
without giving chem the Commodity of levying of Soldiers co ruinate my poor

In brief, I have hitherto depended only on you, and defire to continue, if ie 
pleafe you, to accept my good Will as a Recompence for your loving Comfore 
and ready Aid, torefiftthe Tyranny of my rebellious Subje&s.

3 abroad. Forevery where there 1s ‘Mefis Multa, fed Operaris pauci, imo pauciffimi 
ee ee I find a Prieft npon my Ten-pound Benefice in Haiford in Warawickfhire, becaufe I 
: 7 would go abroad, and do fome good, where no Preacher cometh. My Prieft 
_ hath Ten-pound out of my Ten-pound Ten-hhillings ; and I live there of the Refi’ 
due. I remember, that when I preached before the Queens Majefty rudely after 
the Country Fafhion, I f{pake of the Queens Takers, but or I came home again 
from: London, then they had taken a quantity of my Wheat, which I would take 
Mony for, if I could get it, and fo would other poor Men where I dwel. The 
hope whereof caufed me to take my Journey to Oxford; where I communed with 
certain touching the true Pronunciation of Greek, who ftifly defended the ufual 
maner of pronouncing. Beware, Learned Mafters, faid I, that when you wilful- 
ly go about to defend an Untruth in this Matter, you fall notinto fuch an Incon- 
venience as I once knew a Bifhop do. They would needs know, How and Wherein. 
I fat once, faid I, at Table with a Bifhop, that did as you now do, defend the 
untrue Pronunciation of this Greek Letter [ ».] And after I had declared many 
Abfurdities that followed thereof, I defired him to confider a few Words written 
in the XXVIJch of Aatthew- He immediately called for the New-Zefament in 
Greek, I appointed him a Line or two in the place as before. He read among - 
other thefe four Words fine), siael, azua cuBaySayi, making falfe Greek, but true En- 
glifh, pronouncing plainty, I /y, I/y.

Eftates, or Members of the faid Countreys, or by any other Perfons whatfoever. 
And although the faid Suppliants have alwayes trufted that his Majeftie (being 
heretofore fufficiently advertifed of th’Inconveniencies and ill Confequences of the

A Feet our harty Commendations, Where about the beginning of Marc laft, 
| We, in theQueens Majefties behalf,dire@ed our Letters to you for the Inquifiei- 
on of the Multitude of Vagabonds, and fuch as commonly are called Regues, and for 
the Punifhment and Order of them according to the Laws of the Realm; And 
therof alfo by our Letters required youto make Certificate unto us. (Wherof until 
this time we have heard nothing :) Therfore we do charge you, the Sheriff, 


~ with that Fault, and do command you forthwith to advertic us by+your Letters 


what Excufe you can make. Which when we fhall hear, we wil therof confider, 
‘& procede againft you, or fuch other upon whom you shall eransfer the Fault, as 
the fame deferveth. For furely we do not mean to overpafsfuch a Contempt. 
And in the whole Realme, befide your felf, we find not many, wherof we are 
glad, to have committed chis maner of Offence. _Neverthelefs, trufting that for the 
Contents ef eur Letters fome Execution hath beendon, the’ the fame hath not been 
to us Certified, We have found neceffary, and fo hath her Majefty Commanded 
us, to have chefe Things following to be duly executed. | | 
_ Firft, you fhall fecretly accord, by way of diftribution of your felves, with the 
help of other inferior Officers, whom you may wel truft, to caufe a ftrait Search 
and good ftrong Watch to be begun on Swnday at Night, about Nine of the Clock, | 
which fhalbe the Tenth of ‘uly, in every Town, Village and Parifh of chat Shire; 
and to continue the fame al that Night, until four of the Clock inthe Afternoon. 
of che next Day. And in that Search and Watch to apprehend al Vagabonds, 
fturdy Beggers, commonly called Rogues, or Egyptians, and al other idle vagrant 


-Perfons, having no Mafter, nor any Certainty how or wherby to live : And them 
‘to caufe tobe imprifoned in Stocks and {uch like ; and according to the Qualities 


of their Faults to procede againft them, as by the Laws is ordered ; and that with 
convenient Severity, fo asthey may be by Punifhment forced to labour for their 
Living. And as it is likely that you have in the former Orders already remitted 
them whom you have not thought meet to retain in Work, to depart to their Native

Countries ; fo are -you-to take good heed how to avoyd the Abufe of your Paffe- 
ports. By the which, when the Names only of the Places, to which they are di- 
reG&ed, are efpecialiy named, the faid lewd Perfons craftily, to fpend theic time in 
pafiing idle,.do ftray-far out of che right Ways, and do in fome Places colour their 
Goingsto the Baths tor Recovery of their counterfeit Sicknefs. And - therfore in 
the Palfepores would be alfo named fpecial Towns, being in their right Ways, by: 
which they fhoald be-charged in their Paffeports to pafs. So asif they thalt be found 
out of thofe High Ways, chey may be newly and more sharply punifhed And in 
this Cafe the Pafleports fhould be fo difcreetly fealed, fubfcribed and writren, as 
they shou!d not eafily counterfeit the fame, which, as i is reported, fome of them 
can readily do ; and docarry abouc with them certain counterfeit Seals of Corpo- 
cate Towns and fuch like, to ferve their Purpofes in chat behalf. for che which, 
before they thalbe difmiffed, and as chey thal alfo pafs' by Towns, due fearch would 


be made by the Officers. And afcer this Search made, which is intended ro be. 


made general at one time throughout the whole Realm, We chink i good for the 
more Surety, to the total rooting our of this Mifchief, that you do agree among 
your felves to make at left monthly the like Searches in the fame Shire, uncl the 
Firft of November, or longer as you thail fe eaufe. oe Z 

‘And tho’ wedo not prefencly write ‘to every Corpérate Town in that Shire, 
being a Liberty, andhaving Jultices of Peace of themfelves, for avoiding of mul- 
vitude-of Lecters, and for Uncertainty of the Names of fach Towns ; yet our 
Meaning is you, the Sherif, or fome cwo of you, the Jaftices, wichin the Body of 
che Shire, thall fpeedily impare the Conrents of thefe our Letters unto the prin- 
cipal Otficers of che fame ‘Towns, and chem fhall, in che Queens Majefties Name, 


Charge and command: toobferve che Contents hereof at the time limited, boch for . 


the firft Search and Watch, and for che Continuance of the fame hereafter. And 
we require you, the Sherif, for avoiding of further Reproof, to return to us briefly 
the Certificate of this that fhalbe don by yoar firft Search. 

We cannot alfo, but confider that in the Search hereof divers vagrant Perfons 
wilbe found, who will counterfeit chemfelves as impotent Beggers, but that after 
Trial cherof, and Panifhment made in fuch Cafes, it will be neceffary to provide 
charitably for {uch as fhalbe indeed found unfeignedly impotent by Age, Sicknefs 
or otherwife, to get their Living by Labour: And for. thofe we earneftiy and in 
che Name of God, as we are all Commanded, require and charge you al, and 
every of you, toconfider diligently, how they may be relieved in every Pa ifh 
by the good Order that is devifed by a lace A& of Parliament: Ald that they be 
not fuffered to wander and ly abroad, as commonly they do, in the high Ways 
for lack of Suftentation. And for the due and charitable Execution of that 
Statute, we think it good, thacthe Bilhop of the Dioces or other Ordinaries be 
moved by you in our Name, to dire& Commandments to the Curats or M:nifters 
of al Churches to exhort the Parifhioners to give their common Almes at their 
Churches ; and to procure Remedy againft fuch as have Wealth, and will not 
contribute at the Churches, upon Exhortation and Admonition. And therunto 


We require you, the Juftices, co give your Aids and Affiftances in every Parith, — 


where your Dwelling is, and by your good Example, encourage others to this 

charitable good Deed. | | | 
We do further require you at this your Meeting for che Search, to confer how 
the Statutes, which are provided for the avoiding of al unleeful Games, and efpe- 
cially of Bowling. andfor Maintenance of Archery, may be fpeedily and roundly 
execureil en every pasrof the shire, And if any of yous felves hayedcen therin 
eulpable, fram henceforth: to forbear ; elpecially, feeing in al Things both good 
and bad Example in Superiors hath moft weight. Agi indeed hard shal it be for 
you to obferve your Oaths, which you took, being admitted Juftices of Peace, 
if you thal commit fuch open hurtful Offences your felves, which ought by your 
{elves, as you know, in your Seffions to be enquired of and puniihed. And 
herein We would have you caufe fome Inquifition co be made, betoie the ee 
ot the Juftices of Afinze; by whom We may be informed, how the fame is ordexed. 
The great common mifufing hereof doth : abound, as we cannot but prefently

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give you Warning therof. And we mean indeed co hearken hereafter how this 
our Admonition is regarded of you, on your feveral Behalfs. | 

_ And in this behalf alfo, We cannot buc admonifh you to be wary afd cirgam- 
fpe&, what Licences you give Perfons to keep common Summer Games. For we 
hear of fome greac Abufes therin in fundry Parts of the Realme : both chat they 
are over general, and Lewdnefs and Ungodlinefs commited by the Confluence of 
Numbers of evil difpofed People, for lack of the Prefence of fome wife, honeft 
and godly Juftices and Officers. Wherof as we shalbe further informed, fo wil we 


' provide Remedy. 


You fhall do well alfo to caufe the ordinary Watchmen in all Parifhes, to be 
wel warned thatby noleud Pradtifes of evil difpofed, crafty Perfons, paffing by 
them inthe Night, by Pretencesof Watchwords or fuch like lewd Devices, any 
Levy or Raifing of People be made, as in fome Corners of the Realm hath been 
lately irciapeed, tho’ well ftayed by the wifer Men. , Bates 

As for other Things, we mean not by any particular Charge to admonifh you 
of any more, but wilh you to continue in your Carefulnefs of your Offices, to fe 
Peace duely kept, and the Difturbers therof by Words, Tales, News, {preading of 
unlawful Books andWritings, or by Deeds, to be at the firft with {peed ftayed, and 
fharply punifhed. And if any of you fhall perceive any of your Number, being 
Juftices of the Peace, in any of chefe Things negligent, We heartily require you 
the reft, or any of you, either to advertife us, or any of us, by your private and 


-fecret Leteers, or els to the Juftices of Affize at their coming thither. For in fo 


doing we muft allow you ; and we mean to provide fome good Remedy, as realon 

is ic fhould be, co remove Credit and Eftimation from them, that.willfully do de- 

ferve thecontrary: And fo fare you wel. From Greenwich, the xxch of Fume, 1569.
